Now the iuiiipathy Hguiiini 
Dionyaiua wiia not only aggravated hy nil this dts- 
plny, contmsied with thcr wretebodnesa of impove¬ 
rished exiles whom be hud disposaisascd—hut wan 
also rurniabed with sonudliing lu strike at nnd vent 
itaclf upon. Of such opportunity for jircsent aC’ 
tion ttgaitisl a visible object, Lyaiav did not fail to 
avail liinvtclf.

But the cose would be fnr worne, wlwii tim poeme 
of Diotiysiua rjimc to ho rcdlerf. 'Hiewr wore vo¬ 
lunteer manifestatloiWt ilcltvorcd (like the barongoe 


of Lyntua) before &nch persons us cliune to oume 
and I'lenri not comprised in tUo regular Bokmuiiy, 
nor thcrofori' under any itcculinr prut cell on by the 
K1 i»inil nutlioriti ca. Dionysius fttood forward oi bin 
nwti accord to put litmrolf Upon bis trinl ai a iroct 
licforc the auditors. Here tbercforc ibe antipathy 
pgoiust livi dcspui might Im? manifested by the m*'*t 
unrofierveil eipJoaions, And when we aro luld that 
the baibiees o1 the poems' caused tb«m to bn re¬ 
ceived witli opprobrious ridicjib. in spite of the 
excellence of tlic recitation, it is caev to sea That 
the hatred intended for the [wrsnri of Dionyafu* was 
discharged u|hju his vcroca. Of cuiirocr the hiisrrs 
and hooters wquhl make jt clearly umlrrsioud what 
they really racmttr and would indulge tn the Ad! 
Hcencc of heaping curses upon his name and nets. 
Neither the hcsl rccitera uf‘Greece, nor the beat 
IKiefns even of Sophoktes or Huduti ctmki have 
any chance agniiist such predrtermiued ajitipatbf.

111? seized several of bis best friends, imder false 
uc^satrans, or aurniises, and caused thcui to be 
stiilfi , lile brotJiKr Leptinds, and hie ancient 

Pliilistus, njcn who tioJ devntctl their Uv« 
first to bis c-valtmion, arid alienranls to hU servic©, 
did uot escape. Haying given umbrage lo luiu by 
an iiitennarriagc tictwem their families made with* 
out hifl iirivity, iHilli were bandied froiii Syracuse, 
and icUrtti to 'I'hurii in Italy, where they received

Such was the mcmurablL* scene iit the Olympic 
fostivul of 384 JLO., together with itfl effect upon 
the mind of Diouyaioii. Diodoma, white noticing 
all the fttcti*, has ciwt an air of ridiculo over tlicni d^SL*. 
by recognising not lung except the vexation of Bio* 
uysitta, at the ill ■uoceaa oif lib poem^ ns the cauisc 
of his roentnl aufferiog; anil hy rcl'crring to the

He 
hod accumnlBied for this occasion all the means of 
showing bimadf oiT, Uko Kreesus in his iuierview 
witii Sokni. as tlie toost proaperous and imwcrful 
man in the Ifcllcnic world ■■ tucaus beyond Ibo 
reach of any coiUempurary, and surpassing even 
Hiero or 'fhero of former days, witese praisca m 
ibe odes of Pindar he pn^bably bad in his mind. 
He counted, probably with good'^reason, that his 
splendid tcgniioii, clianots, and nurtii of acting and 
redtaliou for the poems, wontJ aurpaas every tiling 
else seen on the holy plain; and he fully cxj^cctcd 
such reward as the public were always glad 
bestow on rich men who exhatistetl Uieir purses in 
the recognised vein of Hellenic pious ostentation, 
111 this high wrought state of expeeutiut), what 
ilo«i DionyaiuH bear, by bis messeiigers returning 
from the festival? Tbm ibetr tnisaiou had proved 
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e total failure, anti even 'tvorne timn a I'niltire i tliat 
tlie display had csited rofth nano of the niutal 
admiration I not beeaui'c tlierc wero rivals on Lite 
ground equal nr eujierior, but iimidy becauafl it 
came frotM him ; Lhat its very nragjiiiiMiicc had 
opcrateil to render tite explodon of aiilijmtfiy 
against him loadtr and molt vinlent; that hi a 
tcids iu the aocred ground hail been KCtunlly as¬ 
sailed, and thdl oecei* to aacriBc*, a* *i to 
the tnalches, had been secured to him oaljr by 
Ihi: inlerposiliou of authority. Wo (eom iiuleed 
that hilt chariols failed in the Reid by unlucky acci¬ 
dents ; but in Ihti existing tpotper of the crowd, 
tlteeu very acctdciits wouhl be seized os occasions 
tor derisory diccriug tigainsL him. To this we uiust 
add explosioofl of hutr^. yet more furious, elioited 
hy Ilia (joctijs. putt (ay the rocitors to utter shame. 
At the momrut when UiuayKius exiiccled to liear 
Ibo account of ati unpnraJIrii'd, trhrmph, he is ihw 
iaformed, not mendy of disapimiritmcni, but of 
inaulw to himself, dirccl and |«is<inhl, Ihc nioal 
[loigaoiit ever uflered hy (ireeks to U (Jr«h, nnodst 
ihe lioliftKt anil mtwt fmiucatsd ceremony of ttie 
Hellenic world'. Never in any other case do wo 
read of public antipathy, against an individoai,

at Olympia.

Dion^ hiiving 
liecfl profoimcily itnprcssetl witii the cotivcrKotion of 
Pinto, provuiled upon Djonyffioa to invite and talk 
with hitu nIsQ, ^ato diseourseil cto<iucntly ujma 
jiiitttce and virtue, cnfurciti^ his doctrine that wicked 
men were inevilably tnberahle—that true Imppi- 
nesd tiolunged only to the virtuous—onrl Ihai drspors 
rotild not lay claiin to the merit of courage*. This 
meagre nhstract docs not at alt enable to fnilow 
tint philosopher's argumenU But it is plain that 
he set forth his general views on anciaJ and tmitli- 
cal subjects with m much freedom and dignity of 
fl|ieech before Dionysius ns Wfore any nicnplo citi¬ 
zen ; and we fiT'e ffirthcr tnld, that the hy-standert 
were greatly captivated by hia ruaiincf and Ion* 
guagc. Not Ml the deajiol hitnself. After one or 
twn repetitions of t he like diifCOtirM, iu; became not 
merely averse to the doctrine, but hostile to lhe.|)er' 
sun, of Pinto. According to tha stniement of Dio- 
tlorus, lie caused the philosopher to be Kclited, taken 
down to the Syracosnii slave-market, and there put 
up for sate ns at slave at the price ol *i0 miruo i wltldi 
hia fritriids auhscrilied to pay, and thu* released 
him. According to PlulBrch, Plato liimself wm 
anxious to dqiart, and wd* jput Uy Dion aboard a 
trircuic wht^i was about to convey home the Lacc- 
dicuKiiiian envoy Pol lie. But Dionysios sucretly 
cntreateil Pollls to cause him to (w slain on the 
voyage—or ni Ivtiai to soil hinx as a slave, Plato

That Diouyaius oboulU Ithtea to tlio dlBCuumc oT; 
Plain with repogcaoce^ not lega decidcct tbua that 
whicb tbc Emperor Napoleon wafi wont to abov 
lowartlB idealoglgta—was an event naturally to 
expected. But that, not aaiiaficti with distuiggiug 
tbc phiUMupber, ho aitould leek to kill, niDltreat, 
or disgrace him* iltustrates forciUty the vindietivc 
and irritable etementa of bis character, and ebovre- 
how tilUe ho wa* likely to respect (belivce of tho« 
whii:atood in bis way as political opponcnla, 
inr- Diunysius was at tbq oame lime occupied wilb new 
oongtruciion*, mUiloryi dvU, and Mtljgiouif, at Sy- 
racuBC. lie cnlargotl tbc ftu'tificaliotift of tbe city 
by adding a new tine of wall, eictending nlong tbo 
MBkr 4^1 sQulbcm cJilf of HpipclEe, from Kuryalue to tbe 
duburb called Ncapolia j whieb luburli tiraa*n(iWt it 
wtiulil Bpjienr, gurmunded by a BC|Miniie wall ufUa 
own or porhapa may have buen bu aarrotindcd a 
faw year* eorliHr, tliw^li we know lliut it was un¬ 
fortified and opeo during the iiitauk. of Inulkon in 
31)0 u.c.*. At the eame tjuia, probably, the fort ni 
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llie Eurynlua was rnlargcd nod complelttl to tlic 
of grondourinfUicll ils pnjacnt remnins mdicnlo. 
'riie whole slope of fijiipolie became Ums lonkred 
titid pruiected by fortidcatioa*, t'tom its bane at 
Achmdina to its ape* nt Eurynlus- And Syracuse 
ttow comprised stparntcly furtifiod portiooe,’^ 
Epipolm, Kenpolia, Tyche* Aclimdina, andOrtygia; 
each imrtioii Jimnug Us own Ibrtilicstion, thoutjli 
iha lour first were inciuded witJiiti the sniiie outer 
walls, Syrnoosc ilius bocame tlie largert fortifiad 
city in all Greece 7 larger eifto llum AiUens in its 
ilien existing state, thoogh not so large as Atlieiis 
hiid been during the l*ek)iJOiiiiesTau war. while the 
Phateric wall was yet standing. 

Besides these extensive fortificationa, Dionysilis 
also enlarged the ducks onri artenaU ?o as to pro* 
vide aceoni mod alien for 2 iM) lucu of war. He 
const meted epiicious gyninwsia on the banks of tbs 
river Auapos, without the dty walls { and ho further 
ilet«fated itie city with various new teaiplw in 
honmir of dUforenl §o6t K 

.Snell cosily tiovrili« added grandenr os well 0* 
security to Syracuse, anci conferred imjiOMng oolr- 
brity on the dcs[>oi himself. They wem dictated 
bv the same uspirutions as brid promtned lilsoston- 
l^itius legation to Olympia in a.c- i o legation 
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of which iKe reault liod becfi »o uiUoward mid into- 
IcraUte lo tuft fMltngft. They wert intend aj to 
couftule, and doubtlc$9 did in part console, iha 
Symcuftan people for the (fwsii of Uieir freedom.

The sunt of !5tK) talents, rtcemly piilBgcd from 
the temiile at Agy|JH^ enabled Dionysius to fit out 
a largo army for hi* projected war. Entering into 
inlfigu^ with some of the diftaflbeted deimmlencia. 
ul ^ihago in Sidly, hocimournged them to revolt, 
and received them luto hit [illiaii«. The Ciirtha- 
Sinnuis seatouvoys tu mimiwtmte, but could obtain 
no redress t U|ion which llicy on Ihdr sidu preiuircd 
for war. iwcumulated a large force of hired luHjimi 
t^cooartes umler Magon. and contrimted aUian^ 
with wme of U,e llutiot GreeU# hoeUJe to Dbnvsius. 
Both parties dUiributed their foreee so no to ad 
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partly in Sicily* partly In tlie atljmntn^ pciilnaula 
qf Italy i hui the great alrcss of war fell on Sicily, 
where Dionyaiua luitl Alagon liolh. com man licit in 
periiOiu After several combats jiartial and iitdc- 
ciaire, a general battle was joined at a place called 
ICnboJa. The coutiTst was tuurdtroiie, amj tbc brave¬ 
ry great an btjtlt sides ; but at lenglli Dionyaiua 
goJaed a complete victory. Mngon himself and 
tO.noci meu of bis amy were aluiti % 5000 were 
jiiajle prisanem; while the remainder were driven 
In retreat to a neighbouring eminence, strong, but 
destitute of water.

pay to Carthago tho sum of UHXJ talrnits*. To 
theae unfavourable conditions DiiinyaitiJi was con- 
btmiiied lu auUscribe i a/ler having hut a few ilnya 
t>cfore reijutred the Carthaginians to cvacoato all 
Sicily, and pay Iho cotto of the war. As it neoms 
doubtful whcthci' Dhmystns would have so luq^ a 
BUtii ready to pny down at once, we tnay reasonably 
presume that lie wmdd undcriake to Ictjuidate it by 
annuol instulmenis. And we thus find confiraiutiati

Such ore the painful gups in Greeiau history as 
it is iiaufiiutted to os, ilmt we heur scarcely Rny-> 
titing nhout Dionysius lor thirtceit years after the 
peaccof 0 , 0 .

of previous misfortune*—“fearful pestilence^ and re- 
voll of Ibcir Libyiui depciidoncies, wbieb scriouily

'I'liciC itieitlcDU 
iiave been idready' reliitad at large in fannercUaptEr*- 
Two years before the bnltle of Lfllilrtra, DionysiuB 
sent to the aid of the Luc«lNeiii<miana til Korliyru 
0 6{{iiJulron of leti si)ip4, ali of which were cajtTureil 
by l]djikrBtes; about three yeaf% after the battle, 
whcii the Thebans and their allicfs were prewing 
Sparta in PelDpotinesus, iie twioo sent thither a 
military force of Gauls and fbertana to reinforce 
her army. But his troops neither stayerl long, nor 
rviidenKi any very conspieuoua service‘r 

In this yrar we hear of a I'rcah altaok by Uiooy- «.w«v 
sius ftgajusL the Carthaginians. Observing that 
they had been lately much enfeebled by pestilence 
and by miilioy of their African suhjects, he thought 
the oppurltiuiiy favourable for try ing lo recover 
what the ipcflcc of 383 n.c. had obliged him to re- 
tinquish. A false pretence Iwiiig readily found, he 
Inviuled the Carllinginian possessions in the west of 
Sicily with a large Sand force of fool, and 

3000 horsey togctlicr with a fleet of 300 sail, and 
store ahips in pro|Kjrtinu. jVftcr ravaging luiich of 
the open territory of the CarUwginians. he suc- 
ccedL'd in uifialeriog SeUnus, Entella, and Eryx —

Being thus led to conceive that there wiui no 
kiiiger any nppraheii«ioti of naval attack from Car- 
ihi^, he withdrew hia fleet from oontioutni» watch 
off Lilyba*uiii X keeping 130 mett of war near nt 
hntid, in tlic harbour of Slryni fi nding the 
retnaindcr bntuc lo Syracuse. Of tliu incautious 
proceeding the Carthagioians took 8|>ecdy wdvgii* 
tage, l*be conflagration in their port hud been 
much OTemtatcd. Then: slit) reiumnetl to them 
200 tihipn^ of TVETj wbitfti, o/ler bring ettuipped in 
wIcRoe, Balled scrou in tlie night to Ery*. Ap- 
peoritig Budileuty in the harbour, they atbtckotl tliO 
Synwrugan fleet completely by aurpriae j and suc¬ 
ceeded, ml lioui Mriouit resistance, in capluring 
will towing off ncftrly all of Ihcm* After so capital 
on vantage, liilybarutn ticcame 0|ie:n to reinforcc- 
nieui and aupplies by sea, eo that Miotiyaius no 
Inn^ thought it worUi while to prosecute the 
^ade On the appewch of winter, bolti partieO 

raumed the imeiimn whidh they had rxurupied befon 
me recent inovaiucnt'. 

The despot hod thus gained nothing hy oguiii 
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taking uji Jimis, nor were tlic Sicilian tlcpendcncies 
oi the CArlhnginiaiw at ail cot down below that 
whidi Uicy awjuired by tbc treaty of 383 a.e. But 
Ho reeeiv^ taltout January or February 367 n.cO 
HOWS of n iSjffcreut g}ieeii^ of fuccees, ivIiicH gnve tit*i ii 
Uini Hardly Iis» satisfaction tban a victory by land ith>oj m 
or seal In tbc LiCiiscaii fcotival of AlHcnSj on® of 
Uta iragcdiGs bad been rcwanicd with the first jiri*e! 

A clioriBl who Hiid Iweii ciii|j|oyeil in tiic [>crl nr in¬ 
here—eo^r to convey the first intdligence of iHifl 
jiuccesfi to Syracufio and to obtain iHe rccotopcnsc 
which would'natundly await the messenger—has* 
tolled from Athens to Corinth, found a vessel just 
Btartiiig for SyractisCf and reaebed Syracuae by n, • 
straight course with the advanlage of favourable 
winds. llcwiiB the first to communicaite the news, 
and Tweived the full reward of his diligence. Uio- 
nysius was ovetjoyed at the diAtinction confemnl 
upon him; for though on former occaeioos ha hod 
obtained the second or third place in llio Alhenian 
compelitions, lu; hod never bclore been adjudged 
worthy of llie first prize. Offering ascrificc to the 
Gods for the good news, he invited his friends to a 
6|itendid banquet, wherein he indulged in an un¬ 
usual measure of conviviality. But tli® joyous ex¬ 
citement, coupled with the effccte of ilio vrin®, 
hroughl on n« attack of fever, of which he shortly 
ofierwords died, after a reign of 38 years’. 

Thirty-eight years, of u career so full of dfori, 
adventure, (md danger, as that of DionysiuB. must itu- 
havc toft a constitution sufEciently cihaustcd to giia 
way easily before acute disease. Throughout this 
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lottfi period he bwl nceer sparetl ijiniwir. lie wim . 
& mail uf restless energy autl nctivUy. hodily a* wdi

' pruvkliHl iDi pie merits of otrenee. us well aa of de¬ 
fence before undertokhig war,—am rttnorkable 
features ju bis character. Ulio Runian Scipio A fn- 
trunus was wont lo single unt Bionyslus and Aga- 
ihoktes (the tiistory of the latter begins afaoni fifty 
years oAer ike dcaUi of tlie foriuerj, both of tbein 
despots of Syracuse, as the two Greeks of greftt«l 
abilitv for action known to him—men who com-

bincd, in the most meiunrable degree, daring with 
sagacity*. 1*his, criticism, coming frem an ercel- 
leui judge, U home out hy tlie biography of both, 
tm fm as it cutties to our knowledge. No other 
Greek can lie pointed out, wliu, staftiog from a 
posltiou humble and unpromising, raised himself to 
so lofty a pimiaclc of dominion at hiime, achiei'cil 
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^ucli strikUig lailitiiry exploits nbriK\di. anti pre> 
fiervcU lib gtiimleur unimp^ri^d iLrougboui ilio 
whole uf » luii^ life. Dionyiiiiu^ lioasteiJ tbul Ue 
lieijiicntliL'd lo (lifl £on an eiii]>ire lajteiiod by mla> 
iimutiao chatitii'; ao puwerrul wiis bis mm'cnury 
foTtt—30 firm his position i» Ortygia-—su wni- 
pletely hod ibo SiraL'UKtns been broken in to sub- 
jecliun.

Of the two, Dioiiysiu* was the most fu- 
voured by furluiiu. ilolh indeed profited by oiu* 
auxiliary accident, wliich ibstinguifaheil Syracuiu' 
from other Orcemn cities : the Eoval sjux-iaUty of 
Ojiygio. Thill islet scetnetJ expressly made to lie 
garrisoned as a sqiantte fortreiMi,—tiparl from, iw 
well B5 oguiiiBl, the rest uf Syratuise,^—htiviiig full 
cotiimand of the Imrbour, docks, iiAvnl farce, ond 
naval AjiproBch, But UiouyBius liiul, besides, se- 
ventl iiecurinr iuterveulions of the Gods in bta 
favour, so I net lines nl the tituai critical momeutA: 
such was the interpretation put by bis enemies faml 
doubt leas by bis friends olsoi upon tbose repeated 
pestilences whicli sniutc ibe Cartliaginilm umiics 
witb a force far tnore deadly tbnu the spear of the 
SymeuBnn hoplite. Un lour oi' live distinct occa- 
sions* during the life uf Dionysius, we read of this 
utiaecn foe os desiroyiiig tho Carthagiuiims both in 
Sicily and in Africa, but leuving ilm SyrocuiHtuf- 
uutouched- Twice did it nrtest the progroBS of

But seldom does it appear 
prefixed by more imptiilenl calumnies, or worked 
oht with a larger measure of violence will a)to)ia' 
tioii, lhau lit the case of Dionysius, ite was indeed 
powerfully eeconded at the outset by the danger of 
Syracuse from the Carlhagiaiuii nrrns. But hrs 
scheme of uaurpalioti, far from ttiminlshing' stteb 
danger, tended muteiially to iiitirease it, by dis- 
uniting the dij Ot so critical a mumeut, Dinny- 
Bin* odiieved notblog in bis ItrRt enterprise for 
the relief of Gein and Kamnrina. fie was furcod 
to retire with as much disgrace as tliuse prerioni 
generals wbnm he had w» bitterly vituperated; and 
apparently even wilti giralcr dlsgraco—since there 
are strung gpouuda for hclievlog that he entered 
into indtoroiiB oolhtsion with tlie Cortbugiiuans. 
Tim sulvntion of Syracuse, at Ihol momciii of perih 
aroae not ffxjtn the energy or ubilily of Diunyains.

and that the peace by which he wai ennbkr! to

Hb war ngontat tins Carthagiolnoa 
in 337 H.c.^ was aiulortokeu witJi nitidi vigour* rc- 
covensd Geln, funnarina, Agngcniutn, and Selinus, 
and proniiKd the ino^t deoblvc success. Bui pre^ 
5«nUy Qgiun the tbn of foitiine luriind agintl hiut 
He suaUiIoetl capital def^ta* nnd owod the aaftriy 
of Syracuse, a second lime, lo notUitig but llic ler- 
riftc peatiknee ivhich dtsUxtyed the army of 1 milkoTi. 
A tlviid tiiDGj in 3S3 s-c*, Diouyaiiis gratuiloualy 
renewed the war against Carthnec, After lirilliaol 
tnneeu ui first, he wns again tnt&Uy defeated, and 
foTcerl to. cede to Carthaire alJ the Icrritorj west of 
dm river Halykua, besides paying a tribute. So 
that the exact dififeremM! between Ihe Sidliau terri¬ 
tory of Carthage as it itood at tbn begininttg of 
bi8 wnimand end at the end of hb reign—omonnte 
to this: that at the earlier period it reached to 
the nver Uimera—at the bter period only to the 
river Halylcua. The idtermoiliale i|>Ace beiwoeft

Apart from wealth and high jmsition, the |jef- 
sonal character of Dion was in itwilf marked and 
promiticiit. He WBi of an energetic tem|rer, gt^t 
bravery, and very o>n»iderBhlc mvnUil ciLpoeitles. 
TlioURh his nature was haughty and disdainful 
towmds individualB, yet as lo iiolitic;d conniumion. 
his ambition was by no iiicnm* piirdj' sell'-scckius 
and egaislic. tike that of the elder Dionysius. 
Animated with vchctneul love of power, he was at 
the same lime peoelrated with ttial sense of roguhited 
polity, oud submission of individual will to fixed 
IIIWB, which doattfd in the atroottphere of Grpciim ralk 
and lUeiature,and stood w high inGreeiaii morality. 

He ww moreover capable of acting witii cnihaakam , 
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asd bm-ring every hazjird ia prosecution of bts oini 
cosvicUoiis.

jSJElT' of age iu 387 ax., wli«i the elder Diony- 

f4wn. sills, having diamnnUed Rbegium and subdued 
Kroten, tltained the maximum of hts dominion, ai 
master of the Sicilian unJ Italian Greclis. Slatidin| ‘ 
high in the favcnir of ids brDlhcrf»iu-Iuw Diujiy^as, 
Dion doubtless took part in the wars whereby tbi< 
large iloniinion hat! been ncfjuireil ■, tie welt &a in 
the life of inttulgcnco onxl luxury which preraiJed 
gBuerally nmonc wcaliliy Greeks in Sicily and Italy, 
and which to the Atheniati .Hlato appeared alike 
surprising and reputaive*. Timt great phiiowiplicr 
Tiaitcd Italy and Sicily about 387 nx., as has been “ 
alrcmly mimiiotied. He was in acqmunifliice and , 
fellawship with the school of pliilo^ophta^ called 
I ythagarcans ; the remnant of that I’yLbagowaM 
brotherhood, who bad once exerciiUHl fif/powerlul a 
political ittflnenccover the citirs of ihoge regioniH- 
and who still enjoyed CojiBidcmbJo rcpulatiori, oven 
political dowofall, through individuiil 
ability ^ nmfc of the members, com!iii)cJ widi 
Imliits of recluse study, inystidam, aai] atinchmeat 
among thcmeclves. With these Pytliogoreans Dion 
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b)ao, b y^ouug toBii o f ditcn minci imil unleut a»;T]rs- 
tion*. wfts imturalEy thrown into columnnlcation by 
the proceodiagfi of the eldtir Diouyfiiui id Ititiy*. 
Througlt them iio came iiiiotntcrcourAo with Plato, 
whfiae convorBntioo nuide an epoch in Iriit life.

Never before had Plato met with a pupil who w

with Ins newty comniuiiicati’d impulse towards 
philosophy, as the supreme jpjide end din^tress 
of virttious conduct, Dion altered' his hnliUs of 
life; exchanging llic sptendour and luxtity of a 
Sid)inn rich mttn Ibr the simple fare and ceguiated 
appiitmUoti hecoming a votary of the Academv, Jn 
this course he pl'ntsled without fiiUering, through* 
out all his residence ut the court of Dionvatus, in 
spite of the unpopulimty contiactcd among hts 
itnmediate conijumiuiis. His enthusiastn even led 
him to believe, thnt the despot tiimself, iiuablo to 
rwist that persuosivn tongue hy whicli be hnd Iwieii 
himscif converted, might hr gently hroiighi round 
into nn einplayment of his mighiy force Ibr bene* 
fjccnt and rcfonimtory purposes, Accatdtiigly Dion, 
inviting Plato to Syraciu^c, procured Ibr him nu 
interview with DioDyaius. Jjow iitiserably the spe¬ 
culation failctl, lu)£ buen rrcounled in mv last 
chapter. Instead of acr|uiring a new convert, the 
philowplier was foTtonute in rescuing his uwu

Ik-iug hr wa» nitnivtor 
Aiid rrlalivc, aritJ pcrhaiim ftiieretiEKir pmsumptivc, of 
theiitost imwcrful prince ill Greece, tin wuuli] eujny 
every where grwii luiporlntice, wliicli would he en- 
baiiecfl by Ida phitosophy and doi|uenee. The Spar¬ 
tans, nt that titiie Kir ultiea of Uiunyalus, t^Ouferred 
ujion iJiou Lhc ram Jioiiuur of a vote of dtuen^ 
■hip* i and lie vecdvml trHtimonlcs of rrnpixt from 
Ollier citirs also. Siicli huiiours tended lo ekalt 
his repututiou at Syr.'icwie; white the euita (o 
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Atlteftji mtd the cities &( Ceotrat Greece enlarged 
hiii knowledge botli of politJciaiia and ^tiitoaopbeio.* 
At length oecureetl the death of the elder DiO' 
npins, occasioned by an nnexpeeted attack of 
fevert after a few days' ilintsa. lie liad made no 
epccial announcemeot about his soccesaion. Ar> 
cordtngiy, os soon as the physicrans iimnouDcrd 
hint to be in imnuneni danger, a competiiton arose 
between biii two famiUea t ou the one hand Dio' 
nyojus the younger, hk son by the Lokrian wile 
Doris* on the other, bis wife Aristomachf and 
her bruUier Dtoti, representing her childrefi Ilippa- 
rinus and Nysueus, then very young. Dion, wiahhig 
to obtain for these two yootW eititcr a pannerehip 
in the future fiower, or some other benefidai pro* 
vision, solicited leave to npproach the bedside 
of the aick ruan. Bui (he jibyaiciana refusetd to 
grant his request wilhoiU apprising the younger 
DionyEius;; who, being reaotved to prevent it, di¬ 
rected u sopurific (loLiuu to be admiiiistered to hii 
father, frotn the cHects of which the latter uever 
awoke so as to be able to see any one', Tlic inter¬ 
view with Dion being thus froitratcd, and the father 
dying without giving tiny directions, Dionysius the 
younger sufoeeded as cldeat son, without opposi* 
timi. He WBJ presented to that w'hich W'as catled eu 
assembly of ihe Syrajcusou people*, and delWefcd 
loiiie concilintury phinecs, requesting ihcm to con¬ 
tinue to him that good-will which they had so 
long shown to bis father. Consoni and acclama¬ 
tion were of course not waoting, to the new master 
of Lho troops, treasures, tnogaainos, aud fiurUfica- 
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tioae b Orty^in j tiiose ** udatiiafilme chaim*' which 
wore well kiii>w«i b dblJ«oie with live ueoessity of 
any real popular good *( 11 !J. 

Diouysiu* IL (or t)ie younger), then about 25 *« w:, 
ycare of ago, was a young man of ciouaidcmWo 
oaltmil capacity, and of ijuick and lively impoUcB'i 
bill weak and vain in his eUiiracler, giveii lo trana- 
itory ua[Trices, and ^ger in his appetite fur {iraiiv t«riw. 
without bemg capable of any industrious or c^uluie 
eflbrta to cam it. As yet he wo* wholly tinjirac- 
tiaed in serious hurineas of any kmd. lie had 
neither secu military service nor mittglcd in tlio 
dtscuision of i»Utical mcaanrea ; Wing been Btii- 
dbusl) kept back from hoih. by the extreme jea¬ 
lousy of Ida father. Ilia life bad hcen jiaosetl in 
the palace or acrojKilii of Orlygia, amidst all ihe 
iudiilgences and luxuries bclunginu to a princely . 
stnllon, tUvemfied with amalonr carpcmer'c work 
nod tuiiiery. However, the tastes of Uie father 
iniroituocd omoog the guests at the ptiluce a certain 
tiumlwr oJ poets, rvtiiitnt, murirituis. Sec., eu ibat 
the younger l>ioiiy*iu» hsuJ contracted a relisb for 
poetical littralor®, whifJi oi«ncd hi* mind to genc- 
rtiUB Miilinicats,ttud large concept ions of excelknce* 
more thnn any other portion of his very coufincil 
experience. To pSilwiopby, to instructive ccmvtr- 
taliou, lu the exercise of reason, be was n stranger*,

The young Dionystos wfta not only profoundly nim nc- 
iinpms^ Kvith the iiu|jcrjar wisdom and suggestive 
reaourte of Dion, hul utso grateful for his gencrou& SS nllS* 
offer of pecuniary as well as personal supjmriIn J*" 
all prohability Dion actually carricil the offer into 
effticl, lor In a mao of his dispiutUioo, money had

He 
ciidoavourctl to awoken iti hitu a relish fof a better 
Olid nofaler private conduct theti tfmt which pre- 
vailed urnoiig the liisurinus coin|ianiDnii mruimd 
l»itn< He dwelt with cntliusiojitn uo the icientlfio 
and soubnlirring eonvenntiori of Ploiii; ipecimetie* 
of which he either reed nhimJ or ropentetit csaltiili; 
tlie hearer not only to a hijihui’ intellectual muge, 
hul also to the full maje^ly of mind reitutsile for 
ruling othem with honour nnd improveinenL He 
pointed out the unrivnllm) glory which DluUTHiuii 
woiiltl acquire in the eyes of Greece, hy cuiiseniiiig 
to employ his vnst power, not us n <leipot working 
on the fears of nubjects, but an a king uiifordiig 
icuipeninrr and justice, hy bis own paternal euoiti- 
ptu as well as hy guml taws. He tried ti> sho# that 
Dionysius, aitrr tmvjag liherated Symeiifce, and 
enmilufj himself as a king jiniiteft and rt'!t}Mtiisiidc 
amidst gratoful citiaeus, would have far more real 
force tigairisf the harharians than Qt present*. 

Such were the new convicUutis which Dion tried tiF*< 
to work iflio iho mind of tiic young Dionysius* as a 
living fiiilh and seniirneut. Penctrmted na he was 
with the Platonic idea—that nothing cjoultl be done 
for ihc iuipmvenieut ami happiness of mankimH, 
tintti phitoaophf and ruling power came together in ^

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the same hands; bat everything, if the two did 
so come logcllicr—he ilionght that tw sate befoi* 
him a chance of realizing the conjiinctiotti in the 
case of the greatest araong all Hellenic potentates. 
He already ttehcltl in fancy lita naiieo country tnd 
feltoo^ citizens liberated, tnoralised, ctnnohleil, and 
coiidtjclcd to happiness, without rounder or perse- 
cution', simply by the weH-tncaoing and JnittmcUd 
cmplorment of power airciidy organised. If sc* 
cident had thrown the dca[>otlBm into the hands of 
Dion himself, at thii pei tod of hts life, Uic Grecuw 
world would probably have seen an esrperitnenl 
tried, ns tnemorahle and generous as any event ^ 
corded in its history: what would have been'(t> 
result, we omimt say. Dut it was enough to die 
his inmost soul, to sec himself separated iVom the 
expcrimcnl only by the necessity of pertuading an 
impressible young man over whom he iuid tiiuch 
influence; end for himself he was iiuile satisfied 
with the humbler position of nominal minister, btd 
real originator and chief, in so nnblo an enterprise • 
Hi* persnasiTe powers, strengthened as they wero 
by intense carnestnes as well os hy his im|]o«ing 
Btaiion and pmclical capacity, actualiy nrongfat a 
gresi elTvcl upon Uionysins. Tim young man ap 
peered animated with a strong dciire of self-li»' 
prcn-cment, and of tjualifying himself for such 
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tuse of tbe powers of f^vemmenl as Dion depicled. 
lie gavo proof of the sincerity of his feeling by ex- 
pru'^siug eRgerness to swe and converse with Plsto, 
to whom he iient scvcml pcnioniil messages, imrinly 
requesting liitn to visit Symouse 
This was preciticly ibe tiiiit atop vhicti Dioo had 
bean Uluiiiring to bring aljout. Ha well knew, and 
bud [wrsut^ally felt, the iromJetfnt tnagre of Pinto's 
con versa lion when addreEsccI to young men. To 
bring Plato to Syrucuite, and to pour Ids eloquent 
language into the predtiposed rors of Dionysins, 
appeared like realising the eonjiuiction of philo> 
Sophy and power. Accordingly he sent to Athens, 
along with the invitation from Dionyeins, tlie moat 
pressing and emphatic euireafiei| from himself- 
lie reprvseolGd the immcxiRC priiic to be won — 
nothing IcRi than the means of directing the action 
of an organised power, extending over all the Greeks 
of Italy and Sicily—provided only tlie mind of 
Diuityiuiis could he thuronghty gained ovor. This 
(he said) was already half douR; uui only DiuDystuf 
himsetr. but also lus youlhrul half brulhm of the 
other tine, had been impressed with earnest mental 
aspirations, and longed to drink at the pure fotin- 
tain of tnie ptulcnopliy. Everything presaged 
complete success, such as would render them hearty 
and active proselytes, if PLolu would only come 
forthwith—befone liostite influences could have 
time to corrupt them—and devote to the task liia 
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unnvtiRctl art of peni’trntinj* Uitr youihfuli mindT 
Tf)c$e hostile inHnencei werc^ ibdetd at work.iiad 
with greoi activity; if victorious, they would net 
only tjefeot the project of Died, hut might even 
provoke hie expulsion, or threaten his life. Could 
Pinto, by dccUmiig the invitation, leave hin devoted 
champion and n(>osi.lL' to 6glit ao great » battle, 
cdoiHr mid uuaaaistedT WUal could riqtu ^ny bof 
himself nftemards, if by drolining to cuumi ht nut 
only let slip the greatest prospecuve vietory A'bich 
linti ever Iwcti opened to philosophy, but ali^ per* 
milted the cvrruptloTt of Dionysius and the niio al 
Diou ’? J 

Such ap|»eab, in themselves ctupimtic itnd loucW 
ing, reached AiIh>m» ndufarced by solicltationt. 
hardly less strenuous, from Arehvlai of TareftlHin 
and the other I^'thagorean phiEutkiphers in the teulh 
of Italy ; to whose personal welblteing. over and 
above the ititerc«ts of phlloaophy, the character id 
the future Syrncusoju govcrnnient was of capitil 
importance. Pinto was rice|>ly ngttaiCf} and nU' 
barraesed. He was now 61 years of age. He t'a* 
jayed prc.enuuent cstimalioni in the grove of Aka- ’ 
ihiinits near Athens, amidit admiring hearers from 
all parte of (jrecce. The Athcuiuti democracy, if i 
it accorded to him no indnciico oti jrublin alVaii'. 
neither molested him nor dimmed his intollcctinil 
glory. The proimsed voyage to SyracuiO eanieid 
biui out of tliif Bitviahle [lositioti into a new field af 
ha:mrd and epcculatinn ; brilliarn indeed nod dn*' 
tcring, beyond anything which had ever liter *P* 
pronched by philosophy, if it succeeded i UiU frangl't j 
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will dix^cct and eviJii with dunj^rtu afi ooticerned* 
if it failts). riato had already fieon lIjo elder Dift- 
nvaitts BtirrouGdcd hy hjfl wjtliji DEid moruenane^ in 
Ortygift, and Imd tearitl by cruel cxperieni^ the 
liainftil coDser|UDncvs of pro|]Oiuiditig pluJoeof^y to 
an iniractahte hearer* wltuee di^idemtire pasaed so 
readily into act, The sight of eonteuiporarydeapols 
nearer Hdijib, bucIi u& Ku|jUroii oJ‘ Sikyon and 
AlckaniJer o) Pbenr, waa by tiu tiieanii re-iiKaaruig * 
imr ctMtld he rcuionatily etak^ hii ptTSOn and repu¬ 
tation on tbo rlmncc* that ihe younger Dlimyaluji 
might prove a gtorioua cxcquinn li> tlie gancTHl 
riilc. To outarvigh such acraplea, lie had iodeed 
ihepoflitiTc and rcspoct/ul invilttUon ol DjoRysiuK 
hiiDBolfj which however would have passed for n 
tmiiBitary, though vehement, cap rice on the jwut 
of a young prince* liad it nvl hoeu backed by the 
Strang Bftaurancca iif n mature man and valued 
frhud like Oian. To these (tssumnoesj nnd to liie 
Nkamo which would be iuctirrcd by leaving Dlrni to 
fight ihe Lyite and incur the danger alone, Plato 
fiar^ficcfl hiaotra graunds for hcBjlaliun* Hr weni 
to Srraense, less with the liojie of succeeding in 
the intended eonvoraioii of Dionysius, tlnui l^m 
the fear of hearing both himself and his philonapliy 
taunted with oonfeased jmpoleucts—ns fit only for 
the discnisatonti of tlie schtml, shrinking from all 
application to practice, betntytiig the inteieat of hia 
l*3‘thagorean friends, and basely deserting that 
devoleti chanipwa who had lutlf npeotd the door 
to him for triumphant admiuton*. 
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Such la the account xrlilcii the phitosophcr ftiTCf 
or hill own =;tattf of mrud in going to Synietino. At 
the same time, he intimatve that iiis motiTes wert 
dilfic reully in twiirvted by otli am \ And ob Lite account 
which WB posaese was writl’cn fifteen yeats after ih^ 
event--when Dion had |»edphed, when ilieSyra.- 
oustm eii'lcrpnse had rcaiisod nothing like what was 
expected^ and when Piato looked hack upon it with , 
the ntniost grior nnd aveniun*, which must lutrc 
{totfioned the lost three or four years of his life— 
we mny fairly etK|>e«l that lie pnrliaiJy imnsfcrf 
hack lo 3t}7 B.c. the fctflirtga of 352 u.c. i and 
that at the em'licr period, lie went to Syracuse, ntrf 
merely liccnuse tie wna aalnvmtHl to decline, but 
because he really flattered idtiiself with some hoi«> 
of success. 

Huwevor dwpooding bo may linvo been liefor^ 
he could hardty fail to ooncoivo hopes from the 
warmth of bis ftrat reception. One of iliC 
carriages met him (it hii landing, and oonveyed kiai 
to his toriging. Dionysius oifered a saerifiiso nf 
Ihanksgiving to the C»ort» fur his safe arrirat. IT** 
bantjuetir at the nempolis became distinguished for 
their filslnncai aud sobriety, Netfer had Dkmywiii 
been seen so gctitJe hi answering' suitors or tmn*-’ 
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nctiiii; public biwineiis. JIc licgan immeduilcij Iq 
tako in gvomoirf ffum Plato. Bvvry unc 

uroond him, of course, we^ ftudtlcnty tfuultou wiUi 
a (br gcouictry'; tki that the iJoore were all 
spread witli sand, tutd no!hing was to be such 
except tri on glee and ulhcr tigurca ioacribed il, 
with cxfMiaitora oud a Uateuing crowd around them. 
To ill rate who had been ioutatoe of the acro|K)lja 
under the mgu of the foraivr dcfij'Oti this chuiJt;c 
wm sturpriflliig euuoglN But Ihoir auqiriae was 
cctivcrtcd into nlurm, when, dl a periodical sacri* 
lice juat Ihuii offered, Diojiysiiu liiiimeff arrestetl 
the herald lu prvnuuneuig the customary prayer to 
the Cods—‘'Thai the despoliaiti might lung retnoin 
unshaken.** **Btop t (enid Dionysius to ilie herald) 
irnprccBlv no such curae uiwn ub* t *' To the cara 
of Phil i St us, Qtul thcold iKjli tidans, these wnrda por^ 
tended Qotluiig less than rovololian to the dyiiaety, 
and ruin to Synictja&n |iciwer. A siiiglo Alliuntno 
sopldst Itbey cadnimed), with no other force thnu 
his longue and bts reputation, hud iidiiuved the 
eani)ueiit of Syrsnune ^ an atlent]il in which 
thnuatindt of his countrymen had miserably perished 
Imifa cculury buforu^ IndTnhly were they dingustod 
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tu t!£C l^ionystus tibdicnie in favour of PJulo, oiul 
vKcliange tlic caro of hie t'uitt force tuit] dotninioii 
for geometricat problems and discussinus on ibe 
mtiiitnam 

For a tnctmi'iit Plato sccmcti to be despot of 
Syracuse ; bo that ibe uablo objects for wliicb Uioil 
Imil laboured were ajiparently wilbiu his reach, either 
wboUy or in port. And as far as we eau jmigo, ibcy 
really were to a great degree wit bin. las reach—had 
this Bituatiou, so intaresting nudi so fraught with 
consccjuenccs to the people of Sicily ■ been properly 
Uirned to account. With nil rcrcreiu.'e for the 
greatest philogojibcr of antiquity, we nnj forcctl to 
confess that upon liis own sbowitig, be notonlyfailcij 
to liirn the situation to accouolj but contributed even 
lo spoil it by an unseaanliable rigour. To admire 
pbitosopby in its difititiguislicd teuehers, is one 
tiling; to team and appro[]na(e it, is another stage, 
rarer and more difficult, requmug^aBsiduous labour, 
uud no comnuKi endow men is i while that which 
I’iato c^lfl " the philosophical life or practical 
predominance of a weU-traiued Intellect and well- 
ebnsen etidcal puqtoscs, cornbiiied with ibe mini* 
mum of persooiil apjMJlue—is n third stage, higher 
anil rarer sUH. Hovt DIonjBius Imd rc.„ched 
Ujc first fltage only. He bud contracted u warm 
und prof on nd admiration for riato. He had im¬ 
bibed tiiia feding from the cjthortations of Dion ; 
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anil we shall see by bts subBcquent conilnet ibat U 
was really a feeliiig hath since re and durable. Bnt 
he adniiretj Plata without having eititer tneUnatiun 
or talent tti aacmicl higher, and to acMluire wJial 
Pinto cnlted philosoijliy. Now it was an unexiwntcd 
good fortune, and highly creditable to the; {jerac^ 
vering enlhuaiasm of Diun, tbnl Djotiysius should 
have been wound tip so far as (o admire PiatOi to 
invoke bis presence, and to insial hitn as a sort at 
spiritual [jower by the side uf (lie temporal. Tlnii 
much was more than could have been exjiectctl; 
but to demand more, ond to insist that Dionysius 
shuuld go to school anti work through a course of 
niGotal regCEte ration—was a porpoae hardly jKipsihlo 
to attain, and positively inisehicvous if it ilsiled* 
Unfortuiratdy, il was exactly this error which PJnlo, 
and Dion in deference to Plato, seem to have cam- 
tiiilted. 1 nfltead of taking advantage of ilie existing 
ardour of Ditniysius to instigate him nt otioe into 
activa [Kililical measures beneficial to the people of 
Syracuse nod Siedy. with the full force of ou an, 
thority which ut that 111001001 wcHtld have been 
irresistible—instead of hearten ins' him up against 
grouiidlcsK fears or difficulUea of exeention, and 
^ing that full honour was dnite to him for all the 
good which lie really accomplislied, meditated, or 
adopted—Pluto |fosl(ioued all these ns matters far 
which bis royal pupil was not yet rifith. Ho and 
Dinn begun to deal with Oiouysiua ns a confessor 
treaU hi* penitent; to prolH; the interior man’—to 
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exjKise to him IiU own unwoTthtiiws—to show that 
hia life, hia training, hia companiona, liaU all tHi«a 
viciouK ^to iDsiat upon n;|tenttino6 and nmcndiuaiii 
ujrau thcao pointa, before he coukf receive fibao> 
Jntion* and bo pcrmHlctl to enter uimn active poll, 
tical Ufe-^io tell him that be must reform buuivff, 
and become a raifonal and temperate man, before 
be was fit to enter acrimialy on the task of govera- 
ing otlicre. 


Such vrsB tbo language whtcit Plato and Dion 
held to DicinyBiuH. lliey wtH knew indeed iluit 
th<7 treading on ddicalc ground—iJiat while 
irritating a spirited horse in Uie eeniitive partg tliev 
had no Becurily BgainGt.his kicka'. Acconlingly, 
they resorted to many circumlocutory and equi¬ 
vocal caprmiuiia, so as lo soften the offence dvem 
But the effect was not itie less produced, of dis¬ 
gusting Dionysius with bis vclleitics toward? 
pohUcal good. Not only did Plato decline enUring 
upon jKjhticdl n-ooromendatibna of bis own, but be 
ampedf utstcad of enfarcing, the posliJvc gooil 
fcjolutious which Dion bud already succeeded in 
infusing. Dionysius aiiuounccrl freely, in the pre- 
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ftuuco of IMmo, his wish iind inteRtioo to trail5foru» 
his (iesiwlisin nt Slyracuse iuio a linjitcul kip^luii, 
a»cl to replant the die-heUeiiiBed tutica iu Sidlf. 
These were tlio two grand poioU to whicli Dion 
had bficji labouring so generously to bring him, 
and wliieh he had invoked Plato for the express 
puriKtse of seconiling. Yci wlint docs Plato say 
when this motnooipus annuuniemwit U tnaOe? 
Instead of biifitowing any praise or eiiciiuii^e- 
tiicnt, lie ihily remarka to DiimysiuSt- “f^irst go 
llmmgh your schooling, and then do all th«e 
things t olherwtM leave tticiinindone’ *’ Dimiyaios 
afterwards coinplained, and with good show of 
reason (when Dion was in eaile. mewicins nltack 
uiion Syracuse, under the fnvourahle aympaUitea uf 
inoto). Uiat the grr-al pbilnsoplicr had actually 
deterred him (Dianys»u»l from exccnliiig the stnuc* 
canital injprovcmciiU whicb ho wiw now eucoU' 
racing Dion to neenmpUsh by an armed invjadoti. 
I'bto was keenly seneiliVC to tb» reproach nfiiT- 
vfardt; but oven his own cttcuIpBlinn prom it to 
Imvr been in tlie mido not undeserved, 

plutnreh ohtiCfves that Plato fell a proud cori- 
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sciouBucas of |i]ii]o»)phicjiit dtgnU^ iu iJii^ainiog 
kuHiDio. rcsjMcct to |>erBODB, aiid in rd'iuliig U> tbc dcfctiCs of 
Xlh j Dkjnyiiui) HO}' greater measure of IiiduJgcQce than 
w^otild hoTc shown to an ordinBry (wpil of the 
Academy*. If we allow him credit for a eeolitiiciit 
iti itself honourable, it can only be at the orpense 
of his titnesfl for dealrog With pi'actical life ^ by ad*’ 
tKTiilef milting {to quote a remarkable phrase front one of 
Ins own dialogues) that be tried to deal with in- 
dirlduol men without knon'ing those rules of art 
or practice which hem on human aifnti s*,'' Diony¬ 
sius was not a comniou pupiJ, nor could Plato 
reasonably capect the like unmeasured docility 
fratu one for whoso car so many boatlle iuJlucnces 
were competing. Nor were Plalo and Dionysius llts 
only luirtics concerned. Then: was, besides, in the 
first place, Dion, whoso whole position whs at slake 
—next, and of yet greater mament, the reltef of 
I be people of Syracuse and Sicily, For them, mid 
oil their lichalf, Dioii bml been labouring with such 
ical, that he had iospirerl Dionysius with r&adiiiess 
to execute the two heal resolves which Hjc Hitunlioii 
ailuiiiiea; reaolves not otily pregnant w ith benefit

to the peopte» bot also ensuring the pOAtiionof Dion 
—liuce Lj^ Diormius had onca entered upon this 
course of iJoHey, l>ion would have been esseuiial lo 
him as an iiuxiiiaTy and tnnn of csccutiou. 

It ta by no incatLS certain, indeed, that such 
aebcutes cotild liaFC been aucceeAfitlly realised, BBiaiitot 
ercii with full sincenty on the part of Dionysiua, 
and the energy of Dion besides. With alt govern* 
ments, to do evil is easy—to effect beneficial change. jwvicia», 
dUScult i and with n Grecian despot, this vrnt true 
in a peculiar manner. Those great mercenary 
forces and Other iuBirumcnls, winch had been Strong 
as adamant for the oppressive role of the elder Dib* 
nyslua, would have bean found hardly manageable, 
perliaps even obstrucUve, if his son had tried to 
employ them for more lilieml jinrpooes, lJul still 
the experiuicnl would have been trierl, with a fair 
chance of Euccees—if only Plato, during liia short¬ 
lived apirilmd autlmriiy at Syrarutie. hud measured 
more m^uralely the practical Intlucnco wliich a phi- 
lonphcr might rcasonably hope to exerclBc over 
Diuuysios. 1 make these remnrtta upon him with 
sincere regret { but 1 am much mistaken if be did 
not aAerwarda hear Ihcm in more poignant lan¬ 
guage from the haniBiicd Dion, ujmn whom the 
cunscqucnccs of the mistake mainly fell. 

Specilily did the atmosphere at SyneuBc ticconie 
overclouded. Tlie couHcrvaiivo party— friends of 
the old despotism, with the veterun FhdLstti# at their 
tiP^^ptaycfl llicir game far better than ihftl of iSTtus 
the reformers was played by riulo, or by Dioo since 
the arrival of Plato, Philwlus saw thnl Dion, a* 
the mmi of itrong patriotic impidsts and ot eiW* 
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exccutiatt, Ihe real enemy Xo be aimed si. 
Me tefl nu eJforl antrieil to ealantumie Dion, oud 
tfi set Dion YN) us agmjisi liitii. WhUptfra and iiw»> 
Tepreacntulians irom a iboustunl dillbreTii quartan 
lieact tliB «ar of DioDyiius, alumimg tiini Hit!) tite 
idea that Dion vrsis usarjunj^ to lumseif the real 
audiurUy in SyrucuHe* with the view of ultimnttily 
handing it over to the ehiliircu of Arialomachij tutd 
of reigiiijig in tiieir unme. Piatoliatl beeu brauglit 
tUitlier <il waa Said) as an agent in the {lonsiijrdey, 
for Utc purpoao of winning over Dionyains into i(Ue 
flpetml&tiuns, cniu'vatmg liis active rigour, and uUb 
mateiy setting him aside ; lit order that alt eerions 
polHicai B^ucy might AiU into the bauds of Dion’' 
'ITiese hostile lulriguw were no secret to Plato hi at' 
felt, who, even ahortty after liis arrival, hegBu to boc 
evidence of ttirir poisonous activity, lie tried lin- 
cerely to counterwork iliero": but unfortunately the 
htnguage whicli fie himself addresscil to Diimysiui 
was uxncUy such as to give them the best chance of 
success, W hen Dionysius recounted (o PhiUstus or 
otimr courtiers, how Plato and Dion liiul Jiauiilialjctf 
him in hiB own eyi^, mid told him tint he was un- 
wortijif In grrveni until he had uudurgoue a thorough 
imnhcation—hn would he eshurted to resent it as

it cowld only arise from a dcsi^i to dispossess bira 
oF lua atilhority, lu favour of Dion, or pcrUops of 
tiie ChUdfen of Aristrnuach^ tfith Dtou tift regent. 

U must not l« Forgotten that tlicre was u r®l 
fouadation for jeoTtnwy on the part of Dionysius 
townitUDion \ who was not merely eojierior to him wuima 
in agOi in digniljr, nfidui nbUily, but also pcrsoiinily 
haughty in bis bearing, and rigid in hia habits, 

Dinnyifius relished con^rialrty snd enjoymenia. 

At first, this jejdousy was prevented from breaking 
out—partly by tile eonsciousnew of Dionysius that 
tie owdoil eot'tie one U) 1 «m upon—partly by what 
seems to imve lJ«en great 4 elf*connnttnd on the part 
of Dion, and great csiro to ewry with him the rt'ol 
minfl and goodwill of Dionysius.. Etou from tlio 
liegmumg. the cnouiies of Diofi were douhUuss not 
sitaring In their caluraTiiL'S, to nlicoate Dionyemsi 
fmm him i and ihn wouder only ie, how, in spite -if 
fiucii intrigues mirl in spite of tile nnltiml eaus« of 
jiMiiousv. Dii»i could liuvc iniiilunled Ills [Hahtieal 
m.jdTwlicnifl, am! nudutniued liis fTiciitJly mfiiMmw 

over DitmyBitts until the arrival of I'lnlo. Aftor 
111 at eveui, ihcDatornlcnascsofantiinUhy tmdwJ to 
manifest thuniiwilvna more and more powerfully. whde 
the comiteraeting circumstances all diaafipearcd, 
nirwsimiKiTlauL montbH thus passed away, during 
wbkh those precioiia public mdioatimis, whiclv 
FtaUi found instilled by Dion into the boinrn of 

Dionysius, ami wbteh bo might have hmuRl wi(m 
life and itcUon-lo lilHimliM the goverrmicnl u( i— 
Syrnoww, and to reslofe the ollwr fw 
dtlcs—disappearcd lo ittum. In id** w - 
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them, Dionysiua iiuhltM»] an Rulipalhy, luora mill 
more rmicoroua, ogainat the friend eijiiI rcliitive 
with w'honi these sentiments had oricmatecl. llio 
charges against Dion, of enhipinicy ami dungenws 
[leaigiis, circulated by Fh ills Ins and his cabal, be-^ 
came more audacious tliau ever. At length in the 
fourth niontli, Dinnyaiua resalved to get rid of 
him. 


Tlie proceedings of Dion being watched, a lei ter 
was detected which he had written to I lie Cartho^ 
gimian commandcra in Sicily (with wham the war 
stilt sutHtisted, thougli Hccnitiigly noi in great acti- 
vily), inviting themt if they sent any proposJtiim for 
peooo to Syracuse, to send it through him* as 
he would lake care that it should he properly 
ditcussed, I have alrcaiJy atateil, that even in 
the rdgii of Uie elder Dionyaiuit, Dion had b«n 
the peraoo to whom the negotiations with Carthage 
were habitoally entrusted. Such n letter from liin), 
^ far as we make out from the general description, 
implied nothing hke n treasonable purpose. But 
OionysiUB, after taking couneel with Philj^tus, re- 
wived to make use of it as a final pretext, fiiviling 
DUin into the acpopolb, under colour of seeking to 
hcnl their growing dUfcneuccs.-and bcginiting to 
enter into uii amicable couvcrsatiuii,.—he conducted 
him ummspcctingly down to the adjacent harbour, 
where lay moorHl, close i,i ahoro, a boat wUh Urn 

pr^uced the intcrcepuid inter, handcfl it to Dion, 
and accused him Id fais face of treason. Tlic lat' 

ter ^i«ned againn the impuiotmn, and eagerlT 

ughl to reply. Biji Dionystua stopped him from 
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proccedljig, insifitcd oo Iiis nboanl Ihe bout, 

atid OFtlereU tbt* ro^^'CJrs lo carry liim off forllmUh 
tu Itulj'*. 

'IliiB abrupt anJ iguomiiiioas expulsion * of bo 
great a person a® Dion, caused os mucU cousteroo- 
tioD among his mnocrouB friends, ax triumph Id 
Phiiialua and the partisans of the despoUsm, All 
consummiitiott of the liberal projects conceived by 
Dion was now out of the ipjestioB; not less from 
the incotuitetency of Dionysiui* to execute ihctn 
olonc, Ihan from hi a indififMwition t** uny such at- 
tempt, Arktomachfi the si?tcr, and Arcti the wife, 
of Dion tthe latter half-sister of DionyBiu* himself), 
gave vent to their sorrow anil indignation; while 
the pgltiicnl associates of Dion, and Plato lioyom) 
all olheiB, trembled for tlmir own iiersonal safety. 
Among the mercenary BoIdic«, th« ttatnc of PJmo 
was particularly mlious. Many matigaled

To limmelf perHjn- 
ally. in ei>ite of the cekbrity which bb known in' 
fluclice with Dionydue umJed to confer.-the voy¬ 
age was nothing Iraa ibnn repugnant, for he hod 
had suflideni experience of Syracuae end it* de¬ 
spotism. Nor would he e^'eo lislcii to tlic r^iursi 
of Dinti himself; who. partly in liie view of pm- 
ronting hit own future restoratimi. caruMlJy 
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liurtcd him to go, DiogyQtu^ lies^iegud Pliilo with 
«oJicitntioi2& to CTJiiie'j promising Itml all which he 
might insist ujMjit in favour of Dioo should ho 
gniiitf:d, aod jiuiting in motion n Bccond tiini! Ar- 
chyttt® and ihi? Tarentines to prevail upon hi m. 
I’ll esc men, tii rough their companion atid friend 
Arcliedemus, who came to Athens in a Svrocusiui 
trireme, osaured Plato that Dionysius was now 
ardent in the stuity of |jhitosof)hy, and had even 
mwlfi conaidemhle progress in it. By their eai'nest 
enlrentics. coupled with Uioise of Dion, Flalo was at 
length induced to go to Syracuse. He was re¬ 
ceived, as before, with Bignal tohem of botiour. Ife 
waa comphnjcmed with the privilege, enjoyed hy no 
one else, of npproaehing the despot without having 
his jurnmn searched ^ (u«l was aflfccUamitely wel¬ 
comed by the female retflUves of Dion. Yet this 
vwit, prolonged much beyond what he himsair 
wished^ proved nothing but a aecoud splrndid cap¬ 
tivity, Bit the campauion of Dionvaius in die aero- 
[mils at Ofiygia*. 

Dioiiyaius the philosopher obtained abundance of 
flattcreny—as his father Dionysius the pout had ob¬ 
tained befora him—and was even emboldened to 
proulami Uiuisair as the sun of Apollo-. U ia possible 
ml tien an^ impuisjcant embrace of philniinjihy, on 
le port o ao great a [mlcntatc, may have tended 
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In cjcalt the rtputation of [.Ailoaophtirs iti llie cou- 
teoijMJrary worfd. Otherwise the dabbltii^ of DiO' 
nysiutt would hsvo incritetl uo attcutiou: tkougli 
he ficeniB tu (utvo beet) fcally a muii of aome lihcrnry 
talent*—rttainiug to ihe eud a eiticero admimthm 
of Plato, lunl jealous ly ixitlish Iwcaumf he etmltl not 
protrail opou Plato lo adsoire Aim. But the eccond 
visit of Plato to him iit Syracuse—difle/eot fitim 
his first—pre&imted no ohanceof benefit Id the poopJe 
oTSvrhcuse, audunly dtservea notice ns it Imjtc Upon 
ihc dcfitiny of iJiaii. Hm% unfortunately Plato 
could acconiphisih nothing i though his zeal on Ini' 
half of litu friend was unwearied. DSotiyeioa broke 
all hu Itmmiscs of kind draliiig. became more rnn- 
corousiu Ilia liatred, impatient of the respect whidi 
Dion cujoyed even as an exile, and fearful of the 
rcTcngc which he cniglil Dnc day be able to exact. 

WlicQ iitpclled from Uitocubc. Dion bad gone to 
Pclopoimesus and Athena, where ha had cotitlnued 
for sonic ycart to receive- regular rciiiitlaiiots of his 
proparty. But at length, even wlnlf Plato was r** 
siding at Syracuse, Dionyiiu* thought fit to wiiblinld 
one half of the property, on protcnce of reserving 
it Itir Diun*i son. Presently lie took fllepayet nior® 
violent, threw off nil disguiM, sold the wtiolu of 
Dioa*a property, and appropriated or distributed 
nmang his fnen'd* the large proceodB, nut less than 
tUO tolciilsV Pluto, who had the loortification to 
hear this intelligence while in tho palace of Diunjr* 
Biuji, was fiiU of grief "and ilispleasurt 11 c iniplorod 
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Irtftniwiwn lo depart. But tltwgli tli« mind of Dio- 
ii\’Biuii hsil now bcciT agoinsi Jiiio Ijy 

the multi^ied msitiuaiiotis of the cnllWIloiIltori^ It 
waft not without rfiflioultj- and lireaome ’•<tUdhrti«M»B 
that bo ohtahietl |»eitnitteiDii; cliiully thraugli the 
vHicinent Tomiinuiranceft of Archytaa ond bis euni- 
fifliiiona, who ropreBciiied to ibp despot- Uint they 
bad brought litin to Symctiso, ond ibat they ww 
reaponaible for bift safe return.

Sj-riwri»*»c from ileBiuitlsm iuio lllKsrty, Ourtug the 
greuler port of tiia exile be had reaidetl at Atltettn, i ^j p™ 
ill Uie house of Im Irieml KuUipjHis* eiyoyiiig Uie 
Bociety of Speiisippus and other pbikisopliers of ^ 

Acnilcmy, tmd Ihu tcoeliiiig of I’luto himself when 
retttnied from Syraouw. Well supplied «iili luunoy, 
and ftiricl ns to Ids own ponHUiBt wniilii, he was 
tililo ljurgely tu iudulgo hiis.liberal tipirit tow^de 
ninuy innvorii., and among the riwl tiiWUfd* I*ha«, 
whom ho ahs'iwicd itiwants ibo cn^niw* of js-pliorio 
('irhitiitiou ui Alhctiii*. Ihoii aUo rifiilod Sparta 
tuiii vnrioilB other cities ; eiijoyiiiB a high ifcpuintiun. 
nud doing hiiiwolf credit werywhere ; a fitcl nol 
uiikoown 10 Dimiyfliiift, and aggraveliog his sli** 
pkiD^ra. Vet Djuu vii» lung not withagl hope 
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that tliut di^ptenBure would tniUgatc, so us lo allow 
or" hie return to Syracuse ou liicJBtliy lenna. I^or 
did lie cltcrifih any jiurpoaes of lioetilttyi until the 
Inat [irocaediup with respect to his property and 
his wife ni once cut ofT ull hojw and awuhettud 
vindictive sentimentfi'. Ho be^n therefore to luy 
u train for attacking DionyainR and eurrnnehiaitig 
Syracuse by amta, invoking tl\c countenance of 
l^luio; who gave his approbation, yot not wiiiioui 
mournful reserves; saying that he was now seventy 
yenrfl of age—that though ho adiuittcd llic just 
wrongs of Dion and the bad -conduct of Blcuyaiiiit 
armed conHict was. ucrertlicEess repugnant to his 
I'eeliugs, and he could wntidpati; little gowl froiii it 
—that ht had lubourcd long in vain to reconcile 
tilt two exasperated kinsmen, and could not now 
Inlnur for any oppoaite cnd^. 

But though Plato was lukewanu^ Ida fricntls and 
pupils si the Academy cordially aympsihiacd with 
Uion> Speusippus cspecinlly, the intimate fiiend 
and relative, liaving accompanied Plato to Sy¬ 
racuse, Lisd commumcaled much with the popti- 
Intiun in the city, mid gave tucourngtug reports of 
their reudlim« Uj aid Dion, even if lie came with 
mw m rtmal! a force agniuNt DionyBioa. Kallippus. 
with Biuiemus (the friend of iVj-isuiUeJ, 'I’immiides, 
and MiltOB ^all three mctiibcrs of the society at 
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llic Academy, and the lust a prophet rIbi>— lent him 
aid and emharked in lus eotorpriae. There were a 
i)umerou& iKjdy of ex ilea from SyraenH?, not less 
than tool) altogether; with must of whom Dion 
oinitiod communication* inviting their fcllowshiji. 

Ho ftt the flottie time hired mercenary aoldioi's in 
BmaU hands* keopiug hia ruensures aa secret as he 
could'. AI kirn ones* one of the lead lug Adiicons 
in Peioponnesas, wus warm in the cause ^]irohal>Jy 
from aympalby with tho Achafan colony Kroton. 
then uttder the dependence of DionyaiuaJ, con- 
fcmijg upon it additional dignity by his nnmo and 
presence, A cotisidcruhle quantity of spare arms, 
of every description, was got together, fn order to 
supply uew uDMtued partisans on rcnchitig Sicily. 
With all ihttw aids Dion found himself in ti»e ialimiJ 
of Zakynthus, a little ufier Mid^uminer 357 n-c.; 
muAioring soldierw tif tried txjwrionce and 

bravery, who hod li«n dinjoied in oomr tliitUcr 
silently and in i^iiiidl parties* without being mfunnt.'d 
wlUtbcr they wcjo gning. A tiiite squadron whs 
prcpiimi* of no more tlimi hvo mcrcTiantmfm. two 
of thorn vcsscli of thirty o^rs, with tictuals ade¬ 
quate to the dircid pos^gc across the sen from Zn- 
kyntbws to Syraouso; since Uie ordinary yjawage* 
ocroE# fjoin Korkyra and along the Tarcntini: Gnlf, " 
was improctlcaUle* iu the face of the m mi time power 
of Dionysius*, 

Such was the coutomptibte furco with which Dion 
ventured to attack llie gn-alvsl uf nil Grudunpotcti' 
tnijes IQ his own stroiigliold and island, l>iony«u* 
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Und iiowr related a* diispot ol Syraemtt! bctwccti 
tcD iinil dev(.‘ii ytara. Inferior as lie pemraally 
iVBji to !ib ralher, it does ndt seem that the Syri' 
cusfin power btid yei materiiiilly declined in !iui 
hands. We know little aliout the political facts of 
tits reign; but tile veteran PluljstUs, hit ehitf 
adviser' ond officer, appearji to Imvc if«pl fogethef 
the tflrgtr pari of the great ntcoiis bc^ncBthed by 
the elder Dionysiiw, The disparity of force, thet^ 
litre, Inilwceii tlie aBsailant nnd the party ussailcd, 
WHS altogether eitravaganl. To Dion, fiersonHlly, 
indeed. «ttch disfiariiy was a matter of indifferonee^ 
To n man of hi?: oiiditisiosiic temperament, so 
gi'GQi HrU** iiie heraisRi and sttbhrnitv of the eit- 
tefprise, rotnbining liberaiiou of his country froin 
ft despot, with rtvengi* for groHs outrages to him- 
he TVS', BailHfi(hi jf he could only land in 
Sicily with no muttfrr bow small a Ttirce, necminiing 
it tiQiiour euougli to iicrish in snth a cmjse*. Such 
was the emphatic language of Dion, wportetl W 
ns by Arietotlfi; who ibeing lbert among the pupils 
of Plnio) may ]irabnl)ly have hcajid it with Jiis ourn 
tJftrt. To jnipEiftiid comL-iuporary spectator-*, like 
OcmuKihenes. the attempt seemed hopeless^ 

But the inltllierm men of Uic Academy who 
ntcompamed Dion. wouliJ niit have thrown their 
»ea away In dniiieruplaiicin of a Glorious mar¬ 
tyrdom; nor were citho they or he ignorant, that 
here ousted oirfcimifltances, not strikitig the eye

At liiut tiujc lie^ wu 
illicgraced, nnd obliged to enve his life by flight, 
on necount of a nmtiny atuong the mercenary 
inoops, or ratbcfof the veternn soldii'fsnmoDg Uicm* 
whose ]iay Dionysius hud cut ctowri. The men eo 
omiailed, roiic in artmi, ijemaaiUug eontioiLMiee of 
the old pay; atiJ wJierj Dionyains shul the gales 
of the aeropotis, refuaing atteoUoti to their rc-, 
(juisltiutia, Urey raided the L'mrJoua harhuric pxaji 
or war ahoiit, and rjahed up to ecale the wntls'- 
Ttrriblo vvere the voicen of these Gaols, Ibcriani, 
aod Cutnpantuiis, in the ears of Pluto, who knew 
hitOHelf to. be the ohject of their hatred, and wlio 
happenni to be then in the garden of the tcropolia, 
But D]o)tysius> no less terrifled ihtm Pinto, appeased 
the ninthly , hy coTioetling all thnt was aftked, and 
even niDrc. The hlame of this uflsadventure wiw 
thmwn uj:>on llerakhiidea, lowarda whom Dionystufl 
conducted hiniieir with mingled injuBtiw; imtl Irea- 
cln-ry—accordiog to the judgement both of Plato 
and of m arouiid liim As mi exile, he hrouglii 
won! that Dionysius euuld not even roly ujioti the' 
rocruenory iroopa^ whom he treated with a ptif- 
sinuuvy the mure revolting os they contracted it 
with rhe tmuiiflccrice of his.father*, llcrakichlcs 
was eager id cnoperate \n jmititig down the dfr 
spoti-sm at Syraeuw. But he waited Id i^quip ft 
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4i[tiadro]] of tnrciiit*!^, mid tioI; ready so soon 
Bji Dion; i>cr!mp» intentionany, na the jealousy 
het^etitl the lw<o soon broke nut\ 

I'bc second source of nenkne^s to Dionysius lay 
in iitfi uiiBi) character and liabita^ 'I'he cuiiimandiug 
energy of tlie fatherfar fmin Uctng of sej-vice to the 
■on, had been combined T\ith a jealousy which in- 
texiiiunnlly kejil him down, and rmiuped Uis growllu 
1 Ic had aifva\^ heen Wi'nk, [yelty, destitute ofeunragu 
or fuR-jsight, and unlit fnrn positiun (ike that which 
hia father litul ocriuircd atnl nuintalucd. IKu per* 
srmat iimompctcncy wa* rcfwgtii&etl by all, and 
wouM probuhty haeo m anif ested Itself even more 
consjiiicuiiusly, hrul he not found n minister of so 
miicli Ability ■ and bo much demlioti to the rJy nasty« 
Rs Philifitus. Rut ill addUion to such known in- 
conipeUmey, he had conlrocteil recently Imhil* 
which iiifipired every one atxHind him with con¬ 
tempt. 1 le was perfietually inteoeicated and jdnnged 
ill diaaipotinn. To pnt down »ub1i a chief, even 
tlinuj;h aiirniuiideil liy walls, mldiera, nitd armed 
tliijis, Dp|icaml to Dion mid hi* confidential com- 
pniiions an enterprise noway rniirracticable^ 

Neverthelefca these causes of weakness were 
known only to close observers; while the great 
military force of Syracuse waa obvious to the eyes 
of every one. When the anhlierit mufitcred hy Dina 
■t Zakynihu'?, were first infanned Uiol they were 
ilr^atined to strike Slraighl ncroaa ihcsta againsi Sy- 
rBcUM?, they ibratik from the propoaitioo at an mt 
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of iii«tiitUy. They compliutiQili of their leMtcrotbc, 
not having before U>(d tbtim what waft piujucied ^ 
juiiLas the Ten Thooftatwl Greeks in. ilia wray' ot. 
Cyrua, on reaching TorfiOft^ cowpJnuiod etf itlenretiu* 
fur having kepi book tt^ Uiel that they wceo 
I unroll itig ugaiuat the Gri^l King. Jl letjui red flit 
the dut^uencciQf Dkin, with his iitivaibced age\ hi» 
ilignifiefl presence, and Uie i^uantity of gold and 
sifver plate in Ins posEcayloji, to remove their uppre* 
henBione. How widely these Qpprehenaio^ ‘wera 
ieU,ie ftliown by Uie dreomstanec, llial uiil of lOOO 
HyrocuiiHa raileftf only iweuiy-tive or thirty dared 
to }ov[i hin)*r

victdry of Dion', ReasmifBd by such eunsoting 
vvtirds, the aohJk'rii got on boawl. 'I*bcy lind good 
reason at first to bdieve that the fiivotir of the 
Gods waited u^ioii thetn, for u gentle and steady 
Btcsini) brecjte earned thetn acioss midsea wilboui 
RocidcTit or Suffering, in twelve days, from ^nkyn- 
ilm# to C^ape Pnchyntis. tlie bod ih-eastern corner «f 
Stfiily srod nearcBt to Syracuse. The pilot Protufi, 
who had stccfi'd tire cmrrse so w* eimelly to liil 
tlic cape, urgently icconuueiidcd iiinncKtiate disein- 
baHiation, wUhmil goifig farther idtuig the «oulh- 
W'rstern coft«t of the island; since ulormy waulUer 
was commencing, which nitgt)t liindorthe (Icet froni 
keeping near the shore. But Dion was nfraid ot 
tanding an near lo the main force <if the pneiny. 
Accordingly ilnr Kpiadroh proceeded otiwnrd, but 
were driven by a Tiolcnt wind away from Sidly to¬ 
wards the const of Afrii-ii. narrowly eBoa|iit)^ shtl>- 
wrcck. It wai not willmni coniidertble hardship 
und duuger that they got hack t’' SictlTt after 
five days t louching the island at J Icrnkleis Minna 
westward o1 Agrigentiiiii, within the Girlhstglniaw 
► * mmimth. IKai- r.* tt 
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Bu prelacy . The CttflbiigiTijiui governor of Minoo^ 
Synalus (pt*rhiip« a GUreek iit the service of Cif- 
tkage}, was a perEoiiul sic»]uajntance of Dion, and 
Fcceived him with all poBsible kindness; though 
knowing iiothing beforehand of hi's upproarh, and 
mt first resin ting his lauding througli iguornnee. 

I'hua waa Dion, after ten years of exile, one* 
more on Sidliaik grotiotl. Tl>e favourable prctlic- 
tiorw of MikftS liad been completely realiseiK But 
even that propliet could liardly have been prepnxl 
for the woitdcrhil tidings now heard, whicli emured 
tlic success of tho expedition. DionyBiiis hud re^ 
neatly nailed from Syracuse io Italy, with n fleet af 
80 triremes ^ What induced him to coitunit so 


capital a mistake, we cannot make out j for Phillstua 
was already with a fleet in the Golf of Tarenltuti, 
waiting to intercept Dion, and supposing that the 
invading sqnndroii would naturally sail along the 
coast of Iioly to Syracuse, micor ding to the practice 
almost universal in that day*. {^Uistus did not 
eommil the same mistake as Nikias had made in 
reference toOylippiis®,-—that of despiaing Dion bc- 
caoEe tif the fitnollness of his force. He watched in 
the ustinl waters, and was only disappointed hccBUse 
Dion, venturing on the bold mid unuBiial atniisht 
course, wai greatly lavaured by wind and wcntbcr. 
But whde Philistus watched the coaat of Italy, h

Never wna Dion more illtwiriuiiit, bulb na 
an ofiiepr as a soldier- He exerted himieh lo 
the utmiuil to form the ttnops, and to utarsimt tlietii 
iu mnha cseentifll to the efieclive fighting of the 
Gftdatt Uc'pIitP- Rul his orders were noheartl in 
the clamour, or disregardwl in tiic confoaion: hie

Dut ihb lorwarditt;^ uu Ub part » 
shniiiliacd ii,c conmgc of liis own trtMijM. Iluit 
iriey butb resenod htm. and made redoubted eflorlf 
ngnitui tile enemy. Having nouujd TtinoniiJea oom- 
inunder m hb place. Dion with hb dtsalHed bund 
inouuted on Uonoback, rode into Aobraitiua. and 
ted tortb to the batib ilmi |JorUon id his tnN»|ia 
whioh were thmv in gntriBon. TUcse men. Iresb: 
and good q^ddiers. restorefl ibi- luttb. The Sym* 
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ctmiiid came hack to the ftcM, all joined ia. vtrehtt^ 
outi cciillicl, oik) the iJiiMii'iiiirt at^Liilouta wore at 
Jnii'tU ogitiii driven within ilie walla of Ortvgia.

wultf whidi he repaired, complclcdt and put under 
flfeottve future*. Diouwius no longer 

tried to impede it by iirmed atUeli, Hut a* he was 
sltil sujnfrior m h« transported purtie* acrot- 
thv hartiour lo ravage the country lur provibiiiua, 
and tlespatchi'd veescla to bring in sUirrs ahiti by 
ftwi. Hie aniieriortly ut sea wu* presently IcsBaned 
by the arriral of Mcmhlcjiltet fjvin IVIoisintteviw?, 
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with tivcnlj trirtuicnit Uirtt mimller ' tsstt*, ui^t 
IfiiiO aoldier^. The Stfu£:ue;i[} 3, now be^innin^ toa- 
ahijw tLcm«elvt» actively ott ilup-lwanl, got logdthv# 
a Itile^hlc naval force. All the clocks and wharfs : 
lay cDiiccntruted in imd round Oriygia, ^itlitn thfl> ^ 
graafi «if DiuDjiiiiit, who waa master of the nnval ^ 
force belonging t« the city, Bot it wouli! acL*m tJiAl H 
the cretins of some of the flliipa ' who were tiKutlV’ 
native Syratmwms*. with nn intcmiisture of Athc- 
nians^ doubtJesB of dcnkocrolical smilimentB) [tntBl 
have dtaerled fmiti the despot to the people, curry- ■ 
itig over their slilpa, since we presently find tbs 
Syraensana with a flwt of sijty Irtfcmes', which 
they Could hardly have acquired othorwise, 

Dionysius was shortly afterwards rciufurcefJ hf 
Phtlisius, who brnuglil to Orlygia, not only hi* 
tloel from the Tarentinc Gulf, but td«o n coniidcr- 
nble regiment of cavalry, With liiese latter, and 
Eotne other Inoaps hesidos,, tuidertook bh 

eipcdition agaiiin the revolted Uontint, Hut 
though JiP made hb way into iJm ujwn by night, 
he was preaentty expelled by Uie defenders, ec- 
conded by mtiforcements fjom Symeuse’*. 

To hccpOriygia pfiivisioned. however^ it was vet 
more indisponsahlr for miilistns to maiiiuin lira »u- 
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periuriiy aL tieii nguitiiit the growing naval power ol 
the Syrnciiwfifij now coiuiaunduit tiy 
AfUsr several pnrUal eujiiiageiiuiiits, a imal balUe, 
(lespemtD and decisive, at length look plncc lietwucu 
the two udinlrala. Eoth fleets were sixty trireinea 
strong. At hrel PhiHiilti5, brovc nnd rorwnrd, ap 
pL’ored likely to be victoriotis. But pr^ntly the 
fortune of llic day lunied lupiinHl him. J Its ship was 
run mihore, and liimself, with moKt pari of his licet, 
overpowered by llie enemy; To escape captivity, 
he atablml bitusdf. The wouiid liow'ever wae not 
mortal; «o ibtit he fdl alive, being now about 7d 
ycjiTfl of age, into the bands of his enemies,—-who 
atripped him naked, Instdtcd fum bnitally, and at 
lungth cut off his head, after which they flragged 
his body by tlie leg through the si reels of %ra- 
eusc*. RcvoUirig aa thic ireatmcul is, *o niiist re- 
eullect that it wna ICfs horrible than timt which 
tbo elder Ditinysiiui U:id inttictod on the Bhegino 
geucrol I’hytiwi. 

The last hopc^oflhc Oiunyalau dyoaflly pernhed 
with Pliilbrus. the ablest and oiosrt faithful of ito 
servniiis.

Biid of .mtging no tuiBlrustt. Alirnrorer lik tiiilfu 
nrra were nut oijly popular, hut ati'ortliat \a Hu- 
tarrh*, mure tlmn pupulor—smooth, in&ldknii, ami 
dexteivais iu crio limit cry e^ifvtih, for the ruin of 
rivals Olid for bip own eamltaliuu. 

A» Ihc ctitilesl pci^uUy came to bu emtit'd on 
rather at sea than on hind, llw Cf)Uipiin'iU of a fleet

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itvsc ifi inipaftiuic^. SJiorlly uJicf liUi, nrrivtii, 
hbiiedi. ttic? Symcusin a^semlily paired a vot« tu appoint

■linr^ heiiJii <jf tliis Tote aftift* it had imissct!, protested 
against it as deroptm^ from ilie tiilf poinera wbieii 
TM^nt. ttie Synictunna hud Uy their furmrr vtitiJ powfrfmrd 
upon hitnsuff, Acsconlip^y the ]>cople) though 
with rductnnM, caticcUrd llicir vote, uiu) rlepufietl 
ilenikleidee. Hnring then gently rohoked llcni* 
hleidos for raising discenl at a season when tlie 
cumuiun enemy was still dangerous, Dion convened 
another nssembty : trherein he [>ro|ioseJ, iVoni liim- 
selt, the appointment iif nerukleides as adniinl, 
with a guard lUitml tu hii own^ Tlic right of 
nominotiuii thus aesunicd ilisplensrd Hte Syru- 
nteima^ humiliateiJ 1 lemklciilcs, and exiutpvroled 
hie partisans «s well us the tleet which he cutn- 
uiandtHi. it gave liiin l>owcr^tugethtu- with pmi 
vocation to employ that jmwer for the ruin of 
Dion; who tlnis bid himaoir douhly open to 
geuuitie mistrust from some, and to iiitcntional 
calumny frotu others.

Tlic jiouition of lliou 
forhiule the [HKiihility of hia obtnining full conli- 
drncii. Moreover his enemies, not coulcnt with iu* 
dammit the real cauics of inistruut, fahriented gross 
fskeltoofts ngainst him qa wait ns agninat tlio merce- 
nariw imdBr hie cominniid. A Syracusan naniod 
SAaiji^brolhtr to uiie of ttie gnardsof Dionysius, niade 
B^vtdlfliit speech in tlie Syraetisati a^^cfiihiy, warning 
his countrymen to beware of Dion, Jest they should 
find thcniselvtfs saddled with a siriai and suher 
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destmL in jilace of ono who was alwaye iptoxicatdil. 

On tlie next day SAeii apijcured tn llir afsi^mblv 
wilib a wound on the head, whieli he «aiil that aonve 
of the auldier? of Dion had indicted upon him in rV' 
vcnji^ for Ida spoecti. A [any persons pieseoif bc~ 
liering Uie story, wamiiy espoused Ids cause ; while 
Dion had great ditficulty in repelling the atleipitioa. 
and in otnaiiuiig time for ihr investigaiiui] of its 
truUi. On ini^uiry, it was discovered iJmi the 
wonnd was a superlkial cut indicted by SAsis him- 
self with a ronuf, and that I he whole tale-wits &u 
infamoua calumny which he had been bribed Ui 
prapagnte’. In this particular instance, it was 
found pruclicablo to convict the delinqueut of 
abamcleaa falsehood. Hut there were uitmcrous 
other attacks and perversions less tangible, gene¬ 
rated by the laine houtile interests, and Lending 
towurds the nme end. Every day the suspictoii 
and unfriendly sentitnent of the Syracusans, to. 
wards Dtou and bis aoldiora, became more em¬ 
bittered. 

TItc naval victory eoined bv Hemkteidoi and tbe iMar^nt- 
Syracusan fleet over PTiilisttui, exalting botli Uie 
spirit of the Syracusans and llic glory of tbe admin], 
still further lowered the influence of Dion. Hie 
belief gained ground that even without him andhb 
soldiers, the Syrncusann could defend themselvea, >• 
and gain possession of Ortygia- It was now that utiiupi, 
the defeated Dionysius sent front timnee a frenb 
embassy to Uiun, oflering to surrender to him tbe 
place with its gnrrtiou. mngaaitie of ttms, and 
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treoctire cqulv^eni lo live tnonlhs' full pay—on 
c<m(titioo of hdn^ allowed to rctiee to Italy, and 
enjoy the noreimcfl of a lai^ and prodneUv® por¬ 
tion (called Grafta) of the SyrocttBan territory, 
Dion again refused, to reply, deMring liim to addrcES 
tUc Syracusan public^ yet aiivsilng tliem to accept 
the toriDs'. Under tho existing mistrust towards 
Dion, this advice was interpreted os couccaUng an 
iutended ooltafiion between him ttnd Dtoiiy&itti. 
ilemkleldes promised, that if the war were pro- 
aecuted, he wovdd keep Ortygin blocked up until it 
* was suiTcndered at discretion vvitli nli in it as pci* 
iuners, Uut iu spile of hbi prauuse, Dionysiru 
contrived to elude his vigilance and anil off to 
L^kri in Italy, witli tnany comparuona aud muck 
property, leaving Ortygia in command uf Ids ddcit 
son Apollokmtes. 

k.c.sss. Tliotigh the blockade was ini mediately rwumed 
noJ Tendered stricter Uian before, yet this e^apff 
of the despot brought coDSidcrablo discredit on 
iinaMei^ iremklejJcs, FrohaUly the Diuiiiau partisana weie 
not sparing in their reproach. To crenta for him* 
fresh popularity, HemkJeides warmly esjioused 
piiaposilicnt of w dtizen named Hippo, fw 
^ B fresh division of landed property; a propoii- 
lion, which, oonsUlering the sweeping altcraliiid 
of landed property made by tlte Dionysian df- 
nasty, wo cuny well conceive to have been recoto* 
mended upon spcciotts grounds of retributive jntf* 
ticc, BO well as upon the necessity af providing 
for poor citizens. Dion opjio^ed the motion site* 
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Qyouslf, bttt wns DatTotcd, Other ^ii^esilDCLi 
also^ yet more repugnant ta Wm, and even point¬ 
edly diraoted Hgainiit liiai, wen* adopted, 

Hemkleidea, enlarging upon bis iii&upparuibtQ or- 
rognueD, prevailed upon tie people to dmec that 
new generals should be appointed, and that the pay 
due to the Dioniau eoldiers, now forming a Lirgo 
arrenr, shoulii not Im; liquidated out of the public 
pursed 

It wa-s tow'nrda Midsummer that Dion was thus 
divested of his command, about uine months after 
hie arrival at .Syracuse*. Twenty-five new generuls 
were named, of whom Ileialdcidee was one. 

Tlte mcasuio, eondalotuly ungrateful and unjust, •~*- i**‘ 
wliorcby the eultiitn! were deprived of the pay due 
to tbom, WM dictated by pure antipaiby against 
Dion : for It docs not SRcnr to have tNfcn applied 
to those etildicrit who hod oonve with tlcrakicides i 
moreover the new generals aeot pnv^nte niessageii to 
the Diouian sohJlcnt, biviUug them to desert their 
leader and join the Syracusan*, in wlaidi eit*e the 
grant of eilirenship was promised to Them *. Had iaiii««ali»f 
the sotiliera coiupUed, it is obvious, iluu either the 
pay due, or some et|uiva!cnt,tnu»lhavclieeu aawgned ^ 

to aatisfy thimi. Hut one and all of Uienj scorned ' *''^** 
the invitation, adhering to Dion with unslmkcn tide- 
lily. The purpose of Hersklddes was, to expel him 
alone. Hits however wax prevented by the temper 
of the soldtera; who, indignant ul Ihe treochcrou* 
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ingralittttle of tlie SyramiatiiiB, insligateJ f^ion to 
tnlts a le^tuijatc revenge ajion them, and demanded 
only to \iB to the -'i&aaiiU. Hetiising to employ 
force, Dion calmed their etciteraetit, nml put himself 
ol their head to eotwluct them out of the city : not 
Tvithomt remoMtranetB adilrcsawl lo the geocrale 
and the people of Syracuse upon tlieir procttwliiigs, 
imprudenl as well ni wicked, while the enemy were 
utlll mastcTB of Ortygin. NcvErthtlcaaj tlie new 
genijral^rChofisn as tlie inost violent cnomies ot Diort, 
not only turned a deaf ear to his appeal, hut iuUnraed 
ihe aotipathie!* of the people, and spurred them on 
to attack the snliUcra cm their march out of Syra- 
ease, ’fheir nttnek, though rnpeated more than 
once, was vigoruufliy repulsed hy the soldrera" 
excellent troops, 3000 in number; white l>iciti, 
imfioos only to ensure their safety, and to avoid 
hlootlahedl on buili sides, eondued himself stricily 
to the defenRive. He forhnde gU pursuit, giving up 
the prieoncra without ransom as well ns the bodies 
of the aiaiii for huriid'. 

ww In this guise Dion arrived nt l,rfontini, where he 

uUrtw- found the warmest sympathy lowardi himself, with 
mdignaiUdivguBtat ihehchiiviuHrof IlieSyracuwiM' 
lie Allied with the newly‘enfranchised Syracufie ngninsi 
the Diooytjiin dymwlt, the Leemtines not only re- 
SlITiftD soldiers of Dion into their citi^enshipi 

fimmtvBl and voted to them apoaitive remuneration, but sent 
in embtisy to Syraeuw insialing that juatice should 
he done to them. The Syramianns, on their side, 
sent envoys in Leontini, to accuse Dion before an

these Bflies were, uur defeclive igforniuuQn dues 
not euaULi' us to say. Tln'jr f^tvitetiec we»L iu 
fsivour of Dum and a^ainbi. ifie SynietrsnnB; n ho 
ncvertht'Iesa stood out obi^tiilately, leliiittiiy' till 
justice or ruitaiuUou', mul liiiieytug (hen)!velvcs 
competent to redoci? Orlygia witfiout Dtou'a 
aiJaistfliJL'o—siuLc tiic pro^'isioft* tWrtJtti were «- 
Lumsted, ami tlie ^urrison wne utrcnil}' tutTefiiig 
front famine. Uespairing of rvioforeemeutf Apol> 
lukraica Imi] already resolved to soud envoys and 
pn^Ktoe a capituluUuTi, vrhen Nypsiun. a Nca|»oliUit 
ofliccr, dcs^tutch^ by Dionysius frooi Lokri, hnd the 
goud fortune to reach Dtlygia at the Ijead of a re- 
inforriitg fleet, eunvoying niimcrciuvlran»|iorin with 
an ahundaut stock of proviHions. Tl^ere waa now 
uu farUier talk of siurcuder. The garrUuii of Orty- 
giu woB reinforced to lOifK^nierviiiiuj'y troups of con^ 
sidenibk meritj and wttll pnovisioned for some time*. 

Tlic Syracusan admirals, either from cudessuesA 
or iU>fortune, tmd not been able to prevent the 
entry of NypsiuB. lint they made n suddcu uiUich 
upon him while hls ticet were in the harbour, and 
while ilie crews, thinkidg Uietuselvee safe from on 
enemy, went interchanging liatulaiioaa or aiding to 
discTuburk tint stores. This Oltnck was veil'timed 
and snccesaful. Sev^ernl of the trireirjfs of Nyfisins 
were ruined— dUicu's were towod off at iirhtes, while 
the victory, gHUied by hicrukleidei witliout Dion, 
provoked es^travagout joy throughout Syracuse.

— contimied into the enming night. NypsiiiSj an 
cum N10 nbk officer.-watched hw qjjimrtumty, and made a 
vigorous night-sally. His troops, issuing forth in 
good order, planted (heir acaling -1 adders, mounted 
Tirfrc^h the blockeding wall, and slew the sleeping or 
ilrunken eentinds wilhool any reaisKuice* Alastor 
iktuiriik. of this important work, Nypaius employed a part 

of his muo tu pull it dowut w'hile he pushed the ^ 
reel forward agaitisl the city. At daybreak (he 
affrighted SkTaciisans saw tbeinselvea vigoroujly J 
attacked even in thdr own stronghold, wdicn nci* 

(her generals nor diizena were at all pi^parcd to ‘ 
reststv The troops of Nypstua first lorccd their 
way into Nei(tolls, whidi lay (lie nearent to the wall 
of Ottygia; next into Tyehn, the other fortified 
suburb. Over these they raitgcil victorious, van- 
quishing all the deioched parlies of SyrocusaM j 

which could be opposed to them* Ttio streets bC' j 

came a scene of bloodfthed—the houses, of plunder; 
for as Dionytlus had now given op the idea of 
agfiin pemnuictiUy ruling at Syracuse, his tmaps 
thought ul' little else except satiuting the revenge 
of their master and their own rapacity, TTie sol* 
diers of Nypsius siripped the privatedwcUingt. in live 
lawn, taking away not only the property, but uUo 
the women and children, ns booty into Ortygia* 

At Imi lit appearsl they got also into Achradina, 
the largest and most popnlooB portion of Syracuse' 

Here the tame scene of pillagCi dcatruction, obd ^ 
hlwodshed, wM eontintted Ihroiiglvout the whole 
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day. niiil cia a atiU iAigffr scaie; witb- jtisl enough 
reajstaugc to piquo tlio fury of tlm vicLors, ntlhoui 
nistmitiiag Iticir progrttss. 

It apon hecanio eviticnf to Hornkteidi^ and hii ruafsimt 
oolicBguca^ as well as iu ttic guncrat body of dlixcos, Uu «^ 
Utat there no hope of safety txuepi in invoking ItoT*^ 
the aid of Dio» nod fus soJdlers from JxjoaUni, t*!)’ 

Yet lUo appeal co one MFlmin iliey nut only Imiod 
and letircd, but hud igitotninbu&iy mnltreuleJ, ti-ua 
somctiiing so iutolenihht, that for a Joag time no 
one woald E[icuk out la propose tvhat every ana 
Lad In biii mind, Al length Aonic uf the aitica pae- 
sent, less concerned in the political parlie* of the 
city, I'enlurcd to bmacli tlic propagtlion. which ran 
fiotii man Id man. utid wan adapted under a presa 
of mingled and opposite emotions. Accordingly 
two officers of iho allies, and five l^yracueim hontC'^ 
men, acrl ulF at full itiectl to to implore 

the mst&nl presence of Dion, Kencliirig the place 
toworde eycuiug. they encoimtcrcd Diou hiinaclf 
iuimetUnlely on liiatnciuntitig, and dcacrtlK.'d to him 
the nifserabtc scenes now going on nt Synuniea. 

Tlieir tears and di&Lrcas brouglU Bround them a 
crowd of bcarom, Leoutines as well as Pcb|iOiinB> 

Binns; and a general aBBcmbly wiis speedily con> 

%'Oticd, before which Dion oahoned Ihem to tell 
their story. They described, in the lone of nien 
whose all was at stake, the actual sufferiTigs and 
the iinimuding total ruin of the dty; eutreatluf 
oblivion for tlicif past misdeeds, which were already 
hut too cruelly oxpiatciL 
Hieir discourse, profoundly touching to the audi-, 
once, was heard in silence, livery one waited far 
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. Dioi) to hecrn, Biicl to determine tfie fnte of Syra- 
—cuse. He rose to flpenk; but for a lime tcaiu 
dhml ehedted bis utterance, while hia soldiera nrouud 
oheered liim wUli encouragiixg iyniiJiUby- At length 
he fouTiil voice to sajr^ " 1 Imve convenett you, Pe* 
toponnesiaiia and atliee, to deliberate about your 
own conduct. For me, driibemlion, would be a 
disgrace, while Syracu^ is in ibe bands of the de¬ 
stroyer. in cannot save my country, 1 sbidl go 
and bury myself in its flaming ruius. For you, if, 
in spite of what has happened, you still choose to 
assist us, misguided and unhappy .Syrncuimni, tra 
shall owe it to yon that we stdl conlrnue a dty, 
But if. in diBtlainful Seiiae of wrong endurttdi you 
shall leave ua to our fate, I here thank you for nil 
your past valour and attachment to me, praybig tliat 
the gods limy reward you for it, Bcmctuber TJwo, 
aa one who neither deserted you when you were 
wronged, nor his own fellowoCitisimtm when they 
were in misery/* 

ChBHihiit Ilf This address, so replete with pathos oud dignity* 
went home to the hearts of the audience, tilling 
them with passionate emotion auil eagerness to 
him. Universal shouts called upon him to 
put hiniseif at their head inslaTitly and march to 
. bjTmcusff 5 wfailo the euvov^ pteJierLl fell nsi 

Qoek, invoking blessings both upon him and upon 
the soldten. As soon as the excitement had sub* 
eided, Dion gave ordcra that every man sUotild 
take Ms evening tnea) forthwith, and return in 
arum to the spot, prepared for n OJghl-march to 
Sytaense. 

By daybreak, Dion and his band were withia i* 
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fair of tha tipnbtm of Epipol®* Mes- Jktoaw 
iMtyjicis from SyitucutH? bcrc^ mui. liini, uiiluoing luiu kutatu 
la ilackrii Uift tiiaroh und |irooe«d witit chuImju^

ttoe that eates ffoiild lie elud'd againal him ’,

Ni'paius, baling itcrmittud bis troops to piltngc and 
destroy itt Syracuse Ibrougbuut ilic preecdiui; day, 
bad thought it prudeui u> wilUdrow them back ittio 
Ortygia fur the nigbt- Hie netTieat nuacd the oou* 
rage of llerakTuide* and Ida coUeaguca; wJiOj fun- 
oyiiig that the attack ftrsa now over, rcpvnlcd of the 
iuviiation which they had peroiittcd to be Mint in 
Dioti. Under thifi imptrsaioo they dMpBlelied ic 
him the second tnnuage of exi^lwdODi keeping 
guard at iho gate in the northern wall to mako tlicir 
threat goud. But Ibe etcoia of ibe upxi murnmg 
fpccdtly nndccdvnl tiicin. Nypaiua renewed liit 
attack with pioatcr ferocity than before* completed 
the dcmoliaim of the wall of blockade before Or- 
ly gtn, and let loose bis soldierawiib nietcilesii Uiud 
tiirougliout all the streets of Syracuse. 'Illere waa 
on this day lew of pillagef but more of wholesale ^ 
alangUter. Men, women, and ehildren perisiied ib- 
dlscnmiiinlely, and nothing wm tliougbtof by these 
barbarians eacept to makr-Syracuse a heap of ruint 
and dead bodies. To accelerate the proces-T, and 
to foreslal Dion's arrival, winch they fully ex- 
peeled—they »i fire to iba city in tevcral plncea* 
with lorchiis and tiro-bcanitg arrows. The ttiisc- 
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rabte iDhMbilants knew not where to Dee, to csohjie 
the dames within their heitsECB^ ur the sword with¬ 
out, ‘nie streets were strewed with coriisea, while 
the hre pdned |n?oanil perprioatly, threatening to 
spread over tlwj greater part of the city. Under 
such ternhle circonisiatice*^, neither llerakleides, 
himself woumledf nor theolher generals, could bold 
out any longer against the iidiui&sion uf Dion to 
whom oven the famttier and iioclc of licrukleides 
were sent, wiili pressing entreaties to nrcelurale 
his maroli, sunx the smoUest doiny would ODCasion 
mia to Syracuse <> 

Dion ivafl eboui seven mi lea from the gates when 
these lost erica of dUtruss reaclurd him. Immedt* 
aiely hurr]i‘ing forward hiv soldiers, whole ardour 
was not itifciior tn hU own, at a running pace, Le 
Touched speedily the giites called Hcxopylii, in tho 
nortliern wall of Eipi|>ula:, When once within lltess 
gates, he halted in an interior aix'a called tlio Me- 
katoiDpedou^. I til liglit-armed were aenl forward 
at once to arrest t!ie destroying ooemyt while be 
kept back the hopUtes until he could form them 
into icpamte columos under proper captains, along 
with the citizens who crowded round him witli de* 
monstmiiuna of grateful I'uvereacs, He di^Uibuted 
them su rs i« enter the interior portion of Syracuse* 
and attack tlie troops of Nypsiiis, on sever^ jioinls 
at once*. Being now withia the eicicHnr fortificn- 
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tion foriDed by the w»[] of Epipobe, itier? Jay befora 
him tJ)o tripartite interior city—Tycha, Nimpotig, 
Achradimt. Each of thc«o parts hod its aeparafe 
fortiJlcDtio)] ; between Tyclia and Neapotig lay lui 
unfortiliGd space, hut each of thetn joined on te 
Aehradina, the weutefn wall of which formed their 
eastern wall. It is prohahtD that rhcao intnior for¬ 
tifications had been partially neglectwl aince (he 
const ruction of (he outer waits along Epipalis, 
which comprised thbiu all wiitiini, and romicd the 
principal defence ngaluil a fordgn ciietny. More¬ 
over the troops of Nyparns,. Imving been manters oT 
the three towns, and roviiig as destroyers around 
them, for ecvcral hours, had doidititsi broken down 
the ^tcs and In other ways weakened tho detences. 

The m:»ne was fn‘ghlfid, and the ways everywhere 
tmjicded by ditmc and smoke, by thlling tiouses and 
fragment!^ and hy the numhers who lay inasimcred 
■raund. It was atnidnt such horrors (Tint Dmn and 
his Bokiiera found tticm«lve*—while penetrating 
In dilTerf at divisJons nl once Into NeapoTia, Tychn, 
and Aohrodinn. 

Ilia task would probably have town difRcuH, hnd 
N^'psius been aide to cotdral the troops under his um uJtis 
command, in tlimiisekes brave and good. But 0^211!“ 
these troops had been for sonic hotin dispciwed 
Ihrougljmit the Btreeta, satiaLiug their licentious 
and mnrdcrou! pasaioiiB, and destroying a towti 
whicit Dionysius now no longer expected to rot(UTt< 
Recalling as many soldiers as he could from this 
brutal disorder, Nypsliu mnrshalted them along tlie 
interior fortificaiioiir occupying ttie enintnws and 
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e^rpoEcd poinu wlifsre Dtoii woulU at:ek ta pctic* 
trate into ilic city*. The batik’ was tbos not coo* 
linuoua, Irul fniight between dctachtit] parties at 
seporole opening, often very tinrrow, iUid otii 
ground HOinetitnes difficult to auriuounit omldiit tha 
condagration Ulniing everywhere aroufid’- iJw* 
tirgartiMil by pillage, the troops of Nypsiuo could 
oiJjMWc no long TCTialance to the forwnrJ oUvauco 
of Dion, with soldiers fuU of ardour and vrith tbs 
Syracusana around him etimuliLled by dcapoir, 
Nypiiua waa overpowered, compeilod to abandon 
liia line of defence, wul to lutrcut wiili his troop# 
iulo Ortygia, wbiclj iltc greutur number of them 
rBoched in aiifet)\ Dion and bia rictorioua tfoop#j 
after bavtug forced tlu: untmnuc into the city* 
did not attempt to punuo then), 'ilie lirat and 
moai pregaing tiec«e«iiy was to exUngutsii the 
i but no inconarderable number of the sol* 
diors of Nypaiua were found digpersed through 
tlic streets and houses, and akin while nctuidly 
carrying off plunder on their sltoaldere, l^ng 
alter tha town was cienred of cueinit», howeTcr, 
oil band# within it were employed in stopping tlte 
conllogTiaiau t a task in which they hardly sue- 
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ccedoi], even by tiurcimlling efToria tbittugliaut the 
dny »ii(] the fulloning * 

On the inurraw ByriMJUwr waa another city; ifi»- eiiriinri 
fljrured by ilie de&DiRiiiig trace tif Jtaiim amj of LUe 
hostile soldiery, yet alill npfrci^hed tn the lieurta of 
its citizenfl, vbo felt that they ftnd e^raiped roueb 
worse I and above nit, peoetralCfj by u rmtewed poll- HpnhOiiw. 
liral spirit, and a deep 94meecif rqietitaul grntilude ktiJTii^ 
towards Dion. All those getiemls, who had been 
cllO!sen at the Inat electJon frttrn tltuTr intense o|ipO> 
tition to him, fleil forthwith: except llernhliiides 
nnd Tbeorlolea. These two mco were his tnoetvtci^ 
lent and dougerous enemies; yet it appears ibni 
they knew Ids character bet ter than theircnHeagoes, 
and therefore did not hesitate to throw themsetvtea 
u|Mm his mercy. Hiey surrendered, cunfessL-d their 
guilt, and implored his forgivetiess. Ills magnnni- 
mitv rthev Siddl would derive n new Itistn;, if he 
now rose superior to his just resentmciil over fflit* 
guided rivals, who stood hefort: bitn humbled and 
asitamed of tbeir fanner opposiliorv, on treating him 
to tkaJ with tlicju better than Umy hod dealt wiib 
him. 

If Dion litui put ihcir nKjuest to the vote, it wnnltl 
have been refused by a laj^ majohly. llisfioldierf, 
recently deJ'rauded of ihcir pay, woie ytil burning 
with indignation against the authors of such on in- 
justice. His friends, reminding him of the latter 
and unscrupulous attacks which he as well as they 
had experienced from tlcraklcldGS. ctfaorted Inm 
to purge the city of one who abuanl ttir popular 

* Hulwb. Dtwi. r- 45, 40s ftkMiflf, oi 
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farms to purposes liardijr less mLschtevous Ihsa 
despoiieoi itself. The life of Herakleides now bung 
upon a thread. Witliout pronouneiug ony deeided 
opimon« Dion bod only la maintain an equivocal 
silence, ond Euffer the popular sentiment to numU 
fest itself in a verdict invoked by one potty, est- 
pected even by tJic opposite. I1ic more was every 
one astonished when he look upon hlntseir the re¬ 
sponsibility of paninning Hemkieides; adding, by 
way of explanation and Gatisfoctian* to his disop* 
pointed fncQtU— 

** Other generals have gone through most of tbeir 
tnuning willt a view to arms and war. My long Irain- 
litg in Um Aeodemy has been devoted to aid me in 
conquering anger, envy, andgll tnaliguoul jealousies.

Kor Is human wickedness, greui m it 
often is, ever pushed to such an excess of Btub- 
bom^ brutality, u not to he amended by gentle and 
gtactuus treatment, from steady benefactorsV 
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Wc may ranionubty accept ibia as somettung nenr 
the ^^eniitno fipEt'ch ol' Dmo, irc|H>rted by bia com- 
pimiua Tiiuonidcs, aerl tluif pa^iiog into Ibe bia- 
graphy of Platarch. It Jiuida a peculiar interest* m 
an exposilieii of ntotives, fi> die ocl which U ac¬ 
companies. The eidterity of the expo^itiuu ailmitt 
of no lioulit, for nit the onlitmry wutiyes of the ca^ 
counselled on opposite condnet i. and hud Diou been 
in like innaDCr at [lie foot of lua Hval, his Fife wptiltl 
ajseurediy not hni'e been epared. Me itiok pHde 
{with a icnlimrnt eumething' like thnt of KuUikza- 
tiilos' on 1 ibe rati the prlsoucra uiken at Mo- 

Uiyinna} in realising hy conspicuous net the lofty 
morality wluirli he hod imbibed ftotn the Acodemy; 
the rather* us the case pfcsciiiefl erery tcmptiLlioi] 
to depart Iroiit if i’ersuading liimself that haoould 
by aa illustrious example put to thatne nod soften 
the mutual cruiduea io lr«i[!icQi in Gredan party- 
warfare, and regarding the omuesty towards Hr- 
raklcides as a proper sequel to tho generous im- 
pulite which bad ted him to uiateh fram l^uliui to 
Syrautiiw:,—he prohahly gUiric^l in Iwjlli* more lhao 
in the Tictoiy itself, \Vo shatl presently have the 
paiu of discoecriug that his anticipitoua were lo- 
tttlly tUiUt|>]K>iuUrd, Ami we muy he sure that at 
the time, the juilgcnicnl passed on his proceeding 
towards licraklciiles was very lUlTcruat from what 
it now receives. Ainoug his friends mill loldiert^ 
the gcuerojfiity of the act w'ould he forgotten in it* 
imprudence. Among hb uuemtes, it would excite 
surprise, perhaps odmirutioit—yet few of tit cm 
would he eouciliated or converted into friend*. In 
T Am Voi, vnt Ch. IxiT. p i»i rftk. ItiMax. 
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ihc bosom of Hertiklcidcs ibo mere fnct of 

owing h'is life loUion wcmld be a mv nnd intokra- 
blc humiliation, which the Erinnys within wonhl 
goad hiiu on to avenge, Dion would be wTamed, 
by the critidBin of hie friciidB, as well aa by the 
ittetiiiCi of hifi soldiers, that in yielding to w tnag- 
nanimoas nciitimeiii, be overt(XJketl the reusonable 
consequences; and that tlemkleidct* cotilinuing at 
Syracuse would only ba more dangerous both to 
bim and them, than lie had been before, Without 
Inking hiB Ui«, Dion might have required him to 
depart from Syracuse: which sentence, having re* 
gard to the practice of the litnc, would liave been 
accounted generoBity, 

TiinMt*> U was Dion's next business to renew tlic wall of 
Mockadc constructed agaiuet Orljgia, and pErliuUy 
destroyed in lbs laie sally of Nypsius. Every Sy- 

nnwim racusuD citizcn was directed to cut a stake, and 
detmsit il near Ihe spot j after which, during the 
enaning night, the soldiers planted n Btochade so 
as to restore the broken parts uT the line. Fre* 
ieclion being thus ensured to the diy against Nyp* 
sins and bis garrison, Dion pruoecdtfd to bury the 
nntnerutis dead wlw) bml been slain in Iho sally, 
and to ransom the captives, no less than 2000 in 
number, who had been carried off into 0^tygta^ 
A LropUy, with wicrifice to tlie Gods for the victory • 
was not forgotten*. 

A public assembly was now held to elect new

Tiie micfe* Vi4IK= Tilt 
fined authority of Dioa—exercised by one ^etf- 
willed, though magnanimou*, in spirit, and ex-

thus l>e mode for the oppoaitiuu of llemkltiidM, 
oiled on just grounds. That oflirer iiidettl was 
little disposed to wait for just pretCDCw. Cbndnci - 
ing the Syramisai) fleet to itfeasiln^ in order to 
enrry on war against Dinnyiiut at Lohri, He not 
only tried lo raise the aennien in arms ogainsi Dion, 
by charging him with despotic dwigna, bin eeen 
entered into n worct treaty with the nimnion 
enemy Dionysius ; through the iiirerveoiion of the 
Spartan Ptiarax, who comntanded llic Djonyatoit 
troops. His mlrigues betog diocovered, a violent 
opposition was nised agoiiut them by the loading 
' ivtnr^, ^ - 
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Sjrnieusaii ckizeos- It waultl Keom (aa far oa we 
can make out from tho scanty infortnutian d' Plu- 
turcl>) that the aiilitary ti|)eratIona were frustrated^ 
and that the Jimintticni ««« Ibrced to retiim to 
Synwruse* Here a^jn the ijuarrel was reneMred— 
the seaiuiQo appoivntly standing with IlcfakteiJcft, 
the frriTHripal citizens witli Diem—and earned iru far, 
that the city sulfercJ uoi only from di^tuchotice, hui 
even fnmi irregular su[ifdy of [iroviHiomJt. ^T%fitPitg. 
the moriiltcations of Dion, not the loaat was that 
wlitch im mtficrienced frotn hio own friends nr 
soldiers, who remindod him uf their wariiinj® and 
prcdiotKiiis when heoDuseiitcd to spare llcmkleiddi. 
Meanwhile Dionysiuit hud sent into Sicily a body 
of troofis under iMiami, whti were citcamjicd ai 
Kcapotis in the Agrtgeniiiie territory.. In whnl 
(ichemc of operalionfl this movement ibrina n part, 
wc L-anrifit make out; for I’lutaieh tells U* liothios 
except what hears immediately on the quarrel 
between Dion and ITerakleidcs. ’lii attack Pliorai, 
the forces of Syracuse were brought out: the dcti 
Under Herakjeidcs, thesuldierstm land under Dion. 
The latter, thotigh he thought it imprudent to fight, 
was coiiBimlned to hazard a haitle bv the ioHnun- 
tioits of llcrakleidca and the clamour of tlic Hcanwit i 
*’l»p sccitBcd him of iritontiuually eking out the w*r 
for aw pnrjmse of prolonging hia iiwn diclalomhip. 

Diou accordingly attacked Phuniit^hiit WHS rujiutftcd* 
Yet the reimlse was not n serious defeat, so that be 
was pmpariim to renew the attuck, when he "«* 
apprised tliat Demklddrs with ihc deoi had departed 
J Flulwlt. ft A,- ,v ^ 3^. 
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and wcro reluming st. their beet A[.ieed to Symeuw j 
with ilie inu'iitiou of aeizirig ibt city', uiid barring 
oul Dion wiib liU truoiw. Nutbiiig but a rapid und 
d«;lflhc inot'emenl oouM defeut tliii *01161116. 
viug tjie camp irarijL-diBlcly with lU* beift burwinjCT, 

Dioti rode back to Syraouje tu fast a* posiiblo; 
oouiptetinga tlialant^i; nf 700 ^siaJia (about S3 mitea) 
in ii very sliort time, and rorwUillijig rite arrimi 
of Heraklcide* 

Tliui tlwappointfd and eapoBcd, ! femklcjde* , 
fownd means to direct nnotber inanrctirre againsi 
Dinii, tlinmgb tlic nieditim ru a Spartan namtirl 1 
Gnsylus ; wbo liad been aoni by the Spartnna, in- 
formed of the dUsensionB in Syncaw, in ufler him- W»r* 
aelf (Uke Gylippua) for Uie coromond. [ temkteides 
tagorlT took Advantage of tbe arrival of Ihi* officer; 
pmsiiig theSyracunans to accept a Spartan as iheir 
commander.in-chief, Hut Dion replied,ihm there 
were pltftiiY of native SyracuBwia ijualtliL-d for com- 
ntaud i moreover, if a S|>artim was rtwpijrvtl. he wan 
himscif a Spartan, by public graiiL GiiayiuB, having 
aeccrtainird the state of affairs, Jmrl the virtue and 
prudence not merely to dciist from bis own prcien* 
aiouB. but also to employ tiis licHt edbrtB in reoHi' 
ciiing Dion and Mcrokicidcs, Sejusible that the 
wrtrag had been on tbc side of tlie latter, Ga*sy]u£ 
constrained him Ea bind himself hy tbc stroti^E 
ualba to better conduci in future. He engaged Fiia 
own gnoranttse for the obsenrance of the covenant, 
but (!jc better to ctisure sooh observance, the greater 
]iart of tile Syracusan Sect (Ibo chid ins Ini men t 
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oi llerukteidcsj was die banded, Jeaviitg ooJ^ ciiough 
tu keep Ortjrgin under blodtoilc'. 

Tbe capture of that hlet and lortrcsa, tiQn nipre 
strictly wuU'bcd thau ever, was apprcoudiing, 
hod l)ccomu of Phaiitx, or wky he diil itut udruncu. 
oAcr Ike retreat ef Dion, to tmmss the ^yryspaM^ 
and succour Ortygia — we know tioL But no 
succour arrived ; provisiona grew scarce j and iUe 
garrisuu became so dtscutitenledj that Apollokratei 
the flon (if Dionysius could not hold out any lunger 
Accordingly, be capitulalcil with Dtoji; handing 
over tn him Ortygia with its fort, arms, niagaziotf 
anrl everything contained in it—except whnt hccoutfi 
earn- away in five uiremes. Aboartl of these vesscU, 
he placed his mother, bis sisters, his immediiite 
friends, and his chief vnluahtes, leaving everj'thiug 
else behind for Dtun and tlie Syracusans, who 
crowded to the bench in multitudes to sec Idai de¬ 
part, To ibom the moment was one of lively joy 
and nuitusil se]r>congratulntion—-promising to com¬ 
mence a new era of freedom*. 

On enteridgOrtygin, Dion saw, for the first time 
after a separation of about twelve years, his sister 
^istomndid. bis wife Areid, orwl Ids family. Tl»e 
interview was one of the tenderest emotion aud tears 
of delight to all, Aretfi, having been made again^ 
her wn consent the wife of Timokrat^a, was at fiitt 
afraid U aiiproacli Dion. But be received and 
embraced her with unabated aflbction’. He con¬ 
ducted botU her and his son away front the Diony- 
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wjiii vrttjwUv, tit whicti ihey h»il been liWng Khuje 
bt& Ab^eitc^^ Into hj9 own ttuu^e j lipvlti^^ litntMsJiT 
resolved not to liwvJl in the aewimlfs, bttl to fe^vn 
il nji a public furl or ediliw belonging to Syracuse. 

I lowevcri this rciievrai of liis domesiic fiappineeit w ,;j 
slioi'lly aAerwartIa eniliUtvrttl by the death of ids 
wn; tpliD having imbibed frum Dionysio® druukim. 
and dUsotule habits, felt from tfie niof of the liituse, 
tn D lit of intoxicattua or trendy, rheI [widslied'. 

Dion was iiowul the piatinde of power as well Hs CMM.Lt 
of glory. With meaiie altogether disproporitonnlei 
ho had achieved IhccxpuUitmorihcgreateAl despot 
in Greece, even from an imprrgiiable stronghold. 

He had combated danger and difficnlly With con* 
spicuous r»olutiun, ami had dts|iTayed almost chi> 
valroos magnanimity. Had he ’* hreatlied out his 
soul*” at the instant of triumphant etitrj' in Ortygta, 
the Academy would liave been glorifirtl by a pupii 
of firs^'rate and onsulllcd merU- But that cup of 
prosperity, which poisoned so many other eininent 
Greeks, had now tire fatnl edect of cxaggtraling nl) 
the worst of Dion*^» quuljlies, and damping alt tba 
best. 

Plutarch indeed boasts, and we may perfectly 
bclimre, th&l he muiiitained ihc aimptidly of his 
table, Ills taimctit, and his habits of life, completely 
anchimgcd—now that he had become master of

In ibii raiipect, Plato and ihc Academy bad raaaoa 
to bo proud of iljctr pupilHot the public mistake#, 
now to be recounted^ were not the less tmseduevoud 
lo bis ooujiu-ymwi ns well tm to himseTf. 

rnrhijji womoJit of bis entry into Syracuse 

Mtrjmtitii from PotopuciDcsus, Dion had been suspected and 
accused of aiming at the expnlaion of Dtonysiusi 
X*rt,ulr* order to tranifer tbe despotism to himself. 

His Imughty and repiitwife manners, raising againit 
personal antipathies everywhere^ were cited 
r*”*^ ^* ^ eoitSrtmug lire charge. Even at tnoments when 

Oioti was tabouritig for the genuine good of the 
SyracuEans. thiH suspicion had always more or less 
citissed his ^laiii; robbing him of well-mmled 
gratitudo and at the same lime discreiliting hi* 
ojiponeuU, and the jjcoplcnf Symeuse, os gttiJtj of 
Jileaii jealousy towards a benefactor. 

TTie time Iiad now cotnc when Dion was obliged 
to act in such a mnnner as either to conrifm, or to. 
belie, such unfavourable augurioa. Unfortunately 
both his words and his deeds conlirmiKi them iu (be 
strongest maemcr. The proud and repulsive eitejnal 
demeanour, for wluch he had always lieen notoriouSt 
vta» rather aggravated than softened. He look 
pride tn showing, more jdaiiily than everj that he 
despistd everything which looked like courting 
popularity*. 

If the words and manner of Dion were thus 
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siStLiticant. butlj ivJmi Le did, aud wbiit lie Jell uu- mnim 
duH«, 'ww more wgtiifwaijt stili, Of tbit grtat 
Iwoa ot freecbni, whioh ie Imd ao loudly pruiitiiujd 
IQ the Syriu:u£iiii«t stud htiidi lie liml lUriM'ted tiU 
licmlil to pmelsuiii ort rirel eiitsaring ihdr wftlla» be JJ,'****;" 
confemK! aJieolutely notluiig. fb rcLtbcd Ida 
Utclaturiai |JOHre{- uualaicd, and ilia miliUiiy force *“*»***^ 
certainly wittiout i^litciiout if uot actually reiu.^ 
furrctl; for an Apotloknitca did tuiL convoy away 
with bitt) tbf auliUm iti Urtygtnr we may reaMiiiiilily 
]ire«uii)a that st part of ibem til Icavt remained to ' • 
embrace Uie service of Dioo. He preacrviul the 
ucm|HdiA Bud furtillculioiiit of Ortygia juat oa they 
were, only gorriaciicd by trpop!i pbcyicig bis coui- 
matid intsieuil of iliEti of Uxauyslui, Hie victory 
made iUclf fdl iu abumlaut preaciita in Ilia ow'ii 
itietida and eoliJicra’ ; but to The (wojde of Sy¬ 
racuse, ii produced ootbing belter iJitm a clionge 
of miHlcra, 

It waa not indeed the plan of Diou to consliiiite 
n pcrraanctii desjHiiism. Ho uitcudeJ to eftatdbdt ^7JS 
hitimdf king, but to grant to rise Syracnaaria wbal £"^1^ 
in fiiodcm timea would be callcii a conaliiuiion. 

Having imbibed from Plato and Ibe Antdemy 
na well lu* from bis own cotivictiuns and Utttra, 
aventoit to n pure democracy, lie bad rraubed 
to inlraducf a LmuMlsrrnouiati acbenic of mixed 
government, combining king, aristocracy, and 
l>cople, under <;r?rtaiii provbuona and liaiitationi. 

Of tliia general tenor are Ibe rtcommendatiuiu 
addressed bulb to birn, ami to the Syracusans idler 
bis death, by Plato, who buwev'er ^ms to cun* 
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retniilatt:, along^ with the poEitiettJ bcbeme. a Lfhur- 
gtiStu rcforiLi of muniicfs and practice. To aid it) 
framing ami riialising hilt ^Kthcmpi Diou i)uJ imnt tu 
Ckiriath la invite cuuim-llonB and auxilianea; lor 
CorinlU was auiUble to bia views, not sUupiy as 
mothfir city of SyrucueCi hut also as a city Iho- 
roughly oUgHTchicJi] 

Id ITi^t ibejc intentions on the part of Diou were

sincere, we need not <iuestion. Ftiey tied ocen 
originally caiiceivcU willioul any views of ncttuiiitig 
tile first place for himaeU'i during the life of the 
elder DiouyatiUp and were suhslnntlaUy the sonis u 
those which he had exhorted the ynwngtr Dionysius 
to rcaUso* immwiiaiely after the death of the ml her, 
'i'ikcy are the same as fio had intcmletji to furtlisr 
by culling In Pletn^^witb whai success, has beta 
already recounted, llul Dion made tiie Ibtal , 
lake of not remarking, thst tlie state of tliingSi iKdh 
ns to himself and as to Syracuse, was totally altered 
dnriuig the interval hBiwrceo 367 a.c, and 3M u.e. 

If Hi the former period, when the Dionysiuii dynasty 
was at the zenith of power, uiid Syracuse complclufy 
prostrated, the younger Uionysius could have 
been {fecaunded spontancciUaly and without cod- 
tiist or constraint to merge his own dcs|)Otism io 
a more kiberel system, even tiictotod by himsetf 
—'it is certain that such a free, though modcratu 
concession, would at first have provoked unbounded 
gVciutuilD, ami would have had a phance ^Jvough 
that ii more doubtful f of giving loiig»*;ontl'nited 
satufaction. But tlie situation was totally different 
in <154 a;C.. vrlien Dion, after the expulsion of 

‘ riiiiiiri, nn«,raai ,,i. p. 33^, xis. ftitp ass. 
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Apollukrat^s, but brcame ttinslcrin Ortygin t and it 
was his mistake that he «tJII iiisisttd aa epptdng 
the uld pknii when Uiey had liecotnc not mercJy 
itRifudttblaf btiL uiiechterous. Dbn tros naf in the 
positioti or tia catnbtititiL'd iJcs^kilf who cooseuts to 
refiuuncei Ter tlie pithlio good, |K>waf» whieh every 
one knows that ho cttn retain, if he chooses j nor 
^fere liie Symcusmis any longer pm&tve, prosuralc, 
iind hnpoU’ss. 'I'huy hod rocelvod a solemn prmiihu! 
of liberty, «nd had been thereby indamctl into 
vehement aetiOn, hy Dion I li in seif ‘ who had Iteeo 
nrtited by them with delcgnted (lowers, fur tlie 
special pnr|iose of ptiuing down Dionysias^ Tliti 
under tliese drcumsiances Dion, initeQil of laying 
down his trust, should coostiinte himself Iting^ 
even limited king — atid detenuine how much 
liberty he woulil oonsent to allot to the Syraou. 
sans who hud apiioiatcd him — this vras a jtro^ 
ccedtng which they could nut but resent oa a 
fliigraul unrquitioo, Emd which lie could outy Lojie 
to txuuniiun hy force, 

I'tic rent conduct uf Dion, however, was worse ihm lun 
even limn this. He manifested no vLuhle evidence 
oi lealising even that fraction ot' popular liherty 
which had entered iuto hit original Eclmnie, What 
eiact promieei he made, we do not know. But 
ha maintained his own power, the niilitary force, 
and the deapolic furtiJicatiaiLs,. provisiunaily ua- 
dimmUhed. And who could tell how lung he 
to tended to mainUin them ? That he mnlly had 
in hla mind purposes such as riatu* fdves him 
cradit for, I Irdieve to be true. But he took no

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practical step townnli tbeio. He bud ri^iktlvud Ut 
ocwunpUfih Uicnt) m)l through irenunuioti of lh»: 

TW* ww 
the eKdisc which he praluibty made to iiitiideJf, 
and which puulit^l him down thui iiicimcd piano 
from whence then; was oftciwimis Jio t!scn|io. 

^ It w'fts not lihely timt Dion^s conduct vrntitd pusa 
without B protest- 7'liat jirote^t cumc loudest from 
UerakTKidBs; who, uo long on Djon liud hceu jtcliti^ 
m the run! scrriccof SjTacQBc, had opjwficd him la 
u colpable and Lmitotous luanner—and who now 
□pain Ibund hiiiii*clf in opposition to iJion, when 
opi^^ition hud become tiie Bide of patriotiMu ss 
well os of danger. Invited by Dion to atteml 
tlvp eouTicil, he declined, saying thai he was now 
nothing more than u private citizen, and would 
attend the public assembly along with the real; a 
hint which iuiplicil, plainly as well us rcHSunnbly, 
til at Dion oln) ought to lay down his p 4 >wer, now 
Ihjii the common enemy was put dowmt, I'Ue sur¬ 
render of Ortygiii had produced strong etidtenwtil 
nil long the Symcusaiis. They were impatient to 
dcauolisli the dangeroua stronghold erected in that 
islet by llie elder Difiuyslns; they both hoped unH 
expected, moreover, to see the dcstniclioa of tlial 
splendid fuucreid monuinertt which his ion hsil built 
iit liifc hououri and the uro with its ashes cast o»t- 
Now of these two measures, the first was one of 
pressing ami undEnittble rteeessicy, wtiieli Dlou ought 
to havccooBoiTimatetl wiihoul a momejit’s dduy; the 
Kcoud was cotupliiirtce with s popular anlipothy 
nl tlmt lime nuiural. which would have ^rved as 
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anei'rdentaj thiit tljootd cJaapotiwii siood t-ondemncdi 
Vet Dioa did neither, h wa* HertiklpifJea w!it> 
cewfluml iiira, and moved for the JBmoUiion of tJie 
Dionpaij Bastilo t [hus hnviog ilie gJory of altach- 
}ii« name to Uic [iieflaitre eagerly p^formed by 
Timoleon eleven years afterwrirda. tJie moment tlinl 
be fon nd hi m tsci f nmeiur of Syracuse. Not on ly IJ Id o 
did not origirnilc tlic overthrow of this dnrigeroua 
atronghold, but when Hernklcidcfl proposed it. lie 
resisted him und prevonied it frtnti being done'. 

We sTiaJl find iJii* satub ilen iJenrjng for eiiwseijaiTe 
dttliottf—preservfld by Dion tor them as wd] as 
for himself, and only removed by the real iihenilor 
TiinolcDt). 

Herakleides gained extraordinary ijopulority niinn!*M»» 
Biiiong the Syraciifinoe by bis tonragenm and pa- 
Iriotic ootidner. But Dion «(w pJainly tiist ho 
could not, consistently witli his owti design#, |ier> 
mil such free opposition any longer. Many «f hi# 
ndUerenU, loolring ttjion MemhJeide# s# one who 
ought not to have biain spnrwi on Ilia previou# op- 
(ajdtou, wem ready to p«t him to deittJt ni any mo¬ 
ment ; being restrained only by a speclat prohibition 
which Dion now thought it time to itfmove. Ac-^ 
cordiiigly, with hi# privity, they made their way into 
the house of Jlenikleiile#. and slew liini*. 

I'liJs dark deed abuilihcil all remaining hojie of I hrr riMirf 
obtaining Syraewan frentum frotti the hnnd> of 
Dion, and stamped turn »s the mere suecewor of 

ifitiil kwt - 
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the Diahy^litn despoticni. It (vas in vam thnt be 
nttendcf! (lie obikrquies uf nemklfijiles witli bin Tull 
tnilitary force, exctising his welJi-known crime W 
the jnmplo, on tlie [dea, tllai Syracuse coubl nevet 
be at peace whlJe (wo such rivsilH were both iaaelira 
political life. Under the circuaiatauccc of the case^ 
ihfl remark was uti iiiAuUing derision ; though it . 
niigtit have bwn advanced with pertinence as a rca- j 
Son for sending Merukleides away, at tlie moinent 
wlicn lie iMlore apared him. Dion had now conferred ' 
npnn his rival tlm melancholy honotir of dying ai 
Q tunrtyr to Synmudnn frcmlom; untj in that light he' 
was bitterly mourned by the people. No tnuti after * 
this murder could thiiili himself Mcnrc Hnviag 
once employL'd tite soldiers as executioncf^ of lui 
own political aniipathics, Djmi proceeded to lend 
hitnsetf mure and more to their eicigenccs., fit 
prorided for them pay and largcssca, great iuoiiiountp 
first ai ihc cost of his op|miiCJits in the dly, next 
at that of hig frienda, vmtit at length dieconteiiC 
became universal. Among Ihi' gene ml bttdv o( llis 
citizens. Diou became dett^tcrl as ii tyrant, and Ih® 
more detested hecatiac he Lud [ircsentcd Iditisdf nl j 
a lifieraior; wbiJr tlio soldiem uho were in great 
part disafiectwl to hiuU, 

The ^ics and police of the DionysiBn dyiiaity 
nut having been yet re-estab1iehed. there was ample j 
liberty at least ot speech and censure \ lui that Dion 
wan Mjon furnished with full indications of the wit- | 
UmeOl entertamed towards him. Uc became Jifi' 
rjoieied and irritable lit tliij? change ul public (ccting^i ;

Dion was not a mure [lower-sceker, nor prepBjcd 
for all thul eadlesti npftanttus of mtetru^tfut pre- 
cautioo. indispensabte to a Grecian despot. When 
told that lus Ufo was in danger, lie replied ihnt ho 
would rather prriBh ni once hy the liands of tiw 
first tuLstiusin. tliuu live tn |K!q)cttnd diffidence, to- 
warrD friends as W'cll a> r-uemics^ 

One tlius loo good for a despot, and yet unfit for 
a papular teuder, could nut mmiiin long in the pre- 
carious piMiitiuu occupied by Dimi. lUa iniiroatc 
friend, (he Atlicniaii Kaliippus,.seeing that the ma n 
who could clctimy him would licoouiG popular with 
the SyraeuMin us well as with a hurgn porlierj of 
the soldiery, formed ii eonflptracyaocaixluigly. He 
stoiMl higli in tin? cnnlidanec of Dion, liait lj«m hi* 
companion during his exile at Athens, hod aixxim- 
pained him to Sicily, and entenyl Syracuse by hi* 
side. But Ftato, anxtotis for the credit of the Aca¬ 
demy, 19 mrefttl to inform ns, that this inou-tpimous 
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fnctwlibijuippse, not oot of felJowsliip m 
but mil af commodhcispitaJItiCT, and e»i*pdiil)v conn 
inon initktjtitJ m the Elou^omn myateriW. Bmvc 
ant! forward in Uaitlu, Kalli|jpiw cn}ny«d inudicpHit 
with tbtf sctidien-, lie wm con^Tnieotly nlnced for 
Itutiperiijg witti them, and by a crnflv t^tratagrin, he 
eircn eturuned itie imoonsdouii comiivanco cf u'mn 
humdf.

udlntma y circulated by Kulljpjme^^iic won, ibiit 
le wiia nbtmt to ndJ hack Afudjokniiea, ann of Dio- 
uy«iua, os hts parttuu- and aucceasor io the despot- 
a aubalifotc for the youlhfoi aou who had

Ujon hecatne more and more discredited, wldla 
idltppua orgHniiied a wider oircie of ml- 

herenta. Ihs pfoi hawet-cr did not est^anc the |w. 

netrucou of Aristomaebi and ArciA, who having 
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finit addrcftaccl uiuiifiuliug tiinta to Dtoti, at ErH 
took upon tlujm lo nueitiDt) KaJlippua liimHoJf. The 
not only ilcnied the charge^ but evcji ctin* 
fimed fijg denial, at tlidr icistntice, by nne of tb<. 
uioflt solomn and (eitiJic fnitbs reeogtiised in Gre. 
cian religion; going into the ancred grove of De* 
nifiUfr and I'eraeplioirf. toiicEiing the purple robe 
of Uw goUdcaa, and taking in hi* hand a lighted 
lurcli^. 

Iiitfiiiry being ibiu elucfisd, Iherr came on pre- 
the day of the Knreta:~thn testirit] of tJuve 
very Two godclc&.4ei$ in w|io«o naum and preiFncr 
KallippuB bad fomwom. Thia was the day which he 
ha^l fixed for cxcontiojj. Hie *inrtig,wlDt 3 ofiiefenca 
iuSynicuiHi weto coofidL-d haforthhiiud to hii principal 
adJicrenla, wiiile hie hmllifir riiiJuatmtes* kept ■ 
uirniui ntnnnt.'d in llic Ivurhonr ready for Itiglit iu 
Ciiee iJio schcTut should mlncam-. While j>ion, 
taking no pm-t in tJie rcatiral, renmined nt hfnnc. 
JtnJIippua cauHcd hia hotiee to he sorroundrri bv 
confidt'OlinJ aoiiiicre, and then eenl into it a wlect 
corn pony oi ^kynUjiaiot, unarmed, tut if for ilnj 
purpowi of adilmiring Dion oo buaine**. The**? 
men, young and of diitinguished muecukr atmtgth, 
b^iig admitted into the bouBc, put oxide or inti¬ 
midated the elaves, none of whom manifcsled any 
acoJ or sitachiuonL Tlicy then made their way np 
U> Dioa'a npnitmeiit, and atfirtnptcd to throw him 
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dpim ttnd lUtut^le him. So strenuoualy ilid (le 
rcAiiil, hover[:r, That they fmtDcl itimposiuble to kitli 
him witbout urriiK; wKlcii lUt^y were [icrpteiciid hun 
to {irocui«« beiog afniid to open tJio duora, lest aid 
might be introduced ogaiost tlicin. At length one 
of tlieirtitimberilcscomlcil to a hnek^doar, ami pro* 
cured fnitn n Syracusan without, named L<ykon,.a 
short sword of the Lojcoolen sort, mid of ]ieculiiir 
warkmannlitp. With Ibis wenpott they put Dion to 
death They then seized AHstotuoebd and AreiA, 
the sister and wife of Diuu. These unfortutiftl/ 
women were colt into prison, where they w'cn; 
long tletainod. and where the loiter was tlcliaereii 
of a poslhumous {wui. 

Thus perished Dion, hovjug lived only about a 
year after his cxjmlsimi of the Dionyaitin dynasty 
from Syracuse—dml a year too long for his own 
fame. NoLwithstanding the events of tboM last 
months, Umro is do doubt that he W‘a8 a man essen* 
tiaJly didering from the class of Grecian deB[iots: 
a man, not of aspirations purely persopial, nor 
tblrstiug merely fur multitudes of subiuissivo sub* 
jecis and a victorious army—hut with large puhJtt:' 
minded purposes attached as coordiuoto to his own 
ambitious views. He wished to fiurpetuate his omne 
as the founder of a polity, cast in Bomeiliing of the 
goncral features of Sparta; which, while it did tml 
shock Hdleoic inatiucts. should reach farther than 
political institutions goDcrally aitn i® do, so m m 
remodd the eeniimenU and habits of the citixeni, 
on principLes luited to plulasophont like riato. 
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Broq^ht tip na Dion wag front diihll'iciai) ut tiie court 
of the older Uionyaiua, unnited to tfcnt eatabltalinl 
IcgaJttVt aiu^crh. nnd hnbif of nriiv^r cttizrntihip, 
from fflirnce ii Inrgtt [toitton of Hcllciitr drtUe 
tto»od—^ttie woiidpr in, iioiv l.r orquiml »o tnuoli 
pulitic convict toil and trnr rnagoonimitir of sanJ— 
not how he miasod Etcquiriiig more. The uidueuce 
of Pluto during lip vouth «tnm[Hn} liiu mature cha- 
r^ter; bul that todtieuee {tut PJnto liiinaclf trlla 
ua) found a tore pnediapouition in Ihc pupiL Still* 
Uinii liiid no eapertencT' of the working ttf a fme 
and popular govemnicni. l*lie ntmoaplim* in w'ltich 
lii« jrouth wns passed, was that of nn energetic dc* 
aputism; wliile tlw napirntion «]nch lie imbibed 
from Plato was, to rrbtniln and regulart^ that de- 
spotiBin. and to ndministcr to iho people a eeruiiii 
dueo of political liberty* yet reserving to Titniielf the 
Uuk of settling litnv mneh was good for (hem, and 
the power of pfcveutiiig ihctti fruDi acquirittg more. 

How tltis projecl—llie iinlurm) gcowth ofDion't 
Ritnd, for which hi* taitcs and cnpmtities were 
suited—was violently thrust aimle ifiroogh the 
alienated fedtngs of the younger Dionystufr-^has 
been already recomiled. The position of Dion was 
now completely allured, ite became a banished, 
ilbiiat^ man. atong with eotitmupluout antipatliy 
agoimt Dionysius, and eager to put down hia tle- 
apotiartt over Syracuse, Utre were new motivss 
apparently falUng in with the old project. But the 
conditiana of the pniblmii had altogether ciianged. 
Dion eoold not overthrow OiotiyMua wiihoul ** ta¬ 
king the Syraettsan people into paHnendup” (^to 
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uie liie pEinisc of tlfira<lotu:»* rcspccliii^ the Atht'- j 
nittii KlcJtitlicnfs)—HtUioul i>rumiiiog lUeui full , 
frvcdom, as an indiiL’cmenl for their bttnrty coope- 
lalion—wilhoiU giving Uium aruii, mul nwakemug 
ill them the filiriiug jm|m[s«9 of Grecian eitium- 
ship, all the more viclcut because they liad heeu so 
long trodden down'. With theBC uenr alliisa he , 
knew not how to deal, lie had no experience of a 
free oml jealous popiilar mind: itt pcrstiasian, be 
was utterly unprac) ised: his manners wore hjuigl|iy i 
end dinjdeitamg. Moreover, bis itiitili«l^ih the 1 
Dionysian family exposed him to nittipamy^frony^ 
two dilEcroni tiitnriui's- Like the Duke of 
(Egsilitd) at the end of I79!i, in the firvt Fronch i 
Kcrolution—he hated both by the royaliati, be* 

cause, though rehitcd to the reigning dyuaaty. be i 
had taken tm turtivc part agninsl it—^inid by since(v 
dcmocraia, liecatiae they 8Ufi[>ecied him of a de^go 
to pul himAdr in tla place. To Dion, bucIi cwnlitiun 
of antiputbiea was a serious hindrorice; prrscftilinfi 
a strong basis of aupjMrt for all tiis rivals, eai>eetaily 
for the unscrupuloUB Heraklddes, The had iroat- 
ment which he underwent both from the Syracu¬ 
sans and from Hcrnklcides, during the time when 
the officcra of Dionysius still remained masters i» 
Ortygia, has been ^ready rcIntcrL Dion Imwever 
behaved, though not always with pmdmicc, yt^t 
with so much generous energy against the uuinmou 
eficukv, Ihut be put dawn hU rival, and maintsio^ 

rtviiii jfrraii. 
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Jiift asceudr^icv utn^Jtakcn, until the aurrcndfr of 
Ortypit- 

Thot fltinrnder brought liia poorer to u tnoximum. 
Ii wji* tho tummg-jioint and i:iisiB of hie life, A 
Aj'k'uiltd op^orfunily was now ojiciiedr of earning 
for hiiiiwlf tbmo and gmlitude. Ife might have at- 
tacheci liiii name to nri act on si]faUn]i:anil impreMjive 
tiA Duy in {»reciiui biatoiry, wlitch. in an evil hour, he 
bCi (o he i)crformfld in after days liyTirnoli'cm-^lhe 
mitidg uf the DionvAtati ntrxmghuhk and the erection 
of coiiitaof justiL’c on Hs site. He might linvc taken 
the lead <n organising, imder the dtecuflaiou an<l 
conseui of the [wople, a good and free goveniittcnt, 
which, more or less exempt fmm defect as it might 
have hceij, would at least have satisfiud them, and 
would Lave spared Syracuse tliose ten yeais of siif* 
fering which interveneef until Umoleoa came in 
make the poseihility a jhet- Diott miglil fiave done 
all thatTiritoleon did—and might luive done it more 
eaaily, since he was less embiuraascd holli by the 
other towns in Sidty and hy the Cmlhaginious. 
Uulortunntely he still thought himself si miig enough 
to resume bis original project. In spite of the 
spirit, kindled partly hy himadf, among the Syra- 
cuinana—-in spile of the TTpugnanco, already un- 
cquivocally manifested, on the mere suspicion of his 
despotic designs—he fancied himself competent 
to treat the Syracusans as a tame and passive herd i 
to carve out for them Just as much liberty d« bo 
thought right, and to require ihetn to be satisfied 
with it; nayi even worse, to defer giving them any 
liberty at all, on the plea, or prclcnco, of full odti' 
aullatiou with ailvisers of his own clioiee. 
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Titrougl) thU itejiloTiiblc Tn'tstukC) alike m^liie^ 
Tou^ Syractue onJ to hioiflclfi Dioo made hii 
govern meat one of |uire force. Dc placed liiinself 
iQ n groove wberein he ivoa fatally condemoed to 
move on from j^d to worse, vritbout posaibtlitf of 
amendment. Be had alreatiy made a martyr of 
Herakleiitea, and he would have beta compelled to 
moke other marlyrs besides, bod bis life eou^nued. 
It is fortunate for his reputation: that hts career was 
ar^ted so early, before he bad become bad enough 
ti> forfeU that sympathy and esteem with which the 
philosopher Piala'stiU mourns his death, appi^tsihr 
his own disappointment by throwing the blame of 
Dion's failure on every'one bat Dion Itimsetr.

T«ji RsaaeaiDation of Dion, ng recounled iu riiy iml 
etuiplcf, uppeara |o have been skilfgtiy planneti and 
cxcvUtiN] for tho puqioaes of itf copfriver^tbc Athc- 
nian Kaltippuri. Sutxfudfug at once to tlie com. 
mand of the soldiarw, am ana whom lie liad Itefor^ 
t«£n very popular,—and to the mastery of Orty* 
£1*1 — be waa practically supreme at Syrncusa, Wa 
read tu Cornelius Neims, that after the assassination 
of Dion there was deep public sormw, aud a sirong 
reactian in hie favour, tesllGcd Ly splendid obse- 
qtiics alteuded by the maasof the papnlutiou'. Dut 
Ihu Etatemont ia diflicuJt to believe ; not mertly be¬ 
cause Knllippui lung remained undiaiurbed nioetrr, 
but hoenuae he aUo threw into prison the femute 
relatives of Dion —bi* sisicr Amtomache and hia 
pregnant wife Aret£, avenging hy auch nri of ma¬ 
lignity the false oath which he Irud so lately Ikcd 
emu I jelled to take, In order to EAlisfy their tuspi- 
cions*. Aretfi was delivered of a son in the prieon. 
It would Bccm that these iiulinppy women were 
kept in contiaement during ell the time, more Ikon, 
u year, that Kallippus reniaJiicd master. On bit 
being dopmsed, they were released i when a i?yr»- 
cufiuti named Hike las, a friend of the deceaised Dion, 
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uXtected lo take therm under ttii [iri^teetion. AOet 
» ahoii penad of kintl tn^atracnt, he put them on 
hunrtt n ve^Ati] to bo sent to Peiopqunesud, but 
oausnl tboni to bo (ilotii on the voyage, and their 
bodicH to be sunk in the sea. To this cruel deed 
be ie euid to bn^e been iindigated by tJie encmie* 
of Dion; anrf tbo act sliowe but too ptaiiity lioir 
implaimbte those enemie* were'. 

How Kaltippus tnainlnined himself inSymeu^— 
by what anpport, or tiolencef, or promiiics—and 
Bgninsi what <hffieulUes be had to cuntund—ne are 
not pL'niiittcd to kiioiv. Her seems al fii¥t to here 
made protnistrs of restoring litN^rty ; and we are 
even told, that be nddreeiwd u public letter to hit 
country, (bo city of Atheus* ; wherein he tlcmbUefi 
Idiil claim to (be hmiciurs of lymtiiiicide; repre^ 
sentmg himself bb the liberator of Symen^. How 
Ibis was received by itm Athenian asaembly, wc nro 
not informeil. Bat to Plato and the frefiuontcra of 
tljB Acodetuy, the news of Dion's death occutitonetl 
the most proJound Borrow, os may still be lend in 
the philosopher's Icticra. 

KnlUppuB maintained himself for a year In ftiU 
splendour and dominion. Discontents had Ihen 
grown up- and the fnenda of Dion—or perbops 
the eneoiio of Kallippus assuming that name'— 
sbowml tbcmselves with force in. SyniuMiEe* How- 
twer, Kalltppns defeated ihcm, and forced them to 
lake tefiige in Leoniiui* i of which town we jsre* 
sen y find HiktUa despot. Encouraged probably 
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Uy tliU euccciis, KaUi[i;iii8 ctnomittect many hqot' 
mUies, nni! luaile Uiiniidf ik» odiouti*, that tlie es- 
felted UiutiyHiiii faiuily begatt to roncreive hopes »(' 
recovering ihdr dominion, (le had gone forlli 
froB) Synicufic on an exjiedttiou Hgalnci Kataiiu; 
of which nbflence Htpiuirinu* took odvnAtage to 
eficct hie cnlr^’ into Syracuse^ ttt the hcaij of n fame 
sulBdcnt, comhinctl with populnr iliocoiitenf, to 
ahui liitfi out of iho city. KnJlijipiis speedily re- 
tumixl, but was defeated by llip|iariou-‘4, and ctiui- 
pelled to contctii himsetf with the unprafitahhT 
exchange of Katana in place of Syracuse*. 

Hipparinus and Nysarua were the two oons of nitmfci* 
Dionysius tlie cider, by AmtoniacthO, and were - 

therefore nephews of Dion. Tiiough Elippamiua 
j>robahty becouic master oJ Ortygio, tiio strongest ^ *'*^'*- 
portion of Syracuse, yet it would appear that in the 
other portions of Syracuec ilicra were opposing 
parties who contested hia rule; brat, the partiaans 
of Dionyelus the yonnger, and of his family—neat, 
tlic mass who desired to get nd of botli tlie foiuiUea, 
and to establish a free pujiular constilutiou. Such 
is the Btiite of facts which wc gather from the letters 
of riato*. But wo are too destitute of memorials 
to make out anything distinct respecting the con^ 
ditUin of Syracuse or of Sicily heivceu 353 n.c. and 
3-14 D.C.—Yroin the death of Diou to the invitation 
Stmt to Corinth, which brougiit about iho otisstOD of 
Timoleun. We are aastired generally tlml it was a 
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periixl uf ictolemUla conUrot^, disordeni, ^ud sut- 
feiiag ; that ovca ihe toujplcti and tumbi Witrt^ 
nitgJiictiwJ', Utat the pcaple were evtrywhere tfiini- 
pled dawn by deRpots and roaQ^gu mijrecuBJic?; 
that (he ilctpola were frcqiicjutiy nverthrawit by 
vioknee or treachery, yet only m be succfwded by 
othert as had or worse ; that the □luLtipUcaUion oi’ 
foreign Boidierft, aeJdom regulariy paid, spread pil¬ 
lage and vinteuce everywImre*, The phibenpher 
riali>—a letter written about a yew or nion! 
ftt'ler the death ol' Dion ^seemingly after the cxpul- 
iion oj Kallippua) and addressed to ttic sorviring 
retativea and triends of tiia liiiter—Klraws a iiouen* 
tabic pitiurc of the atatc hoih of Syracuse and Si- 
edy. He goci ijd fur as to any* that under the 
distraction and desohition which prevailed, the ileU 
feme rtua- aud lunguaKe were likely to pertah in 
the ivtand, and give piece to the Punic or Osenii ^ 
He adjures the contending purlies at Syraense to 
avert this miserable issue by coming to a compro¬ 
mise, and by coiuiUtutiug a tiioiteraie and itopulnr 
govern merit, -yet with sumc rights reserved to the 
tiding foinilies, amoug whom he de&lres to mu? a 
fraternal paritienihip lainblished, tripartite in itj 
character i including Hionysius the younger (now 
Jit Lokri} lilppuriuiia Sou of tlie eider Dionysius— 
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Httii Uiir auii 1)1 Djou. On the alisuluLe nrc^wity of 
imch wjujpromjfia aud c«Micord. lo ptvserve both 
people ami deejiot-i from one common rum, PImo 
ddtvims tJie tnost pathetic admoititiooe. lie recom- 
monda a triple coordinate kingship, parsing by 
hercdiUiry tranantiMioo In the fnrnilies of the three 
persona juBt named; and iiidudios presidency 
of rchgioufl ccremotiie^ with an amjire mat^nn; o^T 
dignity and veneratioti, but rtry Uttlo Active poh. 
lical power. Advrsing iJiai impaitiuJ arbitrators, 
rt»frectcd by all, should be invoked to settle torma 
for the coinproniiae, he earnestly implorw each of 
the oombatante to acquiesce peaceably In their odju- 
dimliun*.. 

To Pinto,—who saw before him the line double ,f- 
of Sjmrtao kings, the only hereditary kinp m 
Greece,—the pnoiiosition of three coonlmatp kingly 
ramilies did oat a[i|iear at all imptnetlRablc ; nor 
indeed was it so, consldenog the small extent of 
[HiUticnl power nUoUed to them. But amidst the 
angiy pasalniiE which ilieo raged, nod iJii- mnm of 
i-vit wtijch had been douu and suffered on atl side*. 

It was tiul hkely thnl any pacific arbitiinor, of whnt- 
ever position or character, wnidd find a hearing, or 
would lie cnahltwl to efiect any ^iinb «dulaiy adjijsi- 
nienl as had emanated from the Montitieiui 
jiax III Kyrdod—between the diacuiiteriled Kvre- 
iteans and tlie dynasty of Ihc Buttitul princes*. E^Hto's 
recoiniiietidaliou paiped unlieeded. lEc died in 
348-3-17 S.C., without seciup any iiiitigtition of those 
SuriUon calamities wliich maddened the faat vcora or 
his long life. On the contrary, ihe coodiikin of 
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Syracuse grew worse lUitsad of better. The younger 
Dionysiiis contrived to effect his rettmi, citpdijng 
Ilinporinus and Nysreus from Orlygia, and rata- 
Uislitng hintseff tlicrc ognio os mii^ter. As he had 
a long tmin of past humiliation to avongo, libmte 
was of that oppressive clionicter which the ancient 
proverb recognised as belongiog to kings rcGtored 
from exile'. 

Of all these princes descended fioBi tho elder 
DiOTiyHJtis, not one inherited tlie eobricly and tern- 
poniooc which had contributed so mucli to his sue* 
cess. All of them are said to have been of drunken 
and dhssDlule bn hit a*—Dionysius the younger, and 
his son ApolJokrates, as well oa IIip|mriniis mui 
Nysajus. I lipponnua was asaa^siiiatcd while in a 
fit of intoxication ; so that NyBama bconnic the ro- 
presetitative of tlifg family, until Jic wn* expelled 

from Ortygia by the return of the vounger Dio¬ 
nysius, 

That prince, since hli first cxpulaioo from Syra¬ 
cuse, had chieffy resided at Lokri in Italy, of which 
aty his motlier Doria wm a native, ft haa already 
been slated that the elder Diooyflius had augmented 
and mused up Lokri by every means in Iris mmer, 
os an appurtenance of hie own dominion at Syrt- 
ciise. He hod added to its territory nil the soiith- 
ernmD.t peninsula of Italy ^comprcUeiidfd within 

U« Gulf „f Tuta. to Uml ..f 
Sl^llrtiuin), once lelonj^iig lo Rhegium, Kauloon. 
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and UEppomum. Rut tliougit tite pairerof l^kri 
ww Uiufi increased, it tmd ct^ased to be a free city. 
being' oonvcrtcif into a dopendeucy of the Diony* 
si^ faittUy’, As such, tt became the rcaidenco 
of tlie second bionysms. vhta tie enuld no Jongtr 
maintain liitusclf in Syntettse. We knun' titlte of 
ft-hat fiH did ; tlmugh'we arc told shat he rcvivmt 
a portion of the difinianU,;,! city of Rtiegium under 
the name of PhivhU', Rheginm jtself rcappenfii 
^sfWrwarrfe Ft comlajunity under its own 
name, and was probably rcconstiTtited at the cotn* 
plele flownfalt of the second Dionysius. 

'llte season between 350-3^6 \,u., was one of 
great pressure and suffering for all the Itatiot 
Greeks, arifltng from the increased power of (tie 
inland Lucaniims and BniltimiB. Ttjese BnitfimiB, 
ho occupied the Boiithcmniost Calabria, ^cre a 
fi^cUcm detached from tJic genrmJ body 
ninns andself-etniuicJiMited; having oonHistedchtodv 
of indigenous rural serfs in itie luountain com** 
miiniticB, who threw off the *wny of thdrLiicaanm 
innsfert, and fomied nn itidepeiident aggreicate for 
then I selves, 'rheae men, especintly in the cuergrtic 
effort wJiich tnarkcil their tirly iiulL'iteiidenoe, were 
formidable cnemiw of Ibe Greeks on Iho co.'ui, imm 
T’arentuin to the hiclliau streit j ami more iliBu a 
luotcEi even for the Spurt mi a and Kpirots invitr<l 
over by the Greeks as miiitinrii.**. 

It ap^icara that the second Dionysius, wben bo 
retired to l^kri after the firai Joss of hi a power nt 
.Syrucusc, swoo I'oumI bi^i rule unawptnWe anil lu» 
pefsnrt iinpopulni'. tie malrttaincd idaiwif, 
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jngly ftmii tJie beginning, by ntcuTis of two diatioot 
dtndela in the town, wUh a standing army under 
the comjniind of the Spnrtan Pharax, a tnun ot 
prodigacy nnil violence'- The conduct of Diony- 
ai 05 bccatne at 1iu)t so odious, that uolbing short 
of extreme force could keep down tlic resentment 
of U)e dtixeui. We rend thut Uc was in tliB habit 
ul‘ ptuetistiig ibe iiiUBt licentious outrage towurds 
the luarriagrubtc iimiduns of good fatuily in Ijokri. 
Hie deteetntiou thus raised against him was rc* 
pressed by hit superior force—>Bot, we may bo 
Burc, without ottmcTOus cruelties perjietrated nguiiut 
iiulivitlud (Mrsons who $tood on their ddbucc— 
until the inomeut arrived when he and ids aou 
ApoUokrtites cfTecied ihcTr second return to Or- 
lygitt:. T« eiiaure so Iinportaut an acrjuiaitioti, 
Dionysius dtmtnislied his military force at Lokri. 
wherv he at the same time left his wife, hb two 
riaog1iter&, and his yeuthful son, Jlut alter Ids 
departure, the l>okria:u rose in insiirreclioti, over* 
powered the reduced gairiaon, nud took captive 
these uii for tun Lite lucmliers of his family. Upon 
ihetr guiltless heads fell all the terrors of rctaliatjun 
fur the ttiiormitiea of die rlespot. ft woe in vniu 
llml lioth Diduysius hiniaelf, and the 'I'urentities' 
supplicated permissttm to redeem the captives at

dictive fury. After cruellicR and bnt- 

ulitics, the wife and foniiJy of DmnyaiuH wem at 
length relieved fmiTi farther suH'cHiig Jty heiiig 
stningled With this revolting tragedy teniiinatetJ 
the inntiflpiuioiu maAtal coniiectiot] hegnn heiwoei} 
the elder Dionysiiia and the uliguridjy ufLokri. 

By the manner in which Dionysimi exercised his 
power at Lokri. we may judge how ho would helinve 
at Syracuse. The Syracusans endureiJ more evil f w l.ii _n 
tlimi ever, without knowing where to look for hdp. 

Hiketas the Syracusan foace the fnetiif «f Dion, “fcitiwdis 
ultitnaicly the murderer of the slain Dicm*3 widow —m***- 
auJ sister), had now catuhJtGhrd hiiusdf os dcapot 
at l>ontiui. To him they turmnl as an auxiliarf, 
hoping tlui» to ohlaln force sulfirripni for the e*- **™‘^*' 
pulsion of Dionysius. Ifikctos gfo«Jly ■ccoptetl 
the propoaitton, witli fojj piirfioae uf reaping the 
reward of such expulciion, when iwhievni, for 
liimsclf. Moreover, a fonnidabte cloud waa now 
gathering from the side of Carthage. Whal imusew 
bad rendered Carthage inuclive for the loat four 
years, white Sicily was so weak and dltunitjed^—we 
do not know : but «hc had tiow become oner tnorr 
aggrasaive, extending her alliBnces among tlie (le< 

. spots of the island, mid pouftug in a Ittrgr forreaiaii 
fleet, *o as to Tnenace the indcpenthajcr htiih u#

Ti> Uie invoentiou of Corintbian aid,. HiKeln& wua 
a party; yet nn unwitUng party. He had made up hia 
mind that for liiapuqiose, it was better lo join the 
Carthaginians, with whom he had already opened 
negoiiatioua—'and to employ tbcirforccs, fir^t in ex- 
pelling J^ionyaiua, next in rtdiug Symouae for him^ 
self. But these were schenics not to be yet divulged ; 
acooidingly, Hiketas affected to concur in the presKi' 
Ing entreaty sent by tiic Syraettsuns to Contith» io' 
teiidiugfrom ibc beginning to frustrate itaaucceES^. 
He expected indeed that tlic Corintbiana would 
thenuielv^ decline compliance - for the cntcrpriise 
|iFO]Msed lo them was full of dilheuUy; lliey had 
ncithitr injury to avenge, nor prodt to expect; 
whiti! the fnree of sympathy, doubUess not iticon- 
■idemble, with n suOering colony, would probably 
lie netdraiiaed by the unaetlled and degraded con* 
dition into which nil Central Greece was now* 
ntptdly iiaking, 'under the ombitioFus stridea of 
I’lviiip of hlacction. 

'Ilic Syracusan envoys reached Corint!; at a 
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fayouraUp moment. Bin it k liiiikiidioly lo lul-

jteoed Rt thU jnnclnru to liaro tlicir liiuida ita 
welt ii9 their mibtk tolerubly free, so ttinl llie voict 
of goauitte afRictioii, traiHiiiitted from the most 
caleemcd of all theif cotumies, was heard with fai^our 
and synipaiby* A decree was paaved, heartily Euid 
iiimiumoiuly, to grant Ibe aid sniidied ^ 

The next step was to cboose a leader- But a ta 
leader was not easily found. The etilerprine pni- cStuLii 
senied little temptation, with daDgw and dilhculir 
nbuudtuit as well as certain. Hie bopclitt^ dtaeoid 
of Syracuw for yeara past, was well known to all 
the leading Corinthian jioliltcians or genenda. Of pinpuMd* 
al I or most f»f these, the namen were Bnceeitively **"" ^***" , 
put up by the arciiotis; hut alt with one acconl 
dcclitied. At length, white the archoua hwilated 
whom to dx upon, an unknown mice in the crowd 
(ironounccd the name of Timoteon, son of Tirno* 
deiuus. The mover seemed prompted by divine 
insjiiration*; so little obvioui was the choice, and 
so pre-eminently excellent did it prove. Tiatoteon ^ J 

was named—without didtculty, and witiraul much V 

iatentinn of doing him houinir—>toa post which all I

The govertiment of Corinth 
was. and always had been, oligurobicttl j bnt it wos 
a ngolar, constitutlcmat, oligarchy ; wliiJe the Ca» 
rinlhian anttpalliy ngainsl ilespots was of old 
Standing*—hardly less strong than thut of demo- 
, cratical Athena. As a soldier in the ranks of Co- 
'HnHiiaii liopUtes. the bravery of Timoleoti, and] 
his aubinissioi] to discipline, were alike rcmarkahle. 

<^*»aracter stood out the more 
from contrast with his elder braiher Tlmo- 
ITSlITiiifr phaijes; who possessed the Boidlerhke mtrits of 
bravery and energetic enterprise, but combined 
with them an unprincipled ambition, and an un- 
ecrnjmlous prosecutioti of scitisb advancement nt 
all cost to otiiere. The militaty (lualiries of Timo- 
pbancs, however, gained for Idra on much (lopu- 
Isriu, that he was placed high as an officor in the 
Corinlljiaii service, Timoleon. animated witjj a 
fiilt measure of brotherly altachmcat, nut only 
Cried to screen his defects as ^veH as to ml off ids 
merits, but alto inenrrad the grealeiit pdrib for tlie 
purpose of saving hjs life, ^

could 001 biivohi.'cri [iiadle. The n«\r commander— 
acuonded doI only by Uk rcguneiit ood Ids fltrang 
jxtHtliain, bui also by eome.^'iobnt parlUnns ubutu 
he took into liis pay and artned, among tb« poorer 
citizens—speeddy elood forUi as despot, taking tlie 
whoie gorcrnnient into hia cfwh iiands. He seized 
.. oumbers of tbc cliiet citiscens,^ probably all tbe 
tuetubers of tlie oUgarcbical councilii who rcElsted 
Ilia orders, and put them to death without, even 
fowl of trial'. Now*, wUeu it was too late, the 
CuriiithTaus repented of tbt tiiistakeii vote wbieli 
had mimed up a new Peritiuder amon^ tiieiu. 
But la Timoleon, tlio crimes of his lii'olbur occa¬ 
sioned nn agony of shame and eorruw. He drst 
went up to tJic acropolis^ to remonsirate with h i m ; 
conjuring him empliattcaUy, by the most sacred 
motlrea public as well as private, to rcnouDCC his 
disastrous projects. TiinophaDcs repudiaiciJ tbe 
appeal with contempt. Timolcoti had now to 
choose between his brother and his country. Again 
he went to the acropoJts, accompaolDil by .^schy.- 
tus, brother of Liic ivife of Timophanes'—by the 
prophet Ortbogoras, his iDtimatc frlcnd-^-^rliaps 
alio by onother friend tmmcrl Telctctcides. Ad- 
mUtfiJ in Up the presence of Timophanca, they re* 
uewed their prayers and supplications i urging him 
even jet to recede from his tyrannical courses. 
But all thcjr pleodiug was wiihout eiTect. Timo*

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(ihimcs firsl liinghed Hicm to wxim ; presently, hi* 
beirarne eKnapeteted. iind would hear n» itiiife.

Timolcoii letii no 
hand in Hie deed, hut stood a Tiulo way oH', wiih 
his fnee hidden, luid fji n flood of tenrs*. • 

With tJie life of Timophnucs passerd nwav the 
dtaimtisni which imd already begun its mining 
tnrtuenee upon the Coriotbiana. The menietiBry 
fomo wna cither dismissed, or placed in safe hands: 
the ncm[Ki 1 ts became again part of a free city; the 
Corinthian coiistitutiun was revived as before. In 
what manner tins change was accotnpUBhed. or 
with whai measure of violence it was accompanied, 
we arc left in jgtionincc* for Tlutareh Idts tls 
hai'dly auytlii^ except whiil personally concEm* 
Timolcon. VVe leam however that the expressions 
of joy among the dtizeufl. at the death of Timo- 
phnriea end the reatoretifm of the oonslitotioti, 
w'cui! VL-henieni end nniversa!. So stroogty did 
this Ude of senlimcni mn, os to carty along* with 
it. in eppenrence, even those who really regretted 
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Ihe flffwirtwl <lM|K>ttffni, Afmitl lo lay what llicy 
reslh' rdt about the deed* ttiefl« mou gave only the 
more Bluindnot uttemnct* to ttmir haired, of the 
doer* ITnooglii it wns good that Timuiihnne* shouM 
he klhed (ihey eaiit), yet itmt he should he kihod 
by ill* broth ft', and hiH hrothcHn^law, was a deed 
wiikh tainted both tlio actors with ioettpiahie guilt 
and ubomlnaliou* The mujuriiy of the CcrinLldan 
puhlirt however, as well na tlie moGt dUtitiguklied 
oUlicona, took a view completely opposite. They 
rxprvit!^ iho wurnirst aihuimtlun an wcU Tot Uia 
doer n« frir ttie deed. They eKloUed (he eont'- 
tiiitutlon of 'warm ffiinlly affection with devoted 
magitAoltnity notl pnlriutirim, cacli in Ua rigid place 
nutl property balanced, which niarkrd the ceniduct 
uf I’iniolc-on, Ito hud displayed lu* fraternal Bilcc> 
tion hy citixinDieting iUa greatest perils tn the 
battle, in order to prea^c the life of Timephatnj** 
Blit when thui brothijr, instead of an innoeejit 
citizen, became the worat enemy of Coriiiili, I'inio- 
Ison hud then obeyed the Finperallve call of pa- 
Iriotisu), to tise dtaregard not Itfss of hi* own coiiifort 
and interest than of fruternat affccttoti 

Sucii was lUc decided verdict pronouiiced. by the 
majority^—a mnjonty as well In value as tiuni' 
bor—cMpeciing the behaviour of Tiiaoleon. In 
his mind, however, Uic general strain of euconiiuni 
wa 9 not BufTtcient to drown, or even lo compensate, 
Ihc language of reproach, in itself bo much mare 
pungent, winch emanated from the minority. 
Among that minority loo was found one person 
whose single voice told wiib profound impression

TUcro won It’d nothing tnon: to remler TimoJisni iiiin* 
tliofouglily iJitSLTaljle, amiiliii the atnifwt umveraal 
gratitude! of Corinlh. Of In's strong fraternal of. n'roll^ 
fcctionfor Timopbanea, his pravl0U6 conduul leaves 
no (louhL Such iidcction bud to bn oTcrcome 
befura he accmitpanied his tyraTmicidol friends la 
the acropolis, and douhltes* Howtid back ^ith av- 
trenie hittcnics^ Ujton tna soul, after the deed 
was done. But when to this intemat 8oott;o 
of ili^lrras, was added the sight of pert^fi* ivliO 
shrank from cualaot with him as a frutridde, to* 
gether with the sting nf tlic muternnl Mrmoysi—ho 
became agotiisfld cvea to dislractiou. Life wn 
odious to him ; he refilled for time nil food, 
and iktermlncd to starre himself to death. Nothing 
buL iho pnesfting Soticilado of fdciids irircvented him 
from executing the resolve. Ilut no cotisoling voice 
could impart to him spirit for tha duties of public 
life. He fled tho dty and the Imuntii of nieti, hii* 
tied himself in nolitude oniidiit hii fields in the 
country, and refrained from seeing or ipeoJiing to 
any one. For several yean he thtu hid Jiiiiisetf 
Like H scIf'CondeRincd criminaJ , and even when 
lima had aomewhat mitigated the iittcusiiy of h(» 
anguiab, he still nhunnnl every pruininriit ]Kwilioilp | 
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pcrfatmiiig uotliing inort tluiti liis miliupea^btc 
dulles os 31 i-iti^fcn. An iulerval af tweniy 
lind novf dojifujii froru tlic iJcRtli of Tlmopbnnc'i, to 
litc arrivol of the Syrncosan appUcatioo, for aid. 
Durijig oil lliis lime, Timolcon, iiifjiUe of tiio gym* 
pHthy otict uillingncsg of admiring fel)aw*eitii^eiiB, 
had never once ehogen to undertake any iiiijmrtant 
commaoil or olfioe. At kngtU Uie I’o-r 7 M i» heoid, 
uncxpeoLodly, omidiit the crowd ; digpcltJng the tor- 
nieiitiiig nighlroarc which bad so long oppretsgM 
luii soul, and restoring liicn to healthy and honour* 
able action. 

Tlit'ro ui no doubt that the conduct of Timolcon 
and ^'Ei^chyUis in killing Timophanea wjig in iJic 
higbe^l degree tutelary to Corinth. ‘I'lio despot 
had alreojily imbrued liia hands in tije blcmd of hia 
tiounirytnea, and would have licen condemntfi, by 
fatal necesj^ity, to go on from bad la worse, mul¬ 
tiplying the numl>t;r of victims, as n condition of 
presdiTiug his own power. To say that tlie deed 
ought not to have been done by near raSativea, waa 
Uintamount to saying, that )t ought not to Imvc been 
done at ail i for none but near relatives could have 
obtained that easy access which enabled tbeui to 
eSect it. And oven Timoleon and iEsotiyJus could 
noi luahe the attempt wiiboui tlio greatest hazard 
tu thcinsulvcB. Nothing wna more likely than tlml 
the death of Umopiinncs would be avenged on the 
spot; uor ore we told how they escaped such ven* 
geuice from tlie Boldiera at band, h has been 
already ^tutiid tliat I he couttmpurary sentiment 
wmds 'l imolcoti wa-t divided between udmimtion of

the heroic patriot, and nlKorrcticeof the fratriddc ; 
vet with a large prci^mJerance oii ibe side of nd^ 
mi ration, cfi^iceiuliy in the liighent utitl Iwnt minds. 
In modern times the prejjqndenmce Tfoold he in 
the opfHHite scale. The sentiment of duty towards 
family covers n larger projiortion of the fiulii of mo- 
rnlity.as compared with ol)ligations towards country, 
thou it did in uncient Limes; while timl ia.tcni>e aii' 
ti]wthy agninst u tiespol wlio overtops and ot'crrides 
the laws, regarding him as. the wor^t of criminata 
—‘Which stood iu llio foregruimd of the aivcieut 
virtuoiui feeling—has now disappeared. Usurp¬ 
ation of tho sopitmic mithorily is regarded gene¬ 
rally nmgug thn European public ns o crime, only 
where U displaces an estahliahed king already in 
posscEsion; where there is no king, the successful 
nsurimr litub sympaUiy rather than censure; and 
few readers would have been displeased with Ti mo- 
Icon, had be even seconded his hmtlicr's attempt. 
But in thu view of I'jmuleon omt of his age gene¬ 
rally. even neutrality appeared in the light af 
treason to his country, when no other nnin hut 
him could rcocue her from the despot. This setiti- 
tncnl is itrikingly cmbtHlicd in the comments of 
Plutarch ; who admires the fraternal tyranmddc, ns 
an act of suhIJmc patiioiiniu, and only compl ains 
that tile Internal emotions of Timolcon were not oti 
a level with the sublimity of the act; that the great 
■ncotal suflering which he endured aficrwards, ar¬ 
gued an unworthy weakness of dioractcr' that the 
canviction of imiicnitiTi; patriotic duty, having been 
once dalibcratcly (idopted. ought in have steeltHl 
him against scruples, and preserved him fniiu that 
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;illc:i--fehB(i]c 3 (id repentance which spoiled hair tho 
glory of ail heroic act. Tlie ant ithctila, betvi'etin Pin- 
torch and the inudem European point of view, k 
here painted ; (hougli I think hk criticlsnis unwar- 
ratjtcd. lliere is no reaaon to presiime tlint Tiimo« 
loon ever felt ashamed and repentant for having 
killei] hja brother. Placed in the tooiirurul condition 
ot* a 111(111 agitated by conttioting iientituuiita, and 
obeying that which lie deemed to carry I he tnoal 
■acred obligatiun, he of necessity sutTered iVoni the 
violation of the other. Probably the reffteelion that 
he bud himself saved the life of Timopliancs, only 
that the lutter might destroy tiie liberties of his 
country'—conirihiited matcrinJIy to his ultimate re- 
toltitttiii; n refloiiitii^n, in which ^achylun, another 
near relative, took even iv larger share thnn he. 

It ufOB tu iIiIb state of mind that TimoU'on was 
called upon to take llio command of the awKtlmries 
for fiyniuuse. As soon as the vote bad pasised, 
Telckleides addresned to bini a few words^ era- 
pbiiliciilly exhorting him to stnun every nerve, and 
to show what he was worUi—urilh this remarkable 
point in con elusion—” if you now come off with 
success and glory, wc ahal! pass for having Blain a 
despot ^ if you fail, wo slmll be held as fratricides *.*’ 

‘ 'ClmuliEHu e. 7, DkkIihuii (mI fist pQCr* tLn ttnkiaf 
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He innomUateijr tuiQimciiEeil bis prE{raia,tLDti of 
ships Rud aoliiiers. But the Coritvlfaiims, thougli 
they had reflolve<l on the expedition, were not pre¬ 
pared cither to vole eny ccinfiidcrable inhaidy, or 
to serve in large n umber as vulunlecr*. 'Hie in eons 
of Timoleon were so extrenjcly timited, that he 
wae uouhle lo equip tuorc than eeven tfiruines, 
(o which the Korkyrvaus tanimttlei,! by tommim 
sym]>athy for Syrocuvo, as of oitt in Unr time of the 
despot Dlppohratea') aUtled two more, atid the l^ij- 
kadiatw one. Nor could hr muster more thnti 
tOOO soldiers, reinforced tifterwurds on the voyage 
to 1200. A few. of the principal CurinUiiarni— 
Eukk'idcs, Tdemaclius and Neon, nmong them— 
accompanied him. Hut liic soldiers jsceni to have 
hcicn chiefly miftoeilaneoua lUercenariei,—4n»ic of 
whom bad served under tfie Phohiiuii$ in the Sacred 
WOT (recently brought to a close), and hud incurnHl 
ao tiiuch odium ns jpartnen in tJie spohatjon of tlio 
Delphlaii leiii{ilt;, that they were glad to lake foreign 
Kfvice nnywhere*. 

Some enlliuajnjim was indeed required to deter- 
minr voluntceni in tin ettlcrtirise of whidi the for- 
nitclahle difhcultics, iinci the dotiblful reward, were 
obvious fniin the bcgiimiitg. But even before the 
preparutione wer? completed, news aune which 
seemed to render il nil hut hopdeas. Lliketas Ei?fit 
a aecand niiuiun, rdmeting all Hint ha liiiil said 
in the (imt, and desiring that no cxpcditioti might 
be fieiii from C^ifinih. Not haring received Cti~ 
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finthiati niJ in time (he sairl), be had been com-

If Thno1eoi» even 
reaehcil SicEy, be would find uumbcrli^s enrmbd, 
wit]lout u i^ingle iTiend of itoporlanoeT—for without 
iilketasp llie SyrootisaEi people were almost balii^. 
less. But it now fieemed itnpuaaibl^ llmt Tiinokoti 
W'itli liii &mn)| force could ever touch the Sicnian

The wdUTuaiiivgoit KfratUfjetii, •rheraby Tiinoleon liwoiw 
had overcotne a difficulty to all appeatafice itisiir- 
mountable, eisalted both lib onen Taiuu mid the 
spiriu of liU soldiers. They were now safe in 
Sicily, at Tauromenium, a recent ficttlenionl uear 
the site of tlifl oucieul Naxos: receiving iiearty 
wokouK* rnjru Atitlnjiniuilmfi. the lading citijwn of spL^ 
the place—'wLcise infiitence was so mildly exerdsed, 
and gave such complete satisfacUorj, that it con- 
liiiued through and after the reforni of Timolton, 
when tlic citistcua might certainly have swept it 
away if they bad desirctL Audromachus, having 
been forward in inviting Tiinoleon to cumc, tinw 
prepared to cooperate with him, and returned a 
spirited reply to the timnaces sent over from Hhe- 
gium by the Ciu-ihaginiBnB, alter they find vainly 
pnnuctl the Corinthian, squadron lo'rauronicnium. 

But Andrutnachiu and Touromauium were but 
petty auxilLories, compared with the enemies 
BgaitiMt a'hom Timoleon had to contend i enemies 
now more fornvidehte than ever. For IfiketaK, 
incciiBcd with the stratagem practised at Rtiegium, 
and apprehensive of interruption to the bloekado 
which he was carrying on againat Ortygin, sent for 
an additional squadron of Carthaeiniaii men of war 
to Syracuse ; the liarbour of which place was pre¬ 
sently completely beant'.

Polyarcbus dwelt upon 
weulLht power, and siiiistui] enjoyments, as tlie sole 
objects worth living for; pronouncing those wlio 
(lossc&sed them iu large masses, ns the only beings 
deserving ndmtrntiun. At the summit of all stood 
tlie King, whom I’olynrchus extolled us the 

most (inviahle luid hdcniroblc of mortals^ "Next 
to the Pcraiuii King (said be), though with n very 
long interval, comes our despot of Syracuse'^'' i 
Whfli had become of rolyarchus, wo du not know ; 
hut Aristoxeuus lived to flee the envied Uioiiyslui 
under tlio nltered phase of his life ut Corinth, and 
probnhU' lu witness the ruin of 1 !jg I’eratan Kings 
al«u.

Ac- 
coniiTigly they eaiJiwl fort it from Uio tmrtiotir, ourj 
marched fmru tlic? city of Syructntc, witli tfio Itent 
part of nrmtnndie, to attnek Katema, Jeoving 
Ortygiii 6tiU noder Idnckadc. Bui the conirntutders 
left liehind were so negligent in their wnluli, tLmt 
Neon saw. from the walls of Ortygto. tljc 
opportunity of attacking Ibctii with advaytago, 
Aiokiug o floddeo oml vigorous sally, fie fell upon 
the blockading army unawares, touted thcui nt all 
luiints with morions loa*. ami pressed his pursuit so 
wnrmly, llml lie got |Haisc5fliou of Adir^itm, «- 
polling them frant Uial imj;)orlanl Hxlinu of the 
city. Tim provisions and money, actjuircd herein 
ul a critical moment, rendered till a victory import^ 
nnt. But wluit gave it tlie chief value waa, the 
fmosesfiion of Achrndlna, which Neon immediately 
caused to bo joined on to Ortygia by a new line of 
fortifieutiona, and thus lidd the two incombiuation'.

Thisgallftni exploit of Neon penuaticnllythangcd 
Lbe poflitioa of ihc combattinls at Syracuse, A 
hureemnn sUifted itiulmitly to convey thn Imil news 
tu Hiketas and ^^agot» titur KaiaitH. Both of Ibutii 
relumed, foribwitb : but tliey reiurned only tu oc¬ 
cupy half of the city—Tyohaf Ncapob*, uod bfU' 
polic. It became cxtrerucly dilficult to priwiecuK 
a successful Hicgc or btocUude of Ortygiu and Achm- I; 
diiia nuiteii : beeideit that Neon had ui>w oUtaiiwd 
abundant supplies for the moment. 

Meanwhile Tiuiolcon too was approaching, rciii- 
fomed by the new Corintliiau divtaion 1 who, 
bcmi at first detained at Tliurii, and liocomini: sick 
of dtU)% bad made their way inland, nctOM tb® 
ilnittian territory, to Bhcgium. Th^ wei* Inr- 
luuBic ennugb to Ibid the itmit unguarded : fur 
tim Cartbugiman ndriiiral Mnimo—having Mien their 
ship® laid up at Thnrii, nnd not anticipating tlicir 
advance by land—Imd first returned with hid sf^ua' 
dron to I lie Strait of Meiisinttf and next, hoping by

Gmltnrking immerliidely on ecfth ferry boats and 
fiehiiig craft ns they rtrulil ihid, and switattiicg ihdr 
horscfi Ldocgsidc by tlio bridle, they roached Uie 
SiciUau ctuujt without hwi or diJlicuUy

Though Tinioknn wns iutv of the cjocperation of 
Noon ftiid the Comithian garriflo» in Oriygia and 
Adiraduia, yet twj was eeparaietl from them hy tbo 
numcmuii foitie of Hiketsfl and Alagon, who occit- 
plod t^pipolic, Ncapobs, and 'i'ychai togelher with 
the bw ground between Epipolce and the Grout 
Harixinr; while the large CarltuigmtatJ iifot Hikd 
lire Harbour itself, On a rsaaonobk' calcrdalbn, 
Tiaioleou sceiniHl to have litllo Chniice of eueocM. 
Hut siispiciuo liftd fllreatfy bogutt hi the miml of 
Alngou, ^wlng liie setsds of disunion between hiiD' 
ami J'likclas^. TJit alluuice between Cartliagioiaui, 
eud Grceka WTia one ujciinitanil to bolb parti^t and 
liobJa lo he crossed, at every mischnnce, by innltJid 
di^trii.'ili. gnawing out of antijiathy which each party 
felt in itself and knew to subsist iutho other. The 
mifortuoatc acheiiiB of niarching to Kataiim, with 
the capital vicloty gained by Neva iucdnic'incrice of . 
that i^ficiico, ninde Mugon belie that MiketoB wai 
lictraying him. Such appreJumaiana wore si renglh- 
cned, when he saw in lii^ fiunt the imny of 'I'nuo* 
pDflmd on the river Auapua — and when be felt 
that be wa* in a Greek dty generally disoirccititl to 
bim, while Neon was ut his rear in Urtygin and 
Achradiim. Under nueb uircumstanccs, iingu.u 
conceived Uic whole oafoty of his Carthagujinni m 
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tm the zeatous and ftiUhruJ cooperatioti 
of HiketBUi (0 Trhtnn he Had naw ceiwcd to cort- 
hdt. And his mtBlnjBt, once BUggesled^ was ag¬ 
gravated by the friendly commutticAtton which he 
sow going no Ijctween the soltlicra of Tnnoleou and 
Utose of iiikctaa. Itjeiw Eoldiere, all Oreeko and 
nicrccuariea fighting for u eoutitir not their tiwo. 
eijcrm titered each oUier, on the field of bat tie, like 
cnnnieo.^tiut converBett in a pacitic and amicnblc 
way, during intervoia, in their respective Ciiiiipa. 
Both wew now engaged^ without distnrhing each 
other, in catching oeJs amidst Uic marshy and watery 
ground between E(Mpcils and (he Annims. Inter¬ 
changing remarks freely, they were aihnjriog the 
splendour and niagiiituda of Syrauuse with its great 
oiontinie coavenience,—when one of Ttmoleoit's 
soldiers ohHrved to the opposite party—" And 
this magnificeni city, you, Greeks aa you ore, are 
striving to bar ho rise, planting tliofe Carthaginian 
cul-throaia nearer to us than lliey now are; though 
onr firat Bn»ioiy cuir|it to be, to keep them aa far 
off u po^diile from Greece. Ho you rvaJty sup¬ 
pose thni they have brouglit up ttiis host from the 
Atlantic and the iHlkrsof irerakles, all for the sake 
of Hiketsa iml hu rolcf Why if Hiketas took 
measure of afibirs like a true ruler, he would not 
thus turn out, his hrethren, and bring in an enemy to 
Ilia country ; he would ensure to hitnself an honour- 
nhlc sway, by eoming to an undyritandingwilb the 
Ctirintliiana and TitiioJeon,*’ Such was the cof- 
JOHuy puahig hctwwu the soFdiem of Tinioleon 
and those of llikeuw, and speedily made known 
to the CorihigiTuuii, Having made Bp^mrently 
voi„ SI. Q 
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Strong impr^fnioii on tUoso to whom it was 
<lr« 5 cJ, it jnBlifved alarm in Magon ; who was led 
to believe that he could no longer tniBt hi** Siciliiui 
albct. Without ony delay, lie pu' all his troops 
hhoaril the ilcet. and in spite of the nioal slitn^tw 
remortptronce* from llikane. sailed away to Alrico ■ 
Oa the next day. when Timoleou aiuiroaehcd to 
the nilacit, he was auiazetl to find the Carthagiiiiop 
Sis'll army and fleet withdrawn. aoldicrs. fieEif«ly 

lujlieving their eyes, laughed to scorn llw cowiir^ce 
irSl? of Mttgon- Still however llikoU^ delemrmed l» 
y*??? ** defend Syracuse with his own lroo|«J, m «intc ot 
the severe blow inflicted by Magon’s deierlioiu 
That dcaertion had bid oimn Imlh tlic llarbom-. 
and the lower ground neat the UurbotiTi so iha^ 
Timoleori was enabled to came into direct commu- 
aicaiion wUh bis own gam&un inOrtygia and Achm' 
dina, and to by pbna for a triple Bloiulunemw 
Olivet. He hini^lf undertook to attack th® southern 
front of EpipoliB towards the river Aiiapufl, where 
the city was etrongesl i the Corinth inn bias was 
bsiructcd to mnko a vigorouB assaidl from AolirJ^ 
diua, or the caslern side; while Demarchus ana 
Oeuinretost the gcutrala who had conducted (ha 
recent reuiforcemciit from Corinth, were ordered to 
attnek thu northerti wall ot' Epipohe, or the Hexa- 
pyton' : I hey were probably Btnl round from (>riy- 
gin, by »eo, to bud at Trogilua. Hikelaa, holding 
na be did the aggregate conaisling of Epipolaf* 
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Tychtt, and Neapolis, iraa allied ou thre^ sidca nt 
□ncc. Il(r had u most dvlemtible ptifiUioii, wfdch a 
good cum in under, with brare nud ^ihfnl tnxtpo, 
might have niaintaitieil agulnst forces more i)u<* 
mcraus ihafl lliofio of Tiuiuteoii, Yol in ajjite of 
fiuch advaniagcH, nu effect ire resistance was. mado^ 
nor oven ntlempicd. TimoleoD not only look the 
idojCCt I'ul took it without tlie Iom of a single man, 
kiiicd or wounded. Hiketas and Ins folluvrem detT

The desertion of Afagon eitdoins of course a 
great deal of discotimgetnent nmung the soldiers of 
Hiketos, [tut when w« read the Astonishing faci¬ 
lity of the capture, it in evident ibnt there mast 
hare been some tiling more than cJiscounigemimt. 
'Ilie aoldiom on dcfcnim were really unwilling to 
use their amis fur 1 he iiurpasc of rcpclIiiigTimofcon, 
and keeping up tbo duntiiuon of llikctas in Srrii- 
cotM*. When We find this emtinieni so imwerfiilJr 
mniiilcated, wo caiunit but discern ilial fbo arersiou 
of these men to serve, in vvliut ijie_r looked u]hiu mm a 
Cnrthagitjiiin cause, threw into (he Imnda of llmo- 
leun an easy rJciory. and that the mistmstfxij retreni 
of Mngon was ijot ao absurd and cowardtv ait Pin. 
larct) rcfirescntii*. 

Tlic Grecian public, however, not minutetv scro- 
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ctatrf. tiniftliig preliniiiinry cveots, licai'd tlit easy 

a*i a fact, and hctirtl il vUt uiiliuuiidfd etilhuftiMin. 
1^,^. From SicUy ami Italy the news rapidly spread to 
Coriiith and other parts of Greece. Everywhere 
iiie scivlinieDt was the same: astonisUment and 
admiration, not merely at the magnitude of the 
conquest, but also nl the esHe and rapidity with 
which it had been achieved, Tlie arrival of the 
captive Dionyeius ut Corinth had bceu in itself a 
most impressive event. lint now the Coriiilhians 
learnt the diaappeanuice oi the large Curlhagitnao 
host and the total capture of Syracuse, witbont the 
lopfl of a man; aud that Loo before they were even 
aesnred that their secemd nsiuforcement, which 
they knew tn have been blocked up at nmrii, had 
been able to touch the Sicilian shore. 

Such irmiacendenl novelties eicdted even in 
Greece, and much more in Sicily itself, a senti- 
7*f - menl twards Tiumlcon such as hardly any GrB<* 

Jiaii cv«r yet ikafta to himself. His bmvery, 
KJSnisk. skilful prans, bifl qiiiekneas of movement, weru 
indeed deservedly ^mired. But in this respeeb 
Sk"pthcrtliad equalled him heforo : and we may reniark 
that oven the Corinibian Neon, in his capture of 
Adiradinu. had rivalled anything performed by his 
eu|rerior officer, Bui ihai which Etood without liko 
or aecund in Ti mol con—that which &et a pcculiiff 
aUunp upon all hta uieritorions qualities^—was, lu# 
aupertiuniiui good fortune ^ or — 'whai in the eyes of 
roost Grteka was the same thing tn other words-^ 
llie unbounded favour with which the gods hud che¬ 
rished both Ui» (lenou and bw euleqjriae, Tliough 
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^reallj' praifted iw a brarc add abk man, 'ntnolcon 
ttTi9 titilJ more effect itmately li ailed as an e»Tiahie 
mtm " Never hml the gtjda been ^eeti so mEmirrat 
in tficir disjienRaliona of kindness towards any mor¬ 
tal*,'* The issue, which Teickleidcs had announced 
ita bdng upon triiil when Tituolniii wbr named, 
now stood trrumphnntly determined. After the 
capture of Syracuse, we may be sure that no one 
ever dctiouuced Tunolemi as a fratricide:—rvery 
one ejetolled him ns a tymntiicliJe. The great nc- 
ploits of other eminent men, such ns Ageailnijs and 
ICpnminondas, had been acliieved at tlte cost of 
hardship, severe fighting, wounds and death to 
those concerned, &c,, all of which counted as ao 
many deductions from the perfect mental satia- 
factiun of the spectator. Like an oration or poem 
aoielting of the lamp, they bore too clearly the mork^ 
of [ucliminarv toil and fatigue. But Tl mol eon, ■« 
the immortal gods descending to oomWt on tJie 
plain of Troy, accoroplished splendid feats,—over¬ 
threw what HaTCiitcd innupernhle obstucltst—h/^ a 
mere find nppcaranoe, and withont an effort. lie 
exhibited to view a magnificent result. executcKl 
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with all that ajiparenl tadlily belonging as a privi- 
k'gff to ihc itifpijnilion& of ilnst-rato gcniusf', Snch 
a ^-peclacle of virtue and gowl fortuiie comlHiiid— 
gtoriotis coQjauninjotioii with graeofiv) fncilit f-—^was 
new to lltt! Grecian world. 

For all tiint ho tmd done^ 'nmoloon took lillle 
oredit to himaelf. In the despatch w liieh aonoanced 
to the Corinthinoa his IVof, I'idi, )'*«, aa well as 
iu bis discourses at SyraciiBC, he wscrihed the whole 
aeUievemeot to fortuitc or to the gods, whom hn 
thanked for having luacrihcd hi a naitte o» nominal 
mover of their decree for llhcrating Sicily*. He 
need' not douht that he firmly Uulievinl himarlf lo 
ha a favoured tafiiniutent of the divine will, and 
that he even more UMteoished than others ai 
Llie way in which locked gates tiew open befure hiuv. 
iJut even if he had not helteved U himself, there 
was great priideuce in putting this colouring on the 
uictt I not simply heciiu^ he thereby deadened Ute 
attacks of envy, hut liecnujtc, tinder the pretence of 
inodiftty, he really cifalled himedf much highm. 
He purchased for hlti^if a greater hold on nieo's 
nimda towards his future nuhievemeiits, aa the he- 
loTEiI of the gwls, tlma he would ever hare pea- 
tcesed as oxUy a tdgjily endowed mortal. And 
though what he had already done was pnodigiotts, 
there still remaincti much uodooe ; new tlifRcultio. 
not the same In kind, yet hardly less in magnUude, 
to W ttioihatwl. 
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h wiiB iioi oaly new dilliculti^i but wleo new 
Hjmptfttiont, which Tjmolia>n bad to com hat. Kow 
began for him ihnt (ntjmeni of if lal, fatal to so many ■ < *?<• *» 
eniineni Greeks before him. Froof was to be ihown, 
whether he could swallow, without iutoxicaiion or 
jwrvcrflion. the cup of success administered to him 
in sueli overflowing fuhieas. tic was now complete 
niiUtter of Syracuse ; iiiasicr of it ton wiih the for- 
lilicaiiane of Oftygin yet staudjeg.—witl> all tha 
gloomy means of despnilc conipressioD, material 
and moral, yet remaining ju Ida hand. In reaped 
of personal admiration and prestige of succesfS, lie 
stood greatly above Dion, and yd more above the 
cider Dionysius in the early part of hia career. 1'g 
eel up for himself aa despot at Syracuse, burying 
in oblirloii all tlinl he had said or promised before, 
was a step natural and feasible ■, ttot indeed wiib> 
out peril or dilllculty, but carrying with it chancca 
of success C<|nal lu tboise of other nascent desj^L- 
isme. and more than sufltcicQt to tempt a leading 
Greek poliiictnn of average morality. Probably 
mo^t peoplo In Sidly adiinUy eipecled that he 
would avail iiimsdf of hts U]i|>nral1ek-ii [lositioti to 
stand forth as b nUw Diooysios, Many fHeiida and 
partisans would Hlrtnuously racommetid it, 'i’liey 
woidd even deride him us an idiot (as Sotou had 
been called in bin time') for not taking the boon 
which the gods sd before hint, and far not hauling 
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u^i t,he lici when tlic tifiL were nlresdy ceu^bt iu it. 
There would not ben-ariUng oilier ndvbcrs, to insi¬ 
nuate the like reeuinuieiidation under the prelcnee 
of jmtriotie dinititerestcdiu*Ra, and regard for the 
people whom he hod come to Uberato. The Syra- 
cusaDJ (it would be coiiteuded), ujilrt for a free 
f^onstttulia[l, niuEt l>e supplied with litKTrty in AtiiHlI 
dowfs. of wfaioh Timoleon was the best judge : thdr 
best iuten^ts re^juinnl lEmt Timok'ou elmuld keep 
in his hands the anti-popular power with little pre- 
iant iluuiuuUoii , iu order to rest min vbeir follies, 
and ensure to them bcuetiti which they wouhl niitt 
if left to their own free determination, 

ContidGratioiia of this liitler charnel er had dnubt' 
lesa greatly vreigbed witli Dion in the hour of hi> 
victory, over luid above mere naked ambitioti, so 
05 to plnnge him into thnt fatal luiftjudgemeiii iiotl 
miscondnet out of which he never recovered But 
the Icssou deducilile fi-om the lost Find mouths oi 
Dion's tareer waa not lost upon Tjmoleon. He wb* 
found proof, not merely ngiuoat seducUous within 
his own bosom, but against provoenUonfl or plau* 
sibilities from without, Neitlior for aelf-regording 
pur]>ost<s, uor for bcucficcnt purposes, would be be 
iwrsunded to gruHTi mol iiorpetualo tho Qntii>po)mlar 
power. The moment of trial was Lhnt in wliicU 
the genuino hcroitm and rrcijiudc of judgetnenU 
united in bin chamcler, first shone forth with itit full 
brightnesg. 

ftlasltr BM he now wae of all Syniciwe, with its 
fivefold aggrcgoie, Ortygia. Adiradlna, Tyclm. 
Seaimha. and hpipolo*—he drlernuiied 10 stlrike 






tbvD at once lUat (freni moittitnetvt df «erritude 
H'liicti the tfdcr Dionysiint hod imposed upon Ida 
fellow cit iMu*. WiiUout a moment’a ritflnv, he faid 

hiB hand to the work. He invited hy proclaniotiom 
every Symeuean who to come with iron iit- 

■trumuntB, aud cooperate with Jvifti in ifemnljjbing 
tluf separate stwingbold, forlificfttion, and residence, 
fxinetructeci by the elder DiuDyatus in Ortyghi^ 
weJf as the e^ejidid funereal nmnunient erected to 
the metnory fU tlint despot by Jiisiron aod successor*. 
’Hiis was the first putlic act executed ioSyracuM 
by his order, the fird m ant restation of the r^tored 
CovereJgnly of tbo people j the first outpdnritig of 
sentiment, at once free, hearty, and utiitnirooua, 
ainous men trodden down by half □ century of 
icrviiude f tiie first fraternising cooperulion of Ti- 
moteon and his solditra with them, for the purpoae 
of converting tbc promise of hbefadoti into an 
naurtd fact. That the acuial work of deitiuliitun 
waa executed by the liands and crowbars of the 
SyracimonB tliernvtJv**, rrndcivd the wliole pro¬ 
ceeding uii impressive compact between Uil-jiI and 
Timnleoii. It dearad nil mistake, all possi- 
biUly of sitspiciDn, as to hit future designs. Jt 
showed thnt be hud not merdy fnrswoni despotism 
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for himself, but that he ira* bcoi on rciiileriog it 
iEnpO£sihie for any one etftc, when he bi?g^ bt 
uvcrtltrovjng wlint was not nnly Iho «jns|iJCU 0 Ufi 
meniertto, bui iileo ilie tuos! |yotenl in&irumcnl, oft 
the jm<»l de3]j<il h. It ftchkved the inesUronMe good i 
of tns|)irin^ at oncu confitienco in hb fulure pro-' • 
ce«diiig!i,' anti dispoahtg Ibo Syracusans t*> 
votuntHTily to his arlvioe. And it was hcucficial,. 
not tiicrtly iu fimuothing the way to farther mcasiirta 
of pacific rtconfitruciino, but also in difichargtitf the ^ 
nmeiinttary antlpatiiicEi of the SyracuaauSt ttievitablt : 
tti'tcr «u long an opj>r«Mlr>n, upon lUieonBcintia atones: 
and IhuB leaving lees of it to he vrrenked on the; 
heads of political rivals, compionaiBed in Ihe funner, 
proceedings. 

This Important act of demolition wua farther i 
mnde Bubservlent to a work of new conatructioTi,-, 
not less fiigtiiftcant of the spirit iu which TtmoleOP’ 
had dctcrtnincd to proceed. I laving cleared away, 
the obmotious fortress, he erected upon the flams 
site, and probably with the same materials, courti 
for future judicature, Tlip most sinking symbol 
and instrument of popular governnicul thit* 
ihe eye as a local substitute for that of the pait 
despnlism. 

l>eep wna the gratitude of the Syracusans for 

til esc proecediuga—the tirst fruits of I'ttnolcmt’y 
eaiuhtishcd ascctideuey* And if we regard Ibe iU' 
trinUc importance of the act itself—the manner in 
whkh nu emphatio meaning was made to tell os well 
upon the Synu.’usuu eye as ui>on the Syrnimsen 
mind—the proof ovineed not merely of dismteiested 
paiiiulism, but also of prudence iu vMitnitling the 
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ucccasitiet cf the actual pitui^tion •—■ tlio 

roiinctatioii ilitis laid for occompLialiing farther 
guoci—if Kc take »li Ihete nmtterg together, we 
uhalJ feel Unit Timoleou's dctunlitiou of Uie Dio- 
iiysiou Bastile, find erection in ita plutc of a 
bntliling for lUe aeJm in i at ration of justice, was 
among llic most impressive pbasnonjena in Gredait 
Ilia lor)'. 

The work wJtirli remniued to he done waa aideed t^*"t*i* 
such as to require iLe heat eprrjt, ctiergy tind tlio- 
crciioQ, boiti on hie pari am] mi Umt of tlio S) m- 
cuoaiis. Through long oppressioti and suficring, 
the city was so irapoveriahed nnd desolate, that the ■*!*' 
market-place {if we were to believe what miifit be jfc« 
an exaggeration of PiutarelO served as poature for 
horees, und as n phicc of soft rcjwae for the grfjoois 
who auended t licm. Other cities of Sicily eabibiteU 
tJie like ovidence of decay, desertion, end povcity. 

The m^nifeatalions of city life had almost censed 
in Sicily. Men wen* afraid to come into ibe city, 
which they lea to ibe despot and hh tnenxmariey.' 
retiring themselves to live on tfiairtiehU and fertiiB. 
and shrinking from alt acta of dtizenship. Even 
the lielda were but half cultivated, so as to produce 
ooihuig beyond bare subsistence, it was llio firit 
anskty of Timolcoti to revive tlic once Iinugbly 
spirit of Siraciific om of this dcpib of itu^unty 
and ahosemcnl; to whkli neriwal no act could bo 
marc condneire ilinn his first pruoecdiiigi in 
Orlygia. His next stop wan lo bring lugcthcr. by 
iuvitaltons and pruciamalioos every whore circu¬ 
lated, those exiles who had Lccu cxpdJcd, or fuic*d 
lo seek refuge clacwherc, dnriitg ibt recent appro- 
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hion, Mncy of tUcw?, wlio hud found sbeUcr ijufa- 
nou6 purls of Skiiy and Itaty, obeyed his fiiiiniiiofw 
»UIi gtnd tcodifiess*. But tliere were others, who 
hud ited tc Greece pr the .-lEgeau Ulunda, and 
were out of the UeuHug of auy pFoclomatlouB irom 
Timukoii. To renoh persoiib^ tliiw nrtiiole, re¬ 
course was had, by liini and hy the Syracusaiw 
cbnjoially, to Corintliian intcrveiitioo. The Synh 
cuaaits felt so keenly how much was rciinircd to ha 
done for the secure rcorgRuiK:utioii of their city as 
a frvecummunity, tbnt they eagerly coticaired with 
llnioteoti ill eiiLrcnltng i.he Connlhians to under* 
take, ft ftecomJ time, (he lionourAlde laak of found¬ 
ers of Syracuse*, 

Tnro eaieeuicd citixena, Kephulus nud DionyBiu?« 
were scut from Corinth to cooperate with I'iinolron 
nud the Syracusans, in cotistitutiog tlie eommunity 
anewi on u free and {lopular basts, and in pto- 
puring an amended tegirilaiioir*. Hiese ctnuiuis- 
sjoucFU adapted, for their niain text and thenne, the 
deuiociattcn) cuni^titutiuti tmd laws as riitahtisheii 
hy Xfiokl^^ uboui seventy yc^ars before, whioh the 
utturpiitiou of DionytiLuti hui! .suhrertml wlwii (hey 
were not more thnn iwvcn years old, Kejthahis 
prtdcsacd lo du nothing more than revive ihc laws 
of Diokh^.wiih such camnicnts, inudilications, and 
adaptations, as the change of ttnics uud circum- 
arauccs Imd reudcml neoeesafy\ Jti the 
nrh)M:ctiiig inhentance unrl property, he i» said In 
have made no change at all; but up fortunately we

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art left without nny tufoniiBtion what were the luwjs 
of DIoktAs, or how they were now iiiodifiod. 1 l ib 
certaiu, however, tlml the poMticnl catinHlultOu of 
Diokl^B was n (temoctuoy, and that the consti¬ 
tution as now re*established w'bs deoaocnilicaltLko's 
Beyond lliu general fad we can assert nnthing, 

Tlioui^h a fn?u pti|iubr consirtotioii, howceer* 
waft absolutely ini]iB[iciisable. nnd a good eonstilu- 
lion a great boon—it wan not the only pressing 
necessity IhrSyrttciusc. There was ret]uircfi, no less ■****■ 
nti inijHinBtion of new citizens ; and lint merely of 
poor tnen bringing with them tbeir artns and their 
inJustr)’, but nlsq of persons in atUuent or ciifiy 
cireumstanecs, competent to purciiasu lands and 
houses. Besides niuclt land mined, or gone out of 
cultivaliun, the general poverty of the residents was 
extreme ; whilent the same time the jniblic exigon. 
ct* were comiderabte, Biticc it was essential, among 
other tilings, to provide pay for ibuBe verv soldiers 
of Titiioleon to whom they owed their liberation. 

Tile exteiil of (ioverty was ptunfuily atlcitcd by the » 

fad Lhnt they were constrained to ec^il those publte ^ 
siAiues which formed the ornaincnts of Synicuso 
and its templei; a cruel wound to the sentiments 
of every (Jreeiim community. From this compul- 
lory nuclion, however, they excepted hy special 
vole the statue of Gelon, in tvBlimony of gratitude 
for his capital victory at Hlmcre over the Ciif- 
Ihoginians*. 

For thcretiovation of a community thus destitute, 
new funds as well os new men were wanted; and 

* nwSia. in, 7<> 
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the Corinth)aas themselves aolivtly to jiro- 

citrc both, 'iljtrir fint iirodntnaiioit was tntleLHi 
addressed specially to Syraeiisnn exiles, whom they 
invitiul to resume their resilience at Syracuse es 
free hud autnnomous citistens under a just idiot- 
ment. of lantis. They caused such pracliunatijiit 
to bu pithlidy made at atl flic Paii-lidtcidc and 
local festivals; prefaced by a certified assurancs 
that the CurinUliana Imd already overtUrawn both 
the despotistn and the deapot—a fncl which the 
notorious pi'CMnice of Diciuvstua l dm»ffd f a I Curinih 
Ctintribulcil to Bjiread more widely than nay 
formal aimouncemcnt. They farther engaged, if 
the exiles would muster at 'Corinth, lu pmvide 
truns{Mirta, ctmvoj, and Jeaders, to Syracuse, free 
of ail coat. 'I'lie number of exiles, who profited hf 
the invitation and came to Corinth^ ihough not ior 
couaidemble, was stilt Ftardly sirong enough to 
enter ut)on Uie proposed Sieilum renovation. Timy 
themseivea therefore entreated tlic Corinthtana to 
invite additional coEouista from other Grecian cities. 
It was usually not difiiculi to find persons disimscd 
to embark in a new setticmeut, if founded under 
promising drcuaifilBncea, and dTccted under the 
positive tiimiagemL'iil of a pturerfhl prcaiding diy'> 
There were many opulent {vereuns ouxiuiis to ex¬ 
change the condition of metics in an old til)' for 
tliat of full citizens in a new one. Uenco the more 
general proclamation now issued by tlm Corttiltiimtf 
attracted numcruu* applicants, and a large forec cf

The fialiati Greek«i n| lliii lime hani 
prvised lijr the constanUy nogmenling force of Ihc 
Luenniaoa and Bruuiiina, were becoming go. unable 
to defend themselves u'ithout foreign aid, tlim 
aeveral were probably disposed to seek otlurr homes.

These 
lucn hrought to the cauipiugn ample piivate bag¬ 
gage ; splendid gohTuts and oilier orlidiiia of gold 
and silver, eucli as beseemed the rich faiiiities of 
ihm rieli city, l*he d/its of the division—2500 
ill noiuher, or one-fourlii part—^formed what was 
called the Sacted Band of Carthage*. It has Ueeii 
already stated, that lu general, Uic Carthaginiaii^ 
caitfied tlioir military service to he perfonnod by

eompamiivcly few would follow him to tJie lidd. 
lie cotitd aaaemble no greater total tlian 
men ; inctuding nboui .1000 Symeusan ritiaciia— 
the paid fojxie which he had raund liim at Syra. 
emu:—that utlicr paid force under Dcinarchus, 
wbn had been jtisl eoinpdlifd by the iiivailrra lo 
evainiAlfl the Ctartbagiiilan province—and tjnally 
widi aflirs as would join'. Hig cavalry w-a# about 
1000 in number. Nevertbdess, in apitc of to 
great ait inferiority^'Tiiiicilcitn determined to advance

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ant) meet Lin? oiicuijr in llitir own iirovinfre. lirforc 
tliey should have carrietl ravagn over the Icrft- 
lorv of Syracuse and her allies. Rut when he ap- 
pruaelieci oeoe to the liottlcr, wiihlu liic tcmlory 
of Agri^entuni, the uiarm and mifltrtwl of liifl tinny 
Ihreatencd to arrest his farther progress. An 
officer among hia mcrtjunariiJRi nnmetl 'Jiirafliiis, 
took advnntfige of the prevalent feelinf to rairie a 
niutiii; against him. persuading iho sohlicra that 
Tiiuuleon was mmlly liurrying them on to ccrlnin 
mill, azaiasl on enemy times superior in nina> 
her, and in a hofitile country eight day«^' uiardt 
Ifom tiyracuBc ; so that llterc wmild hr neither «ih 
vatioii for them in case of reverse, nor imermeut rt 
they wero slain, Tlieir pay Iwing coiisidcnihiy ia 
urresr, ThraBiue urged thetii to return to SyTUCUse 
for the purfiOBf of estorling the niuney. instead ol 
following a CO 111 manlier, who coiilil not or won 111 
not requite them, upon such desiierate sen'ice. 
Such was the suixess and phmsibility of these re- 
cominenduliaag, under the aetual discouragcmctitr 
tliut they could hardly he couiitcrwnrUcd by all 
tile efforts of Tlmnleon, Nor was there ever any 
conjuncture in which his hihuoncc. derived as well 
from tuiliounUed: {Hireona) estemo as from heliof in 
his favour with the gods^ was so near failing. As 
it was» Uiough lie succeeded ia heartening up anc) 
retaining the large body of his amiy^ yet 'i'hm- 
atuE, with IDDd of the tuerccnarirs, insisted ujtori 
returning, and actualiy did ret uni, to SyracuK- 
Moreover Tiinolcou was obliged to send on onler 
along with them to the nuliiorilies nl home, that 
these men must iimtiediatdy, and at ull coitt, re* 
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coive iJjdr jimuirB uf puy, TJid wwidur u, (hul hr 
eacccedcd in lii« efforts to retda the rest, bfter 
rnsuring to Uio inutmcers a loi n lucJl seetued so 
much wafer uud uiurv envialjlo. TltrofiiiB, a brave 
mail, having rngngetl in the service of the Phokiam 
l^hiloiiitiltis auci OnomarchuB, bait been couDHriie^l 
iu tluj pillage of tUu Dclpbiau temple, -wbicJi ilrow 
npuii him tlu* uvenionof the Grecian wiirld ** How 
many of the UHXI acrediiig ^oldiera, who now fril- 
loweit him to Syracuse, had been pajliierv in the 
«ame sficritegious aul, we cannot tell. But it is 
certain that they were men who bad taken service 
with nmulean in hopea of a period, wot merely 
ot lighting, but also of tucmtlve liceuae, such ai} 
bis generous regard for the settled inhahilato* 
would luit permit. 

Having succeeded in keeping up the spirita of 1 ™^*" 
hia remnitiing army, aud nlTcctirig to I real the de^ 
partun- of an many eowanls an a positive ndvnntago, 
TiiodIcou mnrclicd tin wistwonl into tho Carlhn- 
giman province, umtl bonppruflclied wrihiti a ihon 
distauce of ilm river Krim 5 sn 9 , a alrtmin whidj 
rises in the mount ai nous region sonth of PanurumB 
(I’aJorDio), runs nearly soulTiwmd, and fidts into 
the sen iwar Selinus. Some mules, cmryiog hnida 
of ptuvicy, met him on tlie rmui * a fact whtrli 
culled lorth agaui the half siipprensett alarm of the 
soltlierB, fiace parsley was hnbitaatly cmploved for 
iht wreaths dcpoaitcd on touihstonc*. But nmo* 

Icon, taking a Iwuidlul of it and weaving a wreath 
for hu own head, exclaimed, ''This is our C 5 d- 
nnlhlun Byiwbol oi victoryf it is the saered berti 
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ivith trbicU wv decomte our victors itt tbe htliiuiao 
fcdtivoL Jl comes to uls here fipoutaucou&ly, as 
an eamesL of our approaebing success.’' Instating 
cmpbaticnlij on this tbeme, onJ cmwning himself 
as well tut his oUiccm with itie paratcy^ be re< 
kindled the spirits of tlie amiy^ Biid cotidueied 
ihcro forward to llie top of the cininciice, imme¬ 
diately above ibe course of the Krimfisus’. 
r n ™- n Tr i fflomcot that tbe Cartha^

viuirfu*. lo ujcet bjnn Tbe confused noise and datter of

KiMtwt. their approach w ere plainly heard i though the mist 
of aMny uioniiiig^i overhang!tig tlic valley, still 
concealed from the eye the army crossing. Pre-* 
iS'cirli^ acntly the tuisi ascended from the lower ground to 
tw4j,«ri«. tbe bill tops nroiJiid, leuving tlie river and ibc Car¬ 
thaginians beneath in cons|>icuoits view'. Formidable 
was the aspect which they presented. Tlie war-eba- 
lioU-anil-four^ which formed their front, had al¬ 
ready crossed tbe river, and appear lo have Ijcen 
bolting ft little way in advance. Next lo tbem 
followed the native Carthaginians, H>,tiOO cboeen 
hopUtes with white shields, who had al iu* in port

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cmesed and were aiillcfossiug* while the main Ixxly 
of the hosl, the foreign mercoflariefl, were pressing 
behind in a disorderly msss to get lo tSie baokt which 
Hppears to have been to part rugged. Seeing how 
hivoiirable was the munieol for attaching 
white tliins disarrayed and bisected by the river, 
Tiitiotcon, aftem short exhartationt gave orders iiti- 
nicdiatciyto charge down the bUl^ ilia Sicilian 
alli^, with BO Die merccuortes iutcnnitigled, were 
on iliL* two wings; while hv hinaseift with UicSyra« 
cunatis and the Ihssi of the mercenaries, ocenpied 
the centre. Demaretus willi liis cavalry was ordered 
to asstiil the Carthaginians firet, before they could 
form regularly, fint the chariots in their iroot, 
protecting the greater part of the line, )dl hini only 
the power of getting at Uieai ptirtially through the 
vacanl intervals. Timoleon, soon peroeiving 
hb otmdry nccompJisLnl lUtlc, naaiUcd tliotii and 
ordered Ihcju to charge on the flanks, while he 
luimell, with alt the force of his mlantry, under¬ 
took to attack tn front. Aocordjngly, seizing his 
shtelJ fniu) the ulteiKbml, he marched forward in 
advance, calling aloutt to the infantry aroiind to be 
of good cheer and follow. Never hod liia voice 
bccu heard so predominant and Is cart-stirring; the 
dTect of it was powerfully felt on the ajiirits of bU 
arotind, who even believed that they heard n god 
■peaking along with him*, lltsechotng hia shout 
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caipliBlictilly, tLt;}i marched fomunl tci the cJiurge 
with the utmoet atacritj'—‘in ctiinpact order, mid 
uniler the eound oi truui|K!ts. 

The infantry were probably able to evade or 
break through ibo biilwai'k of jnterpoecd ohariols 
wiUi greeter than Ltie cavaJi^, though Pitt- 
taroh does nut tell us Ixiw ihi^ was done. Timo- 
Icon and his soldiers llien came into dose end 
furious contest wttli the chosen Carthoginlat] in- 
faiitry, who resisted with a cuuruge worthy of Ihdr 
reputatioii, Tlmir vabt thidds, iron hreastiilaies, 
iind braifcn helmets (forming altogGlIiL-r armour 
heavier tliaii was worn usually oven by Grecian 
liuplitoih enabled them to repel the epcar-tJirusts of 
the Grecian usisuilsntg, wlm wert' compelled to take 
Lo thcii' swords, and tlius to procure themwlraa 
admission wUliiu the lino yf Cajlhaginion spears, imj 
us to hreuk their ranks, Such use of a words is 
what we rarely read of in a Grecian battle. Though 
the cwilCiil was bravely mainiaiiicd by the Cartlia- 
gtuiaus, yet they were too much loaded with nr* 
mour to admit of anything but lighting in a denee 
mass, 'lliey wen; already losing their fnmt rank 
vatriof*, the pkkcd men of the wbolct and be- 
ginuuig to tight at a disadvantage^—when llic gods, 
yet fait her he friending Tiniulcon, set llie steal to 
ibeir discouthturc by an itiltrvenlion miinifeat und 
tertttn; , A storm o( (hu most violent charBcinr 
began. Ttio hdl-iopa were sbrouded in completr 
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<Urkucs»i tlio wind blew n, InimRtine, rain amt 
liojJ pourcit abunibiiUy, witli all Uiq awful ac- 
ootnpaiiimcDts of ihuaiier [uid tigbluiiig. To llie 
Ureeki;, iliis ^tonxi waij of little )TicoavaujGiiDi!| bt- 
cauoe it caint in tlmir backs. But to tlte Curtlia* 
^nians, pelting as it did ilitecUy in thdr faces, 
It oeeasiuneJ both great auffisfing, and souJ-«ub* 
diiiijg alarm. The rain and bail beat, ami the 
Ugbtniiig flnshwl. in ibeir fiice*. so tltat they enniil 
tioi atso to deal with bofitile cotabaiunte : the noise 
of tlie iviinl, ami of hail ratttiag agaiust thoir or- 
mour, presented the order* of Uieir officers from 
Iwng beard; the folds of tiieir voEuniiimus mili¬ 
tary tunics wore suichargcd nitli inin.water, so aj, 
to emUfirruss ilicir movouiCiilB; the ground pre- 
ieiitly het'jimc so muddy that they could not keq* 
their fnoitng ; and when ilioy ouce ftiip|fcd. the 
wcighi of their e(|ui]ununt forbade nil recorerv. 
l^e Creeks, coiij|iaratiTely free from iiiconve^ 
ineitcB, and encounrged by ihe evident iiiiKibleim.'iit 
Ilf their oneniica. petted them with redoubted 
energy. At luiigtb, when the four hundnsl fmoi 
rank men of the Carthaginians had pcriaJitnl by « 
briive death in their pkoos, the rent of liic While. 

sliltslds turned iheir backs and sought relief b fiighi. 

But flight, too. was ail but LmpoMible. 'flvcy en^ 
tionntcred ihuir own Uw|is in the rear ndvaneing 
(ip. and trying to anm the Krimfetia; which river 
itself wua becoming every minute fuller and tnott^ 
turbid, ihrougii tho vbJciit min, iTie attempt lu 
reenUfS was one of such unspeukrtble confiuiou, 
that numbera iierialted in tJm tcirren) Oiaj^Muaing 
»u total itjut, the whole Carthaginian annj thniight 
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only of esca{K, leavings their camp oiid tia^^age a 
prey to Ibe victors, wlio pursued them across the 
tirer ond over the hills an the other siile^ Inflictins 
prodipous stuughler. In this pursuit the cavalry 
of Hinnleon^ not very elfeclive during the battle^ 
rendered excellent service i pressing the rugitlve 
CarUutgtniims one over anoUjer in mass, and dri' 
ving them, overloaded with their armour, into 
mud and water, from whence they could not grt 
clear *. 

No victory in Gredan history was ever more 
complete ill an ihal of Tlmoleon at the Kriin^sus. 
Ten thousand Carthaginiatis arc said to have been 
slain, and fifteen thousand made prisoners. Upon 
tlwse numbers no stress is to be laid; but U is 
certain that the total of butb must have been very 
great. Of iho war'chariole, many were broken 
during UiC action, and all that remained, 200 in 
namber, fell into the hands of the viciore. But 
that which rendered the loss ino*t serious, and 
most painfully fell at Carthage, was, tliai it Jell 
chiefly upon the iiatis'c Carthaginian troops, and 
much less upon tite foreign tnerccimrica. It ** 
even said that the Sacred Battalion of Carthage, 
coMiprising 2500 soldiers holunging to the must 
oonaideniblc families in Carthage, were all aldn 
to a man; a statement, doubtlcaa, exni^nited, 
yet Implying a fearful real destruction. Many of 
these soldiers purchased safa escape by throwing 
away ihrir ornamented shields nnii costly' breast- 
plates, which iJie victors picked up in gtcai num¬ 
bers — >1000 breast plates, onH not l^a timti 10,000 
' PUdanh. nmlnw, fc.27. 3*4; PvMilir Sti. jy. 
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9hie)d«. Altogctlicf, ite epail eon«Cl«t wab ioj. 
meuBc iti anus, in baggagts, and in goJcl and silver 
from tiiv plundvred camp; occupying lb a Greeks 
so fotig in tile work of pursuit and capture, that 
tltcy did not find time to erect their trophy until 
the third day after the hnttle. nmoleon Ute 
chief part of ilic plunder^ os well as most part of 
the prisoners, in the Ininda of tht individual cap* 
tors, who euridied themselves amply hy the dav’i 
work. Yet there still rvniatneil a large total for 
the public Symcusim cheat; 5000 prisoners, and 
0 tttiscellaucutis spoil of armour and precious arti¬ 
cles, piled up in imposing tnaguihccncc around the 
general's tent. 

The Corthasinian fugitives did not rest iitttil the)* 
reached Lilyb«otitii, Aud even there, such wns their 
diMmiirngeincnt—profound Iheir cauvbtign tlml 
the wrath of the god# wos upon them^that they 
amid ecarceiy he indm^ to go on sWphpard tor 
the jmr|ift$e of returning to Carthage^ pereuadeii 
n» they were that if ones cauglil out at «jn, the 
gods in iheir present displc^osure would nci'cr let 
them reach laiid*« At Carthage itself also, the 
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ijfitTCfw and dcprewion was tinpamllfitcd i sorrow 
|irivald dA well as |)U.blie, froij) Uio loss ot‘ bo great 
a nutnt>er of princi|ial ciliaons. It was even fenreJ 
ihnt tlie victorious Tmiolcon would instonriy cron 
tlie fiea and attack Cartilage on Itor own soil. Im* 
mediota clTorta were however made to funiiih ■ 
freali nrtny for Sicily, composed of foreigu merce' 
naries with few or no native eitiiens. Giskoa, tlw 
sou of Hantio, who passed for tliojr most energetic 
c!iti;ien, wae recalled from exile, lutd directed to gci 
together tlih new ormainetit.

Leaving iticwt of his paid Irooiwi la carry on war 
in the Curthagiukn province, ‘ilinolcaii conducted 
his SyracuBBTis jinme. His first procreding wiis, at 
once to dlsmla^i Tbrnsins with the lOOO paid ^Idierv 
wLu hud deserted him before tlie battle. He com* 
ttnmiled them to quit Sicily, allotvhig' them only 
twcuiy*foiir hours to depart from Syrueuse itselA 
Pnibably under the circumstances, they were net 
Icea anxious to go away than he was to dietniss 
ihiBiiL Dut they went away only to deslmetioa ; 
for hal ing cros^ied the Strait of Messina and inken 
jiasicssiou tij u maritime sits in Italy on IlieSoutherQ 
sea, tlio Eruttians of the inland entrapped them 
In; prafoasionA of Eiiiiulated friendship, and slew 
them all\ 

Timoleon liod now to tleul with two Grecian 
CflOtnie&—Hiketos and Mamerku^'—the despots of 
f^eniitini and Kalcma. By tiie extraordinary ra¬ 
pidity of his movcTOienifl. he Imd crushed I ho gre®^ 
iuvadjtjg host of Curtilage, before it como into oo* 
nporation with theic two allies. Ekith now wrote 
in terror to Carthage, soliciting a new [trniamcnl, 
aa iudhpvuaahte for their sucimiy not less than for 
the Carthaginian interest in the bland ■, Timoleon 
beingthecarnmoaenemyofbuth. PreseniJyGiskoti

didcrobJe force—^vcijty triremes, otii) ii Inniy of 
Cfceiau mciren[tries* It true rare for the Curtha- 
giiiigos to employ Greciuo mcrcctiuKes; but ibe 
buttle of the Krim^sus ia ituid to have persuaded 
tbcm tliut ibcre were m> Eohtier« to be compared la 
Greeku. 'Fhe forco of Giskoii was uppareoUv dis¬ 
tributed purtlt' ill the CurtHugioian provinci: at the 
wwtem nnglis of the isliuid—partly in Ibc neigii- 
bourlKKuI of MtIr! and on ibe norths east, 

wbero Mamerkua joined bint with the troops of 
Kutana. Mesr^mS ap|>ea» to bare recently fallen 
under the power of a deepol named Ujppoo. Who 
acted aa their ally. To both pumts Timoteon d ^a - 
patched a jwrlloii of bis merceoary force, wit bout 
going bimseif in commami; oo botb, bis troops at 
first exjicrieiiccd partial defeuta; two divtsioiia of 
Ibeiu, uue cintijirialug four hundred men, faeiog cut 
to pieces.. Hut sucli partial reverses wore, in the 
religious approciatiou of tlie time, proofs more con¬ 
spicuous tliaii ever of the peculiar favour showa by 
the gods towards Tiinoleon. For the sotdicn t bus 
slain hud been concerned in the pillage of the Del 
phioti temple, and were therefore marked out for 
the divine wmtb j but ibo gods sus|wnded the 
senleticc duriug the time when the soldieni were 
serving under Timolcon in person, in order that he 
might not be the snderer t and executed It now in 
his absence, when execution would occosiou the 
least possible inconvenience to bim', 

3(|ameikuB and Uikettis, however, not adopting 
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this iiit«7iiTlatlon of their trcnit ittiocessi^ ngHtoit 
Tiinutfion, were rnli of liopo and confidence. The 
former dcilienlet] the fibields of tlie islitin merccnnfitf 
to the gods, w ith wi imwriptioti of insolent tritimph: 
the latter—taking adTaotage of the ahseucc of 'J'i* 
tnoleoti, who had made an eepeditioit against u [itaee 
not fiir ofT called Kalnuria^undertook an inroad 
into the Syracusan territory. Not content with 
infiicting great damage and carrying olT an ample 
booty. Hiketas. in returning home, insulted Time- 
ieon and the anialt force along with hint tiy paHsmg 
immedialeiv uudci the walls of Kntauria. Sutferiag 
him to pass hy. Tiintdeun piirEiit:<l. Ihougli hw force 
coDsisted only of cavalry and light Irooiis, with few 
or no Uotilltcs. He found Hikctaa posted on die 
farther side of the Damurias ; a river with rugged 
banks and a ford of couaidtirahte dl Acuity. Vet not* 
wUhiitanding this good defensive iKMiition. tlie troops 
of Timoleoii were so impatient to attack, and tsfich 
of his cavalry officers was so aiuioua to he first in 
the charge, that he was obliged to decide the pri¬ 
ority by toT. The attack wus then valiantly uiadCt 
unil the troofis of iliktioa completely defeated. One 
thousand of them were slain in the action. W'liile the 
fcmninijiir only escaped by flight and llirowing awny 
of their shtehls'* 

It was now the turn of Tlnioleon to oUnck Hi* 
ketas in his own domain of Lcontim. Here hi* 
usual good fortune followed him, 'lltc soldiers in 
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garrieofi—either disiiiittUfuted with lli« behaviour 
<tf al thi! battlt! of iho Dnmtirisiit or 

struck with Unit divine favour which wailed im Tl^i 
iiiolRoti—mutinied and surrrniiifreil the idace into 
Ilia hands; nml nol menity ihe place, but idsti Hi, 
betas hhnadf in ohnioa, with bis adtt Eiipolemue, 
and his eoiitiral EuiIiymiiB, a man areiiigulAr brove- 
ry as wall ii« a victoritma atbleto at tbo gntuva 
All three wen: put to death; HikirtJte unit hia aoti 
as despou and iniitcrs; mid Kmhyinutt, cliieHy iii 
eons«|oeficc of iiisulting aarcasms Hgaiiiat ihe Co. 
rintbimii, publicly uttered at Lcoulitit. 'Ilie wifn 
and datighiera of Hjkehui were eonveyed aa pri¬ 
son crii to Syracuse, where th^ were couiJmuued to 
death by public vote of ihc Syracuaiin assembly, 
TIiib vole was fiasiwd in expreas revenue for ihe 
linvions crime of Hiketua, in putiiiig to death the 
wirhtw, tiater, and son. of I Kon, Tliuugh I'inioleon 
might probably have saved the imrortuoate women 
by a sTroiig exeilioti of inductice, he did nut inter- 
iero. The general leelmg of the people aeeutiulcd 
tlita erod, but s|iechil retaliation, right tincler ihc 
cinmuifltariees { and I'imolriim, as he could ihiL havu 
conwiocd them of ihc Miouury, *n he did nui think 
It right to ur]gc them to pul their feeling aside aa a 
simple ttHlUfarlinn to him. Yet the act k-av«a a 
do«ui'VL><l stain u|wti a rcjiutnUonaadi a» hit*, llje 
wotUHi were irealMl on both sides as adjective 
licinga, lltmugh whose lives revenge was to be taken 
against a ptiiiiicul enemy. 

Nmt came the turn of Mnnierkos, wbo had ns- 

»rmhlrrl near Katana a considcrahitj force, alrength. 
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eocd liy a bodyofCarthagijiiftu allies ontlcrGislititt. 
He was attacked and del'entcfl by Tioioleon near (N 
river Abolosi with a loss of 2000 iiieiTt tnaut of 
llictn bcloug^nj to ibe Caribagiuiau division. Wie 
know nothing btit the (simide fad of lids batlle: 
which probalily made serious >m|jre8sion upon the 
Garihngimans, sinoe they speedily aflerwards sent 
earnest propoHltioiis for peace, deiserting their Std- 
lian allies, Peace was aocurdingty concluded j 00 
terms however which left the Carlliagiiiian domi- 
tiinn in Sicily nitich the same as it had been a1 the 
end of die neigti of the elder Dionysius, as well as 
ai the lauding of Dion in Siciiy^ The line of w 
paration was fixed at the river IlalykuB, or Lykus, 
wliich Hows into tlie southern sea near I kraklcia 
Utiuoa, tuid formed the weaicm boimdary d tint 
territory of Agrigenturo, All westward of the Uit* 
lykuB was recognised us ClOrthagirvian; hut it was 
stipuhtted that if any Greeks within iliai territory 
dcsinul to emigrate atul hecomo inmates of Syj^ 
Ciise, they should Ije allowed freely to cuma with 
their families and their property. It was farther 
covenanted that all tha territory eastward of the 
Ilalykus sJiDuld bo cnosidcred not only as Clreek, 
bill a* free 15reek, distributed umoug so many fm* 
cities, and exctnpl from despots. And the Carthagi' 
uiaus forninUy covenanted that they would neidiCr 
aid, unr adopt as uUy, any Grecian despot in Sicily 
In the first treaty concluded by the older Diouysiui 
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with the Carthaginians, it tiuQ been Htipulated by 
an tzprcss article that the Syrunusans should bn 
•object to him *, H(fre ts one of itte many cootraats 
between Dicnysiufl enti Tlmolcort, 
llnviiig thus relim’ed Ijimauir from Ilia most for- 
nudable enemy, Tioiolcoa put a speedy cud to the 
wai- in oihw parta of the ^hiucl. Wamerirafi in fact 
deapuired of farther dcfcuce vritbout foreign aid, 

Ho cmased orer wjtli n fciuudron into Italy to 
bbIl for tire iDlroduction of a liiucaniaii. army into ^ikium 
S icily*; wlitcb he nUght perhaps have obUiued, 
since tliul warJiko nation were now very powerfui^^ 
had not his own seamen abandoned bim, and 
carried back their vessels to Katana, surrendering 
both the city and thcnwelvcs to Ttmoleon, The 
same thing, and even more, had been done a link 
lidbre by the troopa of lliketas at Leontini, who 
lind even delivered up Hilfetns hiiiiseiras jiriBonor; 
so powerful, Menungly, was the asccndcacy ever- 
cised l>y the name of Tlmuteon, witii the piestige of 
h» ncqitriuMl success. Maiucrkus could now^ find 
no tefiigo except at Messini. where he wns wel- 
raniird Iiy the despot Hippon. But Timoleonsficetl- 
ily came thither with a foirw ample enough to 
bniege Mess^n^ by land and by sea. After a Ccr- 
ttnn lengUi of rcBistaticc*, the town wns sarreiideiwl 
10 liiin, while IltpiHin tried to make hU escape sie- 
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qreHy on shipboard. Bui he was caphJre<i aiid 1 
brought back into the miilsi of the Mcssciilaii [lopn? 
latioii, who, tHidcr iv ueotinieai of liillcr lintrcJ ond 
vengeauce, planted him in the midatof Ihecrowdts) 
thealri; and ilierc put Jitm to death with uisuh, 

£U 111 limning oil the boys from soliDul iulo the ihu’olrc 
to witnvas whai was cotisidorccl an eScvutuig spent, 
Mntnerkus, witlioul altempliug taoape, auwndiired 
himself prisoner to Timoleoii ; only atipulotiug thal 
liii fate should he cittonnined hy Uni tijracuMO 
nsscnibly after a feir henringi hm thut nmfllcuu 
biiiiatdf should say imthijig to hie disfavour. 
was fM;c<»filiiigly hrouglit to Syra(;uBe» nod [■tiwjed 
OD Ills trial before the assemhlod people, wham he 
addressed in an elaliorato discourse i probably *kib 
fully com posed, sificc he is gaid to bnve poiviesinsd 
cnUBiderabhi tulcot as a poet'- Bui no elotivitmoc 
could sunnouut Uh! I'ootcd aversion entertained by 
(he Syracusaus for his peraon and character. Being ■ 
heard with mumiuis, and seeing llvat he had no 
chance of obtaining a favourable verdict, he suib 
dcojy threw aside liis gurmeut, aiid rushed with 
violVJit d&iinir aguinst niic of tiie sloiic scuts, head 
foruiiiust. in hojics of giving himself a fatal bluw. 
But not auectediug in this attempted, suicide, be 
V.M led out of the theatre »nd executed like ** 
robber'. 

Ti mo Icon had now nearly actoropliflhed his coo- 
hrtnetl piiqHnie of extirpating every desi>uti»ia ^ j 
Sicily, Tliere leiiinlned ytl Nikodenius «s d<?sp(*t I 
ui Kcnioripa. and Apnllonladej. at Agyrimu- Both I 
III tlime heeptf,<dily deiliruiied urexjHtUpd, re^biriiitf "a 
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iLi* two dlk*s to tlie eotniUkid of free cam rh uni ties. 

Ht‘ niKj expelled from the town of .rEltia those 
C'ntnpuuieii mcrceiiiirics who had becu planted tlici'e 
by the elder Dionyeiush In ifda way dtd lie [tmeeerl 
until there remainec] only free comm am tieet without 
a singte desjiot^ in Grecian portion of Sicily. 

Of the detailti of his proceeding! our ecanty ti<iuitwB« 
itilorumiioi) permits int to say but little, llui the 
preal purpUBewitU whieU he had ftarted from Co* 
noth vrii* now achieved. After liavfng put down 
all the other despotisms in Sicily, there rciuaiued 
for him hut one farther triumph- the nnbleat mid 
rarest of sill—to lay* down his own. 'This he per* 
foimed without any delay, iniineiliately on returning 
to Syracuse from ht! military proceeding!. Con- 
gmlulnttng the Syracue*ans oti the Li''iuni[ibiiiit con- 
suitituotion already aitnioal, be entreated tlicm i« 
dispense with Ids fnfther 5ervl<jes as sole earn-* 


itiondcr; the rather bs hie eyesight wiw now fatliiL..^*. 

It is prohnble ciiiiugh that (liLs demnnd wait at first 
refused, and iliut he woe warmly ret^ue^ited to rctara 
hi* runctiuti!; but if eiich was the fact, he did not 
the less peralst, and the people, willing or iiotf ne*- 
iscdtsih Wo ought fartber to note, that nut only 
did he rcaigii his generalship, but he resigned it at 
once and immediatety, after the complete cxecutiaii 
of bis prachtiined purpow, to ciiiauc)[nUc the Sici¬ 
lian Grt^eka from foreign enuinics ns well oa fram 
des{iot-eaemtca; just as, on first acquiditg pusses- ^ jj| 

ftion at Syracuse, lie had begun his authoritattw 
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career, without a tconLent's ordering tlie 

deniotjtion of the Djotiysiiin atrungliold, nod tlie 
coDatmotioJi of a court of j iistioe in it^ place ^ Bj 
thm iiistdntaiieous piticecding he forcatalled Iho 
gro\rt!) of that eiispicjon whioh delay would aiisu- 
redly have roiaed^ and for which the free commu* 
aities of Greece had in gcneml auch ample reaaoii. 
And it T9 not the least of his many merits, tliat 
while conscious of good mlentions bimaelf, he had 
also the good sense to see that others could not 
look into his bosom; that all their [)resuniptions« 
eiicept what were created by bis own conduct, 
would be derived frvm men worse than him—and 
thiu'erore imfuvouruble. Tfence it was ucceaanry 
for tiim to be prompt and forward, even to a sort 
of ostentation, in exhJhtting the amplest positive 
proof of hts real pur^iosea, '90 as to stide beforehsad 
the growth of suspicion. 

lie was now a private citizeu of Syracuse, he- 
ving neither paid Goldiern under bis ooniiimnd nor 
any other public function. As a reward Tor his 
splendid services, the Syracusans voted to liirn a 
house in the cilv, and a landed property among 
the best in the neigbbnurhucKl, Here he liicd 
his reBidence, sending for his wife and family tu 
Corinth*. 

Yet though Timoleon hud reonunetd every sp*' 
cies of offichd authority, and all means of coTistniinti 
his iutlocfice as an adviser over the judgement, feel' 
utga, and acUona, not only of Syrucuamu, hut of 
Siciliana generally, was aa great as ever; perhaps

menl, but enjoyed hesides, in a peculiar degree, the 
favour of the gods —was a benefit unspeakably pre¬ 
cious to the Sicilians at this juncture. For it was 
now the time when not merely Syracuse, but other 
cities of Sicily also, were aiming to strengthen Ujcir 
recoiifitituied fiee communities by a froali supply of 
citizens from ahnmtl. During the sixty years which 
hod elapsed aince the first form id able invaaion 
wherein the CarlJiuginian llounibal liad coiuiueriMl 
Sdinus, there Iiiui hecii u ter^i of causes alt tending 
to cripple Dud ilimintsh, and none (u reuovuic, the 
Grecian populaiiou of Sicily, Hie Cartliagimao 
alUcka, the sucocs^fiij despotism of the first Diony¬ 
sius, tmd the disturbed reign of the second .--ail 
coutrihiiied to the some rraull. About the year 
352-351 H.c,, Plato (a» hoa been already men¬ 
tioned) expresses his fear of an extinction of Ud- 
loniam iu Sicily, giving place before l^cnioinn or 
C.-miponiati force'. And what was a sad poGsibi- 
lily, even in 352-351 h,C-— had become nearer to 
a proUabiUty in 344 u.c., licfuio Tiumleon laudiHl, 
in the theiF misiirahle condition of the ishuid, 
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Ui« ntipurailclt'^l .sitcofkj.jt rtml iiiatchl^ {HTfioiui 
lujlinviiour, cotnhiucd witti iho active couittcniijicoiif 

C'orintli witJiutit—iiud ctomjilelely lurntiil Uio tiiJf. 
ill tlic belief of nlf Oceks. Sicily wits now a bml 
rcfltoft'U to llcllcntniii ami i'rectlom, but rt't)utriny 
new' colonists as well lo partake, us to gourd, thmt 
eapilul ijri^ileges. Tlie exuiujde of eolouiiciitiuiif 
uiidei* tUe aiisiiicesoi'Cctriutlt, had beca act at Synt’ 
cdso, aad was speedily followed elacw here, especIiUly 
at jV;;rigeiiluin, Gela, and Ivuinarina. All thcEe 
three cities bud siitTcrcd cruelty during tliose form!' 
•Inble CiiKliugtuIau iavaslon^ which jaintvdiaiely 
preeedeil tim d^potisiti of Diyayglus nt Syracuse. 
They hud had qo opporlutjity, during llm cDUlinu>- 
ntite of the Diunybian dyniwty, even to make up 
what they hud then lost : fur less lo nectaire acces* 
siuas from wHhoai. At the i^miie time all thre« 
(enpeciuily Agrigontum) recollected their foniier 
scale of opulence anil power, os It htu) stood prior 
to -107 H.c. It was with cagefoess ihertfore that 
they aTaitcd themselves of the Dew life aud security 
inapurtvd to Sicily by the career of Timolcoii, to «j* 
plenibh iheir eajuiiistefl numbers ; by recalling Ibeie 
whom foi'iticr sutTerinjE Imd lirivcn away, and by in' 
vitiu^ fresh coliintits bchidiM. - Megtdlus nml I'li^ 
ri«la«, eitiseiis of Elen on the southern const of Italy 
(_whieb iTjis probiihly at ibis lirua distn^ued by the 
pretHure ofLucaniatts irom the iateriorji,conducted a 
vobmy tu Agrigcntuiii; Corpus, from Keos, went 
with uniitlmr band to Gebi: in Lotls dikes, a liro- 
poftioo ore»|HHruittt| clti^CTW reliinied Amoun t Iit m. 

Knuriiirhiti, loti, and -iVgyriuut received large ud.’ei- 
nunt id iidinbitauis. Hic inliitbttttiils of LeontitU 
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are wniij lo have removed thfcir habUatioiis to Syni' 
ciiio * a staicriictit tlifliciilt to uitdcrelantl, itnil 
bably only pitrtjaljy true, as the city and its name 
still continued to cxisi*. 

UntbrtunuMy the proceeding!* of Timoltoii come Via„>u] 
Wore tj« (through OtodoroB and I’lntnrch) in a 
Hionjicr ao vague jiinl roofmaed, that we can rarely 
trace the aet(uence ur aseign the date uf pehicalnr V 
taut**. But about the geiirml Clrcmu&taoees, with intninU.' 
their chttraeier mtd hoartng, iTicre In no room ciLher 
for miKtahe nr doubt. Tliat which rhetors mid 
BuphisLs like Lt-Eito had preached in ttieir panegy- 
neat bnniDgacft’—Unit for which Plato aiglietl, in 
Ibc epistles of his old age—com mending it| a/ier 
Bioti's dsath, to the surviviog pattiaana of Dioii, ub 
having been tlic unexecuted [rurpoae of their de- 
jiarted leader—the rcitnwnl of freedom und Ltclh'Jl- 
lam tlimugltout the tahmd—was nnv mnde a reality 
uuder the an^picM of Tiiuolcon., Tlia hootcB. the 
temple*, the walhi, were rescued from Jt.'nav; itie 
laitik freni rninpanitiva harTflaDcss., For It (va« not 
taercly his perwnial rtputalinn and athtevement# 
which constituted llio main nlinreiiient to new eoto. 
nists. hut also his stiiMJrintcudmg advice which rvgu. 
lalfd Iheir dcaUnatimi when tJicy arrived. Wilhnut 
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iHiwef of eoivsLnunt, or cren cfRcinl dignity, 
Ue w;i<i ooiwultcd bb n Mjrt of gotieniJ CEkUt or 
Palraa»Foundcr, by the HFR'Ctionoto f^gord of llic 
Rcttlera in ewry jwirl of fiicily. TKc diEiriljulioo 
or sale of lands, tlni jnodificattqn rc*iiilred in cvintUii? 
laws and cugLoms, iLc now political congtitiitions. 
&c, were all submitted to his review. No seltle- 
ment gave aatiBlBotiouj oscept sncb in* be bud |»r(i- 
nonnced or approvctl ; none wliicU be bad oppmvtd, 
was contested'. 

In the aitnalion \a which Sicily waa now |iJaccd, 
it la clear that numberless nmtlers of doubt mnl 
iff difBculiy would inevitably arise; that the claims 
lonijiiii. a|„j iiiterrats of pi’c-cxisting residents, retomiiig 
mciliis nud new immigrants, would often be conflict¬ 
ing ; that the rite* and cuSttunB of dlflcrcnt fme* 
tion* composing the new wlioie, might h&vc to be 
modified for the sake of mutual harmony; that the 
eeltivrs, coming from oliganiliies as well oi demo* 
cracte*. might bring with them diffctmit ideas a* 
to the proper features of apolitical constituUoiii 
that the apportioninent or aab of lands, and the 
ndjustment of old debts, presented Irat too lumif 
clniiicev of angry ilispuSu j that there were, in ■ 
a thousuod novelties in the situation, which coold 
not he determtaed eitlier by precedent, or by ft»y 
lierooiptor}’ rule, but roust tw left to the equity of 
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R supreme urhitmtor. Here ibeu tfie axivniitugH'S 
i^cre luusjieakable of Imvlng a man tike Tima lean 
to appeal to ; a niim not only rcnlly without minis' 
ter ttiai. Inn recognitie^ by every one as being 9o; 
a mnn whom every one tovecji, trusiefl, and: wus 
grieved to oltbiid; a niiu) wbo sought not la im¬ 
pose Jib own will iipon free communities, but 
addieMci) tJicm hs rn^nit^n, bitiliting only upon 
Ibeir reason and sen time uts, a ml enrrying out Ln 
nil bis reoauimeudatioiia of tJiitull tboae instincts 
of fiw stieccl), univental vote, and ecjnol taws, 
which formed the germ of political obligation in 
tbo minds of Greeks generally. Ji would have 
been gralifj'ing to know bow Tinioleon settled 
the many new and diHicult queatiouB wbicli must 
hove been iubmitlcd to liim as referee, Tbere 
is no situation in human society bu vatuable to 
iitadyj as that in which routine b of neo^sity bixiken 
through, and the constructive fncuhies i^cd into 
active exertinti. Nor was there ever perhaps 
throughout Grecian hblory, a wiuiultiuieouft coluoi- 
xntiun, end simultuncous rveaating of |vilitical itt^ 
stituliunu, more extensive than that which now took 
place in Sicily. Unfortunately wo arc jjcrmilted 
lo know only the general fact, witliout either the 
charm or the instruction which would bavo been 
prcsentinl by the details, Timoleon wjiSj in Sicily, 
that which Epatnloondas had been at tlie foundn- 
tion of McfsSoi and Megalopolis, though with for 
greater power and we Imve to deplore the like 
iguoniuce maivwttng the rktoit proceedings of both 
thfoe greui men, 
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W 3 « c<>-rxte™jivc with fiidSy, htfi resukaoe, Uts dii- 

and his [ipcuMni* interests and duties we«! 
at Syrncufic. That iiily, likn mosi of the other 
Sidlitto towns, had Ireea horn anew, with a ouiue- 
roiji tiodv of settlors nud altered iHilitical iniditio 
tloiis; I have alretidy nieMtioticd that iCofilmlus 
nod others, invited from Corinth hycjiitmfs vpleof 
11ie-£vracusaiiPt had re-estabruibed liie democratical 
inatiUiiion of [tiohlSa, with euitahle mtKlificjitioitt* 
The ttcwi era of liberty was itiarked by the essia- 
bliHliincnt of » new sacred office, that of Amjihi- 
polliH cir Attendant Priest of Zens Olytnpiws: 
office ehaiigcd nnniinlly* appointed by lot (doubtless 
under some condilioTis of rjnalfficatioti wliieh mw 
not iimde known to us*yi and Intended, like the 
Archon Eimnyrnua at Athens, as tlic recoguised 
name to distinguiih each Syracusin year, in tlti® 
work of constitntiOJial reform, a* well as in all the 
laboui's nud adjustments conneeted with the new 
hcUIcit:, Tinmleoti took a prommciil part. But w 
soon ns the new coiwtitutjtin was eonaummated 
and set at. work, Im declined undertaking niiy 
cific duties tir esercisiug aoy jiowers uodcr it. t-n- 
Joying the highest measure of puhlie csteeiri, ned 
loailed with Iitmorary and gratefot votes fmm the 
|u;op1e, he had the wisdunt u» well as the virtue te 
prefci' Uviog as a private citizen; a resolution 
doubtless promoted by hb increasttig failure ot 
e]r»lghl, which presently hecame totnl bJindnr-^'*- 
He dwelt in the house asatgoed to hint by puWit* 
Vote bf llie [leople, which he hud enniieuruted to the 
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Hnly C:^), Eiitil within «‘ 1 itch he huil set utnirt n 
chiipel ta I he godiles^ Aii totuatia,— the goddesa 
under wiiuse uu^[uc«s and glury catuc un 

it n'ly'c of tliemaolvca *. To Ihb goddess he of- 
femt aacrifiee. as the great tuu) con^taiiL patroiit:S 9 
who liiul iteegmpumcil him from Coi iiiUi aU through 
hu }iruL-e«diiigi» in SieiJy. 

Uy rvjoeiag the olEcial pmiiitueiicti teudenid Iv 
him, ntifl hy keeping awtiy tVnm the deUiU of ]iuh' 
lie life, 'i'imoleuit CKupcfl the jcalmiay aure to at¬ 
tend upon inducncc so prodigious as his. Uut in 
truth, for all great and itnpartaiil matters, thiu very 
modesty incteuaed itmtead of diruiniahiiig hi^ real 
UBcendency. Here os elsewhere, the goddess Auto- 
niutm worked fur him, and hnunght tu hiut docile 
listeners wlUioul his own seeking. Though the Sy- 
mcuKiuts trauiiactcd their urtUmry Uusiucss tJironglt 
utliers, yet when any matter of serious dilEculty oc¬ 
curred, the presence ot Timolcou was 5 j.)ectai[y tu- 
Yoked ill the disctiiisiun. During the later mutitita of 
his life, when he h&tt Ijecnrite bUnil, hi a arrival in the 
as'^ejiihty waa a solemn ticcue. Having heeii brought 
in his car dniwn hr imilea across ihu market*place 
to the dour of the thimtfic wherein the asaembty was 
liclil, attendanta then led or drew the ear into the 
iheulrc amidst the assciuhlcd people, who testihed 
their afTectiun by Lite wariuest shouts and cungrntn- 
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laLiotu}. A* sDvtj SB liu lintJ rptumecl their welcome, 
und silence was feeUtretl, the clisoiiitsiDn to which 
he hod been tnriled look iilitce, Timoleon fiittiiig on 
ius car amt lUteoitig, llaviog heart! the matter 
Uiui debated, lie deltvcrcd ttla own opinion, which 
was usoally ratliicd at oocc hy the show ol bands of 
the naaeiiilidy. He then took leave of the people 
and rcliretl, the attendants again leading 'the cur 
out of the theatre, unxi the same cheers of attach* 
ment Qccom|umymg hb departure; while the os* 
seiubly proceeded with its other and more onlinary 
buaineas’. 

Such ia tlie impressiTe and picturesfiiie flesanp* 
tion given tdoubties* by Ailmnis or sontc other eye* 
witness '*) of the relationa between the Syracusan 
|>eople and the blind Timoleoii, after hifl power Iwal 
been abdicated, and when lb ere fcinained to him 
nothing escepl bis churacter and moral aseendimey- 
El is easy to see Uiai the solemnities of inter]rOB)t><*iii 
here rccounied, must have been reserved for ihtiM 
coses in which the assembly bod been disturbed by 
some uiiusnal violence or cdlUsion of parties, ter 
such critical junctures, where numbera were 
baps nearly balanced, and where the disuppoint* 
mrut uf on angry minority threatened to beget some 
permanent fend, the bcneUt was inestimablej of so 
tiuipire whom bath parties revered, and before whom 
ncjiiwr thought it a dishonour to yield. Keepm? 
aloor from the dutoils and embarrassmeuta of daily 
pcilitiml life, tmji preserving himself {liko the Sals-

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inmiiin trireme, to use a jihroBe wbleli Plutunch 
spplies to Perikies at AtLcns) for occasTous at once 
tuuiucuioii5 ai>U UitCcuIl, Ttmolwn filled up n gap 
occuidnally dangerous to all free societiesbut 
which even at Athene had alarayB reiuained a gap, 
because there woe no Alheniaii at uiice actuuliy 
wrtrthy, and known to be wortliy, to till it. Wc 
may even womler bow he coiiUnuetl wortliy, when 
the interne {topuliir Hentlmeiu in hie favour tancted 
n> strongly to turn bis head, and when no oonLra* 
diction or censure agaiaat biro was tnleratefl. 

Two persons, Lopbystius and Ocniicnetua, called 
by the obnoxious names of ayonpltants and rleum- 
gogues, were bold enough to try the cxpertmenL 
Tlte fontier rft|uireil him to give bail In a lawsuil; 
the lattePi in a public discoutae, censured vartous 
ports of bU miltlnry citmpaigtia. The public indtg-> 
nnUon against both theiie men was velicmcnt; yet 
there can be little doubt that Lophystius applied 
loTimulcon a lugnj proci^ss applicable universally to 
every cilben r what may Itave becti ihe pertinence 
of the censures of Uemanietni, we are uiiabTo to say^ 
llowe^'cr, 'rimoleciii ovaitrd bimeelf of the welU 
meant impatience of the {HiopTe to protect him either 
from legnl process ar from censure, only to admi- 
uisLer lo iheui a serious and voluahlc Pn>< 

testing agnittsl alt interniptitm to the legal procesa 
of Lapbystias, ho proclaimed emphatically iliat itiis 
wits the precise purpose for which ho bad so long hi* 
buured, and combated—in order that every Syra¬ 
cusan citizen might bo enabled lo appeal lo the laws 
arid exercise freely his legal rights. And while he 
thonghl it unnscessary to rebut tn detail the nb' 
jeclions taken against liis {irevionut pennulsbip. he 
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pyblicty ctcctAri'J bi^ gratitude! to ibc goda, iur bt> 
ving granted bis prayer that be might witnew oU 
Syraauuiiia in possradan nf full lUnirLy of bjibkIi *. 

We obtain little from the bTUgntpUers of 7’imo- 
lupn, oiiccpt a few incidents, striking, iotprEsfitre. 
and suniewbat theatrical, like those just r^ouatr<l, 

IJul what is really im|H>rtant is, the tone and Iftji' 

]H!r which IhcM! incidetiita reveal, l>olh iu rimolcun 
and ill the Syrucuaan jieople. To see him uft* 
perverted by a oureer of 6uperiluiuan success, re¬ 
taining the same hearty ctmviclioii# with wliiidi !« 
hiuj started front Corinth ; renouncing power, the 
most onlcnl of all nspiraliniis with a Creek pnliti* 
ctaii, and descending to a private station, iu '■idle 
ofevm^ external iuduoeoumt to Uus contrary ; re* 
sisting the temptation to impose his own will upn 
tlie people, and respecting their free epceoh aTwli 
public vutein a manner which made it imperatively 
necessary for every one else to fnllow his example; 
foregaiug coumiand, and cotitenting hiinself with 
advice when his opinioti wua nskctl—nil this prti'enta 
n model of genuine aud intelligent public ^piriti 
such as is assouiuted with few other names except 
tliat of Timoleon. Tbai the Syracusan people shonhl 
have yinlded it> sucIl conduct and obedience not 
IItendy voluntary, but heartfelt and aliiiOBl revc* 
rentinti i* no matter of itundcr. And wc may be 
f|uiic.sure LlmL the upiuiou of Tinioleou, tranciuilly 
Mid uuoAlimtatioasly consulted, Wiis the guiding 
star which they followed on most {joints of nioincat 
or diihcuUy ; over atul strove ihoHC of cxceplioiwl 
cases «t aggravated diusent where he w.it celled 
with such imposing ccrciuuuy as au umpire, fht 
‘Ptiinrra, 'KwfllmlA, f. St j CimtllUl Tli<tia«u|ii r i- ^ 
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the vdlue of «uch ait amcle cli^e^at iiuiift it itt 
neeiltea^ to ineist; oepe^ialty iti » city which for 
the [uct tinlf cetUuxy kud knowti iiotlMog lint ihn 
domiuiuii of forcCi ittid amidsi u new tutscciltmcouil 
nggregnte coin[>a(i>uil ot' Creek sottlufa from uuiuy 
difTtiitriiL <juurteri. 

Tinioleoii now enjoyed, ne he had amply corned, 
whnt Xenaplioii cnlla *' ihai gootl, noi bumou, but 
ilieiuo—ecimimiod over wUling men —given moui- 
frally to peramif of genuine and highly trained 
tempemne^ of cliaraeter'.'* Eii liiru the eunititioii 
mdlRftted by Xenophon waa faund completely re* 
altged—iciiipemnco in the largest anti roo»t coin- 
prolnrimve senee of the word—nat aitnply sobririy 
and continence (whidi Imd belonged to the elder 
Dimiystiio itl«o), but an nbaenoe of that fitial tlurat 
for coercive jmjwot at nil prioc, which in Uieece 
wji» the fruitful |ttirciit of the greater crimes and 
enormities, 

TiinolcoM lived to aeo hb groat work of Sicilian rrmiini 
etifViwdtiMincni coinuninmled, (o carry it thrmigh 
all it* inripieiit difncnlttea, aurt to sec it pitispcj- 
oualy moving on. Not Syracuse alonr, hill the uther f!i«r 1iH|»ri.in. 
Cfi^jun in the iiliincl cnjnp^) Tindor mh^ii ibi* 

i\mt revival free a Btatfj nf ^ucitirily, 

comton, md tu whwh tUcy imd hwn IntIg 

llte: Jjuidii liecnmc agitio indiiatHouely 
lillcdi the fejtikioii yielded anew nbundami 
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liio icmplea were restore>iH roiii tlieir previous-decay, 
und udaroctli with the votive ofTenogs of pious tiin- 
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niBcencc', The same state of pfoa|wruus Wid ftetive 
freedom, which had fuUotved on ttic expulsion <A 
the Gdonlnn dyoasty a Imudrcd and Iweoty years 
before, and lasted about fifty years, without dther 
despuU within orinvadcra from wUliout—'was now 
aguio made prevalent throughout Sicily under the 
ausptees of Titnoleon, It did uol indeed Ittst so 
long. It was broken up in the year iilh nx., twenijf- 
fuur veara ofUir the Uaitle ot lit® Krioi£s,uS| by 
the despot A gut I) Okies, whoeu father was aiiioDg 
iha iminignuUs to Syracuse under llie setUemunt 
of Tiinokon. But the intcn'al of security and fiw-' 
dom with winch Sicily wus btesecd between these 
Iw'o epochs, ehc owcil to the generous pairioUiwn 
und intelligent counsel orTiiiioleon. Tljcreare few 
other names among the Grecian aniuda, with which 
wc can connect so large on amouni. of predeter¬ 
mined and beneficent result. 

Endeared to Ihe Syracuaaoa as a comtnOTi raUirr 
and hcoefaeior*. and exhibited as their hero to ah 
visitors from Greece, lie passed the TOJiiolndcr of 
tiis life amidst tlie fulness of afffcctionate iionour. 
Unfortunately for the Syracusans, tliat remainder 
was but too short; for he died of an illness apjisrenlly 
slight, in the year 337-336 b,c.— three or four yw^* 
the battle of tlie Krim^us. Profound and un¬ 
feigned vrae die sorrow wiiiub his death excited, 
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imirercHitl)- fhrauglioui Sicclj. Not tueroly t1)e Sy- 
racu&aof, )jut etowdq from ail otbcr parts* of tlie 
ill and, atletidcrl to do Itonoor to hiR fuoerati whieli 
was splendidly celebnttod «t llie puEillc coat. Suitie 
of the Chosen youths of the city carried the hier 
wheTTOu his Ixnly was depasited: a counitesa pro* 
cesatou of men and wntnon foil owed, in their fes¬ 
tival attire, crowned with wTetiths, and iningting 
wilti thrir tears admimliou and envy for their dc- 
purtrd liberator. Tlie procession was made to puss 
over that ground which presented the most ho- 
nourahte meaiento of llmoleoii; whoi e Kh* detno- 
lishod Dion)*sjnn stronghold had ontx reared its 
liead, and where the court of jostice was now plaeod, 
nUhe entrance of Ortygia. At length it reached 
Uie Nekrojiotis, Ijctwren Ortygia and Achradina^ 
where a massiye foncial pile liad hcea prq»Bml, 

As soon os the brer hud been placed on this pile, 
end fire was about to be applied, the herald Demc. 
trius, dtstirigtitshod for the powers of his voice, 

proclaimed with loud lutnooueeuienl as rnltows _' 

” Tlie Syrecosan people *t>Icmfiise, at the cost rnKtiM. 
of 200 minte, the fanemi of this man, the Corm- 
Ihian Timoleon son of Timodemus. Tliey have 
{Mtssed a vote to honour him for all future time 
with tnnti?he$ in mu&ic^ horec and chariot 

race, and gymoastici,—Wau»e, after Imvitrg put 
down tlie despola, sultdtjed the foreign enemy, arid 
re ealoniscd the greatest among itw ruined dties, 
he restored to the Sjctlion fi reeks their com tit u- 
tiiiii and laM v/* 

A srpnichral rauanmeot, Kcmirigty with this in- 
script ion recofdvd oti U, was i-rertvsi to the tiMoiuliry 
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of lluiolcoo io ill® agom of Syracuse. To this 
tuonunient otlior Uuildinga were prMeiiily annexMli 
|iorticoe 5 t for niserabUng of i>er80iis in biuiltiw* 
or oonvoraatiari—tuul palcestcw, for the exercises of 
youths* Tb® ag^TOgtitc of huililingf fill liiUcn 
gelliCT was culled the 'I'lniolcontioii '• 

When wc>Tt:fl(rct that the fatal haltU of Cliwn> 
uciii bad iji !n place tliC yoop boforc Tiiimliioiix 
decmc.yoftbat Ins tmtive cky CoriuiU as well m 
all her lieigliboure were sinking dceiicr anti dteiuir 
into Ihf ilegmdiiliou of subject towns of Mow'doiiia, 
wi: ahRll not fugret, for bis sake, that a limcly 
death relieved him from so raocrnful a ii[icrtiir.lt. 
Ii w’us owing to liiin that the Siciliou Greeks werr 
reacucMit for luuiriy one gcacrfitioiii from the lik^ 
fate* Uc liud the rare glory of mainlajiung to the 
end, and cjreouling to the full, the piotuLse of libe¬ 
ration witli which he had gone forth from Corinlh- 
His early yeaju had been years of acute sufferings 
and that, too, incurred in the cause of freedutu" 
arising oat of the dcolh of his brother i hU lBt«J 
period, manitesLing llie like sense of duty under hap¬ 
pier ttua[)iccs, had richly repaid him, by amMSBSsrs 
Cverpui^Hing all reasounble expectnUon, and by the 
ample dow of grttlimde and atlachniEnt jaiuced 
forth to him amidst tho liberated Sicilians. Hk 
cliaraclvr Rptiears moat iioUlc, and most instructiv*! 
if we oontroftt him with Dion. 'Jitnolroo had huco 
brought up as tlie ciluien of a free, though oligitP' 
garchlcal t.timautnity in Gi^-ece, surrovmdod by 
other free commonitics, and amidst universal hatred 
of dcftpoia. I'tif ]toliticiatw whom he hai! learnt lu 
■ mtttnrrli. TMnnMsut, #. af»i tKwtiir. '*<’ 
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esttrr.[n were iiieti trailed in tEiis school, njtitit- 
tainiog a «|uaiiticd aMeiidcncy ogoiasl more or iess 
•if oitcit coiupctitiou from rivals^ and obliged to look 
for the moatis of carryiog their viewa aptirt froni 
Kiijjplc dictation. ^fnreortT, the pcrMuii whom 'il' 
fitoleon had selected for his peculiar n)<idci, vrus 
ICpaminoiidas, the iiobtest iin^cl that Cireece of- 
ftml^^ It waa to ihta example that Titnoletin 
uwed iti puii his tmergetie patriotism comhiued 
with freedom from pereoiial amLitiojVvi|,.i8 geotle- 
uefis of polUical aotipalliy—unrl the perfect habile 
of conciliator)' and papular dealing—which he ma¬ 
nifested amidst so muny new tmd trying scenes to 
the end of Ilia career. 

Now the education of Dion (aa 1 have recounted 
in the preceding chapter;! hod been soinething to¬ 
tally didcrenl. He was Lite member of a deopt^^io 
family, and hud learnt hk experience under the 
energetic, but perfeetty sclf.wil]ed, march of the 
elder Dtonysius, Of iJm iciiijicr or exigences uf 
a cnmnitiiiiiy of frearnun, he hinJ never leurrit to 
take account. I*lungc<l in this corrupting tilmo* 
ephore, he had iwvcrthdeaa Imbibed gcncruua and 
iniblic-epiritcd ospimtionat he had come to bold in 
abhorrence a gov cm me at of wilt, and to look for 
ghiry' ill contnliuting to leplocc It by a t|ualided 
freedom and n govemment of laws. Hut the sourcu 
irum whence hr drunk was, the Academy and jla 
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illuBtrtotis teacher Plato; not froin practical lifct 
tier fmin ibc best praclicol politicians like Spami* 
noaiias. Acconlmglf i he had imbibed at the s^c 
thi »9 the idea, that th^gh despoliaro was a had thing, 
government tlt||^ghty popular was a l«ul lUiug also; 
that, in otlier words, as soon as be had put down 
the despoUfltn, it lay with him lt» determine liow 
iiiucli liberty he would allow, or what laws he w'outd 
sanction, for the oonimunit; j that instead of a de- 
spot, he was to become a despotic lawgiver* 

I fnia* then lay the main difletenoe between Uie 
two conquerors of Dionysius. Tlie juouruful letters 
witttcfl by Plato alter the dcatli of Dmn eonltasl 
strikingly with the enviable end of Umoleon, and 
with the grateful inscription of the Syracusana on 
bis tomb.

Mv lusi preceding cbapterfi ti&ve fallon'cd tUo hutory XiuKrat 
of tlie SldUnii Greeks through tougyentiiof d^pot. 
tsm. BulTering, and inipiiverishment, into a pcrioct 
of leooi'atcd freedom and comparative liappiitesg, 
accampllsiied under the bcnencent auspices of 'H* 
luolcon, between 34d-^{i n^c. It wilt uuw be 
proper to resume tlic tit read of events in Central 
Greece, at tbe point where they were IcR at the 
close of ItiH preceding volume—the aoceasitin of 
Philip of Muccdon in 360-359 e.c. The death of 
Philip took place in 836 s.o.; and the cloaing 
years of his life will hriiig hetbro ns the Inst stnig- 
gks of full riellfniic frecdum ; a result standing in 
inoumfiil contrast with the achievemcnie of the 
conleniporary liberator Timoleon in Sicily, 

No such struggtea could have appeared within 
the limits of poaaibllity, even to the most far-sighted 
politician either of Greece or of Mnecdun—>at the 
time whon Philip mounted the throne. Among 
the hopes and fears of most Grecian cities, Mace¬ 
donia Iheu passed wholly unnoticed; in Athens, i 

Olyitthua, Tlinaus, Thessaty, and a few othcra. it 
fomiud an item nut without mom cut, yet by no 
means of tust-rate nmgnitude, 

'llic lleltenic wiirld was now in a *lote diflcmti ►--s**- 
fnnn anything which had been iiiirji Itu? rc< ^ 
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pitli^c 01 * Xerse* in 480-4^79 a.c. The defeat and 
ttcgradatioii of Spartn lind aet free tlic in land states 
from the only iircsidiiig city wlioiii they liad ever 
learned la look up to. Her impermt aaecndency» 
long jioHiesscJ and grievooaly abused, hud been 
pul down by the Mieccaatn» of Bpnioinfitidus and the 
Hiebiuis. SUe was no longer Lbe head of u an* 
nierouB body of euhartltimlo aliJua, bendingde|i(itiea 
to her periodical synods—aubmtUing their external 
politico to her intiuence—placing their iniJitury con* 
tingenUi under coannatid of her nfticers ^xenagiV— 
uud even adnuniatering their iuternal government 
thrtmgb oligunrhies devoted lo lier pur]Hi^. with 
the reinforcenlent, wherever neetled, of a Sparlno 
hantio<;t and garrison, fihe no longer found on 
her northern frontier a noinbcr of detuched .^reii*- 
dial! villages, each seporately manugeablc under 
k'uders devoted to tier, uui] furnishing her with, 
hardy soidiers i nor faad slie the friendly city of 

Tegea, tied to Imrby a long-standiDgpbilir’Laeinuan 
oligarchy and tradition. Under the strong revolU' 
tion «f feeling whicli followed on the defeat of tlio 
Spur lulls ut icuktra, the small Arcadian commit* 
nitiee. eneounigeU and guided by Epouiinundas, bad 
efiu^liilnied Ihuttiftelvus into itie great fortified city 
of Megub^polist now the centre of u Pan*ArtrudKin 
cviiledciticy, with a synod (culled the Ton Thousand) 
rretiuefitly ussouihlrd there to decide u|mu matter^' 
of inlereiil nod poticy common to liie various 
lioiju ui I he Arcadian nniuc Tcgea too had undjcr* 
gone a (lollticai rovuiution i w) ilmt these twocUid*' 
contmiitnous with other aiid (oniiiiig logeibif 
the iiuithcm ffiKilier oi’ Spai La, converted her Ar* 
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odiun neighbours I'roro vutuable iitfttranit'nlij into 
ibi'tnidablG oneiuioa. 

llul this lugs of foreign auxiliary force and dignity 
nrae not the wor^st which S^iartn hud eulfcnid. On 
her north-weatcrti froiiUcr (coRterminoue oJao uitli 
Megatopoiis) slood the uewly-vunstitutcd city of 
rc!!|ircui!iitjng au utuputtitjoii of ueuriy 0!)e« 

JiHif of SiNirloii lerrUory unU eithutunin!. The 
wcBterti and more fertile half of Lucortiu had been 
mvered from Sparta, and wue divided hcLwecm 
vnrimiu otherindcjicndent cities; being 
tilled chieHy hy those who lind once been Periteki 
and fldoTs of SpartiL. 

Ill the phrase of Grecian hi»tary on which wa are 
now abont to enter—when the collective HelL'ujc 
world, for the first time sines the invuflion of Xerxes, 
was abont to Ue thniwn upon it# defence agnJiist a 
foreign enemy from Muccdoma—ibis ullorcd pmi- <uih<^ 
tiuu of Sparta was iicircninstaucc of grave nimncnt. 

Not only were the Pel upon Ossiims dunnited, and 
deprived of their rommon chief i but Mfegalopalls

TIig once powerful PcIoponDcsian eystem was 
in fact completely bnuken up. Corinth, SiUyou, 
Plilins, Trwzenj and Eptdaums, valuobtoaa 
ary alatca and as tdlles of Sparta, were onw do* 
Inched rroiii all political comUiuationi aiming only 
to keep clear, each for itself, of all share in collieinn 
between Sparta and Thebes*. It would appear also 
that Cdriutli had rccvutly been u]>prcsaed and dis* 
turbod by the lempumry despotistn of Timopbanes, 
deecrihtid in niy last chapter; though the date of 
that event cannot be prectsely made out. 

Itui ibe grand and [jrciHindemting forces of l ist' 
las now resided, for the first lime in our liuloiy% 
without, and not within, Peloponnesus; at Alhew

year d5d a.c. At liens had AUstained no consider¬ 
able fos9, during the struggles wbicli eniJed iu tho 
teunContion tiitcr the buttle of Mantliiea | and her 
I'ondition atifiear* on the whole lo liave been better 
than it had ever lieeu since her disaatera at the 
close of the rt’1o|joanes>an war, 

Tlie power of TiiclicB also was imposing nnd for- 
midablo. She had indeed lost many of tbose tVto- 
[loriucsian allies who funuL'd the overwhelming array 
of Epominontlas when be first fnmlk'd Laconia, 
under ihc fresh anti-Spartau impulse immedintely 
sneoeeding the battle of Lcuktni. Sbe retained! 
only Argos, together with Tcgea, Megnloputis, and 
Atesi^uA Tbc ihrei' kisl added IitUi; to her slrcnglli, 
iinrl neeiled brr watchful ^upjvirl; a firicc whirli 
Bpuiiiinoudiis had licoii [K’lfcctty wilting 1 h pay Ear 
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the e^tabUfibment of a st mug frotitii^r ngniost Spitna. 
But tUe liwly uf exim PelopouiM^iiiii allies grouped 
rouDil Tlieb(n« w»s still coiisidernble': tbe i^hu* 
kitins uiiil l^ikriaus, ttic Mulians, tlie Kcmkteotei 
uwwi ot' tin; 'FliussaUaiifi, unti inaet (if iiul nU) 
of the inliuHifftnls of Bub<£a ; perhaps! also the 
Akanianmns, TIic Plioktatta wem indeed reluctant 
ft I lies, disiKiSid to drcttinucribe their ohligalloii* 
willun the nurrawest timita of aiutual defoocc in 
enifu of invastoa t and we alinll praaenUy find the 
reiuUonfi between the two becoming poflitivdy fans- 
tile. Ilesideji tUcae idUes, lliO nicbans jwsscssed 
the rtdnabic position oi'Qropus,oii the luirlh-enatertt 
frouiier oi Attica} u town which had been wrerfcd 
from Athens six yenm before, to the profound mof' 
tlficatioii of the Athenians, 

But over and above allies without B<eotia, 11u'h« 
had prodtgionsly increased the power of Iwr dty 
w'itiiin IfoEotia. Site liad appropriated lo bcrselt the 
territories ef Platte a and Tliespia' on her sututifin]. 
frontier^ and of Koronein and OrchomenuB nc»t 
upon her northern t by conquest and partial cxpiil* 
sion of their prior inhabitants. Ilow and when tliesu 
urquisiuons Imd been brooglit about, has hecn cx- 
lihiiifld in iny preceding volume*; here i iDi?rely

'I’lii* new ixraiUon thus acqtiired by Tlicbea in gtiiyn^ 
Ikeotiii, imrchnsed at the co^t of extiiigni&hing ciii»* <it 
three or four antononnnrs cities, is a fact of much 
niuiueut in reference to the period now before ns; 
imt simply because it swelled the power and pride 
of the Thebans theinselves; but also because it 
niised a lUtmg ttody of unfnvouraUle eeiitimvnt 
against them in the Hellenic mind. dtiHl at the 
time when Ihe S^mitanw had lost nearly one*hnir of 
Lneomn, the Tlieluuia had aunexed to their own 
city unC'-tinrd of the free IkboLmn icrrilory. The 
reviral of free Mcsscniaii ciluensliip, atlcr a hub* 
ttended existence of more ihun two coufimes, hail 
reix’iilty been wulcomdl with untvental satisfuolion.

own provuiee, and to cueuurage his frienda and ed> 
diera by coDcetive harnngueah in a style oiid apirit 
such ae the Macednaians bad uerer before Eieuid 
from regal li^«s— he contrived to leoci: ad' ilio attack 
of Uio Athenians until a more convenient mutarnt. 

He loiew that tho possoaaioii of Amphipnltl was 
the great purpose for ivliich they Imd hccu carry lug 
on war against Macedonia for eonte years, tind Air 
which ilicy now espoused the cause of ArgtouH. 
Aceurdiiigly he prorcssed his readiness at once to 
«r.\tsniiii give up fa thern this important ptnee, wiihdmwing 
the Macedonian garritiou ivhcreby PerdikkaF hud 
held it against tUeot, and leaving the town to its 
own citizens. This not wiis prOhablr nMwtnied hy 
the Athenians os tantamoutit to an actual ccsaton ! 
for cron if Amphipolis bIidoUI still liohl out iigoiniit 
Lhem, they doubtcrl not of their {lowcr to reilurc it 
when unaided. Philip farther ttcspntclicd letters to 
Alheiis, cjtprcsaing an anxioas dcrire to be received 
into lier nlliancc, on the same friendly terms w his 
father Aniyntas before liim*, ‘JIicsb proceediu-fs 
scam to have had IJnj efTcci of making the Alhf- 
luuiiG tukewanu in the cause of Argieus* For Maa- 
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tins the Atltenina admiral, though he conveyed 
that prince hy sea t(» .McitiAud) yet sUyed in ttie 
seaport himself, tfiiile Ar^ns tonrclied inland— 
with some rctuniing' estUen, a lioity of mereetiarieg, 
antldfew Athenian vulmiteerrf — lOjKgr or iakusat.

These opciutions against the intuud nuighbcuis ' 
of Macedonia must hove occupied a year or two.

According to the spirit of the coiivenlkm, 
sworn 111 Sparta, JmiiicdiaLeiy Ijcfore the buttle of 
LeukLm, and of the subsciiuenl nlUsrtce, sworn at 
Athe]i 9 ,a few months aft crwaids*—obligatory and in- 
dufviisihlc confederacies stood generally coudunued

When Chares ninrelicd 
up to the waits, the Chinns and their altics felt strong 
enough to corao forth and im^.nrd n battle, with, no 
detrisivc result; wliilc Chabrias at the earno time 
attempted with the fleet Ui force bis way into the 
Inubour, Lint the prucaulions for defence had bean 
efleelively taken, and the Chian seamen were rcHo- 
luie. Cbnhrias, leading the altaok with lut elmrac* 
teristie imiictiiositr, hecaiue entouglcel inuong the 
enemy'* vessels, was nltuuked on alt sides, and fell 
gullanlly tigUUng' fhe other Athenian ships uither 
were not furwnrd in follnwitig him, or could make 
no i mpresslou- Their attack completely failed, and 
the fleet was obliged to retire, witli Ultic toss op(ift.- 
rouily, except that of the bmve ad mi nil. Cltareo 
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with hi» land fofco liflviflB tiwii ngisiii laktiti nljon4'd, 
Uji? Alli^niftos forltmillj eaited sway from 

Thru Kimlsc at Citioii wa» a 4 t;finu« mi$rortuu« 
to xUbmid. Such was the dearth of mihtnry mt-a 
and Itic decline of Uie military spirit, in that city, 
that the loss of a wuriike citiisen, dmitig; as a 
soldier uod tned us a coaiinaadur, like OhobrtaSf 
was auver afterwards repaired. To the Chums ami 
their allies, on the other hand, the event was highly 
encoumgitig. 'Ilioy were enahlcd, not merely to 
maiutain their revolt, hut even to obtuiti freah sup- 
]H>rt,and to draw into the like defection other allies 
of Athens—among them seemingly Sestos and other 
eiticft un tHe Hellespont. For same inooths they 
np[>enr to have remained masters of the sea, with n 
rteel of lOQ triremes, diBCtiihorking niid inflicting 
tlevastntion on the Athenian islands of Lemnos^ Im- 
hrns, Samos, and elfiC'wherc, so os to collect a sum 
for defraying their etpenses. lliey were cwn strong 
enough to press the town of Samoa by dose siege, 
until at length the Atheiiiana, not without delay 
and difficulty, got together a licet of 120 triremes, 
under the joint coiumond of Chores, IpLlkrates wiili 
bis non Mcaraiheus, and Tnnotheua, Notwith^ 
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staiitiittg lhal Sn(t]t>n tra* uiulcr stege, -Albcoiim 
nfltnimts thought it prudent tndirect tlii-tr tirsl cflorie 
to the retluciion of Byzuutium; probably irqm the 
paraniQuJil iniitorPuitM; uf keepiug Oi«!U Ihe two 
straits between tbc EuKine and the in order 

that the corn'I hips, out of the former, might come 
through in iiafety’. To prolect lijauntiniu, the 
Chians and their allies raised the siege o( Santos, 
and sotled fortliwlih to ttic Heltespont, in which 
nafftjw strait both ileels were collected —sls the 
Atlieninns and Lucedn'111001011* hnd been ilurltig the 
closing years of llio Peloimnneuian war. A [dan nt 
naval action had been coaoerliid by tlie three Athe¬ 
nian coroniandere, Htid was on the |Joint of taking 
place, when tlierc Hupervened a sudden a term, which, 
in the judgement botli of Iphikratcs anti Timotlieua, 
rendered it rash and perilous to persist in Ihi? ext- 
cution. Iliey therefore held wlT, whilo Charen, 
judging dift'crciitly. Called Upon Uie triemtehs and 
seuroen to follow him, and rushed into the fight 
without his coUcagues, He wa« defeated, or at 
least was obliged to retire without accomplishing 
nnylhing. But eo incensed was be against Ins two 
colleagues, that lie wrote a despatch to Athens no* 
cufiitig them i>i corruption and culpable backward¬ 
ness against the cocniy*. 
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Tim Ihrutf joiul ntttntnJs worn ilius placed not 
merely in o|i|»(»itiut>f but in bitter conAjut, itmon^ 
ilieumdvcss. Ai the trial of acconntability, uutlor- 
gono by all of llmni not tong aftcni'iirdft at Atliens, 
Cbercs stood forward as ibc formal accuser of lits 
two colleagues, wlio in Uieir turn also accused 
biro. He was iscconded iti bis attack by Amto* 
pIiGti, one of ibc roust pi-acliscd onvtora of the day, 
Botit of them cliarscd Ipbikrates and 'l'imt>tl«Mis 
with having received bribes froiit tlie Chian* stud 
Rhodiatm*. and hclm'cd ibeir trust; by descrliog 
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CharL’» rtt the eriivcfll iiioincrtl wlicii H U<id beeji 
fk'lenniiicd Utffiwhnihl to fightj qqiI when on iiii- 
portont stM;c<;ijs mtjjitl hovu hoeu aained. 

How the justice of ihfl rajHi Hlood, we cnnnot ilc- 
cide. The elmroii:ic« of Iplukmtos titid *fimol liens 
raise litrong presutnptioii lhal ilicy wffO in the I'ipht 
anil ihtiir accuser in Iho wrong. Yet it tnuat W rfr* 
collcctwl that ihe AlUoiiau ptibiic (and probably 
every other p«hlic—amaeui or niwiem—Ruamtii 
flnglish, or Kieucli) wuutH ttaliirally lympallii^e 
with the forward and doriog admirot, who led the 
wav into ucilon. fearing tieltherihe atonn nor the 
anewy, and callmg upon hU colleagui^ *o feUow. 
IphikrtUee and Timolhous douhllesH insisted otmn 
ibe roshnees of his proceediiiga, and act fortli the 
violence of the gale. Hut this again would W de¬ 
nied by Chores* and would aland as a point where 
the evidence w-as contmdirtoty j captoiiis and sen- 
men being produced an wituesBcs on both sidw. 
and the deet being probably divided into two oji^ 
ptwinc parlies. Tlic feeling of the Athenian Dihajl-t 
might imOirolly be* tlmt Ipliikrotes null Tlmotheu. 
oughl never to have let their colleague go mto iic- 
tioii wnassiBled* even tUough they disapproved of 
Uie proceeding. Ipbikmtes defendcfl himself parily 
by tinpcaeiiLug lUe behaviour of Chares, partly by 
hitter retort opon his tdlicr accnact Anstophou. 
“ Would you thcasketll betray the fleet for money ? 
"No/* was tlie reply. “Weil, then* you. An^

WE umke out but imperfetMly. Ami it ajipeawtlml 
Ipliikrales, far from Diouerating hltiiscJf by throw¬ 
ing blame ouTiniotiitJus, EmphuticuUy assumed the 
reapoDsibility of the wliole proceeding« wliiJe bis 
son Muuestiions tctiJered au accurate account, 
within hiar«vrn knowledge, of all the funds received 
mid disbursed by the armv ^ 

Tlic cause asaigned by Isokrates, the porsonai 
fi-icinl of TiinotbeuB, is, the cxlrcnie unpopulnrity 
of tlw Latter iu iha city, 'Huiugli as a general and 
tin fiitcign service, Timotheiis conducted Idiiisnlf 
not only with scrupulous justice to every one, but 
with rnre forbciixance towards ihe maritnuo allies 
wdiom other generals vexed and plundered—^yei at 
home his demeanour was in tolerably arrogant anil 
ofiensive, espceiaily towards the lending spenkers 
who took part in public affairs. NVhllo recognised 
as a mnii of ability nud ns a gcnEral who hud ren¬ 
dered valuable service, he had thus incurred ]ier* 
soaul U(i|U)pularity anil mode tutmerous enemteti 
ebiedy atniing those most able to do him linns- 
I>iiikralc:$ tells u$ that he hud himself frequently 
remonAlraicd with Timotheus (as Plato adoiotiiahcd 
Djou) ou this serious fuiilt, which overclouded his 
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rent ability, caused him to iMrtotallj'misiJniienstaod, 
ttod laid up a^tuu^l liim a fuiul uf popular liialike 
sure to lake mebtiefiuly eifacl on sotnt* lultahlc oe- 
casian. 'rmiotheuifi (siicordm^ tn , thcmgii 

aiimitlio^ ilic jiistita: oi thu reproof, was unable to 
coni]vter his owu tiutuml liispositmnli' Uiteh ^vos 
tlio bearing af this ciiiiucnt man, aa dsscribcil b;' 
bis iriUniiitC rtteud, wu may judge huw it wiuultl In- 
ccRfo unfriendly politjctiins, and e^‘etJ msitifereni i>eis 
sons who Uiic^w biiii only from bis obvious exterior. 
Ipliikmtrs, Ihough by natnre a proud mni), wiis 
more disoreet and ocmeiUatorT in his detiieanour, 
mill more alive to lUo mistliief of potitical odiutn*. 
Moreover he see tut to have been anetfectivu apaker* 
ill public, and his popularity among tlic rnililary 
men in Athens was sso marked, that on Ibis vtiry 
tnal many of them manifcstetl thiur synijwlhy by 
npiietaring in arms near the Dikaatery*. Under 
llitrse dreu til stances, we may easily untlmtand that 
Cliares- and Arlstophon might find it convenient to 
press theirchargcmore pointedly agmust Tlniothuits

The loss of aucli a eiti^eii as Timotltctis was n 
fresb inisforLune to her. He bad conducted licr ^ 
armies with signal success, muintaioed (be lionuur 
of her name tUrougbout the Eastern and Westeni mi'twM 
Sens, and greatly cxletidect the list of tier foreign JSLIT 
allies. She bud recenily lost Cbabrlns In liattie; 
a second general, 'I'imotlieus, was now taken from 
her; and the lltird, Ipbikratest though ac(|uUted at 
the last trial, aecmsj us far as we can tiiakc out, 
never to have beett subseipirntly employed on mili. 
tary command. These lliree were the lost emiiicnt

Chores jQitii.'ti ArtnUazuft Vfilli Jiis owu anuj'i reia- 
forctul hy a^liliutiiKkl hoclit]^ of lut-rcenoriw recijaliy 
lijshaiideil by Ihe Piiwou satrdjjs. WilJn this en. 
tire fon;a5 he gfffe battle to the kiiig^ tTOOi«> under 
the command of Titbroustes, and gamed a splendid 
victory ; tj|iun which Artobazua ivcnuaemtt.'d him 
8u Uberallj% as to place ihc whole Atbenmo army 
in leiujmrnry allltieiicu. llie AlbcoLans ai liomc 
were at first miieh diKpleuswl with ihrir geiiera], for 
violating his inaLrucUoiia, and witiidrawirvg liis army 
from its prescribed and legitimate task, Tlic news 
of bis victory, however, aatl of liie lucrative re- 
oompcitse followiag it, souiewboi mnllificd Lbena. 
But presently they Icarnctl that the Persian king, 
indigunni at such a gratuitous :)^res4;1an nn their 
piirt, wm ei|uipping a large fleet to second the ope- 
retioDs of their cnetnice. Iiilimidated by tbc pro* 
apret of Perajitn attack, lliey liecamc anx^ions to coR' 
elude peace with the revolted nllies i who on Ihcir 
part were nut less anxious to tcrmiuale tbe war. 
Eiiibassitrs being exchangwl. and tiegoitotinnfl 
opened, in the ensuing year (!i55 b.c,, tbc third of 
tbe war) a [leoice was sworn, whereby tbe Athenians 
recognised the complete mvtmiomy, and severance 
frntti their confederacy, of the revolted cities 0bios, 
Kbixlce, Kos, and Bysmiii-ium',

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Such wan llie Icniiiiuilittu of llitf Social War, 
which fatoJly iTiipaircfl llic poorer, and lowered the 
diindty, of Alliena. Imperfectly ae wo know* the 
events, it ademE clear that lier efforts ui meet tbU 
formidable revolt were feeble and iDnde<jtuite j eviti" 
oinj* asad tiowjifall of energy since tlxc year dI2 a.c., 
when she had contended with tranacendent vigour 
against similar and even greater calamities^ only n 
year after her irn:[iarahle diBaaier before Syractise- 
tngltitJoua AS the resuSt of the Social was, it 
had nevertbulces been lastly, biiU left Athens poor, 
'llic nimuai rerennes of her confederacy were greatly 
h^ttened by the acocasion of so many important 
cities, aiiU her public itoaeury was cxlinuiitiMl. It 
is jio^l at this time that the aetirity of DcmoEtlicues 
JIB a public ndvifitir beg jus. In a speech delivered 
this year (355 b,c.), he notes the poverty of the 
treasury ; and refers back to it in discourses of after 
titni- as a fact but too notoiiaus'. 

Uui ibe misfortunes ansiog to Athens from thn 
Social War did not come atone. It had tho farther 
effect of rendering her less conifteLent for dofeiicc 
against the early aggressiona of Philip of Afaccdon,

Philip was not tiie man to let tliero enjoy the oppor¬ 
tunity longer than he could help, or to defer the 
moment of actire operations as they did. Towards 
the close of 358 a.C., finding his hands free from 
impediments in ttie interior, he forthwitUtomiueuced 
the siege of Ampliipohs. The in habitants are said 
to have been unfavourably disposed towards him, 
and to have given him many causes for war'. It b 
not easy to uuderstiLnd what these causes could 
have Inren, seeing liial so short n time before, the 
town had been garrisoned by Macedonians tiivoketl 


as protectors against Athens i nor were the inhu- 
hiiants in any condition to act aggrewivdy against 

Philip. 

Having in vniri eumruoned Ainpliipolis to eur- 
rciider, PhJlij> conimonced a etreiitious siege, ftSiail- 
tng the wailfl with biilleriug-mtnm and other tndiUiry 
engines. The weak points ut* the fortilictitiou mufil 
have been well known to him, froio his own sol* 
dicra who had iHrca recently in gswttsou. The inha¬ 
bitants defeaderl thcnnfclves with vigiiur; but *4^ 
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vaa now Ihc ctmnet: uf circumstances, Itmt they 
were fotetrd ic Milicil Lhedr aticicut ciicuiy Atlions 
for a\i\ QgainsI Uic Mneeduaian pnnee. fheir etk^ 
voy&Uierux and SlruiLiklc!;, Atlicua sLiurtly 

after tJtc succe^hful cltti^e uf the AlJiciunti exj.iediti(»i 
ta i^ubccu, |irc»3C4itcd itiemselvc’s hefore the jnibtic 
assembly, urgently iu^'itiug the Athenians to cemo 
forlliwith and occupy AmphipoUs, os the only 
chance of rescue /I'om Alucetluiiium ikiminion^.. ^Vc 
lUTU not certaiii whelher the Social W'lir had yet 
hreken nut; if it had, Athena would be too inucfi 
pressed wtLU nnxiettca uriKing out of so furmidahlo 
a rev nil, to Littv^e means disposable even for the 
tempting recovery of Hie long-lost Attiphiijolifi, But 
ut Dtiy rale Philip Uad foreseen and counterworked 
the pmyors of the Ain[)hipalitans. He acni aconr- 
tenuB letter to the Atheuiana, noiiuiuuting thnin thol 
lie was Itestegiug the town, yet recDgnising it (w 
belonging of right to them, and praniiBiitg to restore 
it to them when he should have succeeded in the 
capture^ 

Aifuch of the future histary of Greece lunied upon 
the niBiinur in wiiich Athens dentt with these two

ulntoid efforts of Philip. But l!mt luLal i auction 
which had Ikm^oihc their genenil bescttitig stn, wan 
un the preaenl occasion encouraged by sortie planai-' 
hie. yol delusive, plena. The news of the ilauger 
of the Aiiipldpulitans would be not unwelcumc at 
Alheas—wUone strung aversion was cniennined to¬ 
wards Ihcio, ns rcfructoiy occupants of a lerritory 
nol their own, and ns huviiig occosiucteH reficidcd 
lr>ss and humiliation m the Athciitati anus- Nor 
could ihfi Atheaiaas at once sidfl their paint of view, 
iH> as to coiitcm|i]atc llic iiuwdlon on the gmiiad pf 
policy alone, mid to reeogawe Ihese old cncttiici as 
pers<.ias whose ijitcrcsts hnd now conic into hafinony 
with their own. On the oilier hand, the iirescni 
temiwr of tlic Atlwoiaus towards Plulip was higUy 
hivournblc- Not only bad they lontlc peace with him 
during the preceding year, but liicy also felt that 
he hud treated them well both iit evaeualiDg Amphi- 
|Kilis and in dismissing honourably their citi^oa 
who had been taken prianou-r^ in tlie army ol hta 
compatitor Argreos*. Hence Uicy were prrdtspoa^ 
Id errtlit Ids fi^tivc asaorance, that heooly

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to take tile |itace iu onicr to expel a tfoublesauiB 
imjnilation wtio iiaci vri-aogcil auil annoyed him, and 
that he would readily liand U over to its nghtful 
ovmcrft the Athenians. To gmut the opijlicaiion of 
the Amphi poll tans fur aith would tliutt appear, at 
Athens, to he conrtiug a new w'ar ami breaking with 
a valunlile friend, in order to protect on udioiie 
enemy, nnd to &ccurif au ac(]aisitian which would 
at all cveuU come to Ihetu, even if they renuuucd 
still, through the cession of Philip. It i® neceasary 
to dwidl upon the mu lives which determiiied Athens 
on this occasirin tu refrain from iiUcrferenco ■. since 
there were probably few of her resolution® wbiLh 
she afterwards luurc bitterly regretted. The letter 
of aasurance from Philip was received and trusted i 
the envoys from AtnpJiIpolis wore dismissed with 
a refusal. 

rapipoV Deprived of all hope of aid from Athens, the 
Aruphiprditnoa still held out a® long a® they could. 
But a partv in the town enteml into corres|iondeuce 
with Philip to betray it, and the defence thus grodO' 
ally became tbehicr. At length he made a brcimh 
in the walls, suiUcicnt, with the aid of partisan® 
within, to carry the city by not without 

a brave rcmstancc from those wlio still remained 
faithful. All the dti^ns unfriendly to him were 
expelled or (led, liie rest were Irceied with leoity* 
but we arc told that little favour wa® shown hy 
Philip toward® thoae who had helped in the hcttayal*.

by the Uoiiiuos. He took no steps to fnlfil hi* pfo- 
mitte of hninling over the place to the Ailienians, 
who doubtless sent enibassicB to demand it. Tbe 
Social War, iuilceJ. which Just now broke out, 
absorbed oil Iheir care and all their forces, ao that 
ilicy were unable, amidst their diBastraua revcrBCA 
at Chios and elsewhere, lo take energetic Tocoflurea 
in referentsj to Philip and Auiphijiolis. Nevertheleas 
be still did not peremptorily rcfu::e tlia *urrt*iiiJcr, 
but continued to oujuse the Allieiilans with delusive 
hopes. auget«t*d througli his partiiuins, paid or 
voluntary, in die public aescmbly. 

ll wna the room ncoesaary for him to jK>3t[mnr 
aiiv.ouen breach with Athena, UMjanae liie Olyn- IfiU*-* 
tlmii* hml conceived serious nlami Tram His con- 
quest of Auiphiixilis, and bad eeivt lo negotiate a 
Utioty of amity aiwl ftllittncc with Uia Alhaiiun^. 

Such BlIiauMp had ii Wa condud^l, would have 
impeded the farllicr aclieiiiea of Philip- Bui hiEi 
jiottijiaoit al Alliens procured liie di^^misesal of I lie 
Ulyjithiim envuvii by renewed a&iurmices ihut the

Ilut as tii^e Pydnteaiis tven; known to 
be ndi^ersclo the transfer, secrecy was indiapenwiliJc 
ill the prelitninary prqeeetUugs i ao that AnUphon 
unil Cbnridetiaui, the two envoys nuincd, took llisir 
iiiBtructiuns from the Senate and made their rctioils 
only to the Senate. Thu puhhe att^'tnhly iK/iikg 
infimned tlmt negotintiona, nuavoidahly scenCi 
wort priMcediiig. to enanru the uc<|iusitiou of Ata- 
phipoUs—waa persuaded to repel the advances of 
Olynthtia, as welt m to look upon Philip atUl as o 
friend*.

Oitf acftiitv author 
ntii> mcroJj' inform us, thiil during the fir^t two 
years (SriS-IioG s-c.). while Atbuns vras absorbed 
by her tiieaslrans Social War, Philip bcgsin to act 
as licr avowed eomuy, I Ic comiucred from her nut 
only Pydnu and oilier [daces for himself, but also 
Palidn!!! for the Olynihian*. Wenre told 'Ual Pydnn 
vtM iKirjycii-to Pivilip by a party uf tmitors in the 
mwii*; ami he prolmbly availed liimseif of the seerd 
pi'tx[itisitii>ris made by Alhena respecting the ex- 
chaiiffc of Pydna fur AraphipoUs, to cxasiwrate the 
fS'dtia*nns against her had faith j siuec they would 
have ground for resenting the project of trana- 
ferriog them uiiilerhaiid, cauttary lo tlicir own in* 
cUnatToiu Pydna was the jdacc bcaiegeJ mnl 
captured* Savcrol of its inliabilauls, on the groiuid 
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of prior ofTence towards Macedonin't $ire said to 
have been alaidi while even Ihoae who had betrayed 
ihe town were ctJotcrnpfttoMftly fn*atcd< The Hiege 
lastcxl long enougli to traiismit news to Alhenaj, 
and to roeeivo aid, liad the Atheninna acted wltli 
proper celerity in despatching forocs. But cither 
Uje pressure of the Social War—«r the impatience 
of personal vendee aa wdl aa df pecuniary payment 
—or both causes operating together—made them 
IwlitmUiaad witii the exigency. Several Alheniau 
citiaens were taken in i^ttna and sold into elAverj, 
suiMc being nuisatucd by Detuustheiiffi* out of Itis 
own funds; yet we cannot tiiakc out clearly that 
any ndief at oil wos sent from Athens*. If any 
ttnb sent, it caiuo too laic. 

Etpiftl tardiness woa shown in the relief sent to 
Pol«ta?a*—though the sii^, carried on joinlly by 
I^tilip and the OlytilhtatTS, was Imth tong nitdccrilly * 
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—and thougli tliere wefc * body of AUienTana 
sett lei’s <Kk«rfietis) reaUknt there* tF bom the capture 
of tba place cx}H!l!cd from their bouses and pm* 
pertim'. Even for Ibe rescue of ibtssc fetlow- 
citi?!ens» H docs not appear that any native Atlie- 
niaiis would undertalte the burtien of personal 
service'- tlic relieving force deaptdebed soeuiB to hove 
consisted «f a general with mercciiBr)" foreifitiem * 
wbOj as no pay wen provided for them, postpontfl 
the cnlerpiiBc on wbicb ibey were scut lo the 
teniptiition of plundering clitewliere for tbdr ow«i 
profit*. It was lUuR that Philip, without ony 
express diiclaration of war, commenced u soriia of 
hostile measures against Athens, and deprived her 
of several valuable marilioie iKUisessiona on the 
coast of Mneedouia and 'nirnee, besides bis breach 
uf fai lb respecti og the cession of Amph Ipol is*. AH er 
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her los$«9 fmtiL tii<* Socin) Wur. and her dis^ppciJut* 
tneiit nboul Auipliiiialjs, filie waii y«l JHrtlier ftror- 
tififd hy lieeing Pycinp pAJM into his htmds, and 
Fulida^a (t!>e moal iiupurtaut iu Thrace 

ntm lu Aniphijjolip) tn[ti ihoHr of Olyntlius. Her 
iiiipo^erishttcl settlers returned home, doubtless with 
hitter compfaittLn agaiitst the aggression, but also 
with just vexation against the tnnUncss of their 
ComiiryuiQU in sending relief. 

These two years had been so employed liy Philip 
aa to advance prodigiously his power and astxnd- 
ency. Me Imd depiiveti AUiciis of her hold U|>0U 
the Titermatc gutf, In which she now seems uidy 
to have FCtainetl the luw'u of McthAni^, instead 
of the errks of ports round the gulf aciiuired iiir 
her by Timotlieus'. He had conciliated the good* 
wilt of the OlyaiLkns hy his cesstoii of Anlhcnius 
and Petida-a ; the latter place, from its commond- 
ing situation ati the isthmus of Pullciid, giving 
ihcu] the mastery uf that |i«nii)sida*, and en- 
suring i wlmt (o Philip was of great importance) 
their enmity with Aiheus. ilu not only jii]proved 
iho maritimo conveuiences uf Ainphipolis, hut 
alAO extended his ainjuisiitons into the auriferous 
rcgioita of Mount Pangurua eastward of llie Stry- 
nion. He {mseased luinirelf of That productive 
ctmnlry immediately facing ilic Island of 'Ilinsos; 
W'herc I»olh llnulaus and Allieninhs tmd mice 
cunieDdrcl for the righta of mining, and from 
whence, ap[>arent]y, bath hud extracted valnubU*

produce. In llie itiicrior of tliis re^on he fountlrd 
(I new city calliffl Philipiiu eiilorgcd ffoiu u previoua 
town called Kremdes, rtccoily ftiuuded hy (he ITia* 
HiDitK: and ho louk »uch ctFcctivc ineaeuroa for 
iJicTcasing itiBiuelalllc work* in Ihc wfjgliboufUoo'lt 
lIjhi ihey presently yielded to him a large revenue; 
nreording to Diwlonis, oot le^^s than lOtKI luleois 
per aniimn'. He caused a new gdd ct>u' i<» he 
struck, hearing « iiumo derived from his own, f iic 
fresh source of wcalili thus opened was of tlw 
greatest niument to him, as fumiflhiug means lo 
mpci the tronsUnlly incrCTi^ng exjMmsc of hi» mili* 
tary fm'cc. He had full employment to kc(7p his 
soldiers id training i for the nuiious of the Ulterior 

_ Illyrians, Paeon ions, and ‘I’hfncittns—liumbled but 

not subducilp rose nguiii in arms, and toed again 
jointly to redaim thdf indepcncleucc. Tim ormy 
of Philip—under his general Pormcuio, of whom 
we t}ow hear for llie first timi^“defeoicd them, and 
ogaiii rediu.^ them to sohiuistsiou*' 

It was during this interval too that Philip mar¬ 
ried Olympiosrdaoghtcr of Ncoplolciuns prince of 
t lie Motossi^, nod descended from the undent 
losainii kings, who boasted of an heroic ^akid 
genealogy. Philip had seen her at the religious 
myslcrics iu the island of Samothmee^ where both 
wore initiutwl at Urn same time. In violence of 
tetnper—^iu jealous, cruel, and vindictivu disposi* 
tion—shi* forms almoal a parallel to the Persian 
(j^ucens Amestris and Purysniis* The fcpirotic wo- 
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men, lU welt OA the Tiiradan, were mueli given to 
the Biicchnnaliaii religious ritea, celebnited with 
fierce ccstecy^ tunid the moontuin (solltmles in ho¬ 
nour of Dionysus'* To this species of religwiM 
excitement o'lymjH»s we* pcculiiuriy susceptible, 
Slio is SRitl to have been fond of tame stialwi piny* 
ing arautnl her, nnU to have indulged in ceremoniat 
of tnugic and incanution*. Her temper sniJ dio- 
racter bccomCf al^er no long tinted repulsive and 
even alarming to Philip. Dut in llie year 356 a.c. 
she bore U) him a son, afterwards renowned as 
Alexander the Great. It woe in the »!Uminer of 
this yeart not long after the taking of Patiflaja, that 
Philip received nearly at Uia same liino, Ihreomta' 
seuger« with good news—the birth of hia son; the 
deffifti of the lllyriani Uy Panneuioj and the suc¬ 
cess of one of hia running Itorees ol the Olympic 
games*.

It lias Ijsgh recoontad iti tlic iiFvoediiig chapter, h^ts 
PliiUp, during llic conuouanee of the Socint War, 
aggnindiscKi himsetfin Macedonia and Thrace at ihe 
expenw of Alhijns, by I he a^uisitiim of Araphipo. 
lift* Pydna, and PuUdtua—the two last aetunlty taken 
from tier, the drsl captured tndy under false naaii- 
rojicea held out to her white ho wna besieging it: 
how he had farther strcnglhencd hiuiBctf by enlist¬ 
ing Olynthos both as on ally of his own, mid a» on 
enemy of the Atlieniono. lie had thus i)cgun the 
war against Athens, iMually spoken of oe the war 
about Aniphipotis, which losted wit boot any fownal 
jwace for Iwctve years. Tlio reebtance upposed by 
Athens to these his dmt aggressions Imd been faint 
and ineffective—partly owing to emharrnssmento. 
But the Social War htul not yet terminated, when 
new embafrassments and compUcatians, of a lar 
more formidable nature, sprang «p elsewhere^ 
known by tlie name of the Sacred War, reuding 
tijc very entrails of the Hellenic world, and pftifit- 
able only to the indefatigable aggressor in Mace¬ 
donia. 

The Aiuphiktyomciissemhly, which we ehoU now 
find exaltcil into on inauspicious notoriety, was an 
Hellenic iustitutioTi ancient and venerable, hut raraly 
inv(^tc{] witli prucUctil tflficiency. Tiiough poUlical 
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by it rciigioufl iu. iU main purjiofitf, 

UAmcintcd With the worship of Apulia at Delphi atiil 
of DfmCtCr at TlteroaopyJK* Its assemblieB wore 
hold twice annually—in gpring at Delphi, in autumn 
at Tiiermopylie; while in every fourth year it prc’ 
aided at the cejehration of llju great Pythian festivsl 
near Delphi, or appointed perKOiiii In presitlu in il* 
name. It coiiBbted of deputies caUed Hiemmno- 
tnoticsatid Pytagora*, sent hy lliu twelve ancient na¬ 
tions or friictioEU of the Melionic tmmn, who were 
rtCDgtuied an its constituent body; rhcfiSfillans* 
BtHofiona, Dorians, lonians, PerrhafhiaJis, Mag-- 
iifitea, Ixdirisns, (l^iieaiis nr jdilnianes, Aclncansi 
Maliat IS, I'iiolt iauB, Dolu (Mm . I'h we were th e t weJ vc 
Tint tons, sole partners in the Amphiktyonic sacred 
rites and meetings- each nation, small and great 
alike, having two votes in tite decision and tm more; 
and each dty, small and great alike, contributing 
ei(ually to make iip the two voles of that nation to 
which it belonged. Thus Sparta counted only us 
one of the various communities forming ihe Doriun 
nation : Athens, in like manner in the Ionian, not 
su()crior in rank to EirytUnu or Prl^nA*.

***^.“ '* mMhIted to any impopturil purpose, in iLe political 
ThebS affaire of Greece- —is proved by the fact that it is

In the year 857 D.C., a second attempt was made 
by Ttiebea to employ the autboriiy of Uic Amphi*

T)»r»M>. bouristhc Phokiaiis. The latter had been, from old 
time, border*enemies of theTliebasiB, Lnkriauo, and 
Thessalimis. Unti] the haUle of Leuktra, Uicy had 
Ibugitt as alUes of Sparta against Ttiebca, but had 
imbinilted to Tlmbcs after that hattle, and iiad con- 
Li lilted to be her alUcs, Uiuugh less and less cordial, 
until the battle ofMantinea nod Lbe death of Eimrut- 
fumdna'- Since that tlnie, ttieotd antipathy apiieim 
to Imi'c been rekindled, especially on the part of 
Theljca. Irntated against the Pliokiaiis prabnhtyns 
having broken off from a swam aUJance, she deter- 
milled to raise ngainsl tliem an ncousatioii in tbeAui- 
plnktyonie assembly. As to the »nb»taiitive ground 
of ucctjsat'mn, we tind different a(aiemctils. Accord¬ 
ing to one wilnesB, they n‘cre accused of having

Their scvcfancehad Wn firil brought nlwut, 
uud ilicir jirctenaions as adinifiislraloni cppou^ed, 
by Spiirtn\ tljKin whose powerful iotertfst they 
rtinitily depended* Bui the Bhokiaos had never 
eeasrd to pres* their claim, and so far was ihe dis¬ 
pute from being seltled aguinst them, even in 't jti 
R:C., that ihey then had in their bands the actual 
ftdmiiiUtraticm. The Spartans deapniclted an army 
for the csprcBs purpose of taking il away from them 
aud iraustcfriug it lo the Delphians; but very 
«^hortty atterwardft, when Uie Spartan force# had 
retirvdi the Atheaiotia marched thither, and tli#- 
poEsessed the Ddphiarts', restomig t-lm icaiplc tci the 
Bhokianb, This cxtiUesi went by I lie numo of the 
Sacred War. At that time the Atiionifltis were 
runalors of most imrt# of Ikootia, as well os ol .Me- 
gam anti Begat'; and had they continue^l so, the 
Bhokianb would probably have been sustiuned i» 
their adniiniatratiun of the Lioly place; tUe Hghi^ 
of the Detphiaua an one aide, agiuTist tliooe nt the 
Bhokiaus on the utber, being llicn “obviously de¬ 
pendent on the cumparatiru strength of iVtheus 
and Sparta* But presently evil day# cumo upon 
AlhcR», «o Llml Him lost nil lier inlanil poi-ricssiuns 
north of Attica, and could no lotiger upliold her

>Ve «ee tbtw that tlic daim now ndvatvectl by 
Philomelus was not (fetltiouA, but Benuine» and felt hjneie- 
by liimfidf as well W by other Pliokiatis to be tlw 
retsovery of an aneienl privilege, livJt only through ^ESJjTTui 
aopf'Hor force*, tlb views licing licartUy embraced 
by his countrymen, he was uominated generul with 
full powers. It wn» his first ineasur® to go to 
Sparta, u[uin whose aid ho counted, In cotuiet|Ucnoc 
of the heavy due which stil) stood impoiord, tiijon 
her by iho Amphlktyonic Bctitonce. He c,'£pliiiued 
his view* privately to King ^Vrtliidaiuojs, cugagwg, 
if the rhokittus should |jei?ome waater* of the lem- 
phj. to I'fiuie iJic Eeiitciicc and fine from the colunm 
of twowl. ArthidBiinis did not dnrv to iipomiw; 
him public countenance or au]ij.w(rt; the rather, us 
Sparta had always been tlic chief aupiKincr of the 
Delphian uresideiicy (a» agairi&t the Phokiuo) over 
the icmptc. But in secret he warmly encouragud 
Ihr sclicmi;; furnislting a sum of lifteeu taletita, be¬ 
sides a few mefccnary soldiers, towortls its cxecur 
tion. With this aid Philomeluw relumed home,

To the ahirmed 
Dctphlaiis, generally, he pmmised security and 
good trmiltnent; but he [luL to death the members 
of the Gens (of Clan) called Thrahida*, nnd »ej7.ccl 
Uteir [>ro|)crLy ; these men constituted one among 
several holy Gcnlesi leading conduelori of the po* 
litical and religious agency of the place’. It is pro- 
bailie, that when thu« suddenly assailed, they bad 
Mini to aoUcit aid from tlieir neighlioura the Ixthri* 
tins of Atnphiesa; for Phltoiuelus was i>ciuxicly iu 
possession of Delphi, whenlliese latter marched up 
to the rescue. lie defeated them however with 
serious loss, and compelled iboni to return home. 

Thus completely loceciisrul in hia first attempt, 
Philomel us loat no time in announcing solemnly 
and formolty his real pur^iose. lie proclaimed limt 
lit: had come only to resume for the Phokians their 
ancient rights ns admiulstraiors ; that the trcasuies

ivUicli appeorti to Imve twea bitlit'fto ntideteinlcu 
esiwcially its wesleru side- lie farther ioero^d ^OfttUs 
his lories of troops. While the Pliokions, iospiriteii illrTlil#it- 
wilh this first adveotage, obeyed his call in cuu- 
sidcreble numbers, he also attracted new nier‘MJ- 
nancs from abroad by the offer of lugber pay. 11 c 
was presently at the head of5000 men, strong eaougli 
to hold ft difficuU iJost like Delphi against all imme¬ 
diate attack. But being stUI anxious to ap^aso 
Grecian senlimenl and avert boslility.be despatched 
envoys to all the principal states—not merely to 
Sparta and Athens, but also to his enemy Tliebes, 

His envoys weru instructed to offer suhuin assu- 
Tftiices, that the Pliokian* had Lalien Delphi simply 
to reclaim tbdr paternal riglil of pnfatUcacy, aga^’s^ 

pusl wrongful natir;mtion ; that they were prepaivd 

to give any security r^iuircd by the UcUonic body, 
for strict preBcrvalion of tlic valwnblcft m the tem- 
nlii and to exhibit and verify all, by weight and 
number, before examiners ; that conscious of ilieir 
own rectitude of purpose, they did not hesitate to 

euireat positive suptiort against ihcir euemics. or at 

Uny rale, neulnility’. The aiHwcrs senl to PUilo- 
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hiqIob «rcre not nli of the Sami' Icnor. On this tne- 
mombic iiveutt tbe fieiitimcnts of the Oreciso world 
were painfully divided. \Vliile Athens, Spiuiu, tha 
Fd&po&Dcsifln Acbioaiis and some other states in 
I'e 1 ci]) 0 uttesuiii, recogtiiiied the possesaion of the Pbo- 
kiims, and agreed to iissist tlrem in n-toitung it— 
Uie Thebans and Ttiessaijuua declared strenuously 
agniuKt them, siipjiarteU liy all the states north of 
Iheotiu, Lokrisris, Dorinns, jEnianes, Phthiot- 
Aghnrans, MagnWes, PerrliwhiaOB, Atbaniaiies, and 
Dalopet). Sevetnl cif these lust were dejiendents of 
the Thessalinni*, nnd followed their example; many

Uo found liJiiiBelf fiirong 
ctioitgii to overrun and plunder their territory, en¬ 
gaging in aome indecisive shirmisUcs. At ilrsi Ihc 
fxfhriaug would not even give up the hodic*! of liiii 
aloin eddiers for buria), alleging that sacrilcgioiiB 
men were condemned by tlic general cuatorn nf 
Greece to he cast out without acpulture. Nor did 
tliey desist froui tlielr refumd until lie threalciicd 
retaliation towards the bodies of thtlr own nlaitr* 
So bitter was the exasperation arising out of this 
deplorable war tbrooglioul the nellenic world ! 
Even against the Lukrians alone, however, Philo* 
Tticlns goon found biniself iu want of money, for 
tho }myiueul of his soldiers—'imtive PhokJans as 
well Ml mercenary strangers.

The Thebans and their allies, inatt-tul of prewing 
Uie important victory recently gained over Pluto* 
meins, seem to have supposed ihai the Phokians 
would now disperse or submit of their own accord, 
and accordingly netiirocd hoxoe. Tlrcir remissner-Ti 
gnve tiniB to Oiicmatehus to fc-urgnni:ee his dispi* ^iudii«at 
rited countrymen. Convening at Delphi a general 
aiHicuibly of Pbukiuns and ailiefi, ho strcnuodsly 
exhorted them to pereevete in the prcijms, and 
avenge the death, of their lute gcneraL Me fotitid 
however uo intujnsiderahlc amount of optmsitiou; 
lor many of the Phtikians““noway prtjjurcd for the 
struggle in whicii they now found lhciiiiM!lves cm- 
Imrkeil, and themselves ashamed of the spoliation 
of the temple—were anxiom by soiiie accommoda- * 
linu to [lut iheuisclves again within the pale of

But even if tlie neoesflitjeii of the 
r4)i» had been leas imperaUve, he would huve been 
able to overhoiir all nppositioD of his own country- 
men tliruugh the numerous mercennr}’ strangers, 
now in I'hohis and present at the assambly under 
the miirie of allies'. In fuel, su Irrestitible was 
hts ascend on ey by means of this lai'ge paid force 
under lus command, thol Uolh Ptfuioathenes and 
.,£sci)ine«* denominuto him (us well ns his pre<ie> 
ocisor and ids successor) uot generni, but despot, 
i»f ilie Phokians, Ulc aoldicrs were not less anxious 
than Onomnrehns to prosecote llie wiir, ntid to 
employ tlie yet luioshausicd wcallU of the temple In 
eeery way conducive to ultintaic success, in this 
sense the assembly decreed, naming Onomarchus 
gcnerul wiilj full {wwors for carrying the decree 
into clfect. 

llte energetic moaitiifc® presently retrieved the 
l^jiihiau caubc. Euiptoying the temple funds stUl 
more profusely than t’hilmnclus, he invited fresh 
Boldters from cdl ijuiirtorB, and found himself after 
lotiie iiuiv at the head of a larger army thmi before, 
i lie. temple exhibited many duuniK'cs, not only of 
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goltl and silver, l»it hIao of lifass anil irou. While 
Onotnnrchuti melted the jireciouametals anil wittttd 
llicro into money, he at the same time Ittmod tlm 
hinaa and irou into ams*; so that he was ennWeii 
to w^uip iKith liisowtuoldiers disarinwl in the recimt 
ikfcat, and a class of volunteers poo ref than U»0 
ordinary self-armed mercenaries. Besides (layiag 
soldiers, he scnlUsred everywhere preMmisor bn^ 
lo gam udlutnlial partisans in the cities favtniraUe 
to hi» cuui^ r probuhty Allieue and Spa.tin (ini I 
all, Wc ate told that Utc SpnrUu kiue Archid^ 
mus, with his wife Dcinicha, were among the reci- 
pienu; indeed the same corrupt participation was 
imputed, by the statement of the hoslUe-inindcd 
Mvsscnians*, to the S|iarUin Ephors anil Senate, 
Kven amotig enemies, Onoinarchus employed hit 
gold with effect, contriving thus to gain or n«u- 
truliso a portion of the niessalians i anioog llieru 
the powerful despots of Phene, whom weafterwaidii 
dull allied to him. Thus wiu the great Delphian 
troasure lumisJ W> account in every way t and the 
unrcanipotoua Pimkian despot strcnglhened his 
hands yet farther, by setaing such of his feUow- 
conidryuiMi as had been prmnifieid in upposition 
to his views, pulling them to dcatli, and conhscntjng

Here Pammeiica with hia aoldicrs acquired 
some renown, gaining two iinpurliml viclorica over 
the rersinoa*. Ilie'ITicbana. It would iwoio, having 
no lleet und no moritime depciidcntiiea* were Ice* 
afmnl of giving offenesr In the Great King ibini 
Atiieus 111 id trciHi, when she intenlicteii Civ arcs from 
aiding ArtaimKua, and aciiuiesced in the unfavoor-

I hm long t’aiuiueiiee and tho Thebans reniaintHl in 
Asiu, we are not tiifonncd. Htii in apSto of the vic¬ 
tories gained by thrni, ArtabaRUS vfras not long able 
tu mainlaiii Uiuiseli against the Persian nrins, I'hrtH* 
years atterwanls, wu hear of him otnl bia hroihcr- 
iu-law Mctniioiiaaeai»ellcd frenv Asia, and aaeailus 
residing witti Philip of MacedouV 

While Pammene* was wcfving under Artabdziw* 
tlic Athenian general Chares reirnpluretl Sealo* in 
Hill Hellrtpout, which apin-Mrs to have revmHed 
fToiii Athenif. during the Social War* He troated mIm 
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the captive ScsIiaJis with rigour-, putting tfl tleatJs 
the rnea «f niiUtni^ ajnf, and Belliag tltc rciOHindef 
Of slaves *. This w«s on irn porta nl ncfiuusition JW 
Athens, as a conditio a of security in the Clurrsonese 
os well as of prepondertince in the Ilcliust^nU 
Alartned at the successes of Chares in tlie Hul- 
leaporil, tlw Thnvdao prince Kersobleptcs now eii- 
tered on an intrigae with ParotnetieB in Aaift. and 
with nhilijt of Macedou (who was on the coast nf 
'Himce, attacking Abd^ra and MnroriGia), for the 
irf'iC'**** purpose of checking the progress of tiie Aihcniatt 
arms, Philip appears to liave tuuilc a torwand 
Enovement, and to have menaced the possessions of 
Athens in the Chersoueae; hut his access thither 
was forhiddou hj' Amadokus, another prince of 
Thrace, niiister of the inlcmiediate lerritory. b* 
as hy the presence of Chares with his rieel off the

hood of the Thracian Chersonese on tlie one Bide, 
uul to that of Thermopyiie on the other, llnw be 
threuietied Che Chersonese, has been already related; 
and his campaign in Tliesialy was yet tnort: im¬ 
portant, That country wns, as uaunl, tom by in¬ 
testine disputes. Lykophron the despot of Ibcns 
possessed the grealcst away; while the Alcnadn! of 
LnrissEt, too weak to contend t^iiiust him with their 
own forces, invited otsdialaiicc fruiri Philip; who 
entered Thessaly with a powerful anny. Such a 
relnfprccincnt so completely altered the balance of 
Thessalian power, that Lykophron in his turn was 
C0R)peJle<l to entreat aid from Onutnarchua and ibc 
Phokians.

Bom about 
the year 402 a.O*, he wax slnml twenty years older 
than DemostbeneB, At what precise time Ins jmli-

His abstinence from plunder 
and pecubitiou, when on naval expeditions, formed 
an houuurnbte contmsi with other Atbcnitui ftd- 
rnirda, and proeurod for tiim much «(tcem on the 
pert u( tJiv muritimp allies, llcueo [irobablr hii 
eumame of Phokioti the Good*. 

I have already remarked bow deep and strong 
was the hold ncquired on the Aihcninn jK'ople, by 
any jiubiiu man who once established for hinisch n 
cbatacter nlwve suspicion on the score of personal 
ourmption. Among Athenian politicinns, but loo 
many weni not innocent on this point i moreover, 
even when a map) was really innocent, there were 
often circumatancca in his iife which rendererl luoie 
Of tes.^ of doubt, admissible agaiust biui i thus 
piontliviirs—being known not nidy na a t>erauu m 
somewhat costly hnl>its, but also as frequenting 
wealthy houses, .iiul receiving money for speeches 
coinpoiKii Of rhetoric communicated—was sure to 
be uecused, justly or unjustly, by his cnnrtucs, of 
having cheated rich dtentu, and would never obtain 
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ua(|iit»ti<>ned credit for o high pecuniary indcpcnJ* 
eiute, even in regard to lUc public affairs j aUKougli 
he oertniDl? was not corrupt* uor goiienilljf UoUeved 
lo bo corrupt—ftt leoBt during the period which Uiia 
eolutiic crobruecs, down lo the deatti of Dhiltp*. liut 
Phokion would receive lioilber nioucy nor gifts from 
aiiy Q|](i—«{is iiotoriousty BiidobviousJy poor—went 
barefouL amt witboul au upper gunueutcvcti i« very 
cold weather—Juid only om feruoJe slave Ui altBiid 
nn hit wife; while lie had enjoyed oomtnatula auf- 
ticient lit enrich him if be bad chosen. His ifcr.- 
sonal iiicorrnpliluliiy thus stowl forth promituuuly 
to the public eye ; and comInQed as it was with 
bravery and fair gcueralBhip, procured for him 
testiuionics of cunhdcncc greater than tiioao ao- 
cOfdcd cveu to Perkklea. He was clectwJ no le^ 
than (brtydiro times to the annual otficc of Stratdgus 
or Gcocrat of the city—that is, one of the Board «f

worltiy flullery> or unmeasured promjwa, Tb^e 
wliu take Ibis view of the Atbenian chanuiU'i*, will 
find it difficult to ejtjilain Hie career of PliokioB. 
He waa nt> orator-^roTn dtadiiio rather lUan iticoiu* 
jietciicfl’r Besides receiving a good education, ho 
bail profited by the conversation of Plato as well as 
of Xfijukratca, in tbe Academy*; and we are nut 
Ruqirised Hi at in their school be coutracted a con' 
tempt for popubir oratory, ns well os a love for 
brief, coucditnited, pungent reply. Ouco when 
about lo speak iu public, be was obscn’ctl to be 
particulariy absorbed in tbouglit. '* Ifou secui

Mow it was precisely at eueh n moment, and when 
such a quefttiou was pending, that the influeocc ol 
the peace-loving Phokinn was nitiM ruinoua. llis 
anxiety tluit the citiscits should ho buried at home 
in their own Mpulchnjs—Ida despair, mingled witli 
contempt, of his countrymen and tiieir refined 
Imhila—4iis hatred of the omiore wlm might itrofit 
hy ail increased war*eTtpeadi lure*—all contributed 
to make him diacouregc public eflbrl, and awnit 
passively tin* iirciKJiideraiiec of the Macedonian 
arms thus playing the game of Philip, wid suliiig. 
though himself iDCorruptiblc. with Uie orators in 
Philiji'ft pay. 

I’he love of peace, either in a comiininity, or in 
Ml individual, usually commands sympathy whh' 
out farther ini|iiiry, though thcro are ttnies of grow'- 
mg danger from without, in which tlie adviser of 
iMTOce is the wont guide that can he foltii wcrl.

gi^ally augmented:, \'ery differently bad the caM* 
te^mibc itood. The Athenian citiiton of -132 ji*c.—by 
conciirrcnt testimony of the eulogist Perlklta and 
«K i n i *i i !g of the unfriendly Corinthians—was ever ready to 
<iuiNL danger, fatigue, nnd privation, of forrign 

locpeditiujis, for the g^ory of Athens. *' He ac- 
tmutiteti h holidaytvork to do duly in her service 
(it is an enemy who spenks'); he wasted his body 
for lier as tboiigb it had been the body of another." 
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Kmbrocingiv-ittt passtou llie iUtta uf imperial Athcde, 
hs knew that ehe could i)olj b* uplield by lb# Olicr'* 
gctb cflbi'tfi of lier indivUluat citizens, and that tlm 
talk in lier public aaaciiibliea, though uacfal aa a 
prcUniinary to aulion, was uiiifehiovoua if nllowctl 
as a BUlttUtuUf for acUuti’. Such was llie Pfriktean 
AUiemati of 431 u.c. But thia energy Imd hwii 
CTutiijcd 111 the disasters closing llic i*eIo]K>mief*iaii 
war, and hurl never again, reidwd, ITic Dcuto- 
etbeuic Athciimti of 3^0 b.o. had as it were grown 
old. TuguadtT, Pan-beilenic champiotteUip, and 
the love of enterpriso, had died within him. He 
was a f|U[eti hoToe-koeping, refined citi'ACOt altaohrd 
to Lite democratic constitutionj and eaecuiing with 
cheerful jiride Uia ordinary city-duti® uiider it; 
but immcrafid in industrial or prorcssionid pursuits i 
iu domestic comforts, in the impresaivu manitesla- 
lions nf the [nihiic religion, in the oimoBpberif uf 
tliscuRsion ond thought, ititeliecliial as well hr poli¬ 
tical. To renounce ill ihia tor foreign and con¬ 
tinued tnilitoiy service, he couRtdertd us a liordahip 
not to be endured, except under the jrressure of 
danger Utar tuid luimeiliate. Precsiuticinanr exi¬ 
gences against distant perils, however real, could 
uut be brought home to his feelings; even to iiey 
otliers iVrr sWving in Ids ptace. was n duty which 
he could scarcely lie induced to perform. 

Not mifrtfly In Athens, but also among the Pelo¬ 
ponnesian Hllies of Sparta, the reaulent citizens Iiod 
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cautmctcd l)ie Lkc indispoHltioa lo nulitary »HH-trice« 
■ndh^ 111 Itic year 4m a.o., t!ic8« Pelo}>oiiiieiiluivii (here 
tui» wu lisiTa lli« concurrent tcfiUmony of Perikici 
SibU'^ and Arcliidainus') bad been forward for ssen ice with 
SpMw^ iJieir personti, and guiy backward wlien naked for 
niunevp In n.c,, Sparta found them no rcltic- 
tant to join bar standard, especially for operniiona 
beyond sea, tUat nbe was forevd to admit into bcf 
coofcderncy the principle of pecuniary cumniula- 
tion*; just as Atbuus bad done (uboul 4fid-^^ ji.e.) 
with the unwarlike islanders enrolled in Itcl' con' 
Icdcraey of JJclos^. 

Aiiitdsi this iocreasiug indisposition to cifizen 
loilitary servioo^ the Hosting, miecdtancous, (larida 
who mode soldiersbip u liv’dihood undor titty ouC 
*••***- wliD would pay them, tnqreasec) in number from 
year to year. In 402-401 B.c., when tbo Cyreiito 
«a:%nuiMh ornty {the 'J'en Thousand Creeks) were levied, it 
had been found dilhcult to bring so many tugctlier ; 
lo/ge preuiiutns were given to the chiefs or enlUlUig 
iigentS} the recruits oonsisted, in great part, of 
settled men tcnipted by lucrative promises awwy 
frutn ihutr homes'*.

povpfiyt cxifo, or love of crvlerprise'; ihey were 
put under eoiiMant tmming wnd gnmtiy utiprovni* 
by Iphtkmtcd nnd atbcr», tib pellastAor liglit infantry 
to wJreo iu eoujunolloiv with lite ciliEen force «t 
hopUle*. Joaotl of I’hcrop brought logclher a 
grenlcr ami better trained mercenary force than 
had ever boon &ceu sbico the C^yreinns in their op- 
wanl ttiarch"; the PJmklaiia also in the Sitcrfd War, 
having commaniJ over lire Delphian ircasitrcs, stir- 
rouiulcd theotsclves with a fornnilable array of 
mercenary soldiem. Tlicrc nrose (oa in the four- 
icentlj and IjUccnth eemurica in tnodem KitraiM*)- 
Coudutticfi like Cliariiteiuus ami others—general!* 
having mercviiitry bands ttnrler their armninnil, 
and hiring ihcmadvea out to any prince or polcnlnle 
»’ht» would employ and pay tUc(U> Of these iirfiiod 
levers—poor, brave, desiieratef and held by no civic 
ti^s—laiikratce lunkeB repcatvil complaint, as one of 
tho most Mtrtous mtatorlujies of Greece* Such wan- 
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iluirrii, iuUcctJt usually /bmicd the natural Gini|;ninls 
)t> nvvi colonial ctilcqmsei. Hut it su Imppiuesl tlial 
few Hellcmc colonies were formed during ihc intef- 
vu) Uctween 40 W":^&(^ n.t;.; io fact, Lhe space open 
to Hellenic colonization was becoming mare ctr- 
emuscribeU by tUo peace uf Anlalkidas—by lhe do* 
spotism of Dionysius—and by I lie in crease of Luoa- 
titans, Hmtliaiis, and the iiiJuod powera generally. 
IsoltnUes, wliilc extolling the grcEtl service lurmcrly 
rendcfed to the Hellenic world by AtbenSr m setling 
on fool tile ionic eiuigraiiou, and thus providing 
new homes for so many un set tied C.J recks—hiaisU 
on ilie absolute necessity of similar mesuis of 
emigrattoa in Ids own day. Ui? orgies on Pbilijt to 
put luinsetf at the head of an Hellenio coni[UC!^t of 
Asia Minor, ami thus to actiuire territory winch 
might furoish sctUcmcnl to the oiuUiluiles orbcwc- 
lesfi, roving, exiles, who lived by the h north atnl 
disturlKsI the tteace of Greece'. 

This dee tine of the oitizea militia, and growing 
aversion to personal service, or miUiary cxercisef 
together with the eoiitemporaneoutt iuerMUe ol tliv 
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pmfcsBioruil uoUkff immcivcd by civic olilipU^^ua 
—Uont^ of the capital facta of the TJomft&tliomic ow^ji 
Thtiugli iioL ^HTCuhat^ io iL ^tfikca uft more 

forwhljr At Athena, inhere the 5iHr»t of aelf-impeiAKl ti^'lnr 
indicidunl rflbrt had one* been so high wrought— 
but whuro alfld the clmnnAnd stimuhia' of peaceful 
existence was most divereitied, aiitl tl»r activity of MwJhbi** 
iiiduslruil pntsuit most coiiEinuotis. It was n fatal 
veverAUce of the active force of society frniTi [wlitK 
cal freedom And iutdiigetice; hrcAking op ihui many* 
aided cijinbitiaiioti, of cultivatwl thought with vU 
goroUii deed, which fonned the lleUenir ideat —^and 
llirowing tlie defence of Cirecce upon armed men 
looking up only to Uicir general or tlieir |»Aymaaitfr. 

Qnt whnt made it irrej^aruhly fnial, was thut just nt 
this motiient ibe Grecian world was thrown upon 


its dcjeii(.*e n^aiii^t MocedouiA led by a young . 
jirince of indefatigable enterprise; who had iiit- 
bibed, and was caputilo even of impniviiig, the best 
ideafi of militaiy organiaaljuu^ started by KpamU 
iiondasnnd Iphikmles. Philip (n» tlcucribcd hy h» 
rui'iuy DDuiuslheucs) possessed all that forward and 
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uneo[ti\ULTal)]u love of ootroA which the AUiCTtiaiii 
hmJ maitirealed iti 431 b.C., QS we know friun 
enemies tt» wuH oe from frivncls } white llte 
itonlan |mpulatiun oisorotmued, BinidEt. rudt’ni!s« aod 
|tovcr>yj ttmi military apiitudc mirl read)iicas w1 tick 
Imd dwindliiHl awny wiilliiu the waUs of the Onsctitn 
dtica. 

Though os yet neither dboipUned nor formidahlc, 
they were tm cjJccUent raw uiaterial for stildicfs, in 
the hands ofanorganisitig geuiue like Phitip. They 
were still (as their prcdecescors tiad been in ihe 
lime of the first PerUrkkas’, wl<on the king’? wUe 
baked eskes witli tier own hand on the hearth), 
tnountain sheiiUerds iil-oJothcd and LU-liouscd— 
eating and drinking from woodtiu nhittcra and eu|»8 
—destiiaie to a great degree, not merely of uilies, 
hut of fixed resideneca*. The mei) of substance 
wore armed with breastphites and made graal ca- 
valrj’j but the infantry wtire a rabble destiintc of 
order*, armed isitH wicker shields and rusty saonJs, 
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cm<l contctjcliiig at ilkiidvaHiiigt!, iKouijli cuiiiianUy 
oo Lilt ntert, lo rpiwl tJ)c turoftd* lU«ir 
ntynan or 'I’hraciuTi ufliEjbl'oura. Arnoag wiut^ 
Macedanian tribes, ibe mun wUo had iHi^'L'r slum an 
cacroy was marked by a dcgraditig budge’* These 
were the men wbowt Philip on b«x( mini? king I'oond 
uDrier liis rule j not good soldiers, but escdJoiit 
recruita U> be furnuid into soldiers. Povojiy,'en' 
durance, and bodies inured to toil, were tlie natural 
ttltributcs, welt appreciated by ancient polilicmnn, 
of a mi 111 ary population destined to make coucpiests. 
Ruoh bad been tbe native PerBiana. ot liicir tiffd 
outburst under Cyrus the Great j sucli were even 
the Greeks at the mvoaion of Xerxes, when the 
Spitafi King Demaratus reckoned [yovuny boUi as 
nil inuiuie of Greece, and oa a gnaruntM of Grc* 
ciuii eonntge*. 

Now it was against these rude MnoedoDianja, to 
w'houi camjwlire presented chance of plundorwilli.. 
out any saerifice, that the iiidustrious and reftned 
ATlieniau citiacn bad to go fortli and figlit, I'cunuu* 
elitg Ills treJe, family, and rcslivala; a task the 
nttire severe^ ns the perpetual aj^ressions and sy- 
sU'tnatiscd warfare of hi* new enenties cotdd only 
1* ooiinlervailed by an rKpial continnily of fflbft on 
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Uis part. For ata^b jwnionii! ricvoliotti cumbinn) 
witij the anxiatie$ of preventive vigrhincej llie AiJie. 
niaiiE of tbe Periktnau age would liave been jiiv* 
pared, but tliDH« of the Demoatlioiiic age were fiol t 
though their whole freedom and secimry were iu 
the end found (o he at atako. 

VVithemt this brief ekoteb of tite groat piilitory 
ctmuge i» Greoco Bino'e the Pelopcnincsian war— 
the decline of the cilixen force and the increase oi 
tnerceoaries—the reader would aearcoly uudersiajid 
either the jiroceedings of Athcni^ in refcrcfier to 
Ptulij>, or ttic career of DeinoBihcncs on which we 
ore now alxMit to enter, 

rm r«r. Having by M^idunus labour ncqnired for himscir 
these high powers Lulh of siwccU and of composilioe, 
^1 ,'^°* Deintislheiica tdcKx] forwiml iu 354 n.c. to dr vole 
tbexrj to the scmcc of the public. His first nddress 
oirafttH to Uie uaactiibly ta not less interesting, objectively, 
k-mia, s& a memorial of the actniit Hollenicpolilicsd world 
in thui year—thuo subjectively, as cm evidence ot 
hi« em'u manner of appreciating iu exigences’ 
At that moment, the predomlnmit apprehension at 
Atheus arose from reports rcsjjecting tlie Great 
King, who waa imid to bo conteaijdating measures 
ut hostility agaiuat Greece, and agaiust Athena ui 
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particular^ in cofiscfjijeacc of iKe uid rcccnlly leni 
by llm Atlicjimu gcncrtel ClitiriM to Iho rcTgIted 
Pereinn eatmp Arlabajiua. liy tbia B|i|«ielicu!fton— 
vrhicti bad already, m part, determined tbe Ailu?^ 
uiiioft (u year Ijcfore} to tnokc jjeace nitli tlieir re¬ 
volted insular allies, and close the Social War— 
the public mind eiill continued e^itated, A Perainu 
armament of 300 null, with a largo force of Cnrciati 
pioreeuanca—undan invasion of Grew?*—was la! hod 
ofni; proUable^ It ap|Haiu that MnusAlus, prince 
or saltnp of Karia, wtinhad been tlm principal agent 
in tnlluming the Social War, Still projicculed l>oa- 
till ties against the islands even after tim peace, an* 
noundng tluit he aclwl in execution of Njc king’s 
designs; so that the Athenians sent envoys to re- 
uiouBtrate with him*- The Pensiaiia scorn nlso to 
Imvc been collecting inland fortje*, which were cut* 
ployed some years aftcrwnrfls in reconquering Egypt, 
hut Ilf which tlic deiiituition was not at this tnoinent 
declared. Hence the alarm now prevalent at Atlmns. 
It is material to note— as it mark in the twie of 
events—that few |»er«tnis os yet entcftaiucd appre- 
liensiona about Philip of Macirdon, though that 
prince was nuginenting steadily his military force 
as well as hi* cowpiesls.

His fccomuiondaUJins aa lo 
means are pusilive and ex|>liHt i implying an at' 
leotive survey and a sagacioui apptecinlion of the. 
surrouodmgcirc(imi8tntiee9. While keeping before 
his couiitryinen a favouraUlc view of their powtio'W 
he never promEses Uiem succea cx^pt ou eoadition 
of carnesLond jHjrsevering indmdual efforts* with 
arms and with raoiicy \ and be eaUausla nil hie in* 
ventioii in tlie unpopular task of ahaining Ihcm, 
by direet reproach as well os by oblique insitttialfoa, 
out of that aversion to personal miUlnry service 
wbiel), for tUe mijnurtuiic of Athena, had becomes 
confirmed liabtl. Such iKWitivc and pructical cbU’ 
raciL-r as to means, plwnya oontemplatiiig the in 
i'Mgvnere of a given aituation'-^sotuhbMsd with tbd 
oonatant presentation of Athens as the pltMlgt’ 
cUamptdo i>l GrecLiui freedom, and with appeale 
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lo Aitienimi ruretiine, tiol as u [lalnmoxif lo rcsi 
iipoa, Uttt as an exum|>lt to imitate—entiatituta ilis 
imperishable dmmt of ibcee Imrangues of Demo- 
aUienefi, not less tnciuurahle tlinn tlicir eiceUeace 
as rhetorical compoaitluas. Th thelulter nmrit, in- ■ 
deed, his rival .'Eschiaea is less inferior to him than 
In the former. 

In no one cf tlie speeches of Detnoslhenrs^ is the Pimtnm ^ 
spirti of prut'ticaj wisdom more predominant tlmii 
in this his earliest kiiaTrii discourse to the puhtie 
assembly—on the Symmorica—delivered hy a young 
man of Lwcuty-seven years of age,^ who could have niw^ 
tiad littli: other teaching except from iJie decried 
classes of sophists , rhetors, and actors.

geslrd. ik deprecates uii ilic ono hand any step 
calculated to provoke the I’ereian king t»r bring ou 
a war^—and on the other hand, any premature np- 
peal to the Greeks for comhinaiiun, before they 
themselves were impressed with a feeling of cotit* 
mon danger. Nothing but mteh common terror 
could bring about union among the didercni I kllcmc 
cities i nothing else could silence lliose staiHlmg 
jealousies and anupathi(». which rendered jnlcstinc 
war so freipieul, and would jutiluibty enuhte the 
reramn king to pureUaso aevenil Greeks far his 
own allies oguinEi the real.

Theban policy m regard 
to Megaiopiilis and Mc»s^n^, so as to protect tlusie

Itefore. The aggressive sebetnes of Sparta appear 
to liavc been broached at the momettl whea the 
Phokjaiig under Onomarolms were so decidedly an* 
pertur to Tliabes as to place tlint city in some cni- 
bairusstiienu But the superiority of Uie PhoUisus 
w[is soon lessened by iheir collision with a more 
Idniudtibie enemy—Piiilip of Mtutedun. 

That prtnpe had been already partially interfering 
in 'lliessalion offairs*, at tin? iustignlino ol EuiUkus 
and Simas, chiefs of the AlcuadreofL^rissia, againtit 
LykophroD the despot of Pbeme. Bui his recent 
ncrjtiisitioJi of Meihdnd left him more at Ulwrty tc 
csteml his cotiqacsU southwiird, and to bring a 
larger force to bear on the dujaenaione of nicasaly. 
In that country, the great cUic^ wrro''i os usual, 
contcadiog for supremacy, miiJ tioliUng in suti- 
jocitciii the smaller by meattiv of garrisons; wLilfl 
l.ykophron nl Pbemr was exerting himself tu regain 
thut iucendency over llm whole, which had once 
been pOHscsscil by Jason and Alexander- Phibp 
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now tnurt'hcd inio thr country ami aitnckcd Iiiui mj 
viporously as to constrain Uitn to invoNe aid from 
tlio PlitiViatis- Ouomftrclius, ni tliat time victO'

progrcftB of Philip aoutliward and evtctiding fus own 
asccrulency, t lo *ianl into Tlieawly h force of 7000 
meUt under liia hrothar PlmyUosi to suttatn (Ako- 
phrdn, But Plmyllus failed altoi'ctlicr i bring de- 
leated and driven out or'llieasaly by Philip, so llml 
tivkophron of Pberiv wb® in greater danger than 
em. Ujwn this, Oiiumarchua went liinvaelf thither 
with the full force of Pliokians and foteign merce¬ 
naries All obstinate, and seemingly a prDtmcied 
eoidCRt now took place, in tlie course of whicii lie 
was at first flecidcilly vicloritiua. ilc defeated 
Philip ill Iwu buttles, with sucii severe loss that tlie 
Mncfeiloiiian unny was wiUidraw'u fmm Tliessnly, 
while Lykojihron with hift Plicikian allies remaine^l 
umsiare of the country’. 

This grtui sueccfia of tho Piiokion anus was tbi- 
towed tip hy further victory in Bowitia. tljiomnr- o^ih i» 
chits renewed bis invasion of tliat tomtory, defcaletl imliiMIIM 
the Tliebaiis in battle, and tumte himwrll' umater of 
Koroncin, in addition tu Orchomenus, which he 
held before*. It would setmi that the'Phebans were 
at Ihi* time ibprivtid of much of their force, which 
was Bcrving in Aftin under ArtaUaiua. and which, 
perhiips froTii these very reverses, they presently 
reealleil. Tim Phokinns. on the other hand, were 
al the height of Uieir [jpwer. At this 
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falUi. pnjbably* tlie nigreasive combiuaUou of Lba 
SpRTDuia against Mcgalopulis, anil the debate, Iwfbre 
noticedi itt ibe Atlieniau asseuibly, 

Pbilip was for some time in wtnbarrawmefll from 
JiU defcttU in Thessaly- Hifl soWiers, diecouragi^ 
and even mutinous, would hanlly consenlto retnain 
under his standard. By great pains, and anitnatfd 
exhortation, lie at last succeeded in reanimatipg 
them. After a certain interval for restoration and 
reinlbrcemeul, he odvanced with a fresh arniy into 
Hmsaaiy, and mumtd bU opcmlions a^inst Ly- 
kaphroo : who was obliged again to solicit aid from 
Onoinnrchus,. and to proiuiso that all Thessaly 
should hcncetorwutd be held under hia de|Kuitlencc. 
Ouoinurehufi uocnrdiugly joined him In Thessaly 
with a lurge army, said to consist of 2 (t.<KK> loot 
and SOO Cavah-y, But ho found on tliis occasion, 
within the country, nioro ohstinnte resistance than 
before i for the cnid dynasty of Pherm had pro- 
hahly abused their previous victory by aggravated 
violence and raimcity, so as to throw into the 
of their enemy a multitude of exiles. On Phihp • 
laming into 'iTiessaly with a new annyt the Hiet- 
^atiaiis erobniced his cause so warmly, that he won 
found hicuself at tiie licad of on army of‘20,WW) foot 
au(J JJOOO horse.

not rlilhdcnl; of soccesSt as well from bis recent vie* 
torici*, ni iVuiu ihv ueighbourhuod of an Athenittu 
fleet under Chares, isHij[>cratiug v»*iih him. Hero a 
biiniewiu joined, and ub&tinntcly contested between 
■lie two armies, nearly cipml in numbers of in-

aadcfs tn Itic e^iA'ice of the god ugainst the dcisfioiiers 
of the Deljihten tenqde; while the TlusSAlitms nbo, 
forming ihc best cuwalry in Greece and (iglititig 
witli earnest vulour, gave decisive sdvanmgc to his 
esinte< Tlie defcot of tlte Ibrccfl uf OnomnreboK 
nitd Lvkophron was coiii(itcte. Six thousand of 
them are said to have berustetiu, and three thouaond 
to have been taken [>risoner>; ttierenisinrlcrcscaiK’d 
cither hy or by thrnwing: away Ibcif anus, 

OnomoT' 
chus hijiiseir {lerifihcd. Actording to one ftcuount,

'l liLa victory pFOCured for Philip great roaowo as 
the avenger of the Delphluit god—luiil became on 
iinjairtaiiL step in his career of aggrandiseroent. If 
not only icrmtnuled the power of the Pltokians 
north of Thonntipylaj, but also finoUy crushed the 
IMjwerful dyniuity ofl'henBlnThefijaly. Philip laid 
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siege to that dlf, «pori which Lykophroti nniJ Pci- 
tliolaui, BuiTOUMded by an adverse popiilalintt and 
unable to make any long defence, capiinlatttJ, and 
eurrendered it to him; retiring witJi their merec- 
naries. J2(KI0 in number, inio Plioltis*. Having 
obiainet! possess ion of Pliera? and proclaimed it n 
free city, Philip proceeded to besiege the neighlKtur- 
ing town of Pagasa*, the moat vuluabie maTlliiua 
station in Theasaly, How long Pagawe real sled, 
wc do not know ; but long enougl' '*• s^nd intiitis- 
tion to Atliens, with enlrcaties for succour, llie 
Alhenimva, alarmed at the successive comiuests of 
Philip, «pre well-disposed to keel? this ImportaDt 
post out of bis hands, which their naval itowet fully 
enabled them to do, Bui here again (as lu the 
prenousexamiilcs of Pydna, Polida?a, and -Methdn^.l,

It wo9 thus that the splotidid 
golden doDatives of the Lydian hing Kroisus weie 
now (iieUed down and turned into money i 11/ 
bricks or iiigoU of gold, moat of them wagbiug two 
talents each ; 360 golden s«hJcts» togcllier witli n 
female statue throe cubits high, and a lion, of the 
same metal—said to have wciglied in the aggregate 
thirty talents*. I’hc abstraction of such omamcal?, 
striking and venerable in the eyes ot the aunieroiifl 
vlsiiora uf the toinplc, was doubtless deejily (elt 
among tbe Grecian public. And the indignation 
nos aggravated by the fact tbat beautiful youths of 
wonieu, favourites uf Onomarclius or Phayllus, re- 
ceived some of the oiDst precious gifts, and wore 
llic most noted ornaments^ which had dccofuicd 
tile temple—even the necklaces of Helen an*l 
Eriphyld. One woman, a ftuie-|ilaycr naim'd Urn- 
miss, nut only received, fnun Phaylliis a silver enp 
and u golden wrcaiJi (the farmer dedicated in the 
temple by tbe Photaains, the latter by the l^eitarv- 
llitann), hut wus also introduced by bim, in bis CU' 
pacity of super)nlcndent of tbe Pythian fcalival, >o 
contend for the prize in playing the sacred Hymn. 
Aa the cuinpvtitura for such pri/c had always l»^^

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men, the oMuiublecl crowd so loutUy resented llxo 
noveUv, that Uroiuios wus obJigod to withdraw.', 
Moreover proFuite largesses, nod (loginnt malver¬ 
sation, became more notoHona than ever''*. The 
Phokion leaders illsjilByc<l with ostentation their 
newly-ac<]Hired wealth, anil cither Imported I'or the 
first time bought elnres, or ut least greatly imdli- 
]ilicd Uie pre-fixtsliug number. It had betore Iwctt 
the practice in PhoUiB, we arc toUl, for the wealthy 
men to bo served by the poor youthful frceintiit of 
the crmiitry ; and complttinta arose among the lat¬ 
ter class that their ilaily bread was tluis laken 
away*. 

NotwiilistandiJigihc imHgdatiQn excited by these 
proceedings not only ihrougboxil Greece, but even 
in Pliobid itsolf—Pbuyllue carried ids point of levy-

But it is eefiflin that the gene ml result 
was not tmftvotiraUle toi him i that Uc kept p<W5e*- 
siun of Oeclionieuus in BiaoUa; and thut^hii pow« 
rcinainctl without subtilwiDid diminution . 

The siiesa of war weras. for the time^ to Uftve 
been Imiisfemd to PeloponniaUs, wlutlter a por- 
K- lion both of the PliokUm and Theban troops 

to cooperate. The LacedEcmoniaii^ had at Jeiiptb

Accordingly,when the Lacediemooinn army under 
king Archidamus invaded the Megalopoltion terri¬ 
tory. a cont}ielent force was soon iuougLl logatiuar 
to opjjoso ihesn j furoi&hcd portly by tbo Argdons— 
who had boon engaged during the prccedtog year 
in a border warfare with fiparta, untl had ux|u!ri- 
tmeed 0 partial defeat alOrncK*—partly by tboSi- 
kyoniaiiR and Mciiiienisns, who came in hiU m osier. 
Besides this, thu force* un lioUi lid os from Bmotio 
oiul 1'hokis were tram^forrod to Peloponncsua. The 
Thebans sciil 'lUDO fool, uud &00 horse, under Ku* 
phision, to the old of Mtgwltnidi*; while the Spar* 
tw n# not otdy rccallud their own iroo[)efroin PhukU, 
hut procured 30(KJ of the moreen an vs in the 
(H-rvice of Phnylluf, aud I EH) Thessalian horse from 
Lykophron.

Tire united force was grcstlr 
rior tn number to the LacodsemoniattB; but iueb 
eu(3criority was oounlerbalaiiced by tire bad ilipd' 
plino of the Tiiobans, wire Had wdly declined on 
this point during tire iulervid of ten veara since the 
diiatb of Einiininondas. A buiilc enflued. ii^iidly 
advaiitageoua to the I-Jiccdiiemooinns, whih* the 
Ai^cimn} and Arcaillans ehoac to go home to their 

uclghbotirin^ citiea, 'I’bc Laced wnioiiiana also, 
having ravaged n portiou of Arcadia, mid stornicd lire 
Afcadian town of Holiesus, presently rccroased their 
own frontier and returned to Sparta* They left 
however a divbiou in Arcadia under Ajiaxandrr, 
vlbo^ engaging with tire The bans near Iclpliuan, 
was worsted with great loes and made priaoner. n 
two olhcr battles. also.thcTbel>au6 were succeasivcly 
victorious; in n Iblrd. liiey’were vantiuishcd by tlio 
LnoKlrenionians.

BCfitly died of a painfnl diaeiww—ilur soUahlc pu- 
ntsdimeiit lio ihe point of view of a Grecian liist^ 
riim*) for his saeriJegiows tiu iclt as lilt 

Huccessor Piial®ktis, a youug man, son of Quo- 
morchus, imikr the guardian ship and ods'ice of nu 
experienced friend naiued ifniiectts. But Mnnscas 
wiifi soon surprised at night, defeatedt nod'slain * by 
the I'iiohans ; while Flmla’kus, tell to lijs own re¬ 
sources, was defeated in twobatllct near Ciianroiwiia, 
and was unahlc to hinder his enemies from ravagitte 
n large part of the rhokinn territory*. 

We know the aucctssivc incidents of Ihis ten 
yoors' SiiicrtKt War only from the mengro aiioala of 
Diodorm: who?e warm sympaltiy in favour of the 
Tctigloire ^iide of itm nuestian i««mi to betray hiin 
into exaggeration of the victories of the 'niebaits, m“ 
at least into some omission of countcrhalaiiciug re* 
vcrsca. For in apite of these anCHjasive vicloric*. 
the Phtikians wori; noway put down, hut mnnined 
in possesainn of the Uomtjan town of OroliomaQU*: 

• luoreoTier (hcTlrcbane became so tired out and iui- 
povt'risUed by the war, that they eontified them- 
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selves [irc«ciillv i» dcmiltory ineurtioufi nnd skit* 
niiHlica‘. Tiieif losses fell wholly upon their own 
oiUsEens and their own funds; while the Plwkunis 
fought with foreign mercenaries ttud with the Iren- 
Bures of the temple*. The increusing porerty of 
the Thehfttis even ixiducetl thorn to send aft emhnssy 
to the Persian king, enlrEatiDC peetuiiary liid i wlikh 
drew from hlni a present of 300 UileoU. As he 
wtiE nt this time organising n fresh cx|wdition tm 
an immen&e scale, for tlie cccoiitiuest of Phcntcin 
and Egypt, after more than one preceding railure— 
be tequi^ Grecian sold tors as muah as tlu) tJrecki 
nHHuired his money, llfiice wc shollsec presently 
that the Thebans were able to send him an equ*- 
valent. 

■.cr.sat' In thowar just recounted on (he Uiconian and 
TDfnuta^ Arcaditta ffontier, the Athenians had taken no pari. 

Their struggle with Philip tiad heen hccioming from 
■uittdQof month to month more serious and emharraMing' 
Hy oceupying in time liw defciisibln pass of Ther* 
mopylaj, they had indeed prevented liiiu both from 
cruaUing the f ljokinDs and from iticddling with itur 
pSantberii sinits of Greece. Hut the final battle 
where in he had defeated OnoninrchuB, had mate* 
riiilly increnscd both Ids power and his military 
rcpuiatian. The numbers on both sides were 'ferf 
great; the result was decisive, arid ruinous to the

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Such wn» the mischief succtstfuhy iutiicted by the 
flying ar^uadfous of Philip, thouglt Athens hid pw- 
bivbly a cousideratile number of cmixers ivt sei, mil 
ccrtiJnly a far suporior uunilKt' of ahipi al Ijomc lu 
Peirscus. Her cumniorcc and even her emuta, iwere 
diaturbed and cndaiigereid ; her insolar allica fiud’ci'cd 
yet more. Eubeea esjiedoily^ Lite nearest aud iiioil 
imiiortaiit of aU her allies, separated only by a tmr* 
rovr strait froni Uie PagEtneon Ouh'imJ Lho sunthem 
coast tii PfatfaicUs,. was now within the itiimediate 
reacJi not only of Philip's luurSindmg vessels, but 
also of his jioliuual intrigues. 

It was thus tlml the war against PIkilip turned "-t- 
wore oud more to the disgrace and disadvantage of 
lUti Athenians. 'i’hougU they had begun it in tho 
hope of punishing him for hia duplicity in aiipro- 
printing Atnphipolis. they hud h«cii themselves the riiiaSiti 
toBcra by the capture of Pydnn, Polidsen. McihduO* 

&c.; and they were now thrown upon tlie defensive, 
without Bccuriiy fur liteir maritime allies, their 
commerce, or their coasts', Tlie intdiigcncc uf 
tltesc vnrtouB lusees and insulU otiduivd at sea, in 
spile uf indispnlohlc maritime prepimdcrancc, called 
forlli at Athens acrimonious oomplaints against the 
gttueruls of the state, and e^taggEraled ouihuntlfj of

It U from this proclaimefi fad that he 
starts, as his main grouiid of hojic for future im¬ 
provement. Athens contended formerly with hotium 
against the Lacedremonimu j nnd now also, slie will 
exchange disgrace for victory in her war against 
Philip, if hcrcitincne mdividuahy will shake off thdr 
past iitartiiesb and iieglteence, each of them licnce- 
forward becotning ready to undertake bis full share 
of per^tml duty io tiie common cause* Athens had 
undergone enough humiliation, and more ibon 
enough, la teach her this lesson, She miglit leem 
it farther frotn her enemy Philip hiinflctl, who had 
raised bimfolf from email lieginninga, ami liuopad 
tosses as well u; shame upon her, miiinly by hie

They left 
the real busiue^ of war to a foreign general naiijud 
Aluiielaus*. Such a ayatem was disgraceful■ The 
hottour of Athena ouglit to he mDiiitninctl by her 
own dtiicctiaj both as genernls and os soldiers. 

Such ore the pHncipal features in the diatwursa 
Unflitt callwl the Firiil Philippic ^ the CBtlical puliUc ha* 
rangiic delivueil by Demosibenes to tbit AtbciiiaQ 
asMJiiibly, iu refuiUticc to the war with Phih|>. It 

meiV’Iji' a apleiiihtl piece ot oratory, eniphotic 
and ftfrciblc in its appeal to ibe emotions ; briiigins 
the audicute by imuiy diflciL-at roods, to tSjc main 
ccii^ictiuii which the orator seeks to impress i pro* 
fuundty animated with gctiume Pau-hellciiJc poiri* 
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otism, nnil W'itb titc Ulgnity of ibai free Grci:iaa 
Ttforlii now threalenefl by n monarch from wUltuut. 
It. Ima oLher merits besides, not lees itiiportanl in 
thvnieelvcfl, and lying more irnnictlinidy wiiMn tint 
scope of the hiatormn. We find DoDDHthcncs, yet 
only thirty years oltl—young in politTcat life^nnd 
ihirlcen yearn liclbre the biUtle of (Jhffiroucia— 
talking accnnitc menBiirc of the ptiUticnl rclnlipiia 
between Athene mid Philip; examliimg thoHC irln> 
lions daring the jwat, fiuinting out how they hmi 
become crery year more unfai-ourahtCf and fore^ 
tciling tlic dangertma conlingcnees of the future, 
tinleea hetter iirecnutiuns were fahen : exposing with 
conrogeons frankness not only tlio pai?t misnm> 
nagemeiil of jnibUc men, but also those defective 
dispositions of I lie people thenuselves wherein such 
ruoTiageiJieiit had its root; Justly, after lanit fntititl^ 
adventuring on hii; own TC&ponsihilitr to propose 
specific mcflsuiTeB of corroctiou. and urging upon 
reluctnnt ciriz-ons a painful Imposition of jiersotiat 
hardship as well an of tavalion. We shnl! hint him 
insisting on the icaiiie oliligittiun, irksome alike to 
the leuhog politictatis find In the people*, thninglt- 
(Uit all the Olyulhiai‘3 and Philippics. We note his 
warnings giveH nt this early day, when timely pre* 
vsiition would have been easily priurticiihle; and 
his superiority to elder politicians UUo Kubulus mid 
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PhokidH, in prudent tipprecmliun, m forMiglit, ojnd 
in liio coorapc of sjjcukiny out unpulxiiutilii IrutiiAi 
More tkan twenty ytai» ofttu' iliis |jC‘fiod> when 
Athens hwH Io<l the game ami was iu her plmse uf 
humiliatiun, Demosthenes tiu rf]ieliing the cUiirgaB. 
of Ihowf who iuniultfil her uii^fortuues ta iiis hiwl 
odvicej measnrea the real extent to whioli a politionl 
fltni pjininn is pm[K‘rI)' responsible. The Hrst of all 
things is,—'* To sec evciiU in their bagiimioES” 
dif>ccrD tendencies beforcbmnlf ami proclaim them 
lieforehanO to ulUora—to abridge as much ns iM]^ib1e 
the rubs, kmpciUnii'iila, jealousira, ajul tardy move* 
naentfit liistiiKiniblc fron.i the maroh of a free city- 
mid to ]til‘u4>e among the ctii^cens harmony, frEcndiy 
freUnga. and zeal for iht pcrfoitiiauce of Ibeir 
rfut»cs‘/' 'ITic first Philippic is alone sufficietil b 
prove, law justly Uenju^tUence lays claim lo the 
ntarit of having *' oeun Events in their Ueginiitriga 
and given timely warning to his countrymen. U 
will aliio go to allow, along witli nlhcr proofs bete* 
after to be seen, that be was not Icaa honest anti* 
judicious ill Ilia attciupls to fultil the remiiirvLog 
imrtkiD of (ho alatatumn'd duty—tliat olWorking up 
his coontrymen to unanimous and reaoSuie enter* 
prise: to the pilch reijuifejUi nut meriily fur spcHking 
and voting, but for acting and lufTering, ugainat Ibe 
public enemy. 
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Wb kiiiiw iwitliur ihe Actual course, nor the cou- 
eluding ufote, of this ilebate, whenan Deuuwthoiie* 
took a part so imexpfictecDy promintmt. But wo 
know that noither of liie two positive mtiasurea 
which he trcoTuntootls was tiirrtffil into effect I Tlic humihvi 
W otktTig flf mii iiicnt was not sent uiit, nor was the 
honie-forcc, destineil to be held in reserve lor inatKiit 
inovement in case of etnergenry, ever gotriHwIy, It 
was not tiuliJ the following month of Septimiber 
(llio oration bdiig driivrreil sotno lime in ilio Jirat 
half of a'p I that nny acluaJ force «n» lent 
a^inst Philip j anti even then nothing mom was 
done tlian to send tlic irjercen8r>’ chief Ciiaridomus 
to the Chersonese, with ten triittucj, and five talunU 
in money, but no enhlicrs'. Nor is there any pt®- 
htthility that Dcmtislhcne* even obtained a favour¬ 
able vote of tiie nsserobly j though strong voim 
ngainst PiiUlp were often passed wititont being ever 
put in execution nfterwardR*. 

Demosthenes wna doubtless opiJOBed l)y those 
fienior stnlesnitm whose duty it would have beau to 
com® forwnni thennselvcs with the same propnst- 
tiuM, Booming Uie necessUy to l» uiideoimhle, 

But what ground was taken in opposing him, we 
do not know. Them exifilcd at tliat time in Ailiens 
a certain party or section who wmiervulued I’hilip tmnam. 
ufl an cuemy not really formidubic—^fiir less for- 
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midablc than llie Perainn hhig’. Thi? reports of 
Peniian force and preparation, prcvatent twn years 
before when Dernoathenes delivcrctl liU haranguo 
on ihfl Symmories, seem still to have conllnued. 
ami (nay imrily cJtpMn the inaction against Pbiltp. 
Such reportA would he magnilicdj or fabricated, by 
ftUotliL'r Ailicaian party nuicit more dangerous i lU 
comntunicHlion with, and probaldy paid by. Philip 
hiniseJf. To this party ticuiosLiienes makes liis 
enrliofit nUnaion in the first PhtUppir:*. and reverts 
Ut ilictn on many occasions afterwards. Wc may 
be very certain that there were Atlicniau citir.euR 
icTviug as Rdlip's sflcitt agents, though we cimnol 
assign thetr iinmcs. Jl would bctiol less his interesl 
to piirchiise Jmch auxiliaries, than to ein]doy paid 
ajiles in Lift operations of war*; while the iircvolcnt 
political antipitthics at Athens, coupled with the 
laxity of public morality in individuals, would render 
it [fcrfcctly pmcticablo to cblaio auitabic instro- 
jnmitB, That iiuL only at Athens, hut also at Am- 
phipolts, Potidsea, Olynthus and else where, Philip 
achieved his euccetscs, par tly by purchasing corrupt 
jmrtiAatu among tlie lead era of hss cncniiea—is au 
assertion bo inlrinaically probable, that wc may 
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jreadily believe it^ IbeugU lulvaiioed cbie6y by en- 
friendly witocasea. Secli oorruption alone, bdced, 
woiild not Imve availed bim, bnt.it wbh eminently 
ttgeful when cQinbinod with weU-eroploycd force and 
military genius

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ft ^treo ID Athens, nt the dnteof the first Philippic 
of Detuosiheues, liic tuicasuocEii about Philip was 
!^ch 5“ t»iwiilcrable, tiiucli more wriouft hafi it hL^come 
iiim noioiig hk neij'liiiour? the Olynthinns. He hait 
(gained them tirer, four years betbrci, by tran&femng 
to them the territory of jViUlicuius—aocl Ihc sttll 
more importaot town of Potidtea, captnucd by his 
own arms from Athens^ Gnitefiil for these cee- 
eionsi they had liccamc his ethos in his war with 
Athens, whom they haled on every groiinJ* Rat 
a matcriEil change had since takoti pliLce. Since 
the loss of Methdnfi, Athens, expelled from the 
coast of Thrace and hlaecduuia, Imtl erased to bo a 
hostUo neighbour, or to inspire alarm to the Qlyn- 
thians; while the iitimcntii! increaMi in the power 
of HiUip, combined with ht* nhillUy and aiobltioo 
sUke miuiifesi, had overlaid their gratitude for tJm 
past by a sentiment of fear for tlic future. It wus 
hut too clear that a prin(.>e who stretched his cn* 
eroaching armii in all directions—to 'lltcnnopyhe, 
to Itlyrin, mid to Thrace—would not long suffer 
the fertile peninsula between the Theriuaic biuI 
Mrymonic gulfs to remain occupied by free Grecimi 
communities. Accordiugly, it seems that oAer 
tile great victory of Plillip in Thessaly over the 
Pbahiaos (in thu first half of 35*i e.c.), tho Olyjir 
tbions matiifeated their uncoaincns by seceding from 
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allwmci; wiib Ivim Albon<. They caiirluUed 

pcuUB with til at city, uad manifested auch friendiy 
Bcniimeats that tm alliance began to be thaugbl 
possible. Tills jjcace seema to bflTO been concluded 
before November 3;'i3 a,o/ 

Here was an importunt change of i>olIcy on die 
part of Ihi) Olyutliions. Though they probably 
itilcuiiL'd ^l^ not na a niMieuro of Imatility ngamat 
PJidip, but eimply u !i iirecunlioa to ensure to 
tlicmaelve# rcoourse olaowhere in case af becoming moiva 
expoeed to his attack, it wtis uoi likely that he 
would either draw or rccogoiiie any midb dblinotion. 

He would probably consider that by the ceaaiuD 
of Polidau, he hud purchused their cooperation 
Bijtuvjsi Athens, and weald treat thdr acceasiau uj 
at hiaat making nn end to all aniicablo rclaliona. 

A tew monlha ufterwardit (at the date of Un; liisi 
riiilippic*) WC had that he, nr his soldiera, bad 
attacked, and mmle sudden excuraione into their 
territory, close adjoining to his own, 

in this atoto of partial hcKlility, yd without 
proclaimed or vigoioufe war. matters seem to have 
remained throughout the year 3i I ax. Philip wim 
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crnga^d during tluti year m liifl TJiracian tatiMi- 
dUiuu, wbet^ I»f foil sick, so that aggreiisive ctitcr- 
jirise was for iho tiuie auspt'iuleil.* Mcauwliila tho 
Allitsiiians seem lo Itava proposed, to Olyntiiii^ a 
sclivtiu! of djecided aJItaacc aguiost Philiii', But 
the Olyiilbuuis had too much Ur fear Jroiu him, to 
become themselves the aggressors. They still pro- 
hahly liojicd tliat he might fiud siifticient enemies 
and occupalioti eUcwhere, among TliniciHiis, Illy* 
nans, I^L’ouians, Arymhus nrul the EpiroU* and 
Atheuians"; at any rale, they would not he the first 
Ki provoke a contest. This state of reciprocal oiis- 
truaLt continijed for sevei'iit months, until at length 
Philip began serious operations against them; not 
very long after his recovery from the sickness in 
Thrace, and seemingly towanJs the middle of 350 
B.c.*; a little bufarc tiie begianmg of Otympiad 
107 , 3 .

Wlteibcr 
they bad enmmitteJ anyjxjfiitive net to provoke his 
wrath, we nre not infomietl; but such tragedies- 
were not unfreqiicnl in llie Macedonian regal 
lamilyv While Olynthos was friendly and gratefn! 
to Philip, tliofio etiles wooU not have resorted 
thither; but (hey were now Oivoiirably received, 
and may perhaps have iiplil out hopes that in case 
of war they could raise a Macedonian party agoinst 
Philip, To that prince, lUc reception of his fugitive 
enemies served iia n plausible prclctux for war— 
which he donbllcsfi would under all circumstances 
have prosccutctl—again El Olynthns ; and it wems 
to have Iwcfl 80 put forward in his publio dedn- 
radoiitf'. 

But Philip, in accotnptishiBg his conquests, knew 
well how lo blend the influences of deceit and s©- 
durliun with tho&e of anw, iiinJ ti> Jividc Dr carrypt 
thcKjc wbotii he intended to subcitie. To auuh inM- 
diaufsnpprottcbes Olyntiuia was in miiny wjip open.

Tbc power o/tiiat cily coiieielctl. in jfroal part, in 
her pusitinn its dnef of a Dumcrou* coDfedcracy, 
including a large pmporlloo, thoHgli iirobaldy uoL 
all, of the Grecian cities in the peninsula of Chalki- 
Among the diffbront lucmlers of such a 
oonfetlcraty, there was more or le&s of dtSBCUtictit 
inti-rest or senltmenU which accidciilal dfemn- 
slniicca might iftflainc ao aa to imlucc a wish for 
separation. In each city njoreover, and in 01^ 
thus. iiBeh\ tiicrc were ambilious ciiiMufi competing 
tor power, and nut scrupulous na to the means 
whereby it waa to lie Rtxjuired or retained* In each 
of tiiein, Philip tuulU open intrijiues, and enlist par- 
liBnns ; til soil I e, he would prohabiy receive invita- 
Uotis to do so i for iho grtatuests of liifl e^ploiUi 
while it inHpired alarm in aomc quarlcra, raised 
hopes among disappointed and jealous mimirilies. 
If, through sueli predisposing cdrcuin&timces, he 
cither made or found partisans and traitors lu the 
difttaut cities of Peloponnesus, much more was iliia 
practicable for him tn the ntighbouring pcninaula 
of Chalkidikd. Otyoihus and the other citiee wrn: 
n^rly litl coRtlinJiiiioiiB tiic ^Iiiocdouian tenri' 
tory, some probably with boundarica nut clearly 
Ecttkd, Perdikkas 11, had given to the Olyuthiani 
(al the beginning of the Pclopuimeaion warO n [Wf* 
tion of Ilia territory near the Lake liolW : Philip 
liimsclf had given to them the district of Anlhe- 
miiB. Possessed of so mudi neigiibouriug lam!, he 
bail the means, with little io^s to himself, oi njuUi* 
riaJly favouring or enriching such individual ciU- 
icna, of Olynthus or other cities, as chose to pro- 
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ivintc hifi ttisigna. Bcsiilcra direct bribes, ivheri! 
thnt tni>i]e of ptoCrciditig wtifl must eiTccdvf;, hr 
cemtd grant the right of gmtuitouii pasture to the 
docks and hcrtls of one, ndd furniffh tibvmdant 
plies of timber to another. Muster iis be now wiw 
of Amphipolis and Phitippi, he could at pteuaure - 
opeu or close to them the sjieculationa in the gold 
mines of Mount Paiigseus, for which they hwi ulwnjs 
hankered'. Ef iiia ptivntcers bamsaed even the 
powerful Athens, and the istands under her protec¬ 
tion, umcli more reicaticnia would they be to bb 
neighbourfl In the Chalk idle petiinenEa, which they 
09 il were encircled, from the Tiicnuaic Gulf on 
one side to the Strynionie Gulf on the other, 
lastly. WB cannot doubt that some individuals in 
these cities had foniid it prod table to take service, 
civil or military, under Phi Up, which would supply 
him with corre&poiidenla and adhercnlb ntnotig (heir 
friends and rrlnlivca. 

It will thus be easily seen, that with refenrtice 
ter QJyntliua and luor confederate eitica, Philip hod 
at his command means of private bcncrit and an¬ 
noyance to HUcU an citonl, as would enaui'v to 
him ihe cooperotion of a renal and tmitoroua mi¬ 
nority in each ; such minorUy of course bJcridlng 
itBproceedingii, and concealing its purposes, nrnong 
the standing politicil feuds of the place, 'ilieBe 
means however were only preliminary to lUe direct 
use of the sword. His seductions and prcBcnis 
commeuevd die work, but his excellent general- 
ship and soldiers—the plidaox, the hypMpistaf,

While, however, ive make on I with talcrnbic 
olcamceft the getienJ rtsull of I'bihp'B OJvuLtuaa 
war, and the terror which it struck into the Gre- 
eimi utiud—^w'enre not only lett without information 
D 5 to it a detnila, hot are even pcr[t!cxcd hy iU 
dironfilng^.

raalkts, lUey would nataraJly overstate tlicir own 
dignity rmd the magnitude of wtiat they vferfi offiir- 
iog.

In tills Ills oirlieHt advocacy (tite speech ntiicli 
stands printed os the SL*corid Olyntlunc), Deoio> 
stlieues inelsts upon tlie advantageoas contiiTig;ency 
whtcli Ubs juflt turned up fur AiUcuSt ilirouf^ti the 
blessing uf the gods, in the spontancom tender of 
80 vntuahle au sUy, He recomnieiiiia that aid be deS* 
jmteUed to the nctr ally; the moat prampt tutil clTect* 
ive aid will please him the best. Hut this recom- 
mendatioii is contained in a ainglo sentence, in the 
middle of the s^^ecch; ills neither re{ieatod UBecund 
lime, nor emphatically insisted njion, nor nilnrKsd 
by specihcaliou of quantity or quality of aid to be 
sent. No altueion is tnndo tu iieccssitica or danger 
of Ofyuthus, nor to the chance that Phi tip might non- 
ipivr the town; stilt less tu uttcrior cotillngences, 
tliat Philip, if he did eanqocr it, might carry tliu 
Seal of wor from Ida oivti coasts to tliuse of Alticm 
Oil the cotitrary, Doiuosihcncs adverts to the [>owcr 
of the t>lyotliiaits—to the wtunliun of their lem- 
Lory, dose mi I’hiJip’s Hanks—to ilietr lined reiio- 
liition that they will never again enter into nmily 
oroompromiae with him—as ovidcoces how valuable 
Uicir alliance will prove to Athenv ; mmbliitg her 
to prasecutc with improved success the war against 
Philip, and to retrieve the diBgraceful losses hrought 
upon her by previous renjissness. The main por-

But he has aggrandised hUnself, partly through 
your negligence ood improvidence, partly by trea- 
cherous mcatto—^by taking into pay corrupt par- 
tiaana at Athens, and by cheating successively 
Olyuthiaos, Tlicosaliaiia, and all hta other ollk's- 
Utese allies, having now detected his treachery, are 
deserting him; without llictn, bis power will crumble 
away, Moreover, t he Maccdon i a us I bctiiselvca have 
no sympathy with bis personal ambition; they are 
fatigued with the labour imposed upon them by liis 
endlesA military inovemcnts, and iniimverifihcd by 
the closing of their ports through the war. Hia 
vaunted officers are mini of worthless and dissolute 
Imbtts; his penumal cutupirnions are thieves, vile 
ministers of amusemeut, outcasts from our oities. 
llis post good fortune ini|jarts to nil this real wcah* 
iicjji a fallacious air of strength ; iind doubtless his 
good fortune has Ikuii very great. Dut the fortune 
of .Athens, uiul licr title to the benevolent uid of 
llic gods is still greater—if only you, Athcniaiis, 
will do your duty- Yet iw (« you are, silting stiH, 
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doiDg nottiing, Tbe tilugganJ cDonot even com* 
mnnd hi* frieJtd^ lo work fnr kim—-niuoti less die 
gods, t do mol wondei:^ ikat Philip, iitTvay* in the 
ticUh always in movetaent, doing everything for 
himecif, never Jelling alip an npporluuilj'—prefvoilij 
over ytHi who merely talk, imiuire, and vole, with- 
out aedaii. Nay—llie contmry would ho won¬ 
derful—if uiider fiuuh eireuiustances, he hod utoi 
lieen the coniiuenor. But what 1 do wonder at is, 
that you Athenians—-who in former day* contended 
for Pan-helleuic freedom against the Lacedeemo- 
niaiiE—who. scorning mtjuat nggniiidtsement for 
yourselves, fooght iii person and lavished your sub- 
statiee to protect the rigblB of oilier Greeks—Unit 
vou now shrink from personal service mul jiayutciit 
of tiioticy for iho defence of your own posses*- 
sions. You, who have so often rcBCued ollivre, can 
now sit alill niter having lost so much of youroviU! 

1 Wonder you do iioJ look back to Unit conduct of 
yours wlitcli hnfi bniughl your adiiirsinto this ^tiitc 
of ruin, and u^k yourselvea how they cnfi ever mend, 
while such coiidutt ronidtifl unohuDEOd, It wos 
tiiudi easier nl lirsl li) jireaerve wlial wa once had, 
than to recover it now that it is lost j we have no¬ 
thing now left lo lose— we have every ihiug to 
recover. I’hia roust he done by ourticlvca, and at 
onof i we mu^i funiifli we mmt ta 

person by turns , we must give our gcncmls means 
to do their work well, and then exatl from tlietu a 
intverc account aflcrwards“whiicli we cannot do, so 
tong Sts we ourselves will neither pay nor i-cirve.

such an impression. Demosthenes was still cum 
paratiTety a young man-—thirty*0110 years of age j 
odoured indeed for his speeches and his com po¬ 
sitions written to be spoken by olberfi* 1 but na yri 
not enjoying mucli practical inlfueacc. ft is more¬ 
over certain^—to his honour—that he descried aud 
Tneasuretl foreign dangers before they were recog-

Uo is nu earnest 
monstratil—tin opposition speaker^-<5ontributiiig l« 
raise up gntdually a body of public Hcntimciit and 
conrictiou whicb uitimatciy inay [lasa into aut. 
Ub rival Euhulus is tbe (uiuiBteriai spokesman, 
u’honi the tiiajority, bolli rich and poor, followed; 
ji nuifi not M all corrupt (so far as we know), but 
of si tuple conaervalivt routine, evading all painful 
necessiUe* and extraordinary prucautious; con. 
riiiatiog the rich by reiiittug a pnj|H!rty*fflj(, nniJ 
the general body of cilizcna by refusing to tueddh: 
witii the Tliifftric eatpeuditure. 

'I'he Athenians did not follow the counsel of De¬ 
mosthenes. Tliey cccpptcd the Olynthian allmnce, 
but umk no wdivc step lo cooperate with Olyntha* 
in the war against Philip’, Such unhnppily wua 
their usual hnhil. The holnt of Philip watt the tip- 
potcile. Wc need no wUness to sjitisfy us, that he

Coniplaijits would presently reach 
Atheus, hraughl hy fresh envoys from the OlyuUii- 
nnf, imd prohubly aUo fnocn the Oiinikidinne, who 
were the greatest snfFerors by l^ldJjp'B anna. They 
would naturally justify this renewed npplication hy 
expatiating on the victorious progress of Philip; 
they would now call for aid more urgeutly, and 
might even glance nl the possibility of Philip’s con¬ 
quest of ChaJkidikt. It was in tikis advanced stage 
of the proccediDga that Damosthenes agiitn exerted 
himself in the cause, delivering that speech which 
stands first in the priuted order of the Olyuthiacs. 

Here we have, not a Philippic, hut a Inie Olyn* 
thiac, Olynthus is no longer port and parcel of a 
larger theme, upon the whole of which Demo-

It is tme fhut the Athenians might have laid up 
Ihut sur]due nunuully in the aoropolis, to Tonn an 
accuniu luting war .fund- Such provision liad l»een 
made half a century before, under the full energy 
and initierial power of Athens—wljcn she hod a 
larger reveuuo, with numerous trihdic-paying ol- 
lies—und wheuPeriktes presjtiefl over her councils. 
It iiiigJd hove hiscti better if she had iJnnc fomC' 
thing of tite samo kind in the age after the PelO' 
pontiesian war. Pcriinps if men, like Pcrikles, 
or ti'iren like Dentusthrnc^, lind enjoyed marked 
ascendency, she would have been advised otid jirv- 
vojli'd oil to ootiitnue such a precaution. But 
lieforc we can tneastire the uatent of improvidence 
with which Athens is here fairly chargeable, wa

Unhappily the 
oonlUct ierved ns un excuae to both parties, lof 
throwing the btuiue on each other, and starving the 
war ; av well oa fur giving ifflcet to the lepujjnaoce, 
shared by botii rich and puor, agaiitat personal 
miUtAi^' service abroad. Demosthenes sides witlj 
i)cither'>-trie« to mediate between them—and c^Is 
for pairiotid sacrifice froni both aUke. Having 
Iiefure him on active and living enemy ■ with the 
Itbcnics of Greece as well ns of Athens at staltc 
he urges every species of sacritico at once j pfi rsonal 
service, direct lax-iidyincuts, abnegaiioa of the fes- 
tltuts. Sometimes (he one demand stands most 
prominent, sotUDtinica the others but ofteneat of 
all, coTiiea his appeal for persouarservioe. Under 
such military necessities, in fact, llic 1 hefiric ex- 
pcxiditure became mischievous, not menfly hccauM 
tl abhorbed the public money, but alM> bccouM it 
chained the citixcus to their home and disiuclitred 
them to active service abroad. The great charm and 
body of sentiment eonntected wtili the festival, eesen*

It wn* tliinng thu early spring of iJ47 b^o., as fnr tis 
we enn niivko oat, that OjyntliuB, [ifter Imving 
viousljr iecfl itic iliirty CUalkidtc cities eonrpierwl, 
underwent herself the like fate from the arms of 
Philip. Exile end poverty became ihe lot of such 
Otynthians aud Chalkidinns an could tDake iheir 
escape; t^hiJe Uie greater number of both sexes were 
sold into tiJavcfy, A few painful truces present them* 
selves of the diversitlea uf suiteritig which tjcfel 
these unhappy Tictunt. Atrestldas, nu .Arcadian 
who lied probably served in the Macedonian artuy, 
received frutn Philip a grajii of thirty Otynlhian 
staves, chidly women and children, wlio were seen 
foUnwing him in a stfing as he trovelkU Jionicwurd 
through the Grecian citJEs, Many y^ungOlynthiun 
women were bought for the puri>a&c of having their 
personB tiinicd to nccount by their new proprietors. 
Of these porchaaersi one, an Atlmnian cilixen wbo 
had exposed tui new purchase at Athena, wns tried 
and condemned for the precteding by the Dittos, 
tcry'. Other anecdotes come heforo us, inaccurate

women, bill Ukewise uf providing portioos for them 
and giving t hem out iit tnarriogc*.

The opponents of Chares accusetl turn, os vrell os ^ 
DetnresanfloUtDr oiercenury ch tefs, of having wnsled 
the naval and military strength of the city in idle en¬ 
terprises or rapiiciuns extortions upon the trailers 
of the J^genn. They summed up 1500 talents auii 
150 triremes tima lost to Atiicns, besides wide¬ 
spread odimo incurred among the ialsuders by Uui 
unjust contrihiiliotiy levied upon tiiem to enrich the 
genurnl'. In tulilition to this disgraceful ill-success, 
ennie now the fearful ruio in Olynllms and ClialkU 
dikfl, and the great aggroudismaent of their enemy 
Philip. Tlie lost of Olynthut, and with the uiiAcr- 
able captivity of its population, would liare been 
sufficient of themscU'csto excite powerful sentiment 
among the AtliRtiinof. But there was a forthiir dr> 
ciitnstance which came yet more huiue la their feel¬ 
ings. Many of their own eitixens were serving 1 q 
O lynthus oii an auxiliary garrison, and had now be¬ 
come captives oltJtig with the ohi*. Nosuchcalii- 
mity os Ibis Imd tuifnllcn Atbons far n century past, 
since the defeat oj'Tulmidea at Kumtieia iu Jkootia* 

Tlie whale Athenian people, and cfpeoiaJly the re¬ 
lations of live captives, were full of agitation and 
aiixieiy, tnoreuMd by nhirming news from oilier 
i|iiartcri.

The gravSiy of the crisis iorced even 150110108 and 
others among ibe statesnicn hithertp Intlguid in the 
war, to hold a more energetic kngunge lhao before 
against Philip. Denouncing him now as the com* 
man enemy of Greece*, they propoficrf missions into 
Pctoporiueflus and elsewhere for the purpose of 
animating the Grecian states into ccioledentcy 
against him^ ^chines assiatod strenuously in 
proenring the udoption of this pn^position, and «as 
himself named as one of the envoys into Pclo- 
imnuisusV

For buth 
functioDB he possessed some natural ndvuntagea— 
an atldulic fmme, a poa'crfut voice, a ready tlow of 
ttnprvmediialed speecli. After sotnu years |uvs^d 
as sertbc, in wjiieh lie made hhtiself useful to 1^* 
biihis and ollicrs, ho was ebosen puhtic scribe to 
Uio assembly—'jicquirc-d faiRillarily with the aduii* 
nistrative and parliamentary bosines* of the city— 
DJul thus elevated himself by degrees lo inilucnen 
as a speaker.

He addrcsRod lUom in n slmtn of aui* 
mated cxUortftlion, adjuring them to combine willi 
Athens for the defone* of lUo liborilcfl of Greece 
against Philip, and inveighing BiPCxittoualy against 
thofiv traitors who, iu Arcadta as well as in other 
parts of Greece, sold lUonuieJves to the aggressor 
Mttil pamiysod all resistanco. Ilo encountered liow* 
aver ®noU opposition from a ajujaher named Hicitr* 
Tiyiiiuti, who es|mtised the interest of PUiUp m llie 
as^emhly i aud ttiough lie professed to bring badt 
some flattering hopes, it is ccrlein Ihni nciibcr i« 
Arcadia, nor elsewliora Ut PelotHJunesiUi, was his 
influence of any real efficacy '* The alrmigest feeling 
among tbc Arcadians was fear and dislike of 
which rendered them iu the main indifferent ■ if 1*^1 
favourable, to lUc Mscedouiaii successes. In re¬ 
turning from Arcadia to Atbens, iE^ chines met tlie 
Arcodiau Atrestidas, with tlio onhnppy tioop ci 
Olynthian slaves following; a sight which so dw^ly 
affected the Athenian orator, that he dwell upon it 
afterwards in his speech before the assembly, willi 
tndiguant sympatUy ; deploring the sad effccis of 
Grecian dissension, and the min produced by 
Philip's cotiibiucd cnjployuicnt of arms and cor- 
nipt ion.

Hence l^ubuius and J<!acilUll^s became cornea t )iar« 
tinans of pence, and Deennsthencs also aneme to 
havtf been driven by the gencrui despondency into 
u wdllingneas to negoUate. The two ufUlon, 
thongh they aAcrwards beenme hitler rivnls, were 
nt this juncture not very discordant in sentiment. 
Gn the otliLT hand, the philippisiug speakers at 
Athens held a lioldar toue than ever. As FluUp 
found his ports greatly blocked up by tho Atbe- 
nian cruisers, lie was Ijkdy tu profit by his existing 
ascendency for the pur[iose of sircngtheniug \m 
navrd t>ttutpmeiits. Now there was no place so abun¬ 
dantly su[i[iUed as Athens, with marine stores and 
muntmenta for armed ships. Probably there were 
agenU or speculators taking measures u> supply 
Philip with these articles, and it was against them 
tlmt a decree of the aesembly was Qow directed, 
ai)u|«Ud ua the motimi of a senoUir tiotncd. Tinior- 
ebua — to punisb with death all who dinuld export 
from Athens to Philip cither aima or stotvs for 
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shlivs of wnr', Tlii? severe Jeereo, however, w»a

(mlicy of the Spartans had been cjUctly guided for 
three or I'onr years by the anxiety to ensure the re¬ 
storation of tbo captives of Spbobicria. .Moreovefi 
fisveml AtheniatiH of jmrsuiui) cimsequeitce w‘ere 
lakoit at Olyntbus ; among them, Eokratus and 
lalruklcs. Shurlly uftcr the nea's arrivctl, die 
relatives of these two men, prestiiitiiig themftelvcs 
before ihr oBHeiiibly tu tlitt inleniti pulse of sap- 
pliauts, ilupositetl an nJivc braneti on the altnr hard 
by, and otitrantcd that care might he liad for the 
safety of ilieir capUve hinsmen ', Hits touching 
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npp«al» etfiocd as jl would lie by iLe criw of €a 
itmny other cdti^tens to tbe likedUtresa, called forth 
oonitimQua sympathy tn the assembly. Botti riii> 
lukmtes atiri Doniosthmics sju>k« io favour of it; 
Beinostbcnes probablft-ns kavtog luren u strcouaitEi 
advocate of ibe w^r, ivjig the more arisloiiB to show 
thjit he was kttenly ative to so iiturh individnal 
stiftbring.

admitted ns her alJy. Dcniusthcnes, then a se¬ 
nator, moved a vote of tbaiika and a wreaib to 
ATi9todemus^ 

Tills report, oa for os we can nniko out, appears

During the preceding two years, tlie I*lioktunfi, 
now iindrr the comitiatid of PltnJiukua In plncc ul 
Phayllns, had mnlntnincd their position uguliiftt 
Thebes—liad kept possessLDti of ihe ffazroiian towns 
Orchoiuenua. Korntieja, und Komia'—and were still 
mastenj of Alpojiua.Throniuii]. and Niksua. us wall 
as of the iniportant (jiuis of Tliermopylie adjoiutag'. 
But though on the wliule euccoMrul in regard to 
Thehcfi. they had fallen into di&eentiioii among tlieni’ 
selresi The ntercuimi'y furcCj iiecceMry hi tbdr 
defence,' conld only be maintained by continued 
appropiialion ul theDcIphiuo treasures; an uppro- 
printinn beeoiiimg from year to year holh ju- 
cmlivc and more odiuns. By ooccceeiro spoliation 
ol gold and eilver oruamcnU, I he temple is saiil 
to hure been stripjied of l(f,(KKI tnletiu <=abnut 
2,8fM),iKK)f.), all Its arailiibte wealth; so that the 
PhobiaII ioailm were now reduced lo dig fur ui 
unanUicnIicalCfl treasure, supiuised (on the faith of 
a verso in the Jliiul, as tvell m on other grounds of 
eurinisc) to lie ounoealed bcuoalU its stone door- 
Tlieir search however wps not only unsucoeisruli 
but arrested, os we are told* by viotcut cartln^ujik^,

As tbe Odjjbinu Ircasure became less tuid )cs«. ao 
the mciins uf Fhaittkufi to pay troops iind mnicitain 
nsccndcucy dccUdcJ. Wbjlc I he tbrcigii merco 
Tiiuries relaxed in llieir obedience, Ltis opimtieiita iu 
Phokts mnoit'estec] increased nnimostty a^inst Ins 
coDiiiiucd sacrilet^c. ^so greatly did these oppo* 
iieuis tticrcaae in patrer, that tlicy tjcposed Pba-' 
liekns, elected Dcinokmtes with two otliera in his 
place, and iiu$iitntt;d n strict inquiry into the nnte- 
cedent approi«natio[i of the Delphian trcasiun. 
Gross peeuklion Wiia fonud to hare been committed 
for the protit uf individual leaders, especially one 
named Phi Ion ^ who, on being seized and pul to 
the torture, disclosed t!ie Datnca of several ncconi- 
pUcef. These men were tried, conipellcd to re> 
f^undf auil ultiiuatety put to death', Pluiloekua 
however still rctalacd tils ascendency over the mer¬ 
cenaries, about 8CK)0 in number, so as to hold Tber- 
luupylu: and the places arljimcnt, and cvoti presenlly 
to lur re-appointed general’*. 

Such ititcstLJiG dispute, eutubiued with the gradual 
exhaustion of the temple-tfunds, scusthly dimitiished 
the jK>wer of the Phohinns, Yet they si ill remained 
too It rung for tlicir cncuiies IhcTlitbjiUJi j who, de¬ 
prived of Urchoineiius and Koroneia, inqxiverished 
tiy (uilitury elforts oi' nine years, and uuablc to 
tcnuinale the cuutcbt by their . ow n force, rtsolvcd 
to iuvukt^ rnreign aid. An ofiportuoity might 
perhaps hnv’o licen obiEiiucd for closing the w'jir

I’iiiUpi. lh)t (he adverse setitiinenty tit hyth cities^ 
esfiecisUy ht Thebes, were found iiiviDcitite; and 
the I'iichans, lii tte oiiticipatihg rortsequcnccSt de- 
lennimvl to invoke the nrimtus intBrvenUon of the 
conquetof of Olynthus, TJic TJicsButiaiis, nlfL-mly 
vuluahle aJlies of Pjiirsp, Joinwl thent in noficiting 
him to crush the Phoktatts, and to restore the 
ancient TliessiiJian privilege of the Pylaea {or regular 
yearly Amjihiktyouicineetirig at The rmapyhej which 
the Phokians had suppressed during the last ten 
years. ITiis juiut prayer far interveulion was pre* 
ferred in the name of the Delphian god, in^Tstiug 
Philip with thcaaguBt character of diampioo of the 
Ampiuklyonic asscnihly,, to rescue iht Delphian 
temple frtptn iu sacrilegious plunderers, 

Tlic king of Mueedou, with liis past oonquestfl 
and his well-known spirit t>r nggrcsstvc euterpriac, 

WHS now a sort of present Dciiy, ready to lemi foice rEtil!* 
to nil the selthih atnbitiou, or bJhid fear iviid anii- 
pftthy, prevtiUjHl, among (be tUscanlcntcd Iri'vctlons 
of the Hellenic world. While his Intrigues had 
procured nuuierous partisnna even in the euiiire of 
Petoponuesua—as jEschbes, on return from tib

'ill© appUention of tlw Thelmnii to PhiUp ex- 
cited ittucli alarm in Hhokis. A Macedonian army 
nnUcf Parmcnin did aetunlly enter Ibeasaly 
where wo find them, three monlha later, heiicg^* 
iii^ Hnlu»*- Reports eeem to 1ia?e boon spread, 
about September 347 ti,c>, Ihiit tho AtncedonianB 
were about to march to 'J’hcrmopyt® i upon which 
the Phokiftna look alarm, and sent envoy a to Atliena 
as well aa to Sparta, entreating aid to eunbte ibciu 
tn bold the pm, and oObriiig to deliver up thu three 
jtnpoTiatit towns near it—AliiAnni, Tlitomum, and 
Klkieu.

Tlie increasing discooTiigemenl ns to war, and 
yewrui tig hir iicnc^, w hich prcvai led at AtUeus d uring 
joUwAthd. the snnimcr lUtd autumn of 34/ it.c„ tta* been al- 
ready described- Wc may be 8 ore that the friend* 
of the captives taken at OlynilioB wouhl he impor- 
tuoate in demanding peacn, Itccttuse there was 
no other way of prucurtug their release j Mnca 
Philip did not chonse to exchange ibem for money, 
resorving llieiu as an item in pniitical negotiutioo* 
A! length, about the month ot November, the puhlio 
OBOcmbly decreed tlmt envoys nhould he Wfiil u* 
Philip to ascertain on whni condilions peace could 
he made; len AlhenUu envoys, ami one from il*® 
synod iit conredcnilc allies, sitting ol Allwns. The 
DK>vet of the deerw was Fhilokrales, the eamo who 
bad moved the pistons decree permitting Philip to 
send envoys if he chow. Ilf this pcniuesion Philip 
hud uol availed lunn>elf, in spite of all that the pbs- 
llppiiuanB at Athcttii Imd allegt^ aboul his anxiety for 
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(leiice nud alliajice «^it.li Ute «iLf. It bulled hta puN 
pcac tg have Liie Htgolialion* carriwi on hi Miuk- 
tloiiiu, where hfi could act better upon the mdividua] 
oe^tJAlorj of AihooB. 

TIio (Iccft'tf having licon iMBBcd in Hie apseenbiy. t™ aoi*. 
leu cnvoyawerochofieu—Philokiriitca, DcmoBlUenti 4 f 1*!?-^ ^ 
-^chiiici, lCtc«piioti, Phrytjoi), ialrukli^’*, Dtrkj'l- 
Ins, Kiinuu^ NauailcttiB, end Arktodvmtw the actor, 
Agiftoktron of Teuedos waa selected to uutompany 
theuj, as rcproeeitlAtiva of the nliUd synod. Of 
Uicie envoys, Ktesiphon, Phrynon, and latroklds, 
had already been guioed over aa partlaaiia by Pliilip 
while to Macodouin j moreover Anatodemus waa a 
poraon to wliom, ia hla liistrionic profeasioii, iho 
favour of Philip was more valuuble than the interetiia 
orAtiiena. i£acltines was proposed by Nauaiklesj, 
iJeroqslhetiea, by Philokrntcs itic toover*, Tlkoiigh 
Dfliuosihcues had been before so euriietil iu odns* 
oiling vigorous proaecuiitm of tfto war, it does not 
ajipoar that he was now adverse to Ihe ojicmag of 
uegaliolions. Had he been ever «u adveree, he 
would probably Imve faiiod in obtaining oveu a hear* 
mg, m liie tutisling temper of Iho pubUo mind. He 
Ihnuglii indeed timt Atlieny inlticUd so much iltn 
niitge on her enemy by mining the Mnoedoninit 
mariiime commerce, that siic was nut under the 
nect^ity of siibaiiuing to iieaco on bad or hutni' 
liating terms*, But still he did not op])os« the 
overtures, nor dirt his opiHwiiiou k-gin until afier*

So much is ccriaifi; Uiough 
we do not iJOBsess the origimd decree under wUidi 
they were nominated* Having sent before ibeni 
hcralii to obtain n Bafi&*coiidnct from Pliilip, they 
left Athens nhuut Decent her347 8 c,,and proceeded 
by sen to Oreus on iJte nortliern const of Eubosa* 
where they csjicctcd to meet the rctuniing herald* 
Eiiidimi^ tliut ha biwi not yet eoine hack, they 
ciuased Ihc strail si untc* w ilboul wailing for him* 
into the Pngnsweajt Gulf, where P^eiiio *' 
Maccdouiaii nrniy was then besieging Halus. o 
him they notified their arrival, nod received per 
migsion to pnsa on, first to Pagasai, next to Lftris^. 
Hero they met their own rctnrning herald, niider 
whcwctafegniiril they pursuctl their journey to Pel la 
Our iuforntstton rcs^HJOting thh Vfit^tl embassy 
proceeds aloioit wholly Efom jEschinca.

to transact diplomatic business, like other political 
matters, publicly beftire the governing.number—the 
(aiuncil, if tlie conslllution happened to be oligarchic 
cal—tbegciienil assemblyjfdetDoeratica], Purauani 
to iliis habit, the envoys wore coiled ujion to appear 
before Philip in hie full jwmp and state, and tlnire 
uddresB to him formal harangues (cither fay ouo or 
more of llicir number as timy chose), setting forth 
the ciise of Alliens j after which Philip would dc* 
liver Ilia reply in the Lke publicity, eiUier with )ii» 
own lit» or by llioae of a chosen mlnisier. 'fhe 
Athenian envoys resolved among themsclvca, that 
wlisri tntl'o^luced, cncli of itiem should ndilress 
Pill I ip, in the order nf isemorily; Demosthenes 
being the youngc<^t of the Ten, and dfischincfi next 
altove tiini. Accordingly, when summoned before 
Philip, Ktesiphoii, tlie olitcet envoy, licgan with a 
short address ; the other scvciti followed with equal 
hroviiy, white the stress of the Inwiiicfis was (eft lo 
AH^chines and Demosthencft*. 

^Eachines recounts in abritlgemeni to the Athe¬ 
nians, wit Si uiurJi sallaractioii, hts own clnliorattf 
hnrungue, establishing the right of Alheuw to Am. 
phipolis, liie w'PODg done by Philip in Inking it and 
holding it against her, and his pammouut obJigetion 
lo make restitution—4iut touching u[)oa ou other 
sulijm whnicvef*. He then proceeds iu state—

SBDi what ill' actoalJy did, rcpFcMuls what iie wiaiieiJ 
to be thouglit to have dono. His own accimtit 
certainty uhowu u strange tniscoticepiton of the 
actual situation of affairs, in order ip justify 
himseif for being desirous of peace, he lay* con- 
aiiicrable utress on tin; losing |Biiue wbioli Athens 
bail been playing during the war, wid ou liic 
probubility of yet furtlier loss if pei^iated. 
tic completes tke cheerless picture by adding— 
what was rtoublless but loo familiar to hie Aibenian 
audience—that Pbilip on bis eide, marching from 
one succce* to another, hud mleed tlic Macedonian 
kingriow la an deyation Iruty formidable, by ilie 
rtcent esimciion of Olyntlius. Yet under l!u$ siaic 
of oompamlive force between the two contending 
parties, iEsclnnes presents hirosolf before Phiiip 
with a demand cf exorbitant magnitude—fm lb® 
cession of Amphipolis. He says not a word about 
anything else. He dcltvert ao eloquent ba^ngue 
to oonyiuce I’bilip of the incontestable right of 
Alltciis to Aiuphi[KiUs, and to prove to liim that ho 
wos in ilu! wrong for taking and keeping >t« H® 
idSccl* to lliink, that by this process he should in¬ 
duce Plnlip to purl with a town, the most capital 
and unporatleled poeUion in al! bis dominions, 
which he hatl now iKia^ssed for twelve years, and 
which placed him in comniiinication with hia n«w 
foundation Philippi and the BiirifeTOUS region arouud 
iu The arguments of .Eschiues ivculd have 
tiiutih to the purpose, in an action tried between

But here vvere two bcUigerent purtiea, in a given 
miio i>f EtrengUi atitj |iositJua as to itie future, de^ 
bating terms af peace. That mi envoy on the part 
of Athens, the losing parly, shoujd now stand for* 
ward to demaud from a victorious enemy the very 
place wKkIi formed the origiiui) cause of the war. 
and vrhich iiiid becouic fur more valuable to Philip 
than when he first took it —was a protenajon 
altugeihcr preposterous. When vEschinee repro¬ 
duces Ilia eloquent speech reclaiming /Vmphipolis, 
Its having been the principnl uec&sity and loosl 
honoiirahle ucliievement of Ids dipluroatic mission, 
he only shows how little qualified he was to render 
real ecrvicc to Athens in that capacity—^to say 
nothing as yet about cxirrnption. The Atlienion 
people, cxircjiiely retentive of juiSt cooviciioiiJ. 
bad it deeply impressed on their minds that Aiu* 
phipotU was Uieirs by right and probably the 
drst envoys to Macedonia—^Aristodemtu, Nimptole. 
tnus.Ktcsiphon. Pbrynon\&c.—had been so cajoled 
by the courteous phrases, deceptions, and ptCiientB 
of Fliilip, that ilioy represented him on tbeir ceturii 
as not unwilling to purchase fiiendabip with Athens 
by the restoration of Amphipolts. To this delasivc 
eapeclaltou iu tbc Ailicniau mind .^dchincs ud- 
dressed himself, when he took credit for Ins earnest 
pleading before Philip on behalf of Athenian right 
to the place, as if it were the sole [iiirpose of hti 
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itiUsiou'. Wr bIiqII see him lhm«ghoyl» in hli 
etiatneler of envoy^ not only fostering the nctoal 
delusions of the public at Athena* hut even cifcu» 
Inling gross ficlloUft and impostures of his own, 
respectihg the proceedings ami purposes of Philip. 

Jl was on or about the Erst day of the mouth ot 

ElnpheboUon^ ^Murch) when the envoys resmhed 
Athens on returning from the court of Philip. l*hey 
brought tt letter from him couched in the most 
friendly tonus i c:(presaiivg great Btodely not only 
to be fit peace witii Athens, but iil«o to becotne her 
«l(y : stutiug uiaretiver that lie was prepared to 
render her vplunhle service, anil (bat he would have 
ftj>cciiied more particularly whftl the service would

Philip 
wa* nlso leaving it at the tiead of his drmy on an 
expedition ai^ainst Keraoblepie# in Thrace, lie gave 
a a{teciul pledge to the envoys that he would not oi» 
lack the Chersonese, until the Athenians sbotdtl 
have tnid an opportunity of debating« acceptiog, or 
rejecting, the ptvposilious of peace. His envoys. 
Anlipftter and Parmeuio, received ordure to visit 
Ailieutt with liltlo delay ; nod a .Macedonian herald 
aixoiniianirid the Albcnian envoys an tboir return*. 
Having ascertained on whal tennn peace could 
her Imd. the envoys were competent io advise the 
Alliimmn people, mot prepare iboai for a dednitc 
coorduaion, aa soon as liiift ATaccdunian mission 
Mliiuild arrive. They first gave an ncwiint of their 
procvcdifigs to the public osseriibly, Ktesiphon, 
the oldret, who *1™*»«af|iali«lrd on the gractful 

presence and loanneraor Philip, ns well as upon the 
charm of bis company in wine-drinking*, .fisebincs 
dwelt upon his powerful and fwrtinent omiory:— 
after which be recounted the principal occurrences

Accord* 
ingly (as it wonki seem, in that very aaseiubty), 
DinntkKlhcnea propcacd and cnrrtctl a fresh decree, 
lixitig two later days for the epecml assemblies to 
discosa |)eiice and sllrantie wiUi Moccdaniiu Tlte 
days tinmed were, tJie eighleenlh nnd Qiiielecndi 
days erf the current month EJapheboliim (March); 
ill! mediately after the DJonyBlac rcatival and the a»- 
oernbly in I he tvtiiplc of Dionysus a liicli fnliowed 
upon it*. At the acme iimo Dcmaalhenca showed 
great pr&onnl civility to the Macudoniaii euvoya, 
inviting them to a Bplendid enteilainmeiit, and nut 
only conducting them to their place of honour at 
the Dioiiyalac festival, but also providing for them 
com fort nbte aeala tind cushions^

Sparta, bnbffia, 
and PhoUia'; moreover n lurgu Mfttft'dooijija nrtoy 
was fls^ftiilded around, ready for immediate attion. 
At leiigtli l!ie Alhciiiftii envoys, afler so long * 
delay of their own nmteingi found lUvmsotvia in ibe 
presence of Philip- And we e ho old ha^'C cxjusott'd 
that they would forUtwUh perforin llieir spcc'iHl com* 
nibslon by administering the oaths, lint they itill 
wcnloi) postponing lbis<5erempny,aiid Baying nothing

DemDSihcnes (sccoj’diug to the state- 
mem of .£Hci)incs) opposed this rccomtiiendnilott—► 
iiiaistiiig that the emmys ought not to tnitiglc in dis' 
putes befonguig to other |Mirts of Greece, but to 
cojifiiir ihetuscivcs to their apedai mtHflibti—aiid 
declorcit that Jie elicmld take no notice of Philip’s 
mnreh to Tlienimpyl®', At lenglli, after inueb 
discuasioii, it was Agreed among the eiivoya, that 
eachof them, when called iMjfore Philip, should say

7’iio purpose of FhUip'* eip*!- 
ditipii, to restore the Aniplilklyomc council, was

He dwellfi much u|Hin bia dtaburscmeiits for ilicir 
ransom during the second embaaay, and (lis offorla 
toobUin the consent of Philips, This (he says) 
w&H nU that lay in bis |H>wer to do, as an individuBj} 
in regard to the collective proceedings of the cm- 
bossy, be was constantly outvoted, lie affinna tbot 
be detected the foul play uf Allschines and tiu' rest 
witli Philip i tliat be liatl written a despatch to send 
hunie fur the jmrpose of exixusiag it; that bis col* 
leagues not only prevented him from forwarding it, 
but sent another despatch of their own with false

The {^enuiul description licrc given by Domo» 
eUieues, of hie own conduct during tin; second cm* 
liassy, is probably true.

Sueii wiis the dicgrucefiil auction, 
wherein theac once great atntes, in proaecotion of 
ihdr miilDul auiipalliie«» bartered away toa fordgo 
prinia; the dignity of the Uelicnio name and the 
infle|nnidctice of llie Hellenic world*; following the 
eixainplesel hy Spaitn In herappUcalious to thcOreat 
Kingt during the latter years of the Pekponnesion 
war, and at the peace of Antalkidoa. Amidal such a 
cmwd of humble petitioners and etpet.dantB, all 
tmnhlliij: to offeLul liio)'—with ilie aid too of 
^scliines, Phibkratea, and the other Athuntan 
envoya who conscntwl to play his game —Philip 
had little dilheulty iu keeping alive tho hopes of all, 
and preventing the lormotion of any common force 
or decisive resolution to reaiat

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Ttwjiwaty, Uo r&uclicd Pher® neuf tt»C l*agas»an Gulf, 
nt the liisiil or It jioworiul uruiy of iluijedaniaiis 
nnd aUius.

voys at length udminiitureJ the oath both to Philip 
and to Ids allies*. This ira» done the luat thing 
befons they pelumed to Allifloa; which city tliey 
rvaehtHl on tlie l.’Hh of the mouth Skirrophorion* i 
iiAuf an ahaeaoe of seventy dayi, comprising 
all Uic intervening montli TliargeUou, and the 
remnant {tVnm the third day) of the month 
Muttycliioti. 'I'iIey accepted sw repreaenlativei uf 
the allied citieSj all whotn Philip tent to itiCut; 
though Daiiioetheiieft remarks that their itiatrnctions 
dlrei'led them to aduuniiiioc the oath to the chief 
magiitrttie in each city rert|i«elivdy^. And among 
tlte cities whom they mUnitted to lake the oiith aa 
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Philip^ii alU«i wiks compmcd Kardia, nn tlic; bDrik'rB 
of ilie Tbracian CJiursooe^e. Ttic jVlheuiana con- 
utdcrctl Karijm as, tviUiiti liic limitaof ttst!

It VIM tbuA tlmL I he envoys pontpoued both Ihc 
cxccotion of l lreir specifll misaion,and Ibcir retoro, 
uniil the lust uiotticoU ^vken Pliilip uns within 
three days’ Dinrch of Thvmiup}!^'. Thai tluy so 
postponed itj in corrupt coautvmico wilii him, is 
the lilkgatjon ol DeinoitUicuea, •untairiciJ by alt llic 
piobttbililies of thr ease. Philip wa;: uiixioos to 
eoiuo upon ■[‘homopylu) by eurprtso^ and (o leave 
ns IttUtf time as possible either to the I'liokitutu or 
10 Atheus for orga msing dcfctiice. The nulii whiclt 
ought to bnvn lioen admiiustcrud, in Tbmee—but 
nl tiny rHlc nt Pcilu—was not taken unlij Ptiiliji bad 
gui ns near as possible to the Impurtaul pass; nor 
liuiJ thij cuvoys visited cm; iinglt city among his 
bIUcs in cxecutioo of tbelr mandate. And as 
/Eschines was well awam that Miis wmiltl iirovoLB

Til atimijiistertilg itic ftalh* at riicfa? to Fliillp 
niirl Tiiit allieti, nnd the ranjorlty of the

notinced the t'hykfatifi to he excluded nnd out of 
tha treHtv, and htnl sa'ni nothing about Kerso- 
bleptaif. This was, If not a depoHure from their 
manduto, nt least a etap beyoml 1| \ -for the Athe- 
nian people had espres&ty rejected the same excfu* 
Eioii when proposed by PliiloUriite* nt Alhonx; 
IhougEi nhen the Mniiudnnmci envoy deehired that 
he could nM ndtnit the PhokJnns, (he Atheuiana 
tiad conaented lo swear llus iNfaty without them. 
Pmliulily Philip und hi» BlUei> wtiuli] nat consent to 
lake the onth, lo Athens ami her nTJies, without niv 
express dacLnration that the Piiohjiuts were out of 
ttuf (wla*.

to have been diecussed. But il wms not even read k 
to the assembly; for immediately on the opening 
of buaincsi iso l>ettiostheacs idle us), ^schinaa ***'*‘ 
rose aud proceedcu to addreait the people, wbo were 
naloralty impatient to bear bim before any one else, 
speaking os be did in the uamo of bis eoUeaguea 
genenilly".

We your envoy* luivo eulisfieJ htiii that 
the Thebaua nro Uic renl wrong-doera, not ooly in 
their opprefiaitjn towartfa the Boeotian cities, but also 
in regurd to I lie ajmlinUoii of tlie Icruplo , wliicli 
they hud conapirod to perpetmte earlier thou the 
Phokiaivs, 1 (Jitcliinw) exposed in ati utnplwiw 
speech before Philip the Iniiiuitics of the Thebans, 
fur which pi'ocecding tljcy ho ve Bct a price on my 
life. Von Atlieiiiaiia will hear, in two or three 
days, without any trouble of your own, that Philip 
i* vigorously prnsecuting the aiego of'riiebes. Yon 
wil! ftnd lliai he will capture uiid hrenJt np that 
oily—that he will csract from the Tlieimna compcii- 
sntioo for the Ireasure rnvislied from Pclptu—und 
that be wilt restore the subjugated communities of 
Pluta’u and Tliwpim. Nay more—you will bear erf 
beiiefiu still more direct, whidi wc have dciermine^ 
Phitip to confer upon you. but which it would out 
he prudent as yet to jiarticnlarijMS, Bohica will be 
restored to you us u ctimjicusBtion for Amphi^ipbs: 
tbc Eubteaus have slready otfiresaed the greatest 
ulanu at the eonltdt^ntlnl rd at ions helweeu Athens 
and Philip, luul the jirolmbltity of his ceding to y«u 
their inland. There Bra oibcr maitcrt too, on which 
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1 do not wi«K to sp^nk nul fulty, be«nuBo [ tinvn 
foJise friunds eroii among iny own cuUeagui£»,'' 
lost anibigoous alluslotia were gencrallv un- 
dcretond, nnd proclnimed by tbe pcraciiTit round tUo 
orator, to refer to Onipue, the ancient poasesfiion 
orAUienSr now uj ilie bnnde uf Tbeboa'. Sucb 
glowing promiaea, of lidJtcfitQ to come, were probably 
crowned fay Uic imnoonccmcnt, mora worthy of 
credit, that PltUsp bad eugnged to «etid back nil 
tbn Athenian prisonera by Uie comiitg PnnaLlientuc 
festival *1. whscli icll during tbc iicx! montli He* 
kuiumba’Oti, 

The tiral impression of the Athenians, on heniing 
jEAchines, was that of aurpriae, alarm, and ills- 
pleniiurc, at tlm unforeseen vidnlty of Philip'' 
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which left no time for deltbcmttoiij anxJ acarceJy Iht* 
tninimum of titoe for iiifitnnt prcewitionary twco» 
jinlioo oJ'Thermopyla*, if «ticli a etep wore tlMOied 
nercssorr. But the swiue! of the speech—pro- 
daiinui^ to thciu the speedy accouiplishment of 
such faTourahle results, together vritli the grati* 
f I cation of their itntipathy n^inst 'I'hcbes—efftced 
this seotiioeoli and filled Ihem with agreeahla 
prospects. It was in vnin that Dcmoatlitfies rose 
to ttr|)iy, ornugoed Llie assuraiicea as iaKacioofi^ and 
tried to bring forward the same stalmiienl ns had 
fllrenriy prevailed with the fseoate. The people rc- 
liued to hear hiitij Philokrales with the oilier irEends 
of .^^s^ievGS hooted him off; aud the majority were 
*0 full of llu* Baliafactury prospect opened to them, 
that all mistniat or ttnpeuchmenl of its (rutli ap¬ 
peared apitcful and vexalioua’. It is to he nf- 
iiiemliered that lliese were the same promises 
previously made to them byPiiilokratea amtothe/ii 
nearly lliree monliia bofure, when the peace with 
Philip was first voted, The Immediate nccomplifih- 
meutol tliciu was now again proiniLjd on the same 
authority—by envoys who had oomtniuuciitod a 
second time with Philip, and thus had farther ittcans 
of infomiBttnn^^ that thecomfortublcauticipntion 
previously rutsed wjis confirmed and strengthened. 
No one thought of the danger of admittitig Philip 
willdn Thermopy lie, when tlic purjiosc of bis coming 
was understood to be, the protectiun of tlm i'ho- 
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kiaii9, Bud thi* punl^hTrieiit of ttio htUtxl 'niobaua. 
DeitioifttltBAc^ luotccly ullowiui ovuii to iiiBkc a

ware wunoly applauded; wJiile, pit!|}OfiSMS«ed ilm 
heurcra ware, uona of lliatn tliacamecl, nor waa any 
apenkar parjnitted to poiotDut,iUat tlnsocxpresaions 
wiuru tliorougkiy viiguc and general, aiul tlrat nut it 
word waa said about tbo Thebant or the PhoktaoB*. 
PhilokratCB next propenL-d a deerce, axtulltng PhlUp 
lor hia Juat and Uenalicujit jirDittiaaa—'providing 
that the ttoace aJliantjiu wjUt him ahouiU bu 
cxtcudwl, not merely to the exuttng Aihctiiana, 
but nlflo to ibeir posterity—and etiactiag that if 
the Phoktani tiLvutd Etiil refuac to yudtl posacssjon 
of iho Ddpliiaii temple to tlii* Awpliiktyotia, tim 
pvvple ol' Atiiuu would riornpel them to do so by 
armed iuk'n eution*.

In upitr of all the jiertiuminns of 
i'Enchlnes ond Philokralea, lliu Atbeninns might 
conceive so much alarm ns to obstruct hie udtnis* 
eioo within that imporluui tnu-rier; while Pimlsku* 
end the Phokians—tiaving a pow'ciiul mercenary 
force, compeleol, even unaided, to a reslataticc oi 
sonic tengtb^—were sure to Attempt reuielancc* il tny 
liope of aid wuni held out to thotu from Athene.: 
Moreover it would bediflicult for Philip lo carry an 
proloiigcJ military operaiiooB in tlm neighlmurhoodt 
from the want of provislojis ; ihu landB hiiving been 
UUEUW 11 through the rootinucd nnlccedunt wtir, and. 
the Atheuian triremeo being ul band to intcrcrpt

Hb letters semd to blind the Ailieiiian 
liuhlie,tiut bis partisans took care not to mo vet be a®- 
scruhly'* to a direct complintice with their in vital itm. 
ludeeii (be proposal tif such an expcdiiiou (bcsirles 
the standing dislike of the dtiKens lownnls miliiarv 
tMirvke) would have hwji Bjugalarly mpubive, 
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seeing Uial tiw Athmiiani would bove had lo appeal^ 
ostensibly at leuitt, in amm agaiiist their I’huktAU 
allies- The conditional mennee of the Athenistn 
asaettihly ugaiiuit the Pliokiniia (in ease of refusal 
to sumjndcr the temple to tlie Amphikljons), de- 
erecd on the molion of I’hikikratcs, was in itself 
sufficiently liurshi against altieo of ten years’aUnd* 
tngv and wad tantamount nt least to a declamtion 
iliat Athene would not inUirfure on Ihcir behalf— 
which was ail thnl Philip wanted, 

Among llie hearers of these debates at Alliens, 
deputies from these very Pliokians, wlioso 
fai« now hung iu suspense. It lias already beeu 
stated that during the precwliug September, while 
I be Phokians were tom hr inledtine dtswjnsioui, 
Phaitekus the chief of ibe inerccnories hod m* 
pudiated uid (invite<l by his Phoktan opponents) 
both from Athens and Sparta*; feeling strong 
enough to hold HicFniopyta.* by his own force. 
During the intervening months, however, both his 
strength Olid, his prida had declined* Though he 
still occupied Theftnopylai with SOOO or 10,WM) 
mercenaries, nnd still retained superiority orw 
TUelic'-, wilh (tosseaston of Orchouieous, Roi'oociat 
and other places taken from liie Thchawt*—yet h“ 
finmi diil rcsDorcc's liad become so iiisu fitment for a 
iiumrrotis forcci and Uic boldieia had grown so die* 
orderly from want of regular p»ythat he tlniUght 
it firtiiJcnl to invite aid fram Spsrta-^uring the 
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spring, while Athens wna ddsurUng the Fliokimui 
to mnke tornm witJi I'^iiiliji, Arcbidamu^ nccord- 
iugly cmufl to Tliermopyla;, with lOOQ Locctk:' 
amninn auxUittriett^ 'I'lit defensive force thus os* 
sembled wiis amply sutBcjont apinst Philip by 
liLud; hut llmt importHiit puss could not be hultl 
without the cooperntiem of a superior fleet at 
Now the PhukiuiiS huil powerful cuenties even 
wtilun the pojts—the Thebans; und there was no 
ohstacle, except the Athenian fleet under ProJconus 
at Orcus\ to pi event Philip froiQ huuling troopn in 
the rear of Tberniopyla!, joining the Thehunu, and 
making him self master of Phokis from the aide to- 
wanU Borotm. 

To the eafety of the Pitokians, therefore, the 
coutloued umriumeprutcc lion of Athens waatudis* 
jivusubie; and tlieyduubtieaswatdied withtremhliijf 
anxiety Ihe decoiifol phases of Athenino diptomucy 
during tlic winter and spruig of ft47*^W0 o.c. 
Their deputies must have been present ut Alheus 
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the Imty wets conctiidcci and swgni b Murch 
3^lii bXm 111 oitgh tom (jelled to epdure actl tsaly Uic 
refusal of Atitijiater exciluding ihem from Uic oatb, 
but also the coueetiL of tliclr ALbcDliui allieg, tnoUly 
aeted u^ii wUliout being formally aniiauticed^ to 
take the ontli without them—they ocverlhelcss 
heart! ifie aasurancts, couiidently adilreMed by 
J^hibkniteG and ^scbiiies to the peoiile, thnl thta 
refusal was a mere feint to tleceit'c the Thessallaus 
and Tliebniis—-tlmt Philip would RtHtid forward aa 
tlie protestor of the I’hgbion^—'and that all ids riTal 
bolide purposes were directed ngainst Thebus- 
llow the PhukiariB interpreted uiich tortuuu^i ami 
cofitnsdiclory policy, we are not told- Uuf their 
fate inuig upon Uio determination of Atiiena; and 
during tlie time when the Ten Athenian entoy^ 
were negotiaiiug or intriguing with Philip at Peila, 
Pliuhian envoys were tltere also, trying toestuUliili 
Slime uodersumding with Fliilip, through Lacedn* 
moiiiax) and Alld-nian support. Both i’liitip and 
^schinea prabobty amused them wiiit favourable 
promises. And thougli, wiieu tlie oaths were ai 
last administered to Plillip at Phernr. the Phohiona 
were fontmlty pronounciid to he esefuded—still tim 
fail* words of ^schimis, and his assinanncsi of 
Philip’s gnod iolfiiiiotii towards them, were not 
disconlhiiied. 

Wjjilo Plitlip rimrchud fdruinht from Phene lo 
rheniiupylit—and while (he Athenmn envoy? rc* 
turned to Athens^—Pholtiau de[)Utics visited Athens 
also, (u k'jru Ibe ln«t detemiitiaUoij of the Athe¬ 
nian (icupli:, it|mn which llreir own desliny turned. 
Though l^itip, on reacltuig ihi; ndglibourhood of 
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ThcrttMjpytas Bumnitmed tlie Plittkian lesfkr Flja- 
lnukua to surrender !he pnss.nmi offered him Icrnte— 
Phulcekwa would make no reply uijtU Lie deputies

11 is letter IxiiokBiiod 
n I till cnnstriimfliiess of the fear mid ivpugiutiice 
wbicb bis recent unexpected proceedings had ex¬ 
cited ul Athens* hut in other F(^s|iccts, it was 
conciliatory and even seductive; expressing 
reitai^ for them as bis awom allies, and pramising 
agniu that they should reuji solid fruits from ibe

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alluince. It allayed that kcca apprehension of 
Macedonian and l^eban nttnckj M'hicli hud Induced 
the Athenians reocnlly to sanction the ptecautionory 
tneasures pniposed by Kultiatlieiies. In bta suh- 
scqUonl oonimumcations also with Athens, Philip 
found his advantage in continuing to profess ilto 
aawG friendeUip and to intersperse siinilsr pro- 
tnises'; which, when cnlargfal Ujton by hia |iorli- 
snns in the assembly, contributed to please the 
Atheniaiis and lull them into repose, thus enatiting 
liim to carry on without opposition ronl tDCoauros 
of an iiundiaua or liostile character. Even shortly 
after Philip's passage of Thermopylu', when he was 
in full cocjpcmlion with the 'niebaus and Ttics- 
sallans. iEschines boldly justihed him by the 
osACftiou^ that tliese 'fliubanG and 'ffacBsahiiiis hod 
been too strong fur him, and lind.oonAtruiiicd him 
ngaiiist his will to act on their policVi both to the 
ruin of the Phokians and ui itic ofTcnce of Athena*. 
And tve enimot doubt that tlic leatorBlion of the 
pnHoneis token at Otynthus, which mtist soon have 
occurred, diSusrd o lively imtlsfaction at Athens, 
and tended for the time to coontervoil the mortify¬ 
ing public results of her recent policy.

Under such 
restriction, the Phokians were still allowed to pos¬ 
sess and cult ivaio their territory, with the eieepnon 
of a certfiiit portion of the frontier transferfrd to 
the Tlicbana*; hut they were required to pay to 
the Delptiian temple an annunl tribute of fifty 
ifllvnts, until the wealtli taken away should have 
bean made good.

By the same AmphUctyouie assembly, farther, 
the Lncedmmoniana, as bav'mg been Allien of the 
Ptiokiiius, were difij.ms9Cssed of their fmncUbe, that 
is, «>l‘ their right to ecincur in the Amphlktyonic 
suiTrage of tlte Dorian nation. TJi» vole prohabiy 
emaiialed from the political antipathies of the 
Argeiana and MeaBcnians*. 

The sentence, rigorous mt it is, proiimtnced by 
ihc Anipliihtyoaa against the riiokiaiis, was locr* 
eiful iis compareil with some of the propanitioiia 
made in the assemhly. The Q^ta'ans went so far 
as to pruiwse, that all Uic I’hohinns of military age 
should he cuut liuwn the precipice: and .^achiues 
takes credit to biuiBetf for having induced the hs- 
seinbly to I tear ibdr dcrence, and thereby preserved, 
their lives^- But though the terms of the scuUrnce 
may have Inieii thus softened, wc may be sure ttiat 
the cMculion of It by Tliebans, Thessalians, and 
other foreigners quartered on t lie country—ult hitter 
cnotnics of the i’hnkion riBme, and giving vont to 
tiidr AJitipalhies under the mask of pious indigniu 
lion against ancrilcgc—went far beyond the literal 
terms iti active cruelty. Tlial the rijokians were 
stripped and slain*—that oliiHren were tom frotn

Tliai be Hbould 
have aci]uired |iosscj«ioii of on imusRailable pass, 
(liantifiBe<l llio formidable force of Pbalajkna, and 
iHiCvnuc tntUtcr of the twenty'two Ptiokiau dtles, 
all without striking a blow—wiis accounted the 
most wonderful of all his exploits. It strength' 
ened more than ever the prestige of bk constant 
good fortune. Having been now, by the vole of 
the Ampliiklyous, invested with the right of Am- 
phiktyonic suffrage previously exercised by the 
Fbokians, ho acquired n new IlcUonic rank, with 
increased facilities for oncroBchment and predi>' 
miiianoe in Hellenic nfliiirs. Moreover, in the

And nhcD envoys fnsm Philip ami frotu llie 'J'li«a> 
ealiaua anived at AlUena, uotifyiug that he Itad 
Ikoeti invcstcfl with the Anipliiktyooie ettfirage, ami 
inviting the coucurreitcc of Athena in bis reception:—^ 
prudenlial considerations obliged tbe Athenjans, 
ttiuugb against their feuiingB, to pass a vote of eon^ 
ciirrence. £iven JJemostItenes was afraid to bnmh 
I bo recent peace, however tnglurious—mid to draw 
upon Atliens n general Aiitiiliihtyonie war, headed 
(ly ilie kin g of Mocedoii.*, 

ilere then was a moinentocs politkal cbatige oi«i 
dnobly latot to tlie Eiclknic world ; fn^tt iu the new ^jTh^'

Gnreco and rectigiiised AmpbiktyonEC tender^ 
with tneiina of direct access and influence even ou 
the inmoal cities of Pelqponncaus; next, lu the 
lowered banner, and uncovered frotilier, of Athens, 
disgraced by tbe betrayal both of her Pbokian 
olltes nod of tlic geneml safety of Graeco—and

dncity appears to me Uto only aupimsilidii admia- 
siblc.^ Them w nothing, oven iu liis own nccouut. 
to expluin how ho came to ho beguiled into such 
flagrant misjudgement; while the hypoilicftia of 
honeot orrar is yet iortiicr refutod by iua own

.^lachines had been ainccrely misled by Pliilip, so 
an to pledge his own veracity and character to the 
truth of gioflitivc assurances given publicly before 
his countrymen, respecting Philip's design!—llten 
on finding that the result bdied him, and that lie 
had fhtaily misled those whom he undertook to 
guide, he wnukl be smitten willt compunction, and

ivilbin Tliermopyluc*. only eishorlmg lum, wJmn ho 
comciJ there, lo act agaiJist Thalies and in defenoe

'Itie 
irrepaniblc miafortuoc, both for AtJieus and fepfree 
Greece goneraUy, wan to brtng^ Philip within Ther- 
mopylte, with power aiifficieitt (o put down TlicUes 
oud reconBlItute Hojtitia—'Cviiii if it 'Could have 
licon ID ado sure that such would be the tirat eni- 
jiloyrneiil of his power. The saiUB negotiator, who 
had begun Ui» miasitm by tlie preposterous tIouHsli 
ofcRlliiig upou Philip to give up Ainphiirtilie, tmdod 
by ircitclierausly huniling over lu liiin a new eon-' 
ipicst which be could not otherwise hnve tucqnirctl, 
TJicriuopyh'c, heirayed oticu before by Epiiiaties tiic 
Malian to Xerxes, was now tieUuyeil >i second lime 
by tht; Athenian oirroys to nn cxtm-HetJenic power 
ycl tnore fonuidahle. 

The ruinous |)eacc of d4ti it.c. wns thus brought nikdit. 
upun AUteus not simply by Tidstaken inipetscs of mhw 
her own, but niso hy the corruption of A^sehiiica 
uimI the major part of bee envoys. Dwiiosthejie'i 
had certainly no baud in the resnlt. He stood in jy^^*** 
decided oppoatliou to llie nmjoriiy of ihe envoys: *in(ir*. 
n fact manifest wdi from lits own aii<snratict:s, m 
from the ooiopluiuy vented against hiin, as a c^oU 
league liisup|)Or(uldy troublesome, hy iRt^Uincs. 
IkinoBthcncs odinns loo, that after fniitli»s oppo* 
sllian to tlie policy of the majority, he Iriml to mtike 
hiiown their misconduct to bis countrymen st home 
both by personal relnro, and hy letter} nnd that in 
both cases his atteiupl^ were fruAirotcd* Whcibcr 
he did all that ho conld towards thia object, cannot 
hu determined; but wc find oo proofot any *horl- 
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coming, only poinl upon which DenioflUicntt 
appcnm open to ceneurei bi on hia orntB^ion to 
protral cniphaticfllly daring the duUstea of the 
month Elaphcbolioo ni Athena, when the Plmkian# 
wero first practicaJly cxdaded from the treaty. 1 
discover no other fault established on prolmhle 
grounds ngninst hifn. atrviilst the muUifEdous.iiccu- 
nations, ohiefiy personal anil foreign, to tins mniii 
issue, prclcrrtd by hie opiwiieni, 

Bespectiog l*hilokrutC6~the actual in over, in 
the Athenian ossetuhty^ of nil the iroporUmt rti^o. 
lutions tending to bring about this peace—wo learn 
Una being impcaohed by llyperitlcB' BOl long af¬ 
terwards, he futtred from Athens without standing 
trial, and wus eondemned In his absence. Both lie 
aiid j^chiiics (so Dcmosthcoos asseru) had re~ 
coivied from Philip bribes atid grants out of ihe 
spojie of Olynihust nod Philokmtce, especially, 
displayed hi» newly-actpiired wealtl* at Athens with 
impudent ostentntlon\ Those arc nlLegatioos in 
tUom&elves prohablo. though cotumg froru a political 
rival, llie peace, havingdimippointcd every onc^s 
hopes, came speedily to be regarded with shmue 
and regret, of which Philohrntet bore Iho hrtint ns 
its chief auth or. Bot h Msch inosandBcmosttieiief 
Boughl to cast upon each other the imputation of 
confederacy with Philoknttns. 

'Fho pious feeling of Diodorus lends him to da- 
sotilte. with peculinr seriousness, the divine Judge- 
men(* which fell on all those eottcemed in des{<oiUQg 
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llic Delphiao temple. PhalwkUB^ wilb bis mcrco* 
imries uiii of I’liokis. rcured first into Pelopan- 
ii«su» i from llwnce seeking t« cro«s to Tercntuoi, 
lie vim forced back wlie« nctually ow shitili(i»rd by 
n mutiny of bi# aoliliors, and passed into Kftte. 
Here he ttMjk service with the inludjitania of Ktio^us 
agnitifit those of Lyktus. Over the laticr he gnihed 
a victory, and their city wtci only rescued from him 
by the nnexpcelcd arrival of the Spniiati king Ar- 
diidamua. That jirioce, rtcetilly the auxiliary of 
FhnJaikus in Phokia. was now on his way atiroas 
the sea towtittb 'I'aretitinii i near wUidt city he was 
■lain tt fewycars iiflcrwards. Phala^kus,rt:pulee4^rotll 
Lyktus. neat laid fiieg« to Itydonin, and wua brios- 
iiig up enginos to halter the waiifi, when a storm of 
thunder and lightmug arose, ao violent) that Ids 
endues '* were burnt by tlia divine ruu'.^’ and he 
liimsclf with several soldiers iwrishcti in trying to 
extinguish the liames. Hi* remainine army passed 
Uilo PcloponnvJius. where liicy embraced the cauac 
of some Eteuin etiles against the government nf 
Elie i but were vanquislicd, Gompellcd to surrttider, 
ojid aiihcr WJld into daveiy or put to death*. Even 
the wives of the Pliokian leader*, who hail adorned 
Ihemst-Ive* with Bome of tlie sacred ilouatives 
out of thv Delphian Temple, were visited wijh tlie 
like Bxti'croity of sufieritig. And wbil® the god* 
dealt thus riguroufily with the aothora of the sa- 
crilcge. they exhibited lavour no lots immiffein 
luwards ihfnr chauipion Philip, whom they cxuIiimI

glorioiia in resuU. was betrayed by the treacliciyof 
her on‘n envoys into the nbrntdonment of the pn^ 
tjf Thcrruopyla? j —a new sacrifice, not re^j^utred by 
her aciua) position, and more fatal to her future 
security than niiy of tlie previous tosses. TJiut 
important pass, the key of Greece, had now come 
into pofiBCSston of Philip, who occupied it, togetiier 
with the Phohinn territory, by a pennanciil gnrrl- 
Mm of bis own troops'. The Aiuphilctyonic iisseui- 
hty had become an inatruraent for bis exalUtttou. 
Holh llicbnrtfi and Thcisaltalis were devoted to Ida 
interest; rejoiciug in the ruin of Ihoir rotiimon 
aicmie^ the Phokiniis, without redtreting on the 
more fonnidnlilc power now eatebtiahed oit their 
frontiers. Though the power of'f'ltcbes had been 
pogiiively increased by regatnhig Qrchomciiua nnd 
Koroucia, yet, compnrattvcly speaking, the new 
IMMUiou of Pljilip brougbi upon her, m weU a« upon 
.Athens and the net of Greece, it degnulatton and 
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scNtiiBoai* 11u9. new poEiitioii of Philjpi a6 chnmptoo of tbo 
Aiiipliiktyomc tiMeuilily, and withm Ibo lino of 
I. common Grectnn defence, wti 9 profoundly fell by 
topit* Demoslhcnc». A short time alter tlic surrender of 

flKtHCC In 

Tlicnnapyla*, when the TUc$«Hiiftn and Macedonian 
cr|iun<M envoys had arrived at Athens, announcing the recent 
dctcmiimlion of liie Ampbiktyuus to confer upon 
Philip the place in that assemtily fwin whence the 
niokiaua had been just expelled, concurrence of 
Athens in thiik vole was mvUed ; but the AlhenianiS. 
mortified and exns|>crated at the recent turn of 
evcuU, were liordly dtsposed lo awjnicsce. Here 
vre hixl Demobthenca taking the caiitimia side, and 
strongly adviGiiig compUaaoe. He insists upon tfic 
necessity of rcrruiiiiiig front any measure calculated 
to break the existing pence, hawever deplumhle 
may have been its condUions ; and of giving uo 
pretence to the Amphiklyuita for voting coojoiui 
war agahiet Athens, to be executed by Philip*. 
Tlteae rccoiiimcndatioiiti, iirudeut under the otf' 
ctnustancree, prove that Demostheues, though ilis<^ 
salisdcid with the peace, was anxious to keep it 
now ihul it was made ; anri that If he afterwards 
came to renew his exhortations to war, this was 
owing to new oucroaohmeutd and more menacing 
attitude an the port of Philip, 

We have other evidences, besides tha Demo* 
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spwcli just cttcdi lo ollcfit tJife cffctfl ai 
iniilip’ft nav jiositlnii oi» llie Grociim miml. Shortly 
after the |«jecc, Hiui before ibe breaking up of the 
PJiokwit towns into viltagea had been fuily carried 
into detail—laokratcs imblislmd hi* letter addressed 
lo the O ratio ad Plulippum, The jnirpose 

of lids letter is, to invite Philip to reconcile the four 
grunt citira of Greece—Sparta, Athens, Tltehes, and 
Argos; to put himself at the head of tbcir united 
force, ns well as of Greece generally : aniJ to in¬ 
vade Asia, for the purpose of oveiihrowittg the 
PersiBu euipire, of liberating the jVaintio Oracks, 
and of providing new homes for the unisetUed wan¬ 
derers in Greece. Tlie remarknblc jioini here is» 
that Isokrales puts-the ilellentc world under sub- 
cmitimtion and pupilage to riitUp, ruuounciug all 
idea of it as a self-eustainittg and sidf-regulalitig 
nyitrtn. Tie extol* I’lullp's exploits, good fortune, 
and power. uThwc all historical [mralld*^ — tnsal* 
him unenuivocalty'as the chief of Greece—and only 
iraliorts him to make us gtwl uao of Ifia power, as 
hia ancestor Herakles iwd made In early times', 
i le recommendi Imn. by impartial nnd canoiliatory 
Iwhaviour towards all, to awioins for himself the 
same devoted esteem among the Greeks u that 
whiuti uow prevailed among hi* own Macedonian 
officers—or as that which existed among the Luce- 
dsemomnos lo’vards the StMnton kiuga*. Great 
and melancholy itulced is the change wliicb had 
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come over lUe old age of tsokrate^i aioce be pub. 
Itfibfid the Patuigjrrictil Omtmji (flSO b.c.— thirty' 
four years before) wherein bo Invokes a united 
Pau-lidlonio eicpedllion agnioJit Asia, utrder tlio 
joint guidance of the two Hellenic chiefs by land 
and sea—SparLa and Athens ; and wherciti he in¬ 
dignantly deiiniinees Sjinrta for liuvingi at the peace 
of Antalkidns, introduced for Jrcr own purposes 
n Persian rescript to Itnpoac laws on lUe Grecian 
w orld. The prostroUon nf Grecian dignity, scrimis 
os U was, involved in the peace of AntalkidsSf 
w-BA far IcsA dtiigmcefiil Ihiin liml rcomnmended 
by tsokmtes towards Philips—himself indeed per- 
soiuilly of Uidlenic parentage, but a itlncedoDian 
ur harhiu'iait fas OcniOBthenes' lerrns luio) by 
imwcr and iiosition. As ^schinca, when eiii> 
ployetl in embassy front Atlteiia to riitlip, thought 
that his principal doty t^jnsisted in trying to per¬ 
suade him by etoqucnco to restore Amphifiolis to 
A til cos, and pul down Thebes—so Itiok rates relira 
upon his skilful pen to dispose the new chief to 
a good use of imperial power—to make him pro¬ 
tector of Cheece, and cQi)r|ucror of Asin. If cn- 
pious aurl elegant llattery cduld work such a mim* 
cte, Isokruies might bofie for success. Hut it » 
painful to cote tiic increasing subservience, on the 
port of eslimtdile Athenian ft«emen like Isokrates, 
to ■ foTvigti iiolentale; and tlie declining seiUtmeul 
of Hdknie independeuce and dignity, conspicuous 
after the peace of 340 »lc, jn reference to Philip. 

From (nokratra an welt ns from iJi*tnastlieno», wc 
thus obtain evidence of ibe iui|)osiJ3g and inlimi- 
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dflUng eifecL of Pliilip's name in Greece after the 
jieBcc of 34G w.G. Ochtt.% Urn Persian king, was at 
tliis time ombarmssed by unsubdued re roll uinong 
Ids subjects; which taokrates urges as one motive 
fur Philip to attack him. Not otiljr Eg)'pt, but al5i> 
Phcuicla and Cyprus, were in revolt against thu 
Perslnu kin^. Ouu cnepeditiuo (if not two) on u 
lorgo scalup luideitakeu by him for the purpwu of 
recou<|Ucrlng Pi?ypl. hud heeti diegraccftiJly re¬ 
pulsed, in consequence of the abiliiy of the gcucraU 
(Diophnntus on Athcniuti mid Luiuius a Spurtuu) 
who comniimdcd the Grecian merccnaties in the 
service of the Egyptisii jiriuot Nckluuchus'. .Yhout 
the liirae of ths pence of :t4ij a.c, in Greece, luiW' 
ever, Ochiis appears to have nmesved with better 
success hhi attiujk on Cyprus, Pbenick, and Egyp^- 
To itfcomjatrr Cj'pruSi he put in requisition tint 
force of the Karion priucc lilricna (broiJier utid aue- 
ceasor of Aiutisolus and ArteniiBiu), nt tins lltne not 
onlv the must pownu^ul prince in Asia Minor, but 
also master of the Grecian islands Clitos, Kos, and 
Rhodes, probably by tnuans of nu tnlvijiul dtigurcliy 
lu each, who ruled in his interest end through his 
tolidlers*. Idrieua sent lo Cyprus a force of dO iri- 
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rctncA And €000 nicrccnAr}' troops, under tlic com- 
tumid of llie Allirninn Pliokinn nnd of lH^oi^raA, an 
exited member of llie dyjmsty rei^mi^ nt Saluinje 
in tbti ialandi Aiier a lung aic^ of Salomis Uttolf, 
wliiidt wiin held ngniimt Ihe PcKiaii king by Pro. 
tagorao, proliabiy another motnbor of the oaint! 
dynasty—and nOcc extenaivo oiicniUoiui tlirouglu 
out the rest of this rtelt tsloiiil, ofibrding copious 
jduaclcr to tlie aoldicrti, eo as to mtrnoi. nttmeruue 
volunteers Iroui llie mainiand—all Cyprus was again 
bronglii under the E*eiBMni authority*. 

'ITjc Pliemduiis had revoked from Oclma at the 
same time as the Cypriot!., und in cronceit with 
Nektaiielius piince of Ivgypt, from whoro they re- 
eoived :» reinforceluent of 40(JO Greek iiicrcetumds 
under Mentor the Hhoditm. Of the tln'cc great 
Pbenlciau cities, Sidon, 'I'yre, and Araduir—each a 
soparato political community, but aduunistering 
their common affaira at a joint townoBltedTripalis, 
composed of three scparnlc willed cirentta, a furlong 
apart from each other—Sidon was at once the 
oldest, the richest, and the grcaiost iudbror froin 
reraiau oftpresBion. LJenctr tlm Sidonion po|iuta> 
tion, with their prince Tennes, stood foremost in 
ilio revolt against Ochus, emptuying their great 
wealth in hiring soldiers, prepariugarius, and uccu- 
tmilaimg every me ana of defence. In the first 
outbreak they expcUud tin? Pcmisiji garrison^ seised 

Uithlut, STV hi—iCi tit U|r [miTriptiiiii Kn. a7, Ilf OpipM 
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and puiiisbed boidg of tlio phucipal officers, end 
dcfltcoyed I lie udjoiniug palace oud pai-k rceervod 
for tlic i»atnip or king. M;miig furUiur defeated 
ilio neigtibouring eaimps of Ivilikiii and Syria, they 
atrengtheiUHl Llio defences of the city by Iripte 
ditches, heigblcDcd walU, and a licet of IUU triivinea 
and quiiu^ucrcuies, liiceoscd ai Lhcdo procccdiogii, 
Ocliiia marched with an imiuenae force from Baby- 
loiu But bit meant of cormpt io o served him better 
Ihou bis omu. 'llm Sldoniati piioec Tcimet, in 
coiuhination wUh Meiilor, entered into private bar¬ 
gain with him, betrayed to bitii lirst oac hundred 
of the principal citistcus, and neset placed the l*er> 
aiuu army in i^tOin^eHsion of the city-wails. Ochtia, 
Imviitg bIhiu the hundred citUcim snirendered to 
him, togelhur with hvo Jiundred more who camo 
to him with boughs of auppUcniian, inlunaiefl hit 
purpose iif inking algnat revenge on the Sidoniana 
genendly; who took the des|ieiale resolution, tint 
of buming their deet that no one might escape^ 
next, of shutting theniBclves up with their fainillea, 
ajid setting 6re each man to his own ItouAc. In 
tliis deplorable eondagraiion dO.tXKl persons are 
fiaid to have pertshod; and such was tlie wealth 
destroyed, that tlie privilege of searcliiug the ruina 
WAS purchaiHsd for a targe sum of money, Jnstcad 
uf rewording the traitor Tcnncs, Ochus concluded 
the tragedy by putting him to death'* 

nushed with this uuexpected success, Oebus 
DiarGlied with an immense (drea against dgypt. lie 
had in his army |0,00u Greeks i tHKHt, by roiiui* 
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«iliou r«im tlie Grvck cities in Asia Afiiior i ilOOO 
hv request /rum Argos; and JOOO frooi Tiichcs*. 
nhdEf Tti Athena and Sparta, he had sent a like ix^quest, 
but had recciwd /rum both a courteous re/uML 
liis amijr, Greek and Asiatic, Ihu largest wliteli 
Persia had sent /urth for many fears, was distri- 
huted into three divisioi)s» each cunitnanded bv 
one Greek and niie Peraiau general; ope of the 
three diTUions was cojdided to Mentor and the 
eunuch Bagoas, the two aUcat servants of the Pur« 
sian king, The Egyptian prince Ndttancbus, 
huving been long aivurc of tiie uupending ultack> 
had ulsu nssuinblcd a numerous force $ no less than 
20,(100 mercenary Grccksi with a far larger bexly 
of Egyptians and Inbyous- lie liad also lulrcn Hta‘- 
cia! cure to put the enstern hmneh of the N'ile, with 
the fortress of Pciusinm at its mouth, in u full sme 
of defence. [Jut tlie^ ample means of defence were 
rendcTcd unavailing, partly by tiia own uuskitful- 
iieas and jncompctcuce, partly by the nliilUv and 
cunning of Mentor and Hagoas. Nektanebus wni 
obliged to retire into Ethiopia; all Egypt fell with 
little tiesktanco into the haudi« of the Pmians; the 
fortified plncea copitulstctl—the teinplea were pil- 
iaged, with on itntuctisc booty to tiie victors—and 
even (he sacnnl archives of the templci were car¬ 
ried off, to be afterwards resold to the priests for 
»n additioiud etini of money The wealthy territory 
again became a Persian province, tifiilcr 
tlic satrap PliLTciidatGS; while Ochiis returned in 
Babylon, wulj n lafge increase both of dumiiiion 
and «»f repululioti. The Ctreek tncrccDartcs wen: 
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dkmissod to return home, villi nn-ompto harvcfit 
Iioth of pay and plmidvr*. They conatiluled in 
foot tbo principal ctemeut of ibreo on both aidca i 
tsome Greeks titiaUied the I’orsi.'iii king to suIkIuo 
rcvoltcra^t wiiile others lent tlicir Btreagth tu the 
revoUers ngaiast him. 

By itiia re-courjaastaf Plteomia and Egypt, Oclius 
rtiioved hittiself tyrant that contempt into wliiclt ho 
had fnilco througli tlie fmluro uf tiis foniier expeiii- 
liou‘\ and even exalted the Persian euipin: in roivc 
and credit to a |>oint neoriy ns high iis it hod ever 
occupiixt before. I'he lihodiun Mentor, and the 
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Persian Bagoas, licth of wtinin iiad dUtiUgtdshtid 
themselves in the: £gy|]tign ccunpaigii, heesmo from 
tliis time among liia moateiri.'cUveolhceffl. Bagoiit 
accoiii}>utue(i Delias iiilu the iolenor iirovinces, rc* 
tniniiig liia full codtttleiice ; wiiilc Mcatori rewofileti 
with a sum of 100 talents, mid loaded with F!§||)* 
tion plnndcr. ivaa invested with the satmjiy of tlie 
AsUitie seaboard*. He here got together a cou- 
stdernhle body of Greek iiiercrenaries, with whom 
he rendered signal service Lu the Persian king. 
Tltaugli the whole coast was understood to luilang 
to the Pf^rsian enipire, yet there were miinr sepa¬ 
rate Biroug towns and pusitionH. held by chiels who 
had their own military farce; iieilfier flaying IribiUe 
nor obeying orders. Among these chiefs, one of 
the most conspienous whs Ilemicms, who resided 
in the ptronglmhi of Aiarneus (on the mfiiiitand 
opposite to Lesbos), but had in piay many troops 
and kept garrinons in many iieiglitHiuring places. 
Tlioa^ partially disahted hy ncckleotnl injury in 
childhood*, Hermeios was a nmu of singular euerg}' 
and nhility’. and had cpnij^ncfcd for hiiiisclf tins 
douilnion. But what Ims cootrihuiod loost to liis 
eeklirity, is. tJmt he w«a the nllaehcd friend and 
admirer of Arislolle ; who passed three yean with 
htni at Aianicijs. nj'ter the death of Plato in 341^* 
347 a.c. — and who ha» commeniaratcil his merits 
in a ttoble ode. By Utrachcry and false promises, 
Mentor seduced Ifermeias into an iiitcrview, iHjiuftl 
bis [icrmii, and eiiiptnyad hU signcUritig to (‘tild 
coutitcrfclt orriers nhoreby lie lietuime master cif 
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Atftmiiut and dl tho remaining ptaoea held by Her* 
meias. 'ITma, liy buwxsbiUI jitrftdy, Mentor re- 
dimtHl the iiiuaI vigoroua uf the iude^tmidvid chi«rfl 
on the Adatk coaat * oflcr trhich. by auvccaaive 
coii 4 UiC!«ta of tUo smim kitkdi ho at luogtli brought 
ILl whole ouHBt eflfectlvely under Persian daiuinianh 
The peuet' between Philip and tJic AtbciJimw 
looted without auy formal reuanetatimi ou eiitier 
side lor more tlinu nix years; from March ii,c, 
tu ttcyund Midtiuiiiiuer 34iJ n.c, Hut though never 
fommlly reuouticvd duriug tlml interval, it bcctuiie 
gmduiilly utore and more viuluted in praetiuc by

allueioti and as materials fur reusouirtg, upon soioc 
few facts; }'ot lini dly cnahltrig us to string together 
those facts into nn hUtorical series. A brief sketch 
oi the general teodeucies of tliis period is oil iliat 
ivc can venture ufjon. 

iSS™™'* ^*hjlip was the great aggresaor of the age. 'flic 
inovcnient cverywhonj, in or near Greece, hegun 

tmlrioim ^hh liini, and with those parties to tJic vm'ioui 
cities, who ucicd on tiis insiigotioQ and looked up 
tu him for support. We heup uf hts diri^t inter¬ 
vention, or of the edects of his e:;c1tifigsu{^cstiona, 
everywhere; in Pelopomicaus, at Ainbrahin oud 
Leukaa, in Euba-a, and in 'JlLrace, The itibabitaiiis 
of ^Meg!ilo|>otJB, and Ai‘gos, were stilicitiog 

his prcacitcc in Pelopouiicsun, and Jiis ucUve co¬ 
operation against Spurtu. Philip intimated a pur- 
imse of going there liimseir. and sent m the meau 
lime soldiers utid tuoiiey, with a formai injunction 
to Hparta ilmt she must renouuce all pretension to 
McsiiSnd*. Ho citahlishinl a looting in lilw\ by 
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farniahing troops to va oligarchical raction, and 
^■nrMing them to become maeters of the govern¬ 
ment, after a violent revulucion. Connectctl pro¬ 
bably mth this interrentEon in Elis, wim bis cap- 
tnre of ibif three Etciaii colonies, l^indosht, Ba* 
dicta, and Klutein, on ilif eoMt of the Epiroltc Ka»- 
Kopin, near the Gulf of Ambmliin. Me made m*cr 
these Uirt.'c towns to Uis broiher-lo-bw Alexander, 
whom bo exalted to he prince of the E pi ratio Mo- 
bifisinns*—deposing the reigning prince Arrhybas, 
Ilii fnrlltcr nttneked tlic two principal Grecutn cities 
in that region—Atnbraktn and lj;uka4 e hut licre 
lie appears to have failedDctecbniciits iif his 
troops showed tUumsulves near Megaraattd Hretria, 
to the aid of philipplsing [inrlies tn tlieae citieoand 
to the serious nbroi of the Athcniuos. Philip 
Ktablisiicd more fmnly bis rlomiiiion overTliisaaly, 
distiibutlng the country into tour dirbiom, and 
planting n gajtiatni in Pberw, the city, most dis- 
aflected to htm“. We also roail, ttant be again 
overran ond subdued the Illyrian, Elardnnmn, oud 
Pu-onian tribes on his oorthcni and wcbitnni boond- 
nry-; capturing many of their towns, and bringiRg 
back much spoil i nnd thot be defeated the Thra¬ 
cian prince KcrsoUcptcs, to the great satisfaction

foroiir or dUenura^ roBtdence—to tlie great misory 
oDiJ siiHeriug of the families iio moved''. 
titninJnnnf SucJt wtL 0 tiic exiiboriiiit flcUvitv of Philipi felt 
everywhore from the coaBts of the Projiootil to 
Ionian «H and the Corinthiaii Gu)f. 
Ever)’ year bia power increased; w'hile tlie cities of 
the Grecian world remained passive, unoouitnned, 
and without recoguising any one of their on’n num- 
her Oft leader. TTie philippisiug factious wuro every¬ 
where risiog in ortna or conapiriug to eeixe Lire 
govonitnenta for their own account under 1’liiiip'a 
auspices; while tiiOKC whocltmgUifrets and iwpular 
HeUeuisDi were tltscoui^ed and thrown on the 
defeusJve . 

PliUip'e policy to avoid or pDst|.!one niiy 
(if hiifach of peace with Athens j the only power under 
whom Grecian corubination sgahiat h jm woii prnc- 
ticoble. But a polijicinu iike Dcoipsthcotitt Jtu’csaw 
(denriy enougit tJie conthtg ahsorption of the tire- 
ciun world) Athens included, into the doiniiuau of 
. Macedonia, unless stimc means could he found of 
reviving among its mem hers a spirit of vigorous 
and united defence. In or before the year 344 a.c., 
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WO 6nd i\m orator ognin coming forward m ilie 
Atlicnimi aeofitnlitv^ persuading his countrynicil 
to scinl a miwion into Pckpuniiesus, and going 
Inmaalf amoiis the enToys*. He ntUirwacd UoLh 
1 o the Moswtimiii and Ai^iann ojiiphaiiQ remon- 
struncca on thoir davulitiii to riilUpt r'cniiiiding 
them lliat from eacBssiro fear and antipathy towurdi* 
Sparta, they wen) buttaying to him IlitSr own free¬ 
dom, as well aa tliat of all IhcirHellcnic breU>ren', 
Tlioogb beartl with apiirohation, ho dires not flaltor 
himself wUli haying worked any practical change in 
their Tiews*, But U apjHUini ilmi eoTOya ronebod 
Athens <m 3d4-J43 n,c.) to wham ifomi: answer 
was nffiuired, and it ia i» su^esilog that answer 
that Demosthenes dcliorrs his leotnul Pliilippic» 
He denounces 1‘bdip aoew, ns on o^rcssor sin'ldi- 
iof his «» eyery side, violnimg the peace 

Willi Athens, awl preparing niln for tiio Greciwi 
world*. Williout advising immediate war, he culls 
00 the Atlnuiiaiis to beep watch and ward, and to 
organific defensive alliance among the Ureeks ge- 
ocniUy. 

Theaclivili of AUicns, uoforlunaliily, was shown 
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notliiiig ljul woHlftt lo net off acajnet the vi- 
gorouH tlceih of Philip. But thev were wotxle of 
SZ.V thp forCBofwliieh wasrdl by-PliHip’s 

p^kita parttsuns m UescQ, and octaisioned such auiioyoutH* 
to Philip Iituwelf ibat he sent to Allieus nmiyi Uiitn 
once CHToys ant) Icttcw of remonstrance. Uis 
njxHi ib«m. envoy, an eloqticni Byrantine named Python*, ad- 
tlressed the Athenian aeseniLly with mtt^i sncccfs, 
complaining oft lie calumnies of the orators against 
Pliihp-^neBerffng emphatically dial Philip was aiii- 
nmled with ilio beat aenUmeuta toward* Aihetw, 
and dcsiretl otjiy to have an opportunity of ren¬ 
dering service to hur—^aud offering to review and 
nmeiict the tenjw of the lale peace. Such general 
aa«jrancea of friendship, given w ith cliiquence oiid 
omphaeie, produced eons idem b)c effect in theAthc- 
ijiau naaemhly, as jhey hod done from ll,c mouth 
of jEschines during ilio discussions oti the jioaoo. 
The proposal of Pyilmo was taken up by the 
Athenians, and two amcnitmetus were proposed.

The first amendment appears to have been mored 
by n ctlixcn named Hogesippus, a strenuous nuti- 
philippising' poUticiim, supporting the snnio viirwa 
asBemosthenca, Python, with lUc otber envoys of 
Philip, [ircaotii in tlie aaseinbiy, either accepted 
ttiean iunendments, or at least did not protest 
ngiunsl tliem, tie partook of the public hospi* 
tnlity of the city as uiion .10 uiideretnnditig ruulu* 
ally settled'. Hogcaippua 'with other AlhenianB 
wits sent to Macedonia to procure tlie ratificaiioti 
of Philip ; who ndmitted the justice of the second 
nnioiKhucnt. olfercd artutrulion respecting' tltc thinl. 
but refused to ratify the find—dtanvowing bolh the 
genend proposition and tlie subsequent acet^ptance 
of his envoys at Athens*, Moreover ha displayeil 
great harshneis in tlic reception of Hegesippua anti

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liM colli^uts; baui«1iing:rroiti Macedonia llie Altie- 
ninn pod Xenuhlerdeti^ for havingebowD hcviptlnlUf 
towiirdn themThe original treaty therefore re- 
mmiied nimltered. 

Hegt^eippUfl and his colleogacs had gone to Mace* 
flonut. not simply to proacut for Philippe aoc^tance 
lire two ml tend men In just indicated, btil nlito to dis 
mnnd from him the restoration of the little iBlojid 
of UiiJoimesujt (near SkialhotOi which he hod taken 
since the Fiitlip denied that the island be¬ 

longed to the AtheoiDiis, or liiai they had any right 
to make such o dciiiimd ; aihrmiitg that lie Irnd 
taken it, not from them, but from a pirate named 
Sostmtus, who wtu» endangering the tiuvigatioa of 
the neighhonring »va —and that it now belongCHl to 
him. If the Athcniana JiapiiLotl lliiis, be offereti 
to submit the (]He$tion to mint rat ion; to rrsieri 
the island to Athena, should the arbitrators decide 
against him—or to yiw it to her. even shoiiid they 
decide in hlu faTour*.

lor two or three years, Wjicn Mt’geajppiis and 
Domnaihimefl mnbitajatic] tliot rhillp liad wronged 
the Atlicninna about HalnrtniisUi, nnd that it conld 
oiiiy he rcocivod from him in mstitntion of rightful 
Alheuhxu ovruerahip, not oe a glA pnjtrtb niotti— 
iEiKhines and others treated the r^utvlion with do- 
riaion. os it cmitrurcrey shout syltsbiesh " Pliilip 
(they ftoid) otTers to give us HnJnnntena, Let ni 
take it, und tet the qutMiion at rest. What need 
to core whether he give* i/ to ue, or pirn I'r back to 
us ? ’* Tile comic writeri moite ^'orious jesU on tltc 
same yerbal distinction, an though it were a mere 
frilly subtlety. Hni though iinrty'OraTOrH and wlu 
wight Imre timt a point to turn or a san^inm to 
plnce, it is certain that well-conducted diplomncy, 
inodcni US well ns aticicui, tms been Atwayfr careful 
to nolo the dlutiijotion usiniportani. The i{ucitlun 
hero had no reference to cflpttrrc during war, but 
during peace. No modern dipIoniiiUgt will accept 
rostiluiion of what ha* been unlawfoEty taken, if he 
is called upon to recognise it os gratuitous cession 
from the captor. The plea id' Philip—Uinl he bad 
taken the is loud, nut from Alhctu!, hut rrom the 
pindr Sostmtua—was not a valid eacusc, osaumtug 
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tliat tliQ Ifltmid mlly fiefunecd to Atljimi, If 
SontraLuji had comroittefl piratical djimagc, ['hillp 
OQght lo have applied to Athens for redrew, wliteli 
Iic evidently did not do. It was only in cnee uf rt- 
drcBs being refused, that bo could be entitled lo 
right himieif by force; and even then, it may be 
doubted whether his tahiitg of the island could give 
him ony right to it auHinst Athens. Tito Atherifajia 
re fused his propoatiorfororhit rat ion; partly biKfiuia 
they were sntLsfiH of their ow'n right to the island 
—partlj' bccansn iJiey were jealous of admittiug 
PlUlijj lo nuy recognise*I right of interference wiifi 
their insolar ascendency’. 

IMonneaus remained under garriswn by Philip, 
forming one among tnnny topics of angry commn- 
Tticalioi) by tetters anil by envoys^ bctt^ccn him and 
AlUeiift^nntil at length (seemingly nhont 54 1 n.n.) 
the inhabrtnnts of the neighbouring island of repa* 
rvilius retook it and carried off his garrisoji. Upon 
this proceeding Piulip ncidrcsscd several nnnnn- 
stmiiceSj botl* to the Pepai'cthmns and to the Attic* 
nioiis. Obtaining ao r^ress, he ultneked Pepam* 
thus, and took severe revengF upon the inhabitant*^ 
The ALhenianB then ordered tlicir adminU to nudic 
nprifiats uiwtt him, eo that tlie war, Ihouglt not yet 
nclnally dcclartrd, was apprencliing nearer luiti 
nearer towards renewal*. 
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But it was not only in HaJonneaiiis that Atbcua 
found Itcntcif besot liy Pbilip atul Uiv ^biliiipiautg 
fuciions, Evctther own frontier on tin; aide towards mmu*— 
Bcuotin now required constant watohln^, since the 
Thebaus had Inxit reiievod from tliclr I'liokiiin 
cncinit^ I so that she wus obliged to keep garruons 
of hoptitca at Drymus and Paiinktuin^ in Mcgam 
au insurgent party under PerUaua had laid plans fur 
seizing (he city througlt tiieoid nfa hotly on^hilip's 
troupst wtiicb could cosily lie ecdl from the ^Ince- 
doiiinu army npw oeeupying I'hokisj by sea to 
PegWt tlic Megurinu pt^t on the Kriasaran Gulf. 
Apprised of this conapli-ucy, the Mcgarimi govern¬ 
ment suUcited aid from Alhcjia. PJiokion, iroii- 
duetiog tlio Athetimn boplitcs to Megnm with the 
utmost celerity, assured the sn/cLy of llic eily, iiud 
tit the aariie lime fc-utabUahed the Lung WulU (o 
N'ismu, sr> as to render it nlwnya acceaaible to Athc- 
iiinua by sea^ lu Kuhma, itie oitifB of Oreus and 
Ere Ilia fell into the liiinds of the pUilippUtng kadem. 
and heenme bostik to Athens. In Orciia, the 
greater imrl of Lhc cUixous mci’C persnadL'd m 
Hccuiid liie views of l^itip'i chief ndhefail PUb 
iistidesj who prevailed on them tosUence the retnon- 
sUniicvs, nod imprison llic [mrsou, of the opposiug 
leoder Euphrtcua, us adiiturbu' of tlie public peace. 
PbiiUiJdcs lb CO, watching bis oppurtuoily, procured 
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Uio tnlrtitlucllQii of a bodv of MRCt-'ilonian troops, 
liy iiieuns of witotn he assured to biiussii the rule 
of the city us I'liiUp's tiistmuieai j frhire Kop]irvuii> 
agoiuftetl witli gri^ and tdarm, slow hitnsdf la 
prison. At Eretrin, Kleiinrchua wtUi oUiors carried 
on tin.' Jike tvaspiracy. Having expdleij their 
princii>al opputicuts, and refused aiiiuiaaitin to 
Atlicnian euvoya, they prpcuftrd lOOU Macedoniaii 
trnops underHlppoflikus; they thuamasien^l Ere* 
trin itself, and deatioyed the loitilied seaport called 
i’urtlmius, in order to break the easy commuoicaiiun 
with Alliens. Oreus and Krctna arc repmseuted 
by Demostlicnes an aufferuig misernbie uppressiuo 
uuder tJicse two despots, l^biljatldea and KleiUif' 
ehim', On theoiber hond, Cbatkis. tbo chief eity 
in Eubtea, oppoara to have been itill Irou, and 
loaning to Athena rather than to rhilip, uudor thii 
prccJouitiifiiit iiiduencu of a Icmliug cltitfcu named 
KulJiaa, 

At Ibis time, it appears, Pliilip won personaUy 
occupied with o|tcrmiojis mTfiracc; where he passed 
at least eleven niuntliu and probably nioicV leaving 
Uic tnnnugcment of oil'uira in EuIkeu to tiis com- 
tnaodcra in rhdkia aud 7'hcasuly. He waa tiow 
ieemingly prejwring bis sebemee for mastering the 
imiwjrunt outlets from Ujc Euaine into the iEgsan 
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—^Uie BoiiiiliorttA and Ileltespant—tuid tJic Gfmslt 
cities on those coasts. Upon these straits depended 
iJm inoio supply of imftorlrd eon) tbr AUietia and 
a )nf^ part of the Circciot) world; and hence the 
great value of the Aihciiiau possession of die Cher* 
sonese. 

Respecting this peninsula, angry disputes now 
arose. To protect her selltcrs there estabiished, 
Alliens had sunt DiopeitUen with a body of tucr* 
cenartes^unprorided with pay, however, and lefl 
to levy coutrihutious where they could ; w'lule 
Philip had taken under his protectinti and garriHoned 
Kardia—^a city situated ivitliin i ha peninsula near its 
isthmus, but Uli-dispooed to Athens, aaserling imle- 
jicndeiicc, and admitted at tlie |>eacr of 34G u.v,, by 
jEacliiues and the Albenimi envoys, as an ally of 
Pliilip to take pEirt in Lhe|]oace-oaihi', In conjunc¬ 
tion with the Kurdiann, Philip had appropriated 
and distributed lands w'hich the Athenian settlers 
alHnned to be theirs i and when they couiplniucd, 
be iusiated timt they should deal with Kardin iu 
nn independent dtyi by reference to arbiiititiuu*. 
Tins Utcy rcruHcti, though their envoy jEschincs 
hail recognised Kardiu tis «n independent ally of 
Plitlip wiieu the peace was sworn. 

I lore wac a Aiaie of ctmdicling prelaUHions nut of 
which hostilities were sure lo grow. The Mace* 
douion troops overran tho Chcreoneso, while Dio- 
pcilhca on his Side iiuule cxuursioiu out of the 
pemumda. invading portions ol Thrace subject to 
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Fhill|i; who sent icttera of mnonsiraoco to 
Wliitc thus cumj^hduiug at Athens, Plulqi was nt 
the aonto timt? [ittshing Ins coin[uefiU m Thnee 
aguinst tlje Thracian j}riQCCS Kersohteptes, IVrce, 
tmd Sits]kos*, upon whom tho honorary grout of 
Attirnhin had liecn coofeiTod. 

Tfie complniiiLis of Philip, and tho sjieecht.^ of liis 
iKirlisEiiLS at Alliens^ raifetl n eirong fceUiin against 
Syifasitbi. Uiopoitnes nt AUiens, so lliat the people teem co 
dis{) 06 «cj to recaU and fjuaisii Ititn. It is against 
this step thnt Dt'ii)ostheiic& protests in hie i^pooeb 
DU Ujc Chci'soaost!, lititli ihnt Gpeccli, niiii his 
third f‘hill(ipic were delivered in 341 -^0 u.c.; set'ni* 
lUiarai. iugly in the lost hnlf of u.c. In both, he re- 
Gunica Uiot energetic and uiicumprotiiising lone of 
liuntllity tow art]» Philip, which hud ctmrnote rued 
the hrst Philippic and iho Otyiiduaca, Ho calls 
upon bis countrynieu not only to siujiab Diopeithrs, 
hut ohfu let renew the war vigorously against Ptiilip 
til cvciy' Oilier way, Philip {lie aays], whilo pre¬ 
tending in wonts to keep the peace, hud iung tigc 
broken it by tiis acts, and by aggrEsaioiu^ in nuui* 
iKirleGs t|uartcr^. If Atbirus diuse to imitate him 
hy hrepiug tile jmace in name, let her do so ; but 
ut any rate, let her ituilalo him aUo by jiroaceuting ' 
a ttrunuous war in reality^ Uhonxiiioiua. Ill* 
anciirut posscasion uf iUbena, could he protected 
only hy cuaMirugiog and tciijforcmg Uiu^wUtics; 
Byaaniiuin abo itjin sure to bs^cunic the nettl object 
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of Biilip’s ntlack, and aught to be ii^reserved, ti« 
e%)$eiitiat to ihc itil«ne»Ui orAtliens, tbovigb hitherto 
the BvsanimeR had been diaulfceteft to wants licr. 

Bui even tlie^e intcrcsUi, ini^iortiint ok they were, 
must be viewed only ns parts of 0 still more im¬ 
portant whole. Ilje Hellenic w orld aUogaiher was 
-in inimhieiit danger ‘; ovcniddeti by Philipps pro- 
digioos military force ^ torn in pieces by local fac< 
tions lenumg upon his sujrporl; nud sinking every 
day iiiio degradation more irrecoverable, ’J'here 
was no hope of rescue for the Hellenic name except 
from the entirgetit: nnd wclhdi^cctcd military action 
of Atlieiifi. Sho must stand furtb in all her might 
nnd I'vsolutioii; her citizens must serve in person, 
pay direct taxes readily^ and forego for the linn: 
their fcstivol-tiind; when they had lUus shown 
ihcuieelves ready to bear the reni pineb tun) hard- 
ship of the contest, then let tJieni aend round cm. 
voys to invoke the did of other Greeks against the 
uomuion ennuiy*. 

fiitdi, in its general tone, i* the atriking harangue 
known ue the third Philippic.

tiiuny with Demostheties than they hod ever been 
before. Tlivy |tcrccived—what the orator lind long 
ago jmliited out—that Philip weut ou pushing from 
one nctjiuisiliaii to another, and Innceine only the 
more dangerous in proportion nc others were (|ui> —omh , 
escciil. They were reully alarmed for l)ie aofety of 
the two uupoftaiil poeitious of the Helk*pont and 
Boaphnrus.

out PclupittiJicsus, l« orgoiilSe a coofcdcrncy pgaiinit 
Philip, ht that niiBskm he strenuously urged the 
cities to send dejiutics to n .congress at Athena, in 
thfeeiLHuiug month Ant lies teriou (Pclinmry>,340jj.c, 

But though he mnile tin tiering uui'uinvemeni at 
Athens of coDcurrence and sufiporc fimmlsed to 
him, the prujected c(iiigre«? came tu nolhing*. 

Wltilc the imporliinl sucDeiid in EulHca relieved ^ 
Athene from anxiety on that side. Deriitjathciies wng 
sent ns envoy to Ilia Cheiaonesc and to ByKRiitium. 

I is would doubtless cncounige fJinpcilhes, and mny ChrmuM 
purhatis hnve carried to him snnie reinfoiccnients. 

B«l his serviuFS wnre? princjtmlly useful at nyxoii- 
tiutti. That city had long been badly disposed {JlisJlSL 
towards Athene—from reoullLtuiniis of the £»cia] 

War, and from jealuiisy about tite dues tin corn< 
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vliips passing tbe Busphotius *, moi'caver, it linil 
bteii for some time in aUiance with Philip; who 
waa tiow evertijig all liua cilbris to {vovall on the 
Bptoutiiiea to join liiin in hcUvc warfare agahiet 
Allienis. So dTccuvely ilid DcnioatheiiGfl employ 
bid doijueiice at Byzantiuia, (list lie fruetruted tliiE 
purpose, overcumc the unfriendly sentlnient of the 
citixcMs, nod brougUt Iheni to act how inwh it 
eoncerued both their interest and their safety to 
combine with Athens in resiEtinj^ the farther pre- 
jHjudcmnoe of Philip. Thu Byzantines, together 
with their allies niid iieiglihours the Ferinthiiuis, 
contnteted nllianco with ALliuns, Cteniosthcnes 
tabes jtist priilc in iiaring uehievetl for biaoouniry- 
nicji tliie sucecus ae a statesnuLn and diplomatist, 
in Spite of adverse probabtUlies. Uatl Fhihp been 
able to obtain the active conpcralion of Byzantium 
and Perinthus, he wouhl have become master of the 
Dorn^-supply and probably of the lloUcsptint also, 
so tbat war in tboso regtons would lmv«' become 
ainioKt impracticable for Athens'. 

As this nncKpebtcd revolution in the policy of 
Byzaniitun waaciuiuently odrantiigenus toAthous^ 
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SO U was proportionally inoi-li^’icff to Philip i who nnhiiecw- 
rr^eatcfl it ao much, thol Jio ehortEy nfltrvvnnla 
eomnicticcd tbt* «iego of l*t'riitihus hy lond and *.ca^ I!!!!,"'’*"*' 
a little heforc Midsumnter 3^(J h,c* Hu hitiuglu 
op Ilia fleet tlir{]ti{;li the HellcR]Ktni into the Pro* 
ponds, and protected it in its passage, agnin^t the nOmot 
attack of the Alheniuns in Chcraonese*. hy 
causing his lamUforct: to trovers and l;iy wuMte 
that {>eninsalu, Ti»is w'us u v'tohitjoa of Athenian 
torn lory* adding one more to the ulnjady aocumu* 
lated causes of war. At the «niuc time, it iip^H^ar^ 
tluil lie now let tuuse his cruisers against the Athe¬ 
nian me return tnicn, many nf which he captiireil and 
appruprinted. These captures, together widi the 
iiicutsiom on the Ctiersunese, served as last adili* 
tioiml provoealiuna, w'orking up tiie mindA ut I lie 
Aihettiatia to n ptisitivc declnrstion of war *- iihortJy 
after Midsuiiimcr ^10 b.c., at Ihc lieginning of the 
arrhunship of Tlieophmstus, they {aia&ed a fonnat 
decree* to retnovc the column on which the {uiace of 
•MOn.c* stood recorded,and to renew the waropenfv 
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unti Chsijlidlly ngdu^t Philip- ft aticms probnblo 
thui thb vroe t^cnjo irhile O^mnstheneji waa Blill 
Hbecnt <111 hia mlBBtou at llie Ut^Jlcspoul and Bij#* 
plinruA; far tie espresHfy etatfty ttmt none of the 
decrees immediatflty bringing on lioatiliticfl were 
i»nved by bitu, but all of tbeiti by nUicr citizen*' a 
(jletenii'iil whicli may reasonably Iwliove. since 
he would be rather proud Lbun aahainc<l of euoh an 
initiative. 

About the -Jame time, as it would appear, Philip

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lie Rdverted Vo the ^diurw, on Mjiccdoniati ioil, of 
Nikiae his hordtii onrryiiig desjiatdtvA: the AtUe- 
nttuift (he alleged) bad detained lliis bernld us jiH' 
soner (or leu roouUjft and bad rend tbe diJaiJaiebes 
jmWidy in their tiawinbiy. He coinpJaiwcd Vliat 
AVhcits bitd eacoarnged the inhabitanU ofThaaoa, 
itt ItiU'bO'Ui'iug trireuiea frotti Dyianliuro nud jjriva- 
teer«} from other f[uarten»t to tlie annuyaitce t)l *\la- 
ecdonion commerce. He dwell on the uggressivo

Pliokion and ^ 
his llcel not only saved ibn citiicenB of Byxauliunt 
from all the misery of a eaplure by ^Macedonian 
soldicra, but ciiccked privateering, and prolcctea 
the imdc-aliiiis so elBcacioualy, that corn became 
uuiisuully abundant and cheap botii at Alttero im J 
ihroUglHiUl Urccce' i and Demostbeuea, iiB slaUa- 
man and diplomatist, enjoyed the crwlit of Imvmg

Tlic seizure of Elateia by Philip, cmipUnl with 
his operntions for reconEttittiling it ne a jmrniflftenl 
nillilary [Ktst^triw an uventof the gravest motnent. 
exciting ^urpiiee and unensiricte through out a large 
pnrlton of the Giieciau world. Hitherto he had 
proclaimed himself ae general acLini: utnler the Am* 
pliihtyonie vTitc of ttomitmtion, and ns on htsitittreh 
simply to vindicate the I>clphiau god against gaeri- 
legious Lokriana. I-lnd such liccn his real ptirimsci 
however, he wouki have had no occasion to halt at 
Elateia, much Ivsa to re-fortify and gnmson it. 
Accardingly it now became evident that he mcRnt 
souiclUiug different—'or at least aotnotiiiug ulterior, 
lie himself indeed no longer ndected to conceal hts 
real purposes. Sending ciivoye to Thebes, he no-

Thnugli the {^itDral Uiatrjry of this unpoTtant 
period can he mnde only in outline, we ®te 
rnrtmiate eutingh to obtain BemosUien&J n 
rtriking narrative, in Boaiie detnil, of the proCcediiigB 
Athens immetilately nfter the news of ilit capture 
of Klaleiu by Philip, Ii wn^ cvonitig wlicn the ines- 
senger atriTwl, julit at the time when the prytanes 
(or BeuaUrre of I he presidiug tribe) were ai aujijrer 
in their nihciHl rttiUeoce, Lumcdiiitnly tirwiking 
op their mealj some run tn rail the gnjirmls whose 
duty it was to convoke the public asj^tnbtr, with 
thelru til peter who gave public notice thereof; m 
that thu Senate and aHflcnility were cuuvoktnl for 
(lie next ujoriiliig at day-break.

Wben we rcrad Uw 
military o|icrjitjofia 9 f Alcxundvr, three years oiii*r- 
wnnls, in the vety first year of lua reign, before he 
could have made any: ndditluiv of his own to the 
Jbfce inherited from riiiltp; nnd when wc see with 
wimt efficiency all these various desonplioDH of 
troops aj'kj employed in the field*; wc mny ftwi 
nmiired thill I^iiltp hath had them near him and 
vnijiloyed them at the bottle of Chtcroncln. 

One thousand Athenian citizens perishod in this 
rlianstrons field; twotlionsand more fell into the hands 
of Philip as prisoners'.

Bnt 
there wuM a Ruhinifaion to be umtk mi Ihe oilier 
side, wiiick to thf contointTOnirfcB of l\‘rikle$ wooltl 
have seeroed intolerobtcj ctcd ob the price of averted 
iuvrisionor recoversij cnplivc*. Tiie Allirnintia were 
wrpiired to nckiiowledjpe the exallntion of Philip 
Hie heiul£hi[) of the GreeTaii world, ami to protutite 
the like aqkuowtcdgemoo! by nil otherOreekn, in a 
oougreu* In -be epcedily convened. They tvero to 
renounce all preteiiBions to beadsliip, not only for 
themselves, but for every other Greeitio atate; (o 
toeognioe not Spnrtn or Thebes^ but the tingr of 
Mflcptltm, as Pflii.^hvlleiiic chief’, to nctiiilesce in 
the trAiiaitimi of Greece from the poaitiim of a free, 
eell'dtdcmilning, jjolitical nggregate, into u provin¬ 
cial dcjicndcncy of the kings of Pel in nnd -■'EgiH. 
It is not easy to coiiceiiie a more terrible ^hock to 
that traditional BCDljmeiit nf pride and p:itrlatisi)i, 
tnUerited from forelnllierp, who, after n!|if>ulting nnrl 
worsting the Persians, had first organized the marl' 
time Greeks into a conJederacy running parJilipl 
wilii luni >.up|iletiicniary to Ihe.non-maritiiJicGriatikfl 
wtth .S^iartn ; tboV keeping oiil foreign (tomi- 
ftiem and etieting ihe Grrcien world into a eyslcul 
I'ounjetl 0(1 native aympathies aud free Erot'crnineuL 
tfncli trailitioiiKl ^iiiiment, though it no tougcf 
gorenica] the character of the Athcninne or im- 
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pre&getl upon ilicni motives of action, tiact rtUl a 
lioUl u|ioa their tn^ination tunl incuiory, 
whera it had been constant tv kept ativc by the elo- 
jp fpm y of DemostiicDca and olhero. The pence of 
Deiuades, rccagninilig PJulip a* chief of Greece, 

"whb a rcauQciatioTi of all lliia proud liislorioBl past, 
and the acceptance of a new and degrudect position, 
for Athena as well as for Greece generally* 

I’olyhiuB pitdacs the getierositv of Philip in grant- J‘3^*' 
ii)g nueh favoiindile terms, and even adirms, not tmainDv- 
veiy uccurutcly, that lie uectirud theroby the bteady p„n,_ 
gratitude and attachment of t!ie AtheoiaiiB’. Dut 
Piiilip would have goiued uotlitng by killing hia jwji^ 
priaoneta; not 10 melitioil lUai he would hove aum. 
provoked un implacohte spirit of revamp: among 
the Athenians. By mdliog bis prisoners for siavet 
he would have gained Aonicliitnif, but hy the u«e 
netutdly made of them In- gained more. ’Flia re* 
cogtultou oi tiis tldlcoic.supremnc}' l»y Athciii ww 
the eupilol tatep fur the ppc»!iecutiou of liia objects. 

It unsureil hint ogiiinat diMenl^cut^ among the re^ 
mauling Grecian ptiites, whoie adheoioti bad not yet 
been uuide certain, <uul who tnighi pusaibly have 
stood out ngaiiisl a proiMMitioii ao iitivid and so nnlt- 
ndlemc, had Atlieus set ibciii the citampla. Myrt' 
over, if Philip bud not purchased the recognition o( 

Athens in this wny, he might have failed in trying lo 
caioA it by force. For thougli. Wing master of the 
field, he could lay waste Attica with impunity< and 
even ealobUsb a pemioncnt fortrc» in it like Dck^lein 

_.jet iW fleet of Athiats was as ttriiog -"irt ever, 

and her prepoodetance at tea irre oU lt hte - Uudor 
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thcde drcuiiistaiicoB, Athens iiiid PeirmuB 
htivo been tlKftroitcil againut liim, as ByEaiiiiitiniiiid 
Periulhus linci been, two t'rars before ; the Atlieauto 
deet might have olxiiructetl bis 0|>Drittjaii4 ia many 
waVB; (uiti live aiogtr of AthetiB migtil have cuJhid 
forth a bund of Hellonio symputhyi such as 
to otnbamissi liis farUuu' progress. TJithes^nn 
inlaiit) dty, iuxtiul b)- the other Btnotiun citic^^ 
was prasirated by the bntllc of Chforoneia, mill Itii 
witliuui any uieona of Buccessftil defence. Hut the 
«nine bloK- vtw util absolutely moru! to Aibens, 
unitotl in her i>opulalion throughout all the area of 
Attica, and superior at sea. VV'o may aec thordbre 
that—with etich difficuiliesi before him if he pnahed 
the Aliientaua to tlci))air'<»Pliilip acted wisely in 
uiu ploying hir victory and his prison erv to iiroctuv 
her recognition of his headship. His politick game 
was wcll-ptaycd, now os always ■, but to the pniise uf 
gcucituily liestowed by Potyhius, he has little chutn. 

Beaidca the recogniliun of Philip us chief of 
Greece, the ALhcniuua. on the motion of Demudei;, 
parsed various hunontr)' and cumpUmenlory toich 
in Ilia favour; of what preciftu uniure nre do not 
hmiw*. Imtuediuto relief from danger, with tiic 
restoration ot :^<XJO captive citizens, were sulhdent 
u> render the peace pipulnr at the hrsi muuicnt i 
moreover, the Athetuans, oa if oonscintia gf failing 
rrsolutioti and strengtli, were now cnloriog upon 
that Dorcor ot llaitciy to powortid kingv, which wo

roioJirtsof tiie«gnllDnl etuaena, iforcover it farther 
Hppoare that DenitmtUenEj* isita rioitinned in mi ini' 
ptirlani finnacinJ poll af ouc of the joint monagora 
of tltft Thtftdc Fund, and aa roember oj s Board 
lor purchasing com i he wo* alno ctmtinued, or 
ehoilly afterwords re-appomtod. suifcrinlcndent of 
tho walltt and defence* of tbe city. The orator 
Hyperidca, tbo political coadjutor ui DetuuAbenea, 
wo* imtieached by AriatugcUon under the tirephil 
Pantiioinon, fur Ub illcfal oud uutconilitJtiQiinl 
ileiiree (prcyiofitsd under iJie iiiiiiit^iiiie terror of the 
dd'eal at ClitarouidBj, to grant nmonnnenioti to the 
lilavcs, cili^cnahip to Hiclica, and reatoriOion uf 
cit.leeiiibip lo those who had been tiiaffanebiied by 
judijdol aciilenco. The occnmjiu'o of pewe had 
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rernovcHl nil Dcoesfiit)- lor aciiog upon ilua decree; 
neverthcle^^ nti iiitpeMclitiient troft cnler^ nnd 
brotiglil UgalnEt lU mover. H3'[)oridc8i uiiafaJe to 
dem* its tllegniUs', plnctHl liis defciicc on tlie true 
and u1iviou4 ground—" The ^Ucedonian nniis (he 
said I darkened my vieioTi. it was not I who moved 
the denree ; it wns tLc linltlc of CliEPjroueia'. Thu 
Bubistnative defcuce wuh ediuitted by tlie Dihndtery; 
0 ‘bjle the bald oratorical turn attracted notice I’rom 
rbctoiical cHtici. 

Having tbus. mibjugated and garrisoned TlicE^ea 
'—Imviiig mcon^liluted tlie auli-Tbcban cities in 
fknotin—linving oonsl rainml Atbena to ^ubimflaiun 
and depciideiil uliiaiice—^aud having estaMishctl a 
j^r rirt f ni ill AiiiL riikiit, oL lIjc same time masicring 
Akamniiint and baninbittg the ivailttig Ahnrnniiuins 
who were opposed to biim—rbilip ncsl proraeded 
to carry bis mma iiilo Pelopounesus; lie found 
tiute poaitivo rcviblmice auywJmre, cKcejit in the 
territory of Spurt a. The Corinthians. Argeionfi, 
Me^emmis. Kleinut^, and man}' ^Uoadioud, nil sub¬ 
mitted to his rtominian ; anmc cv'en court td hb 
utlinncc, from fear ami oulipatby agmnst Spann. 
Philip invaded Lacouiu with an annyi too powerful 
for the Sjtartonu to roaiiii in the field. He 
laid wiiBtc ihu country, tmd took jsomc detached 
pasta: but lie did not lahoj nor do wc know tiiut 
he even attacked, Sparta itself. The SpurUins 
could not retijst; yet would tlioy ticitbiir submit, 
nor oak Tor ^osme. IL appears that Plidiptut down 
their lemtory niul uomawied tbcjr boundnries oil mil 
the three aidei; towanfs Ar^as, Mes^nii^, cud .Me- 
< rtunrlk, vu. V 
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• i^olopoilsWoluavoooprtfcidedocoiinlofthcdetails 
rtf 1 1iiT proceeding9; biii il is dearthul he did jiist 
wliRl srteinod to him go^id, and timt thrt goycroiticDfs 
uf aJl the Pclupounesmn cities caiuA into the hnJidd of 
Iii4, pitTibitn»< Spuilu the onie cUy vrliich atooti 
out against him; maintaining her ancient freedmn 
and dignity, under circumslKnoes* of factikaeoa and 
humiliation, iritli nioK unshaken resahUinn limn 
Athena. 

Philip n«xt proceeded to conv’cno a congreas of 
(Trccifin cities at Cprtntli. Iiehri%uuttouiicecl liimscir 
na rcaoltne4.1 uti ancsqMsdItionagaioat the Pcfslan kin^, wup a 
for iht purpose both ot hUerating the Asiatic Greeks, ,im 

and avenging tho iiivHsitin of Greece by Xerxcft. SSj 
I'bc geueral vote oi the congress nominatcfl him 
IflAdur ufthe iiniteit Oredes fur thia purpose, and 
decreed a Grcciari feutre to Join him, to he formed 
of contingonts fomiahed by the various cities. 'I'he 
IuLhI uf the force proodised iaitated only by Jusiin, 
who g|ire!> il at fool, a ml 15,000 htine -, an 

nrniy which Greece ccrtmnty mu Id not Itnve rttr’ 
ntshed, and which w'c cnii iinrdly believe to hnvo 
hceiievcji ptomiKd*. The Spartans stood aloof from 
the congr«s 9 , ccKititvoing to refuse nil ftcognilion nf 
the hcadsltip of Philip. The Atheninns nttaiulef] and 
ooncurted in Uiu vote ; ivliicit was in fact tlic next 
step to carry out the peace made by fXmurla, They 
were requiitil to fufiiwh a welhequipped fleet to 
Bcrrc under Philip; niid they were at the same time

wardM toinfnrocd. For aovoral ycara afterwards, 
the narai ibree in tbo dockyards of Atlums stiU 
couiinuL’d large and powerful; but her aiariunie 
ucendency bentwronvard di«xp|»eafs. 

'Hte Alhenione, deeply mortitied by «uoh humi- 
liution, wero mniniled by Pbukiun dial it was a 
Diiccsiiary result of the iHmcu which tboy Imti ac> 
cepted on tlie niotion of Doiuades, and dint it wh» 
BOW top late to murmur*. We csmuai wnniter at 
their feelings. Togellier with the other free cities 
of Greece, they wore enrolled ni oonlribulory ap- 
{Mindagt-H of the king ufMaecdou ; a revolutioo, lo 
iheui more galling than to the rnsl, since they [nused 
at once, not merely from simplenolpuomy, but frotn 
n rottdiLioual'superior dignity, into the couimon de^ 
pcndenco, Athens hnd only toannetion the scheme 
diciutcd br Piiilip and to furnish hcrcjuola towards 
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ilju ejiccutioji* Mov^ovtr, ihii (^cUtnic^lUo iuva- 
«ion Qf Fcrojit—luul c<iaaetl id tie wi abject of ga- 
nuioe aspiraiktn thfougboui tbe Greciau world* 
Tbu Grtjai Kiogt ao Jooger inspiring terror to 
Greece collccUvcly, nuglil now be rcgarduti fts likely 
to lend protccUoa agiunst ^^^»cedotJiau oppreBsiou* 
To emancipate Ibo Asiatic Greckn from Porwaii 
doHiinioo would be iu ilodf enterprise grulcful 
to Greciflu feetiog, tboirgb all iiicli wiiiUtw riiUfil 
hove hceo gradually dying out iiiice the iieacc ot 
Antftlkidaa* Hot e^anctjujlioii* accomiilisliecl 1^ 
Philip, would be only a tranaibr of the Asiulic 
Creeks jmui Persian domimon to his. ibe synod 
of Corbtb Msrved no purpewo Qi:tx‘pi to harucas the 
Greeks to his car. for a diBiatil entiTpriac lucraUve 
tu his wihliei a and euiled to hie inbatiaWc BJuliiUM. 

It was in 5VJ?' a.c* IhaL tlua Porwiin expLttiUou 
wns conctirt^d nud resol red. During that year .pm- 
paraiiurw were mode ot etiditjient magnitude to o*- 
tiaust Uie finances of Philip'; who wus at the entue 
time engugiHl in Tuililary aptjratioufi. auii fought u 
iMsverc battle against tUt IlTyrian king PlmirittaV 
Ju the ipring of 336 h*c., a portion of the Maoe- 
doniau army under Ihirtnauio aud Aitalua. waa sunt 
across to j\*ein to oonuntneo military opurnlkms i 
Philip Uirasclfiulending spoodily to foliow’. 

Such however was not tJic fate rcucivcd for him* 
Not long before, Im iwd token the rcsalulion of 
[ludialiiiB, on the eHegation of intidcHty. his wife 
Olyropiasi who is taid lo have become repugmmt 
to him, from the iurioui and savage iuipoipatstJ 
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PMUp^ Ijer chamutcr. Htf (tad succeisiTety married jfcvcntl 
wives, the Juel of i^'liotn was Kleop^itra, niece of the 
Sli Miiccdonkn Atloltre. It was at her inAtanoc tliul he 
is stud to have repudiated Olyropiafl; who retired 
wmiMinuf 10 her brother Alejtauder of l^plrue'. This ateu

*ii-riiiin of the two queens, and even hetweeti fiiitip and

the intoxieotioa of the marriage banquet. AttatuB 
pn)jH»ied a toast and piayer, tJiat there might ajiectl- 
ity apliear a JegitJmate son, from Phlhji and Kloo- 
piUm, to auocced lo liie hiceduulan throne. Ujwii 
wdiicli Alexander exdaiiiieil iu wiaifi—Do you 
llteu prodaitn far iw a trastard f—Mt llie Bame 
tinic iiurliiig a gtiblel at him, Incettscil at this 
proceeding, PJiilip started uj*, drew Iiis sword, and 
mnfle furiously at his son j but fell lo the grourid 
from passion and iutuxication. Ttiix Rccident alone 
preserveil the life of Alexander! who retorted— 
'* Here is a nmti, iireparltig lo cross from Ehirvpc 
into Asia—who ytl cannul *ti‘p surely fmiii one 
couch U> another’'*'' After this violent quarrel the 
father and sou separated. AJexsuiiicr conducted 
Ills mother into EpiruM, mid rhen went liiitisclf to 
the Illytian king. SonjE montbs afterwords, at the 
iQstuiicc of the Corinthian Dcniiiratiia, Philip aent 
fur hint back, uad Itccume rccoueiJed to bim; hut 
nnnthCT onisu i*f dis[)!easuj» soon arase, bocauee 
Alexander liar] opened a negotiatiun for nuirriogc 
with the daughter i^f tSie satrap vf Karm. ItejcctMig

Such were the auimoaitles distraclmg the court 
and fnmilT of Philip. A son had just litt-n Irtiro m 
htm from htfl new wife KlcnpMm*. Hit d^pciHilou 
agaiiMl Prrsm, resolved and prcpai^’d during the 
prcccdin^yenri hnd been aciunlly eomtnciictTl; Par- 
monio and Atlalus having bcon sent across to Aum 
with ihc liwt dh'iKjon. to be followed prescnlly by 
hifiiwlfwiih the remaining army. Bui Philip foresaw 
tbitl during liIn nbBence danger might aiise from the 
ftirious Olyropiaa, btUcrly exaspuralctl by the recent 
events, and insligating her brother Alexander king 
uf Epirus, with whetm ahe Wus now Trsiding. Philip 
indeed held a Mocedooum gntriaon in Ambrokin'’, 
the ohiet Grecian city on ibf Epimtic borrlcr, mid 
bo hod also contributed much to cstahliBh Alex¬ 
ander na prince. But he now deemed it cswntiul 
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la coticiliDte him still further, by a. speciul tto of 
altiiuice : giTing to hiti] in niiirrtnge Kteoputrii, his 
daughter by Olympias'. For Ihm marritige, cide- 
bnited at .jSIgu? in Mucedimiii in August 33G r.c., 
PhiMp pravidcfl fcsllvala of the utmost t:ast mul 
splendour^ cainoionioniting n| the snme time the 
rccenl birth of his lion by KleopatTU'', Banquets, 
munificent preKcatStgy'tiuiOBtijC and musical matches, 
tragic exhtbitiattR^, among which Neoptolcmut the 
Actor {lerrarmed In the tragedy of Kinyrns. &c. with 
every specie^ uf attraction known lo the age— 
were aeoutnulated, in order to reconcile the dis- • 
Bcntient pniites m MucecluriTa, aud to render tho 
cffeci imposing on the miuda af the Greeks; who. 
from every city, sent deputies for cungratuldtion. 
Statues of the tweH’o great gods, tuhnimbly ese- 
ctited, were carried in solemn procession into ttie 
theatre; iintnedlately nf^er them, tlic statue of 
Philip himself as a Ihirtecntii god'*. 

Amidst this festive niuUTiude, howeveri there 
went not wanting dtsconteuted partisans of Olyui-^ 
piss niid Alexander, to both of whom the young 
queen with her new-born child threatened a for- 
mldalde rivalry, 'Hicte was also a tnulcontont yot 
more duiigcrona—PauaBnios. one of this myal body- 
guortls, It tioblo youth born in the diiitrict called 
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Orcstis i« Upper MaccdooU ; wlio, rroiu cause* nf 

offence pecuUnr m liicnsolf. uouriBheti ndeadSybutrud 

nCTicfit Philip. Tiie prcivocaUnn which he Imd re¬ 
ceived ia otic wluch wo can ruather conreniciiUy 
ironsoribo, nor indeed accuratciy make oul. »mid*L 
discrepanens of BtaUnueiU. It was Atlalu*, the uncle 
of tlie uew qiieeoKlcoiiatni. who had given Ihepw- 
vocnlion, by intlicling uiHiti Pftiisauia* an ouln^o of 
Ihe moBl brutal «nd revolting character. Even for so 

fiionittfouftiinact. uo regular jualicc could he hail In 

Macedonia, attun'd. » i»worful man. PhofianiW 
coroiihiiued to PhiUp in yoiwo. Accord mg to one 
" account, I'hlilp pul asnUt the cocaplaint witli eva¬ 
sions, and even treated it with ridicula; nccordtng 
to imoUier account, he expreawid bin displeasure nt 
the act. wijJ tried to console Plawatiuiiui by pccu- 
niarv urc^enU- But lie granted uDiLharrciiresf nor 
mWieVacUon to the sentinmirt of nl» nulroged man . 
Accordingly PflUfiiuuafl detenumed to take revenge 
for himaeU- liwlc^d of revenging himself on Al- 
lalu*—who indued wa^ out of liis reach, bimig at 
the head uf the Macdlotiiaii troops m 
wrath fixed upon Philip UimaoJf. by whom the fie. 
tnaiid for redress bail liccu reruHcd- li 
that till* turn of scaiimcnt, dimtiug the appetite 
for revenge away from the real cnmiiial. was not 
Wholly apoiifoneons on the part of l^uiamaa. but 
was artfully instignUd by vnnous party conspinUora 
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lo have treated Pausatiiaa Tvith bsuUi>—being of 
course nko [lartisaiie of Olympias nnd Alosander— 
were well diiposL-d lo make iiae of ihe niaddcneil 
Paijfianifls a» nn Jnetronicut, nnd to dlrijcl hb ejr-. 
nsjH’ration against LUc king. H« Jiiid iiouretl forth 
hie compTamis both toOtympins anri to Atoxanderj 
the former is said to have worked Jiim up vchcmcinly 
agalnAi her late husUand—and even the latter 
rc[>caied to him n rcrae oni of Euripides, wherein 
the fierce Medea, deaericd by her hiisbniid Jason 
who Iwd mofried the doughter of the Corinthian 
kitrg Kreori, rowis to iueJudo in her revenge the 
king liimseif. together witJi Jicr huijliaiid nnd 
hia new wife*. I'iiai Uie vindictive Olympias 
wontd positively spur on Pausiiuia* lo aseassJnide 
niilip, iA higltJy prohuhle, Rcsiiccting Alexander, 
tliough he also was Rcenstd, there is im sumdenl 
evidence to warrant a similar assertion; but that 
soujc among his iMirtuians—men eager to cotisuh 
his fetdinga nnd to ensure his auecesj^iun'—lent tJiiiir 
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oncoiiragcnicnbs, appears tolerably well established. 
A Grc^k sophist named iJcTHiokrates is aiso said to 
linvo coniribuled to ihc deed, thougli aeentingJy 
w about iiaeiiiiou, by his con versa Uon : nnd the 
Persian king (on iniprolinbla rt-porij by hie gold*. 

Unconscioee uf the plot, f'hjiip wosabaitl lo enter 
the tlmatre^ oirendj crowded with Bpectatora. A*! 
he epproeched the door, cloilicd in a wluUtohe, ho 
lelt so exsitvd with iniprrs.sHitia of hii owii dignitr, 
atid an (.'onfidetit in the admiring sympathy of ihu 
stnrotnuling mollJtude, that he advanced bolh un- 
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amicd atirl tjuprotecwd, Uis pard# to hold 

Ijftclc. At tiiia inomtjot Pamwuifts, standing near 
with a ClafUc award cunceolcd under Ilia giirtticiil, 
fUilujd upon him. Ihmiit ihe weapon thnuish his 
Irtdy. and kilM him, Having acoompliehed Ids 
puj*pD6tj, Uio uAsassin immedintcly nm off, and tiied 
to reach the gatce. where be Uftd ppovioualj- caused 
lioTses to be sutiooed. Being atrong and mriivo, 
be mijrlit have Bticccodcil in effecting Ida escape-— 
like most of the fljssasRne ofjMoa of Plicrw’ under 
cireumBtanoes very eiinilar—hud not hiu ftml slum* 
bleil mnidat some vine-stocks. The gnurda and 
friends of Philip were ut first paralysed with asto- 
nialnnent and cotwtenialion. At length liu.iivevep 
etune hustonad to assiet the dying king; wtiilc 
othoTi fuahtHl in pursuit ol Paneauiti^, IjiODiiatus 
and Perdikkoa overtook him and »kir him immu- 
dialdy*. 

lu what way. or lo what estc.iit, tiie accomplices 
of Puiiflaiiias lent him. aid. ve are not permitted to 
know. It is possible that tlicy may hnve fwfited 
tbctnsclTes nrtfnlly rw to obstruct pursuit, uud 
favour his clmoce ol <wefl(h:; which would appear 
ejetitmely small, offer n deed of soch unmeanured 
uudadty- Three only of the reputed flocompticca 
Ere Unown to us, by name—throe hioiliofr iromtlio 
Lvnkeitinn tUstriti of Upper Mocetlonia—Alex- 
widcr. Heroracnes, ond Arrliiltcufl. wtus of ^ro- 
pua*; but it acems that there were others 
The LynkosUan Alexander—whose fathcr-in-Iiw 
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Anttpniei- was tine Itie tiittst consiiicunun imtl 
coDiidfalial officon i» tho Burvtcv of Philips 
ttclongvd la a good fartill; iit MnCifiioiiia, perhajui 
even dciictmdniits from the ancient famitf of 
the priujius of Lynkestu'- Li was lie> wlio, tm- 
inediatdy after PnuHaittBs had assasBiiiated Bidip, 
hasU'ucd to aalutc the prince AlcaamJer as king,' 
helped him to put uti his armour, and iniu'chcd uf 
one of his guards !□ take possession of the rcgnt 
palace^. 

This *■ prirmi rax* ” wti® not simply an wdeu or 
presage to Alexander of empire to come, hut e^en* 
linlly servieeahle to lumas area! detcnnhiiogcause 
or condition, 'i'he succeasioo to dm A'lacctluniaa 
throne vra« often diiiturhed by fend or bloodehod 
among the memtieia of the regal faniUy ; and uuilm 
the latter circa me taikces of Philip’s reiga, such 
disturbance was peculiarly probable. He bad been 
on had leriua with Alexander, and on still worsa 
terms with Olympiaa. While tmuisbiog penoiu 
attached to Alexander, he had teni hia car to At' 
talus with the partiMaiisof the new queen Kleopatra. 
Had these tatter got the first start ullcr the nseasaino^ 
lion, they would liave orguntsed an opposition to 
Alexander in favour of the infant prince; which 
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opposition mlotit have tiod soutcchancmofsuccMti, 
since llie|' lind breu iu favour wUU llio lieciCOAed 
and were therelbre in pcwse^iioti of ntiuny 
important posts. But the deed of BnusuiiioB look 
them unprepared, nnd for tlic momant paralyMd 
ihem f while, bdbre they could recover or take 
conoert, one of the accomplice of Itic assitssiu rnn 
to put Alexandor iu motion without delay. A dc* 
dsive iniltatory rooveutenl from him luiil ho fricndA, 
at thiii criticat juncture, dotennioed wnverers and 
forcstulled uj}{} 09 itionH Wu neotl not wonder there* 
furc that AEeJiBuder, when kht|$, icsUfiod extm- 
ordumr)’ gratitude and cateem for Ids LynkcaLum 
ttamnsako } not simply exempting’ him frum tlje 
punishment of deatJ) indicted on the other ocoum* 
ptices^ hut also pruniuiing liliu in great honours and 
ini[>orUmt miUtury eatntnands. N'd titer Alc^uutdei 
and Olynipiiut on liic one aide, nor Attains and 
l^leopnlra on the other, wont (tomonnlly safn, 
except by iux(uiring the succcaaion. it was one 
of tlie earlieti proDcedings of Alcxntider to send 
over a sjiecliil odlocr to iVsiu, for flu; purpuso 
of luirtgiiig home Altaiu> piiaoner, or of puttlrig 
him to death; the lost of which wn^ done, scciningly 
through tJic cooperaiion of Puriueaiu (who was Iti 
joint mnimaitd with Atlalus) and lit* son PhJIAlai^ 
The niifortnnato Kloopatm'and her child wrrn both 
pul to death 'ibority allerwarda^.

We could hare wished to leum from sonic jrct^u 
ncluallyprescnt.theinimcdmleeffect produced upon 
the great miiu^JIaticouff croweS in the theotre, wJien i 
the sudden murder of Phiiip ffr^it heenme hnawn. 
Among the Greeks preseotT there were douittlesB ^ 

ttiaiiy who wetcoiutd it with silent sutisfaetion, an ^ 

seeming to reopen for them ttm door of frectlfitn. 

One person aiouc dared to inauirust eatlsfactiou; 
tuid that one was Olympiosh 
Tints penahed the rieslroyer of freedom aod In- 
dependeuce In the Melleuic worldt the age of t 
forty-aix'or foTty-soven, iiftor a reign, of Iwenly- 
three ycaiw*. Our Infomialiuo Uhom him is sig¬ 
nally defective. Neither his nor his plans, 

nor the dillicultieB which ho nor hfs in¬ 

terior govemmenl, are known to im with exactness 
or upon contemporary historical atithoHty. flu I 
the great reisulta of his reign, aiiiT'ttic innin lines 
of his character, utniitl out incontestably. At Etis 
accession, the Alacedonian kingdom was a narraw

uf tliL' Projwntis to those of the Ionian Sea, and the 
Ambrakion, Messeofan, and Saronic Gulfs. Wfttiin 
Llnxio boundaries, all Iha uittes rccogiii.>iod the supre¬ 
macy of P|ilii|t: except only Sparta, and niuun- 
toineers like the dStolians and otJiers, defended by 
n rugged Imnie. Good fortune tiud waited on Phi¬ 
lip's Mlcps, with a few n»re, interruptions' i hut it 
was gooil fortune crowiiuig the efforts of a rare 
talent, political and military, indeed ihe restless 
ambition, the in defat ignblc |icrsona! aetlvitt’ and 
endurance, and the advouturoue courage, of Philip, 
went such as, iu a kiug, sutKcealtuost of themBelvcs 
to guiminlee success, even with ubilities much iu- 
ferior to hw. That umong the causes of Philip's 
ooutjuesU, one was corruption, employed abun¬ 
dantly to foinent discord and purchase porlisans 
nmoiig neighbours and enemics^tlial with winning 
nni] agreeable manners, he combined reck less ueas 
in faJ.su promises, deoait and cxlortiun oven to¬ 
wards idUwi, Olid unscrupulous perjury when it 
suited bis purpose—this wo find aliirmed, and tliero 
is no rcasotL for disbeiioving it*. Such dtssiolving 
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forces sittOiitUeii ilu» way foT a“ efficient anti Ril» 
intrable nrmy, ofgaiiiwl, nmi iiauuUy tomlountied, 
hy Uini&oli. it« orgnnissitioii «doi»li>d unci ^olurgtsl 
the l»est pfoteuwt^ of scidJiitiu wurfaro eiDployed by 
KptiniinoniluK.and lijhikralea'. Begoo lu well as 

completed by lliillp, and betineinlied a* au tn^^ixe 
ready-made tor the contpiafits ol Alexander, it t»tt- 
aliiutes tin epoch in miliiary hialory ■ Bui the more 
we extol the geuiiisof Pbitip tw n couqueror, fbmicd 
for lucccstslul eneroRChtcmni owl ageraiidisomenlnt 
Ihc expenw of all hie ncighboure—lhe lu» con wc 
find iwim for that milclncaj nud modomtion winch 
eosne authore diocover in his churactcr. If, on aoine 
cjccaMono of his life, such attribnlce may fairly he 
lecogniwil. we have to set oBaiurt tboni 
tion of the thirtytwo Greek dlic* w ChnlhidikS 
ftnii lliu wUpleaaJe trailsporUliw ot wduclant ami 
miscnible fttmiii(M from one iuhahioiRcy to another, 
Bcaidea his skill as agettcjul and iwHttcko, Philip 
was no mean proficient in the Grecino accompliah- 
iiieuia of rhetoric nod loltm. The tcstiuiony ot 
JSschUvets os to bis etfeclixe powers of speahiDg,

]iuBt a worm atfinircr of Philip’a gciuux, stigmatwea 
iwt only Uic perfidy of hit pubUc deatuip, hut oleo 
the druukcituem, gambUog, and itXoc»A<s of all 
kiuds in wbieh he iudulged'—oncoumging' the liho 
in thofta around liim. His Alaoedoaiao aud Gi%> 
cinn body*^nli BUtf bt uutnlMr. wsa a troop in 
which no decent man could iiTc i dutingoiabed in¬ 
deed for miUtory bmvery aud aptitude, hiLt eated 
with plunder, and atnined witlt such ihameliM trea* 
ebery, sBtuguiiiftiy rapacity > and unbridled I nut, 
a» Irtsfittod only Centaora and Lmstrygona’. The 
nuutberof Philip'* miaircMt** nad wivn wati ahnoai 
on au OrieiUtd acale't and the di^nidott* . thuM 
introduced into his court thmugli lii» olftpring by

Philip comholed on 
opponents like Epaminondaa, or Agesilnus, or Iphi* 
kmlufii. IIow diOhrout might huve been Ids oweer, 
liad Ejiautinonclas survived llw victory of Moniiiieia, 
gained on ly two years before Phili p’s aeteasin tit To 
oppose Philip, there needed a umn like luuitielf, 
competent not only to advise auil project, Uul Oi 
cotutuaml in pcri>on, to stimnlaio the acnl of citiaen* 
soldiers, and to set the example ol bracing dangpr 
end fatigue. Unfortunately for Greece, no aucli 
loader stood forw'wd, in connsel and epecch De- 
itiOBlh cues sulliced lor t he euicrgciicy.
